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Of the author or compiler of the following ^* Diurnal/' nothing is 
known, or seems likely to be discovered. The manuscript from which 
it has been printed, came into the possession of the family of its 
present owner in the reign of Charles II,* and appears to be of the 
latter end of the sixteenth, or the beginning of the seventeenth century. 
It is obviously the work of an ignorant, and often careless transcriber ; 
whose frequent mistakes, in the names of persons and places, are not 
the most important or perplexing of his apparent deviations from the 
original. Some errors however are of a kind which cannot be fairly 
ascribed to the mere negligence of transcription, and with which the 
original author may be more justly presumed to have been chargeable. 

To those who are at all acquainted with the minute details of Scot- 
tish history in the sixteenth century, a very slight perusal of the work 
will suggest, that, in its different parts, it is of very unequal value. 
From the era of the battle of Floddon, and the death of King James 
the Fourth, in the year 1513, at which it commences, down to the 
termination of the government of the Earl of Arran in 1253, its details, 
comparatively meagre, and occasionally inaccurate, are obviously not 
recorded by a contemporary chronicler, but must have been derived 
from tradition and other imperfect sources. Yet even in this first and

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least valuable portion of the work, will be found many minute facts 
and notices that would be vainly looked for in the ordinary histories 
of the reign of King James the Fifth, and the first ten years of the reign 
of Queen Mary. 

The next, and the most considerable portion of the work, begin- 
ning at the year 15579 and ending in June 13Ji^ bears evident 
marks of having been written by a contemporary observer, residing in 
Edinburgh, and probably employed in some subordinate official situa- 
tion, not yerj remote from the Court, yet not of such a kind as to 
afford him accurate or confidential intelligence in matters not obvious 
to all the world. On the most important and most dubious facts in 
this eventful period of Scottish history, our journalist will probably not 
be thought to have thrown any new or strong light ; yet in his 
register of local occurrences, and temporary feelings and observa- 
tions, there is much, not to be found elsewhere, that cannot fail to 
interest the students of Scottish history, and which may help to correct 
or confirm the evidence of which they were previously in possession. 

To this largest portion of the work, succeeds the third and last ; 
which professes to resume the events of the history from the commence- 
ment of the regency of the Queen dowager Mary of Guise, in 1554, 
but which, in its details, adds little to the preceding narrative ; and, 
omitting entirely a period of ten years prior to 1571 9 becomes really 
valuable from the continuation of the narrative of events down to its 
abrupt conclusion in the month of July 1575. 

These different portions of the Work may be readily discriminated 
in the following pages without the aid of more minute reference. To 
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hare separated them under distinct heads, would have been an easy 
task ; and in a publication for popular use, it might hare been deemed 
expedient to reduce the whole contents of the manuscript into a more 
r^^lar and continuous series. This however would have been a 
departure from the avowed intentions of those for whose gratification 
the present work has been undertaken, and whose objects have been to 
preserve and render somewhat more accessible the original and genuine 
materials of the history of Scotland. On the plan, accordingly, that 
has been followed in several preceding publications made under 
the same authority, the text of the manuscript has been literally 
adopted, without the exercise of any critical discretion, unless in a few 
instances of palpable omission or notorious error ; and even in these, 
the necessary corrections have been introduced in such a way as still 
to leave the actual readings of the manuscript completely manifest. 
From this rule, the only deviation that has been hazarded, or of which 
it is necessary to apprise the reader, has been in the subdivision and 
punctuation of sentences, which in the manuscript are frequently such 
as entirely to mar the meaning of the writer, and to demonstrate that 
the transcriber had not the slightest comprehension of the sense of the 
original. 

The manuscript is without any title ; and that which has been 
adopted, and prefixed to the following pages, seems to correspond with 
the age of the composition, and sufficiently to indicate its nature and 
extent.

In tUefirft,wpounethetiiantietuadayoffebruar[nyntdayofSepteiaber] fo. i 
the geir of God J"' v*^ and threttene geiris, king James the fourt was flaine 
in the feild of Flowdane be our auld iiiymJes of Ingland. Thair was in this 
feild mony of the Scottis nobillis Qane. They ar to lay, Ales' archibilchope 
of San^androia and commendatare of Dunfermcline and Coldiiig-hamc, 
lone naturall to the laid king, the bifchope of the Ylis, commendatare 
of Abirbrothok and Ycolmkill, James Stewart abbot of Melros and bro- 
ther to the Laird of Innermeith, the erllis of Bothwill, Lennox, Arroll, 
Crawfurd, Cathnes, Montrois and CafliUis, lordis geifter, Erlkine, Inner- 
meith, lord Sinclare of Orknay, Homes Falcaftell, ColwIU and 
Robert [lir Robert Colwill ofj Ochiltre, with many vtlicris. Afoir 
his deceis a litill, he paft in Ingland with the powar of Scotland, and 
fwgeit the callell of Norhame and gat it, quhilk he keft doun j and als 
gat Furde and Werk, quhilkis he keft doun, with mony vtheris houlEs. 
And giff he haid v5t the counfall of his lordis that tymc, he mycht have 
gottin the callell of Berwick, and had cummit hame with greit honour. 
Bot allace, he adherit to the counfall of flrangeris, and fwa come of it. 
It is to be remembrit, that the faid king James the fourt, maill nobill 
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and Tailgeand in armes, fwas^ gritumlie given to polacie and bigging 
of palaceis ; quhilk wer Hal^rudhous and Kintj'er, the houOls of Edin- 
brugh, Striuellng and Falkland ; and gevin grittumlie to bigging of 
ichippis and greit devylare thereof ; ane greit fauorare of all wertew 
and Icience ; foundare of mony religious places, as Gray Freris of 
Striueling, Elgin and Air, with mony vthiris, with the college of the 
caftell of Striueling, and dottit with dignities and privelegeis, and gaif 
mony benefices and chaipUanrijs to it ; and quha favorit all cunnyng and 
religious men weill. He was verray mercyfull to his fiibie^is ; greit 
of ipreit he was, and iloudious in bigging of kirkis, fercheing of relidtis 
of landtis, and gaif mony ornamentis and chalifces to the ikid kirkis ; 
he was large of almouls, and deroit of hering of mels and devyne feruice. 
He coverrit nevir his held in the kirk. Thair wes greit peace and jus- 
tice in his tyme, and wes verry vyifs in all his deidis ; bot without coim- 
fall of fpirituall eftaitt, h*e gaif all benefices that vuikit in his tyme to 
his familiaris, by the ordoure of law with eIe£lioun of religious men, 
and aganis the law of God, quhair of come greit ikaith on this realme ; 
for the quhilk, God Almychtie forgif him, and tak him in his mercie. 

This moll nobill prince, afoir he pall to the feild, he deliuerit his fone 
to bifchope Williame Elphingftoun of Abirdene in keiping, and maidhis 
tefiament,inthequhilk he conAitute and ordanit quenc Margaret, dochter 
to the king of Norroway [Ingland,] his niaill derreft fpous, tutrix tet 
tamentare i quha did all with counlall of the lordis, bot it leHit nocht } 
the quene being with child that tyme, and eflerwardis deliuerit of ane 
Tone, quhilk deceilBt and wes burijt in Cambulkynneth. At this tyme 
thair wes ane counfall of the lordis in Dumferniellng, and na thing done 
thairto, bot Ipoken of. And it is to be remembrit, that this king James 
the fourt rang xv [xxv] geiris and twa [thre] moncthis ; and als to re- 
member that this nobill king, in the T^exr of God J"' v'^ geiris or thairbvi 
in the fpace of aucht dais he raid to San£t Douthois his allane, be Abir- 
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dene and Elgj-n, being ane lang way, and returnit be the fame way to 
the caftell of Striueling ; qiibilk wes neuer lene done be any king be- 
fore nor falbe neuer efter. 

In the sere of God J*" v*= and fouretene geris, the caftell of Norhame 
in Ingland wea biggit agane, be tollerance of my lord Home and the 
pryoure of Caldftreame, quhilk was caftin doun be vmquhile the kingis 
grace foirfaid. At the mertymes in the faid jeir, vmquhile the kingis 
gracis fpous, quene Margaret, convenit hir lordis at Perth, quhair thair 
wes mony materis treitit ; and thair the faid quenis grace chelit to 
hirhuiband, Archibald erle of Angus, ane man of fair perlbnage j hot 
the reft of the lordis wes nocht contentit thairwith, and thai wer haldin 
be the quenis grace the laid erllls enymyes ; and thair we3 tane James 
Betoun bifchope of Glufgow, chancellare of this realme, be fum lecu- 
laris, quha wes denuncit curfit for that caus j thair wes no leruice done 
in the quenis grace prelence, nor git in the dyoceis quhair the perfonis 
duelt. All the court was rewlit bo the erlis of Angus, Mr Gawin 
Dowglas, and the Drummondis, but nocht Weill. And heirefter the 
quenis grace, with hir hulband, paft to the caftell of Striueling to haue 
tane the king hir fune by flycht furth of the laid caftell, and to haue 
tane him to fum vther place for feir of the governour, quha wes th^ in 
France ; hot thaj fuil^eit of thair purpoifs. 

The iamyn geir [|J"' v*^ svj at the Witfonday, Johne duke of Albanie 
come into Scotland and landit at Dumbartanc,and thair wes reflaueitwith 
greit honour, and convoyit to Edinburgh with ane greit cumpany with 
greit biythnes and glore, and thair wes conllitute and maid governour of 
this realme ; and lone tbairefter held ane parliament, and reflauit the 
homage of the lordis and tbre eftuittia; quhair thair wa mony thingis 
done for the weill of this cunfrey. Evill doaris wes punneGt ■, amang the 
quhilkis ane Petit Moffet, ane greit revcr and theif, wesheidit, and for 
exampill of vtheris, his head wes put on the weft port of Edinburgh. 
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fo. 2. a. In tlie'geir of God J^ t^ and flyvetene seris^ thair wes ane gxjeit 
difcord betuix the goyemour and Alex' lord Home : the goyernour 
gadderit his afliftaris aganis the faid lord, hot than be counlall and la- 
bour of the reft of the lordis, the laid lord Home come in to the go- 
yernour and reilauit peace fra the laid goyemour ; bot it leftit nocht. 

The lame geir, king Jamesthe fyft, and his modir the queue, held: the 
Callell of Striueling to haueaflaigit the lame ; bot the king,, being of fonre 
^eiris of aige, with his moder paft imd met the laid goyemour with the 
kejis of the laid caftell. The goyernour maid faith and homage to the 
kingis grace, and ther aggreit weill togidder, and depairtit fyndrie agaae. 
I Wpoun the ffyft day of Aprile, the geir of God J^ v^ andXextene 

geris, the erle of Angus with the Homes, come furtht of Ingland to 
Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the aucht day of Aprile, thair wes certane ambaflatouris lent 
to Ingland for peace, callit Dauid Amot, bifchope of Galloway, the 
laird of Balwerie, knycht, and Mr James Ogilbie, abbot of Dry- 
burgh ; and the lame day Monlieur de Planis, Frenlche Ambafikdour, 
paft af Scotland throw Ingland to France. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Aprile, Alex' lord Home was reftorit chan- 
cellare [chalmerlane] of Scotland, and to all his pollelliouns and offices, 
and weill reflauit be the goyemour in the caftell of Edinburghe. 

In this faid moneth, thair was ane woman callit Helena Grant, ane 
. anarcadell [ancarladell] inclofit in the Grenefyid. 

Vpoun the aucht day of Julij, the geir of God foirfaid, thair was 
callit befoir the goyernour, the erlis of Glencaime and Egling^un, for 
flauchter maid be thair foneis. 

Wpoun the xxij day of februare [September,] was tane in the palice 
of Halyrudhous, Alex' lord Home chancellare [chalmerlane] foirlaid, 
Andro Ker of Pharayhirft, and maifter Williame Home, quha was put 
in prelbune. 
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Vpoiine the aucht day of October, the faid Alex' lord Home chan- 
cellare [chalraerlane] foirfaid, was beheidit in Ediuburg-lie, allegeit for 
na vther cans hot fuffering' the hlggiag of Norhame. And the nynt 
day of the famyne moneth, the faid Mr Williame Home was beheidit, 
in prefence of the governour. 

Vpoun the xxix day of Merch, the gtiir of God J"^ v*^ . . . . geiria, the 
gOTemour relfauit the knichtheid of the Cokkill fra the king- of Franceis 
ambafiadouris in the abbay of Halyrudhous. In this geir was ane 
dilcord betuix the quenis grace and the erle of Angiis ; efter the quhilk 
fho marijt Harie Stewart, fecund brotliir to the lord of Avindaill. 

Vpoun the laft day of Aprile, the yeir of God J"^ v^ and tuentie 
sens, the maillcr of Eg:lingtoun and fchir Patrik Hamiltone, wer Haine 
in Edinburgh be Archibald erle of Angus, and the principallis of the 
DouglaOis. 

Vpoun the xxt day of Nouember, monfieur AUoway, [ Aubigny] callit 
Robert Stewart, come out of France be fee, and landit at Dunbar. 

Wpoun the tuantie day of Julij, the geir of God J"' v*^ and xjg geris, 
Archibald erle of Angus come to Edinburghc, and thair caulit tak af 
the tolbuith thairof my lord Home3 heid and hia hroderis, and de- 
liuerit thame to George Home, and Dauid Homes of Wedderburne, 
than at the home ; and within twa dais therefter, he brocht in the faid 
George and Dauid Homes in Edinburghc, ([uhair thaj remanit thre 
daviS' The fame geir, the iairdis of Haltoun, Calder, Corltorphin 
younger, and Pomphraftoun come with ane greit curapany to Edin- 
burghe aganis the commontie thairof, quhair thcj gat no honour, bot 
wer expellit Ichamefullie. 

Vpoun the fyrft day of November, the geir of God J"* v*^ and tuantie- 
twB [tuentie ane] geiris, Johne duke of Albany, and gouernour of this 
realme, come the fecund tyme out of France to Edinburgh, and de- 
pryrit the proveill; and bailleis cholin therin. 
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. Vpoun the trinitie fonday, the geir of God foiiiaid, [ J^ v^ xxij] thair 
-come out of France ffyre hundreth frenfche men of weir, and remanit in 
Edinburghe on the goyemour. In this menetyme, the Inglilinen invadit 
our bordararis, the erlle of Surrie being thair lieutennent, and keft doun 
the hous of Blacater, Nifbet, Wodderbume, Ceffurd, with mony vtheris, 
to the nomber of xx and maa, with conyoy of Scottiimen, as was alledgit. 

Wpoun the flyrft day of September, [0€i:ober] the goyemour maid 
ane couvocatioun of this realme ypoun Roiling mure ; and ypoun the 
fourtene day therof, the goyemour depairtit to France, and afiignit the 
afluniptione day of our Lady nixtocum to his returning. 

Vpoun the xxiij day of September, [ J^ v^ ^ij] the Inglifinen come to 
Teyiotdaill and brynt Jedburgh, with the reft of Cef furd, thej being ane 
greit cumpanie ; and of this realme the erle of Argyle was maid lieuten- 
nent, quha was, with general! conyocatioun, to haue met the Inglifmen 
the day foirfaid. Johne duke of Albany, goyemour, come to Scotland 
the thrid tyme, with fyftie fyye fchippis fumeift with frenchemeki of 
weir, meikill artail^eir and yi^luallis, in fupport of this realme. 

Vpoun the xx day of 0£tober, the goyemour, with confent of the 
lordis, pafi with ane greit cumpanie aganis the Inglifmen, and remanit 
ane certane tyme on the fyid of Twead, becaus the wattir was greit, 
and al&igit the caftell of Wark, and na thing done. 

Vpoun the tent day of Nouember, Johne CampbeU, than of Calder, 
flew Lachlane Makcleane in his bed, wnder fcilence of nycht, being 
than afoir aggreit of all debaittis. 

Wpoun the tuantie day of Maij, the jeir of God J^ v^ tuantie thrie 
[four] geiris, Johne duke of Albany, departit with his company to France, 
.thair to remayne thre monethis, havand the confent of the king and 
lordis ; and that the king fuld remaine in the caftell of Striueling ; and 
promefit to mak na peace with England during the faid fpace; quha cam 
neuer in Scotland. In this mene tyme, the kingis grace left the caftell 
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of Striviling, and come to Edinburgh with his moder quene Mar- 
garet, with the eirllis of Arrane, Leuenox, Crawfurde, Mortoua, 
and mony vther teniporall lordis, as Borthwick, Erlkene ; fpirituall, 
archbifchope of St Audrois, &c. chancellare, the bifchoppis of Glas- 
gow and Dunkeld, the abbotis of Haljrudhous, Cambuikynneth and 
Shaw of Paiilay ; quhome the communitie of the faid burghe 
of Edinburgh relTauit with greit trivmpht and honnoure. Vpone 
fonday following, all the faidis lordis maid tber homage and aithe of 
fidelitie to the kingis grace, in the palice of Halyrudhous. 

Wpoun the Lambes day, the king delyrit fra all his ofEciaris renun- 
ciatioun of thair oiBces and feillls, haillellie without any farder delay ; 
and about that lame tyme, the erle of Angus come quietUe out of France 
to Scotland. 

Wpoun the xviij day of Auguil, mailler Frances Bothwill, proveft 
of Edinburgh, wes deprivit fra the laid office, and my lord Maxwell 
placit therin be the kingis grace. 

Vpoun the xxij day of Auguft, the king maid his folempnit entree 
with the lordis in the tolbuytht of Edinburghe, with fceptour, crovne 
and i'word of honour ; and that fame day, James Betoun, archehifchope 
of San6landrois, chancellare of this realme, and Gawin Dunbar, bifchope 
of Aherdene, wer wardit in the caftell of Edinbrugbe, becaus thej 
wald not renunce the leiUis and lubfcriptioune maid to them of befoir 
be Johne duke of Albanie, and the reft of all the lordis renunceand ; 
quhairfoir all the kirkia of thar dyocies war interdyted induring thair 
wairdiog. 

In this laid gcir, efler Candelmes, the erllis of Angus, Lennox, 
Argyle, with thair freind James archbiTchope of Sandlandroie, 
Gilbert bifchope of Abirdene, and thair favouraris convenit in Dal- 
keith, and come to Edinburghe, to haue aOeigeit the kingis grace, 
being thair with his moder, the erllis of Arrane, Eglintouo, and mony 
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vtheris. And thair thaj reflauit the king-, and was ag^reit, and tbre 
erllis to bane his body in keping thair quarter about, quhllkia wer the 
erllis of Ang-ua, Argyle and ArroU. And firft the erle of AngTia be- 
gane, and vald on na wayilspairt withbim, qubilk cauiit greit dtfcord. 

In the geir of God, J"' v'^ xxv geiris, tbe king of France, callit 
Frances, was tane be the Spaa^eardis. And the next geir therefter be 
was redemit, and his tua fones l^d for him. 

Wpoun the ellewint day of Julij, the geir of God J*" v^ xxvj geris, 
Makclelaue, laird of Bumbie, was llane in fkn& Gclis kirk 
in Edinburgh, at the north dur therof, be the latrdis of Lochinvar and 
Drumlanrick. 

Wpoun the xxiiij day of Julij, the feild of Melrofs was ftrikkiDi 
quhair the King being thair againe his ivill with the Dowglafles, thslr 
was llane Andro Ker of CelTurd, be Walter Scott of Biickclewche. 

Vpoun the ferd day of September the fetid of Linlithgow was ftrlcken, 
quhair tbe erle of Levenox, and the laird of Howftoun, and diuers 
vtberis wer flane, quba come aganis tlie Kingis grace with his command, 
be lang hatdin with the DouglaQIs aganis his will, as faid ib. 

Vpone the fext day of Maij, the geir of God J*" v^ xsrlj geiris, 
Rome was put to lak bo the duke of Burdoun, [Bourbon] quhair the 
laid duke was ilane, and Paip Clement tane. 

Vpoun the lail day of Februare, Maifler Patrik Hamilton, abbot of 
Feime, was brynt in San^ndrois. 

In the geir of God J™ v"^ tuantie aucht geiris, tbe kingis graco by 
nicbt wan away fra the Doiiglains ; and thairefter the erle of AngUB, 
chancellare, and Archibald [Douglas,] thefaurare, and George Dow- 
glas, wer commandit wndcr tbe paine of lefemaielUe, that nane of 
tbame nor thair famUiaris cum neir the king be tuelf mylUs ; the king 
being in Strireliug, and tbe faid erle and liis aQiftaris beand in Edin* 
but^e, gadderand on baith tbe fydis. Vpoun tbe fecund day of Julij, 
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the Md erie witli Lis ireindU depairtit of Edinburgfa, the king ciimand 
to the laid liurgbe with dilplait baiier ; quhair it was decreitit be the 
kingis grace and his Lordis, that the faid erle luld be wardit in the 
north beyond Spey, and George and Archibald to be wairdit in the 
caftell of Edinburgh, qiihilk thaj refuifeit ; and thairefter thaj wer all 
fumraond to the Parliament to be haldin in Edinburgh the thrid day 
of September nixtocum. In this menetjiiie, the faid erle was deprjnnt 
of his offices, and in his place was enterit the bifchope of Glalgow. 
Archibald was dcpryvit of the thefaurarie, and placit thairin Robert 
Cairncorfe, abbot of Halyrudhous. And als was tane fra the faid 
Archibald the privie feill, and was givin to the bilchope of Dunkell ; and 
George [ JamesJ CoilwiU of Vchiltrie was chofin comprollare, and in thia 
mene tyme was ikirk watcheiog in Edinburgh about the kingis grace. 

Vpoun the xx day of Jolij, the kingis grace paft to Striueling, and 
tb^r held his chekker. 

Wpoun the xxvj day of Auguft, Archibald erle of Angus cam to c 
Edinburgh with ane hundreth horle men, aganis the tynie of the Parlia- 
ment, to have prevenit the kingis ciiming ; and incontinent come to 
my lord MaxTcU, provell of the faid burgh, and the^ laird of Loch- 
invar with thair freindis, with the communitie of the faid bnrgh ; 
quha caulit the laid erle leif the toun. Heirat was mony hurt with 
haghuttis, and efter this greit and ftark waitches wer in E<Hnburgh. 

Wpoun the flfyft day of September, the faid Archibald erle of Angus, 
and Alexander Dnimmond of Cnrnok, was foirfalfit in this Parliament 
and all that haid cumpanie with tbame wer put to the home. And 
the lamen nicht the faidis perlonis brynt Cranftoun and CowiQand, and 
tak all the guidis being therintill ; quha did great fkaith to mony puir 
commounis. 

Wpoun the xx day of Oftober, the kin^ convenit all his lordis ami 
feruandis to feige Temptalloun ; and in the mene tyme, the king being 
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in Edinbut^h, the laid erle lend his lettres of obedience to the kingia 
grace, promittand to delyuer to his grace the faid caftell, his heretage, 
honour and Ij'if being- faulf ; the king helring that, waa content to iulfil 
his defyrea, bot it tuik na effefil, for the king was vtherwayis coun- 
lallit therfra. 

W'poun the XKv day of the faid moneth, the faige was laid to the laid 
caflell, quhilk laftit ten dayis continewallie, bot it was Hill hatdin and 
evill done. 

Wpoun the third day of November, the Scottis and Inglis commiilariB 
convenit in Bervick, for treating of peace and guid ordoure. 

Vpoun the iame day, the king maid ane Iblempnit aith, that the 
erle of Angus nor his freindis fuld never he reflauit be him, and als 
the lordis maid thair aithiB, that they fuld neuer requeft for thame. 

Vpoun the feird day of Nouember, the laid laige was Ikalit, and the 
nist nycht thairefter, the faid erle Qew Dauid Falcoun [Falconer] in 
Dirltoun, capitane of the kingis grace futemen. And in this mene 
t^me, the liiid kingis grace haid greit fufpicioun of the temporall lordis, 
becaus thaj favourit flim pairt the Douglailis.

Bothwill and vtheris refufand the famyne ; and thairefter the erle of 
Angus was expellit out of Coldinghame be the lieutennent and the 
Homes. 
, In the moneth of December, thair waa iyve geiris peace proclamit 
betuix Ingland and Scotland, to begin in the moneth of Januar. And 
Do£tour Magnus, Inglis ambalTadour, come to Scotland, and confirmit 
the laid peace, and fpak lecreitlie with the king. 
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In the monetli of Februare, the Erie of Bothwell was maid Lieuten- 
nent, and gat the faid office in heretage, with the hous of Temptalloun. 
About this tyme, the abbot of Halyrudhous and James Colvill wer 
depiyvit fra thair otficcs, and Robert Bartane was maid thefaurare in 
the place of the did abbot. And als the faid Robert was maid comp- 
roUare, greit cuftomar, maimer of artaljeirie and confervatoure of the 
myadis of Scotland. And in this mene tyme, thair come ane ambaUa- 
dour fra the qiiene of Vngarie, accumpanyit with feven horhs of 
tryne, throw Ingland, for treiting of mariage betuix our kingis gracei 
the empriourc Charles liAar, and als being hir filler. 

Vpoun the firfl; day of Marche, Johne Blacatar of TuUyallane, with 
his preifl. I'chir Williame Lowthiane, and thrie vtheris his feruandis, flew 
James Inglis, abbot of Culrofs, beljid the laid . . . . j and at the croce of 
Edinburgh the laid preift was degradit of his ordouris be ferin bifchopis, 
quhair the faid laird and preiA was hcidit ; and the laidis feruandis wer 
tane furth of the girth of Torphichiii, be fchir James Hamiltoun of 
Fynnart, and rellorit frie, becaus the flauchter was forthocht fellony. In 
this fiiid moneth, the erle of Murray was maid lieutennent in Scotland. 

Vpoun the fyft d&y of Aprile, the geir of God J™ v*^ xxix geiris, 
thair was ane day fett betuix the erllis of Surry and Northumberland, 
Inglifmen, for making of guid ordour on the bordouris, and reftitutlone 
of goodis tane on baith the fydis in the tyme of peace ; was differrit 
for differrence of place of meitting, for Scottis wald haue met in Scot- 
land, and Inglifiuen in England. And thairfoir meilage was fend, and 
come to both the kingis, for drelling heirof. 

Vpoun the xvj day of Maij, thair was ane greit conventione of the 
ktogis grace and lordia in Edinburgh, and raid all the Parliament to the 
tolbuith, and thair remaynit quhill foure houris at evin. And at this 
parliament was wordit in the callell of the laid burghe, the erle Bothwill, 
die lord Maxwall, the laird Buckclewch and Mark Ker : and heirin was 
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Ibirfaltit the laird of Hynderland, caUit Heni7£)i»e» [William 

Cockbura] aud coadempmt to be hangtt, and tibairefter was heidit* 
Vpone the xyiij of maij, Adame Scott of Thtrlfiane [Tii(helaw3 was 
^ 5. a. beidit. Wpoun the lame day the laird of Diwxilanrik we0 war difc in 
the Infche ; Mark Ker and the laird of Coldaneknowis wairditBi tibe 
Blaknels; the lairdis of BuckcLeuth and Farayhivft wer wardife in 
Falkland ; and the Lurd of Folwart, k>rd Home^ and the laitd of 
Johnfloua wtx wardit in the caftell of Doiin in Monteith. In the fiune 
mcmeth, the peft begoirth in Edinburgh, in ane fisajthia how ^ cattit 
Williame Mure, maifier Adame Otterburne than being profve£^ qidn 
maid greit labouria to fuppres the fame. 

Ypoun the xxvj day of Julij> the king^ graoft maid ana raMi Tpom 
the theve8> and tuik of tbame to the nomber of xxx^ perfinoa ci the 
greiteft of thame, nam^ Armeftrangis> EUottia^ Littillis^ irwenis^ witii 
Ttberis. 

In this tyme> thair came omt of Ingland tua ambailadoaris to Soot- 
land, with wreittii^s bearing in effe£i hr reftitutione of guid ordoiire 
for battk the bordouris^ and for refioinng of the erla of Angua to his 
awne rowme.. And in the mene iyme^ Ancnnn in TeriotdailL was 
farynt be the Inglilmene. 

Ypoun the xxrj day of March, the jeir of God J^ v^ xxx^ seiriai 
James Hay bifchope of Rofs, and maifier Thomas £rfkin, fecretare, 
wer fend ambafiatouris to France, for treitmg of mariaga betuix our 
kingis grace and the faid king of France dochter.. 

Ypoun the day of Aprile, Jofanne Scott waa wanfift in the 

cafiell of Edinburght, for not obeying of ane decreit obtenit agmnis 
him be James Lawfone of Hieriggis ; the qidilk Johnna Scott Isftit 
without melt or drink of Toritie TTxij dayes^ exoeptand ane drink 
of watter euerie day. 

Ypoun the xxiiij day of Aprile^ [xxv^ day of Maij J^ v^ ^^^kz^,3 it 
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'n fUtute aad ordanit be the kingis ^race and lordis, that the feat of 
the coUedge erf Juftice inld he fevin of the wyfeft, maift cunnj-ng of 
fpirituall men, and fevin of the wyfeft, maift cunnyng temporail men, 
with ane fpirituall prefident. 

In this mene tyme it was grantit to the kingis grace be the fpirituall 
men. for ane geirlie taxt, befoir grantit to him be the Papis legat, Sil- 
uefier Darone, that the king fuld haue Ixxxiiij*^ doucatis payit within 
foure geirig ; the lordis of the college of Juftlce, fould haue hene6cea 
or penfionis affignit to thame geirlie, within J"' riij*^ diicattis. 

In this geir was ane greit objuratiouQ of the fauouraria of Mertene 
Lutar, iu the abbay of HaJyrudhous. And als in this geir was tane the 
tent penny of all the benefices of this realmo abone xx li. to he payit to 
the kingis grace for thrie geiris following. 

WpouQ the xxvj day of Aprile, thair came ane ambalTadour fra the fo. a 
Empriour of tytill, with the ordour of the goldin fleis to the kingis grace. 

in this tyme, the laird of Johnefl^un tuik the greit theif callit 
George Scott of the Boig, quha did greit Qcaith to the commouns, 
byraalid thair houQis, wyfis and huirnc9 queik ; quhairfuir it was ordanit 
be the kingis grace, that he fliould be brynt quick, quhilk was done, 
byndand him to ane ftaik, and was br)'nt ; quhilk deid was neuer lene 
in this realme of befoir, nor will not be heirefter. 

Vpoun the Jcxt day of Oftober, Johnue Scott, quha faflit as faid is, 
was brocht naikit to the croce of Edinburgh, quhair he preitchit pub- 
UAlie, the famyno quhilk fafting was he the helpe of the virgin Marie. 

About this tyme was ane greit dilcord betuix the pryour of Plttin- 
weme and the laird of Ardrois, in the quhilk was tua men flane. 

Vpoun the xxv day of Jamiar, the eric of Bothwill and A dame 
Dundas wer wardit in the caftell of Edinburgh, for allegeit fecreit 
commouuing with Inglis men. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Februar, the kingis grace gnt grant of ane 
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Seiilie oontributioun to the college of Jullice, and ane geirly taxt of the 
kirk men ; aganis the quhilk was Grawin bifchope of Abird^ie ; and alg 
in the name of the remanent kirkmen appelit thairfra. In this mene 
tyme the king of Cepres come to Scotland, and with him twa feryandis 
in iiipport, becans he was baneift out of his awin cuntrie. In this 
^eir was indulgence of grace gottin to the Blak Freris of Edinburgh, 
be Johne duke of Albany, fumtyme governour of this realme, quhilk 
leftit seir and day. 

Vpoun the fevintene day of Maij, the geir of God J^ v^ xxxij seiris, 
thair was ane fing^are battill in the palice of Halyrudhous, in prefence 
of the kingis grace, betuix Johne Dowglas of Drumlanrick, and 
[the laird] of HempilTeild, defendare, and was finderit without Ikaith, 
and aggreit at that tyme at the Kingis command. 

Vpoun the aucht day of October, ane greit pairt of the toun was 
jbrynt be fuddane fyre ; and ypone the tent day, James Stewart fsrle 
of Murray was proclamit generall Lieutennent and wardane of the 
marches in the Merfe and Teyiotdaill. 

Vpoun the xvj day of October, Coldinghame was brunt be Ingli£> 
inen and Dowglas ; and it was ordanit, that all maner of man fould 
lo. 6. a. meit the Lieutennent on the bordoure in thre quarteris. And in the 
mene tyme, mefiage was fent to the king of Ingland quhy the peace 
was brokin ; who anfuerit, we had brokin the band maid betuix ws and 
the empriour, and defyrit the erle of Angus with his freindis to be 
reftorit againe. Efter this the Scotilmen defendit thamefelffis aganis 
the Ingliimen on the bordouris, and enterit oft tymes in Ingland, and 
gat mopy prefonaris and greit prayis. 

In this mene tyme thfur come ane meflage from the king of France, 
requyrand quhidder the weir was movit be Scottis or Inglifmen, that 
was done as laid is. The anfuer thairof . was fend be Dauid Betoun, 
abbot of Abirbrothok, to the laid king of France. 
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Vpoun the ievint day of March, Siluefter Darionis, legat to the Paip, 
departit out of Edinburgh to Rome. 

Vpoun the third day of the famyne moneth, maifter Williame Stew- 
art» bifchope of Abirdene, depertit of this realme to Londane, he beand 
thelaurare of Scotland enterit Reid» abbot of KinloiB, and fchir Walter 
C^ilbie of Douglas, [Dunlugus ?] knycht, accumpaneit with ane greit 
cumpany, as [fchir David] Barklay of CuUemy, the air of Balwerie, the 
lairdis of MyntOi Elphingftoun, the perfoun of Kincarne, Mr Walter 
Boyis, perlbne of Snaw, Robert Gray of Medytene, maifter Williame 
Stewart, viccar at Pitcaitland, in ambafladouris weill apparelit in all 
fortis, with nyne mulis in thair caryage, and hyngand at thame bellis 
of filuer overgilt with gold. 

Vpoun the xix day of Aprile, the geir of God J^ v^ xxxiij geiris, 
James Betoun, archbifchope of Sandtandrois, fubfpe6t of the cryme of 
leifmaieftie, was committed in keping to the erle of Rothes and to the 
bilchope of Galloway, and all his feruandis difbhargit fra him, exceptand 
tuelf maift neceflar. ^ 

In this mene tyme, thair come ane heremeit, callit Thomas Douchtie, 
in Scotland, quhahaid bein latig capitane [captive ?] befoir the Tutk, as 
was allegit, and brocht antfTmage of our Lady with him, and* foundit 
the cheppill of Laureit befyid Muflilburgh. 

Vpoun the xxij day of Aprile, thair come ane Frenfche ambailatour 
throw Ingland in Scotland, to treit peace betiiix thame. And thair- 
efter Mr Adame Ottirburne, and James Colvill of Eifter Vemyis, 
commiflar, war ordaynit to pas to the New caftell for peace. And the 
laid Mr Adame Ottirburne to remayne in Ingland quhill the cuming 
of ane greiter ambailatour. 

Vpoun the tent day of Maij, the geir of God J^ v^ xxxiiij geiris, &. «. b. 
Walter Scott of Buckclewch was convi6tit of Lefmaieftie, in the Jul- 
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tice air haldin at Jedburgh ; and eftir was put in w^rd in the caftell 
of Edinburghe, quhair he remaynit quhill the kingis deceis. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Julij, the pryour of Durahame, callit Doc- 
tour Magnus, come furth of Durhame in amballatorie to Scotland, with 
thre icoir horliiien, for confirmatioun of peace and changetng of feillis, 
and veill rellauit ; and efter his depairting*, Robert Keid> abbot of 
Kinlols, pafl; for the feillls of England. 

Vpoun the third day of Julij, bifchope William Stewart with his 
company, and fchir Adame Ottirbume wes maid knichtis in Ingland, 
come thairfra to Scotlaud. 

Vpoun the fevint day thairof, the Parliament was begune and haldin 
in Edinburgh, and mony thingis treatit for the commoun weill of this 
realme. And heirefter the king was at the hunting in the park of 
Striueling, quhair be chance he fell af his horle, and cvill hurt on the 
ij-id and arme. 

Vpoun the fyft day of Auguft, Williame bifchope of Abirdene, the 
erle of Murray and my lord Erikene, raid as ambaffatouris throw 
Ingland to France, for mariage of the duke of Wandomis dauchter to 
the kingis grace. 

Vpoun the xxvj day of Auguft, thair was callit befoir the bifchope of 
Rols, be ane commillioun of the bifchope of San£landrois, for the 
opyniona of Mertene Luter, thir perfonis foliowand, fchir William 
Kirk chaiplane, Adame Deir, Johnne Stewart in Leith, 
Hamiltoun, filler ibne to the fcherreffe of Linlithgow, with Mr William 
Johnnefloun, with findrie vtheris balth men and vemen in Edinburgh, 
in prefence of the kingis grace and chargeris, viz. bilchopis, preiilis, 
blak freris and gray, in folempt proceOioun, and brynt thair fag^tis 
with thair opynionis. 

Vpoun the xxvj day of Auguft, Mr Normond GoTrlay wes firft ab- 
iurit, fyne callit, and thairefter degradit for herelie j and ane Dauid 
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Strathque wald not objure, bot was conftant, who waa hrjnt with the 
laid Normand. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of the fame moneth, thair was ane condamnit 
and declarit curfit. The fchereflf of Linlithgow, callit James Hamiltoun 
of KjTicavill, Mr William Johnftoun, and Mr Henrie Anderfone. 

W'poun the xxix day, Archibald Dowglas being bancifi into Ingland &. 7. ■ 
fiirth of this realme, and at the kingis grace borne, come in pretence 
of the kingis grace in the park of Striueling, and thair humblie pat 
himfelf in the kingis grace will ; quha was commandit to pas to Leitfa, 
with Robert Bartane tliair ; and thairefter at the will of the kingis 
grace pad to France, quhair he deceiffit in Paris. 

Vpoun the aucbt day of Febmare, thair come ane ambaflatour out 
of Ingland, callit William, fone to the erle of Surreye, with certane 
greit horllis to the kingis grace, with xxx horHs in tryne, with the 
ordour of the knycht of the gartare. 

Vpoun the xsj day of Febmare, the kingis grace refTauit the ordour 
of the gairter in the abbay of Halyrudhous, with greit folempnitie. 

Vpoun the penult day of Auguft, the jeir of God JW v"^ xxxv geiris, 
Alex' Cant, burgea of Edinburgh, was flane in the nycht in his awne 
hous, be his feruand and his guidmoder, callit Alyfone Rouche, hie 
wyfF, callit Katherine Mayne, being prefent, and guiltie thairof as wes 
alledgeit. 

Vpoun the fecund day of September, the iaids Katherine Mayne and 
Helyfoune Rouche wer put in prefoun, and was convi6lit for the taid 
llauchter, and the faid Alyfone drownit, and Katherine relervit becaus 
iho was with cliild. 

In the moneth of Nouember thair come ane IngUs ambaffadour with 
i'extene horfs in tryne, to infek this realme with herefie, quhilk waa in 
England amangis thame, bot throw the grace of God he come no fpeid, 
but depairtit with repuife. > '•■!* * ''

In tbe 5e!r of God J'Oy'^ xxxix geiris, the Quenia grace was Hcbter 
of ane young- Prince in San^androis, and wes thair hovin be Margaret 
the kingis moder, lifter to king Harle of England, his godinoder, 
and the abbot of Abbirbrothok, and the bilchope of Gla%ow, chanceU 
lare, his godfaderis ; and was nameit James, Prince of Scotland. 

Vpoun the xxij day of Februare, the Quenia grace was crounit in 
the abbay kirk of Halyrudhous, be laid abbot of Abirbrothok, quha 
lang mels that day. 

Vpone the xvj day of Auguft, the geir of God J"' v" xl gerJa, fchir 
James Hamiltoun of Fynnart, knycht, was conTiflit be ane aflyife, and 
heidit at the Ikaffald at the tronc of Edinburgh, tbe kingis grace being 
in Seytoun. 

Vpoun the laft day of Februar, thair was ane certane of perfones 
acculit for hereGe in abbay kirk of Halyrudhous ; and thair was con- 
dempnit twa blak frcris, ane channon of Sanilandroia, the vicar of 
Dollour ; ane preift and ane lawit man duelt in Stirling, wer brynt 
th^ fame day on the caftell hill of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the xiij day of Marche, thair was ane Parliament haldin in 
Edinburgh } the haill thing that was, thelandia of Ichir James Hamiltoun, 
the landts of the lord Glammes, the landes of my lord Colwin, the 
landis of Avingdaill, Lidifdaill, and mony vtheris landis, war brocht in 
to the Kingis hous. 

In this jeir thair fell ane greit llorme at San£tandroiaday of iiiaw, i 
and leilit quhill caris fonday in Lentrone ; quhilk tj-me thair wen ane 
infynit of all beftiall deid throw violence of the laid ftorrae, mony 
fouUls diet, and mony Bockrs pareiil in fnow. 

In the geir of God J'" v*^ xlj geiris, the queoe being in Falkland, 
Tas lycfater of ane fone callit Robert, and was callit Duke, quha 
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deceiflit within twa dayes eftir his birth ; the Prince James deceffit afoir 
him twa dayes, and wer burijt in the abbay of Halyrudhous, quhilk 
tiras ane fair deid to this realme. 

In the monethe of Maij, the lord ErroU marijt the erle of Lennox 
iiftar, quha bure him ane daughter ; his landis was tailgeit. The laird 
Logie was maid erlle. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of November, Margaret quene to king James 
the ferd, and lifter to Harie king of Ingland, deceiflit, and was burijt 
in San£l; Johnneftoun. 

The geir of God J^ v^ xlij geiris, efter this the thevis break the 
trewis betuix Ingland and Scotland, the kingis grace of this realme 
fend James Lermounth, his maifter houfhold to Ingland, on the elle- 
yint day of Julij, to heir the kingis mynd thairin. And thairefter 
fend the lordis Elkene and Orknay as commifTaris to Ingland, quhair 
they met the duke of Northphok, the duke of Soffok, the lord privie 
feill, into York in Ingland, and thair thai decerniet weir. The faidis 
commifllaris and maifl;er houfhold come to Edinburgh, and fhew the 
kingis grace the fame, quha, with awyifs of his counfell, fend throw all 
this realme and raifit his army. 

Vpoun the xxiij day of 06tober, the duke of Northphok come to 
Bervick, with fourtene thowfand men of Ingland ; the kingis grace 
heiring thairof, come to Lawder with his army, and remanit thair the 
Q)ace of thrie dais. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of 06tober, the Inglifmen come on Scottis 
ground, and lay flill fra monunday to fattirday ; quha ikalit thair 
armie and paft hame, a littill fkaith done be thame. And the kingis 
grace in lykwyifs fkalit his army, and come to Halyrudhous the mome 
thairefler. 

Vpoun fanA Bartilmois day, [Auguft 24] fyve thowfand Inglifmen 
come in Teviotdaill ; the erle of Huntlie, lieutennent, being in Jed- 
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burgh, the borderaris gadderit, and in the breaking of the day come 
in thair fycht, and fchortlie difcomfeft the faid Inglilmen on Haldoun 
rig : thair was flane of Inglifmen fyvetene hundreth or thairby, and 
fjretene hundreth tane ; thir ar the principallis, Mr Lowis, [Bowes] 
maiiler of the faid oifi, his broder Richard, and Johne Merchell of 

Berwick and [ ] of Wethringtoun, fchir Roger Licence, [?] and 

fchir Cuthbert Recaill, [?] wardane, with mony ytheris, brynt meikill 
of the debaitabill land in Ingland. 

Wpoun the xxvij day of November, the Scottilmen was difcomfeift fo. 9. 
at the Solane mols, [Solway mofs] quhilk was ane ynhappie raid, begylit 
be thair awne gyding ; and thair was tane of Scottis, the erllis of Caf- 
fillis and Glcncairne, lordis Fleyming, Maxwell, Somerweill, Oliphant, 
lairdis of Aytoun, Langtoun, Ormeftoun, Wachtoun, Colfloun, Cragie, 
Moncreiff, and mony of the kingis grace familiar fervandis, and mony 
Tther gentilmen, war all tane be our awne theyes and put in Ingland ; 
quha wes all haid to Londone. The kingis grace heirat tuke greit 
difpleilbur, quha pail to Falkland and thair lay leik. 

Vpone the aucht day of December, Marie queue of Scottis was 
lychter of ane virgen, nameit Marie, princes of Scotland. And vpoun 
the xiiij day of the faid moneth, the kingis grace deceifHt in Falkland, 
quhair foir thair was greit murnyng in Scotland. 

Vpoun the aucht day of Januare, vmquhile the kingis grace was burijt 
befyid his tua fones in the abbay of Halyrudhous. 

Vpoun the day of the princes was crounit in Striue- 

ling with greit trivmphe. 

Vpoun the tent day of Januare, the erle of Arrane, lord Hamiltoun, 
was maid prote6tour and goyernour of the quenis grace, becaule he 
was narreft the croun ; quha was proclamit governour at the mercat 
croce of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the xyiij day of Januar, George Dowglas was fouerit to come 

D 
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and ipeak with the goyemour ; who gat his peax and the erle of Angus 
peace, quhilk was proclamit at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, the 
wand of peace was reilauit for the lam}iie, quho come to Scotland to 
the {aid day. Certane of the lordis wes not content thairof. The car- 
dinal!, who was the bifchope of San6iandrois, was the haill gyder of 
the court ynto this tyme the erle of Angus come hame, quha paft fra 
the counfall of the governour. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Januare, the prefonaris quha was tane to 
Ingland come hame to Edinburgh, and lefl pleidges behind thame for 
to enter at palmefbnday ; and the erle of Bothwill come and convojit 
thame to the iaid burgh. 

Vpoun the xxyj day, the faid cardinal! was put in preflbune in Dal- 
keith ; throw quhais takking thair was na dew feruice done in na dyo- 
cies, nor to na maner of greit men nor fmall, except thame the goyer- 
nour gart feme on force : he was changit out of Dalkeith to Seytoun, 
and thair fra to Blaknes, and iyne to Sandiandrois, thair to remayne 
induring the goyernouris will. This (as was laid) was done be the 
couniall of the erle of Angus, quhais purpois was to deftroy the kirk- 
men and thair religioun. The lordis quha wes preflbunaris in Ingland 
maid ane band to the king of Ingland, that als fone as our young 
quenis grace come to ten ^eiris of aige, that jfho ihould marie the 
prince of Ingland. The laidis lordis caufit the goyemour confent to 
io. 9. b. the iamyne, the cardinal! being in prefone, as laid is ; and peace to be 
roborat and bund yp in aither fyid, and all faltis redreflit. The cardi- 
nal! with many ytheris nobillis yald nocht ailent heirto, quhilk caufit 
greit diyifioim in this realme; tlie king of Ingland perfaueand the 
iamyne, gadderit ane greit army to come on ws the nixt fommer. 

Vpoim the fex day of Febraar, the lord Glammes marijt Elisabeth 
Keith with greit triymphe, Mer to the erle Merchell. 
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Vpoim the penult day of Februar, the govemour fred the Inglis pre- 
founaris tane at Haldoun Rig, to enter at Witfbnday nixtocum on thair 
plegeis. 

Vpoun the xiij day of March, thair was ane Parliament proclamit to 
be haldin at Edinburgh, and all the lordis come thairto except the 
erle of Argyle. And thair the erle of Angus was reftorit to his landis, 
and deliuerit to him the caftell of Temptallone ; the lord Glammes 
was releiyit of prefoune, and got all his landis ; the erle Bothwill was 
reftorit to Liddifdaill ; and thair thai ratifijt his governourfchip. And 
the fame day the communitie of Edinburgh and Leith wes in honouris 
on the calfay. 

Vpoun the penult day of March the geir of God J^ v^ xliij geiris, 
the erle of Lennox come out of France as ambailatour, and landit at 
Dumbartane, quhair he remaynit certane fpace, and efter paft to Glaf- 
gow, quhair thair was many of the nobilitie met him. 

Vpoun the tent day of Aprile, the erle of Angus marijt the lord 
Maxwellis dauchter. And on the famen day the cardinall was releivit 
out of captivitie, and to pas quhair he pleifit, and gat the court in gyding. 

Vpoun the xiij day of Aprile, the erle of Lennox cam to Edinburgh 
to (peik with the governour, and the erle of Argyle with him, and 
mony vther greit nobillis ; thair was ane greit counfell haldin in the faid 
burgh, quhilk wes vnknawin. 

Vpoun the fyft day of Maij, George Dowglas was fend as ambafladour 
to Ingland to treat peace, who gat ane monethis peace, and come to 
Edinburgh with his anfuer. 

Vpone the xj day of Julij he paft againe, and come with anfuer to my 
lord govemour, quha gat ten geiris peace on that promeis to bynd vp 
mariage with the prince of Ingland and our quenis grace, as is afoir- 
ikid ; tbey confentand thairto, and plegeis to be laid thairypone, and 
fy vetene ladies of Ingland to haue our princes in keping j quhilk was 
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grantit be the governour and his couniale. In this menetyme, the In- 
glifmen wes heiyand privilie in Teviotdaill. And ypoun the fext day 
thairof, thair was ane greit counfale in San6tandrois, be the cardinal!, 
the erlis of Lennox, Argjle, Huntlie, and Bothwill, the lord Home, 
with mony vther gentilmen of the weft and north pairtis, quha decernit 
to come contrair the governour, becaus of his milgjrding, and tuke no 
heid to thame, but to new opjmiouns of herefie ; the quhilk lordis all 
fo. 10. with ane confent paft to thair places, and ilk ane gadderit thair awne 
folkis. In this mene tyme thair was ane Inglis ambafiatour liand in 
Scotland, quha remainit be the ipace of ane geir to heir the lordis 
opynioun. 

Vpoun the xxj day of Julij, the iaids lordis come out of Striueling 
to Leith, to the nomber of ten thowland men ; the erle Bothwill met 
thame, the lord Home, the Keris and Scottis, and lay fiill fyre or lax 
dayes, and the governour, the erle of Angus and George Dowglas, 
quha vald have brocht the Inglifmen to Edinburgh, war not certane 
lordis paft betuix the pairtis ; hot the lordis on na wayils wald not 
aggrie, exceptand the quenis grace and princes war delyuerit to thur 
governour, quhilk was done ; quha paft to Stirling with the laid quenis 
grace and princes, and thair wes four lordis that keipit thame : thaj 
ar to fay, the lords Erlkin, Grahame, Sane Johne and Levingftoun : 
the governour fbuld haue delyuerit the caftell of Edinburgh, quhilk 
was nocht done ; the laird of Wachtoun being capitane thairof, was be- 
traifit be the faid governour, and put out thairof ; the laird of Stane^ 
hous maid capitane. 

Vpoun the penult day of 06lober, the king of France fend in Scot- 
land x^ crownis and fiftie peice of artailgerie, with ane of his bout 
hald men nameit Mr Cowpar : Than come ane counfellour of Rome, 
quha brocht fra the Paip and Patriark, with powar to waill all the 
bowis of the benefices, to debait the realme, quhair thai landit at Dun- 
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bartane. All this money wes deljruerit to the lord Lennox, capitane of 
Dunbartane caftell. 

Vpoun the laft day of 06lober, the abbot of Paiflay tuke the lord 
Maxvell and the lord Somerveill as ambafTatouris fent to the erles of 
Caflillis and Glencarne with lettres in Ingland ; quha pailand, the lord 
Maxwell was tane and put in prefone in the caftell of Edinburghe, and 
the lord Somervell in Blaknes. In this moneth of O^ober, about the 
fourt day, the governour fent George Dowglas about peace, fhawand 
that thai had brokin firft. And the famin day the laid ambalTatour, Mr 
Saidler, paft to TemptaIloun» and remaynit thair quhill the laid George 
come hame. 

Vpoun the thrid day thairefler, the governour with the cardinall come 
to Dalkeith, and was latt in wnder peace ; hot quhen thaj come in, thai 
pat the lord furth, bot the dungeoun was keipit be Mr George Dowglas 
his fone, and gevin over within ane hour. In this tyme thair was ane 
greit herefie in Dundie ; thair thaj difiroyit the kirkis, and wald haue de- 
ftroyit Abirbrothok kirk, war not the lord Ogilbie. 

Vpoun the xxvj day of November, the gouemour and the cardinall 
cumand to Sane Jonftoun, tuik the lord Gray and pat him in waird in 
Draffane. And the lord is Glammes and Ogilbie come to the governour ; 
quhilk foure wer gadderit with Mr Henrie Balnavis to the faid gover- 
nour and his companie. 

Vpone the thrid day of December, thair was ane Parliament haldin to. lo. b. 
in Edinburgh, and the lordis came in all, exceptand the erle of Lennox 
and the reft quha came contrair the governour at Leith. In the quhilk 
Parliament vmquhile fchir James Hamiltouns fone was reftoirit to his 
landis, and James Colvillis fone to his landis of eiflier Weymes ; and 
thur the band of France was renewit. And the contra6t . betuix Ing- 
land and Scotland concemyng the mariage foiriaid, was decernit null 
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and of nane availl, becaus they brak the peace» and tuke our Scottis 
Ichippis and brynt and herijt the lame. 

Vpoun the xij day of December, George Dowglas come out of Ing- 
land, and immediatlie eftir his cuming pail to Temptalloun, and brocht 
furth thairof Mr Saidlair, Inglifman. 

Vpoun the xvj day of Decemberi thair came ane herald out of Ing* 
land callit Harie Raa, and gaif vp peace betuix Scotland and Ingland. 
In this menetyme the quenis grace drowarie paft on her fute to our 
Lady Laureit, praying for peace amang hir lordis with the realme of 
Ingland, and remaynit thair be the ipace of xx dayis in hir prayeris. 

Vpoun the day of Januare, the erllis of Angus, Lennox, Ca£- 

fillis, and lord Kilmawris, gadderit ane greit armie, to the nomber of 

• 

foure thowfand, and come to Leith. And als George Dowglas came 
fra Berwick, with v^ of Merls men to the govemour, and come that 
nycht to Muflilburgh. And thair the erle of Bothwill with the toun 
of Edinburgh chell the faid men out of MyiTilburghe, and thair tuik 
Symiune Pannago, capitane of Coldinghame, with lindrie vtheris ; and 
the laid George fled to the faid governour to Stirling, with mony of 
the faid men who was with him, and thai come to Edinburgh, and 
thair he remanit with his lordis, and the reft lay ftill at Leith fyve or 
fax dayis readdie for battell. The cardinall with the erle of Argyle 
come to the governour with ane greit oifi, and lindrie lordis with 
thame, and the reft come in the govemouris will thair ; the laid George 
Dowglas was wardit in the caftell of Edinburgh, for the g^id rewle of 
himfelf ; and the erle Caffillis and lord Kilmawris wardit liclyk : The 
erle of Lennox fuld haue delyuerit the money come out of France, 
and the caftell of Dunbartane, quha fiaw away, and wald not give na 
pledge nor 41a vther thing. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of Januare, the govemour with his lordis paft 
to San£tiohnftoun and Dundie, and brunt mony lymmeris in the laid 
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tolbuisy and the wafiland lordis promeift to come with him for miniflra- 
tioun of jullice, quha come nocht thair. James Lermounth ymquhile 
the kingis maiiler houihald, and pat him in Sandtandrois, and the laird 
of Dun in Blaknes. 

Vpoun the firft day of Aprile, the geir of God J^ v^ xliiij geiris, the f«- iJ 
govemour, the cardinal!, the erllis Argjle, Bothwill, with mony ytheris 
lordis, convenit be oppin proclamatioun at Glalgow, and (aigit the cai- 
tell thairof and fleipill, quhilk was keipit be the erle of Lennox and his 
complices, quhairat was great flauchter, quhilk was givin over be the 
faid erle. Thair wer hangit xviij men be the goyernour as traitouris ; 
thair wes tane my lord Maxwell, the erle of Angus, James of Park- 
heid, and James of the Watter, and haid to Hamiltoun, and thair put 
in captiyitie. 

Vpoun the thrid day of Apryle, the goyernour with his complices 
wan Cruikftoun, the principall hous of the earle of Lennox. 

Vpoun the firft day of Maij, the Inglifmen come in Scotland be fea to 
the number of thre hundryth faillis, and landit at Leith; and that 
fame nycht the toun of Edinburgh come furth in thair ficht, hot the 
proyeift Mr Adame Otterburne betrafit thame and fled hame. 

Vpoun the fourt day of Maij, the Inglifmen come to Edinburgh, 
and wan the famin with litill debait maid againes thame ; and thair- 
efter laigit the caftell thairof, but thaj wer litill or nathing the better, 
for the caftell flew many of thair men ; and thairefter, ypoun the faxt 
day, they brynt Edinburght and Q>ul3eit the famin, iyne paft to Leith 
againe without any impediment. Vpone the quhilk day, thair came 
from Berwick of Inglifmen be land iiij^ horfs men, and come to Leilh 
that famin nycht, hot &ope done to thame be Scottis men. 

Vpoun the feyint day, all the Inglifmen both on horfs and fute come 
to Edinburgh, and brynt and heryit it agane. 

Vpoun the aucht day, the goyernour being in the waft pairtis gadder- 
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and aganis the lord Levenox, fend to intret peace with Inglils men, quha 
wald on nawayils tak nor give. And the famin day thai pall to Craig- 
millar, quhilk was haillilie gevin to thame, promefand to keip the famyne 
without £kaith ; quhilk promes thai break, and brunt and deflroyit the 
laid hous. 

Vpoun the xv day of Maij, the horfinen raid to Newbottill and brynt 
it, and owerlaw Dalkeith be the moyane of George Dowglas, and 
brynt many vther tounes thairabout ; na ikaith was done to any kirkis, 
exceptand thai diftroyit the abbay of Newbottill : And the iamin nycht 
thai retumit to Leith, and na £kayth done to thame be Scottis. 

Vpoun the iaxtene day of Maij, the haill army raifs and come to 
Seytoun ; and or thai depairtit of Leith thaj fett the fame all in fyre, 
with the fchippis thairin, and fend thair fchippis away be fea, and did 
na Ikaith to Muflilburgh at thair cuming. And on the mome thaj 
brynt Hadintoun, Stentoun, Benteftoun, Markle and Prefloun, and 
that nycht laid thair camp at 
fo. 11. b. The morne being the auchtene day, thaj rails and brunt Dunbar, aiid 
all that coift fyid, and geid throw the pethis and muris ; and Teviot- 
daill gadderit, and nothing done ; and on the xxx day thai pall to Ber- 
wick with meikill trivmphe, and thair was na hurt done to thame be 
Scottis ; thair fchippis wes cumit befoir them, hot all the Merls was 
diftroyit be the men thairin. 

Vpoun the tuantie fourt day of Maij, the governour was gadderit to 
• the noumber of J^ men, and the erle of Glencaime come out of Glaf- 
gow with his freindis to the nomber of v^, quhair thir pairties met on 
the mure of Glalgow, and it was cruellie fochtin ; hot at the lafl the 
erlo of Glencarne with his company fled, and the faid erlis lone callit 
Androw was llane, with mony vtheris of that pairtie. On the gover- 
nouris pairtie was llane the laird of Colmlkeith, his maifter houlhald, 
with tuelf yther Imall men ; and thairefter the faid governour pall to 
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the toun of Glalgow and fpoulgeit the {amyne, and left littill thair- 
in. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of Maij, the erie of Lennox fchippit at Dun- 
hertane and iaillit to Ingland, and left thair the erle of Glencarne 
4:apitane thairof quhill his returnying, quhair he was reilauit with greit 
honnour ; and thair marijt the erle of Angus dochter, lifter [fitter 
dochter] to king Harie of Ingland, and gat greit giftis with hir givin 
Idm at the laid mariage. 

Vpoun the thrid day of Junij, thair was ane generall counlall haldin 
at Stirling, quhairat was all the nobillis of Scotland, exceptand the erle 
of Lennox and Glencarne ; quhair the goyemour was difchargit of his 
au3:oritie, and maid proclamatiouns throw the realme that nane obeyit 
him as governour. And als thair thaj chefit thrie erlis, thrie lords, 
thrie bilchopis, thrie abbotts, to be the fecreit counfale ; quhilk laftit 
nocht lang, for euerie lord did for his awne particulare proffeit, and 
tuke na heid of the commoun weill, hot tholit the Inglifmen and theris 
to oyerrin this realme. Thair was na credit amang the nobilitie at this 
prefent. 

Vpoun the tent day of Julij, J^ iij^ Scottifinen raid in Ingland, and 
brunt and herijt certane townes on the bordouris vnto Tilmouth ; and 
in thair returning thai remanit lang on the laige of ane houfe in Ing- 
land ; and on San€t Barbareis evin, the Inglifmen being in Jedburgh 
come on the Scottis to the nomber of fy ve thowland men, quhair thair 
was flane of Inglifinen hot few, of Scottis flane L, and tane xviij Icoir 
of gentilmen, the laird of Cokbume, Johne Home of with 

mony ytheris gentilmen of the Merfe. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of Julij, the erle of Angus was proclamit lieu- 
tennent, and commandit the realme to follow him with foure dayis 
yi^uall, in ane houris warning, to pas on the aid enemies of Ingland. 

Wpoun the xrij day of Julij, the erle Bothwill come with the nom* to. it.

ber of v^ men to Leith, and thair manit twa fchippis ; ane Dwtche fchipe 
full of mercbandice, and ane Scottis weir fchip, quha tuke thame to 
Aburlady, and difponit thairvpone at bis pleafour. 

Vpoun tbe xx day, the erle Botbwill beand riding to ane tryft fet 
be him to aggre the lord Lovat and the captane of Clanronald, and or 
the laid erle come, the faids pairties met, thaj being greit nomberis of 
men, the ane viij^, the yther v^, quha was all flane exceptand foure on 
the lord Lovatts fyid, and on the vther lyid twa, quhilk was flayit thair 
efter the fiud erllis cuming. Vpone the xxj day, the laird of Fhamy- 
hirfl was tane be the Inglifmen. 

Vpoun the xxij day, the erle Rothes, lordis Gray and Glammes 
and Ogilbie, quha raifit ane greit powar and come to San6t Johnlloun, 
being for the a6Houn of Johne Chartouris ; the laidis perfonis beand 
clymand the brig, was put abak be the lordis Ruthven, Drummondf 
and the laird of Cragie. On the laid lord Grayis fyid was flane xl, the 
lord Glammes tane, and mony hurt on that fyid. Na fl^ith done on 
the vther fyid. 

Vpoun the lail day of Julij, thair was ane Parliament fould har^ 
bene haldin in Edinburgh ; and the govemour with his complices fiir- 
neifl; the toun and held it, becaus he gat word the quenis grace drow-* 
arie was cummit out of Striueling to the Parliament ; becaus thaj git 
being in hir company wes full of diflait, fho paft to Stirling with meikle 
ordinance, and fua the Parliament was flayit. 

Vpoun the tent day of Augufl;, thair come tuelf Inglis ichippis and lay 
in this firth, quhilk was brocht heir be certane of Scottis tratouris, quha 
brynt the weir fchipe in Abirlady, and thair remanit be the (pace of ten 
dayis. And thair was certane fchippis cumand with Scottis merchan- 
deis, and certane Frenchmen thairin, tuke the Inglis admirall and vther 
tua fchippis with vidtuallis, and brocht thame to Leith, and difponit 
thairvpone as thai plealit. 
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And on the famin day the eril of Leuenox come out of Ingland to 
Dunbartane. 

And vpoun the xj day, the Inglifmen to the nomber of ane thowland 
horfs come and brynt Sanftbothanis ; and thair thai wer cheft be the 
Scottis to Reftoun ; thair the beand liand to the number of 

yij^ men^ quhair the Scottis wer cheft ; Alexander Home and his fone 
tane, and raid not luffer him to come hame nowther for ranfone nor 
on plegeis ; thair was na help maid be the lordis ; the lord Home paft 
and repall to Ingland when he pleilit, fo the pover was herijt. 

Wpoun the tuelf day thair was tane be Inglifmen the laird of Inner- 
wik, the laird of Pilrik, with vtheris to the nomber of xxiiij, and flew 
tuelf burgeflis of Dunbar, with greit pray of guidis tane be thame. 

Vpoun the xvij day of Augufi, the govemour tuik the lord San£tiohne» 
the lairdis of Gaidar and Dundas, quha was put in Blaknes ; and on 
Santcuthbartis day eftir, George Dowglas tuik the lord Borthvick and 
put him in Dalkeith, to freith the laird of Calder. 

Vpoun the xvj day of September, the erle of Bothwill was haldin in fo. 12. b. 
captivitie be the ladie within Borthwick, vnto the tyme hir huiband 
was maid frie. 

Vpoun the fourt day of 03:ober thair was ane proclamatioune throw 
the realme, that all manor of men iiild meit the lieutennent on Gladif- 
i|iure ; quha geid to Dunbar, and remanit thair fyve dayis ; quha come 
with his army to Muiilburgh, and thair tuke James Preftoun, quha 
was heidit in Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the fevint day, my lord Borthwick was releivit out of Dal- 
keith, quha come hame and friethit the erle Bothvill. 

In this moneth my lord Angus, leivtennent, raid to Jedburgh to the 
quenis grace, and remanit thair aucht dayis, and did na fortifeing to the 
cuntry aganis the Inglifmen, quha came fra Kirktoun to Sowtray, and 
caufit all thame that thai fand betuix the places weir ane reid croce. 
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VpouQ the fyft day of November, the goyemour held ane Parliament 
in Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the xiij day of November, the quenis g^ace drowriare held ane 
Parliament in Striueling ; and thairefter the pairtijs luld haue met and 
ftayit in hope of aggreance ; and the cardinall raid betiiix thame, quha 
come to Edinburgh and tuke the govemour to Stirling with him, quhair 
guid aggreance was maid, to be bund to hir grace and twentie foure 
lordis counfalL 

Vpoun the faxtene day the govemour, with confent of the quenis 
grace and lordis of lecreit counlall, caufit proclame throw all the reahne. 
That our fouerane ladyis lieges be reddie with xx dayis vi£luall to pas 
to the bordouris, and meit him at Dunbar the penult day of the laid 
moneth. 

Vpoun the faid penult day of November, the lordis all convenit at 
Dunbar to the nomber of vij^ men ; thej tuke vioage, and tuik out of 
the caflell therof ane cannon, with mony vther fmall pecis, and pad to 
Coldinghame that nycht, quhilk was kepit be Inglifinen, quhairat the) 
fchot, and litle ikath done ; and on the mome the Scottis without any 
Ikaith fled mifbrdourlie : The Inglifinen perfitueand this, twa thowfand 
of thame folio wit the chails to Cockbume, quha durfl; not byid and ftryik. 
Of this oill the erle Angus haid the wangaird ; thair was with him the 
erllis of Callillis, Glencarne, the lordis Somervill, Fleyming, g^ifter, 
the fchereflfe of air, quha did full febillie. In the reirward was the erle 
of Bothwill, quha baid iliflie quhill he micht no moir. George Dow- 
glas had the wyte heirof, for he (aid the Inglifinen was x^ men Hand 
within the faid toun ; the invintioun wes faiflit on chance be the erle of 
Bothwill. The cuntre was all Inglifinen fworne, feing na help ; and 
in the mene tyme the eift Lowthiane and Teviotdaill wes herijt and 
brunt. 

Vpoun the aucht day of December, the quenis grace, the govemour. 
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and the haill reft» except the duke of Lennox, come to Edinburgh, 
quhair it was ordanit that ilk penny land of aid extent to pay xij {hil- f9> is. 
lings, that the lieutennent mycht haue xxrj^ pundis, to perfurneifs ane 
thowland horlmen for thrie monethis ; for this caus the lairdis of Low- 
thiane cam not to him, for this faid importabill chairge. 

Vpoun the xvij day of December the lieutennent paft to Hadding- 
toun, quhair thair fuld haue met him the lardis of Lowthiane, quha 
come nocht ; and thairefter pail to Tamptalloun, and thair held his 
2^ule, and tuik litill heid to the cuntrie, but leit thame doe for thame- 
ielfis, quhilk caufit the cuntrie to be cleane herijt ; the euntrie feiand 
na helpe of the lieutennent, maid bandis amangis thame felffis that ilk 
ane fould help vtheris, quhairamang was greit watches, ilk ane efter 
his degrie. 

Vpoun the firil day of Januare, the captane of Wark, namit Johne 
Ker, come with the number of nyne fcoir of men and brynt Sowtray 
and Fawlay ; and thairefter the lairdis of the cuntrie foUovit thame, and 
tuke xxiiij of thair men, hot nane llane. 

Vpoun the day of Januare, the garyfoun that lay in Cold- 

inghame to the nomber of tj^ come and brynt Morhame, Bathgait, 
Stunpath, and Datrie, quha wes helpit be our fals Scotts, for Lawder 
was fwome all Inglifmen ; the wardane of Ingland delt thair landis to 
quhome he pleifit. 

Vpoun the xx day of Januare, the Inglifmen brunt Petcokis and 
Fawnylaw, quha wer ij^ men. And thair foUowit thame the lairdis of 
Bafi, Spot, Stanypeth, Quhittinghame, and Oliuer Sinclare, to the 
nomber of vij", and thair foUowit thame with litill fpeid. The lieu- 
tennent thair was tane. Capitane lord Bewis and tua hundreth of his 
men of Inglifmene, thair fiaill being neir hand to the nomber xiijS come 
on the Scottis and recoverit viij" of thair men, hot thair capitane come 
to Edinburgh ; thair was not many ilane at this cheis. 
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Vpoun the xxiij day of Februar, the govemour come to Lauder» 
qnhair thair was ane proclamatioun maid^ that all maner of man fould 
pas with hun ; the cuntrie wald not ryifs, becaus the erle of Angus and 
George Dowglas was with him, quha wer euer falfe as thaj all^t. 
The govemour heirefter raid to Melrols, and thair was fchir Rauff 
Everis, wardane of Ingland, haueand iiij^ men with him, and Teviot- 
daill to the nomber of j^ men, come and met the govemour, quha raid 
to Jedburgh. 

Vpoun the penult day of Februar the govemour come to the iatd 
toun of Jedburgh, quhairat was fochtin cruellie ; the govemour gaif 
bakis and fled ower the watter of Tweid ; the Inglifinen beleivit to haue 
gottin the govemour be George Dowglas diilait, hot he was counlallit 
be his lordis to come bak. The Inglifinen paft towardis Berwick, and 
the govemour come to Melrofs and remanit on his freindis, quha come 
fo. 13. b. to him to the number of ij^ men, and thaj let vpoun the Inglifinen 
agane at Ancrum mure. And thair fchir Rau£f Everis, capitane and 
wardane, was llane, with lord Briame Ogill, the lord Cauiler, [?'] the 
lord Halkerflx)un, [Haggerfloun] with mony vther gentilmen of Ing- 
land : Thair was tane the govemour of Indeandis maifler feware» 
fi^hir Johne of Dalvaveir, [DellavelJ Robert of Colunwood, lord Corn- 
wall, fchir Johne Wedderingtoun, and ane Rau£f Londinar, with mony 
of all the haill baronis of Ingland, to the nomber of tua ^ men : and the 
refl; fled, and verrj few of Scottis was ourtane or llane. And thairefter 
the govemour paft to Coldinghame, quhilk was left waift at his cuming^ 
and George Dowglas maid capitane thairof, and gaif certane gunnaris 
to keipe the laid hous, and als the hous of Wedderbume wes gottin^ 
alfo all thaj that was fwom Inglifinen gat their remiflioun fra the go* 
vemour and the quenis grace. This feild foir&id brocht this realme 
to the auld mercheis, quhilk was Inglifinen fwome. 

Vpoun the laft day of Maij, the geir of God J^ v^ xlv geiris the 
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king of France fend ij^ gunnaris, iij^ bairdit horfi, and ij^ archearis of 
the gairdy and landit at Dumbartane with greit proyilioun, and thair 
wageis payit for lax monethis to cum, and filuer to fie ij^ Scottis for the 
laid (ex monethis tpnce. 

Vpoun the fourt day of Junij thir Frenchemen come out of Dunbar* 
tane^ quhair thaj wer reflauit be the quenis grace and govemour with 
greit dignitie ; the principall of thame was callit Monfieur Lorge Mont- 
gomery, quha was weill treitit be the quenis grace. Vpone the fame 
[day,] the bifchope of Glalgow pleit with the cardinall about the ber- 
ing of his croce in his dyocie, and baith thair croceis was brokin in the 
kirk of Glafgow throw thair ftryving for the lamin. And on the lame 
day thair wes ane generall conventioun proclamit, to be haldin in Stir- 
ling the xxiiij of this inflant. 

Wpoun the laid xxiiij day of Junij, the lordis all convenit at Striueling, 
and thair confentit to raife thair armie and meit the govemour at Rofline 
mure the xxviij day of Julij, and pas with the Frenchemen on thair 
aid enemies. Vpon the xxviij day of Julij, the govemour with certane 
lordis come to Rofline mure, and becaus the northland men and my 
lord ArgUe come not, thairfoir was the raid continewit vnto the fext 
of Augull. The erle of Argyle mycht not come becaus he haid weir 
with the lordis of the His, and mycht not leifF his cuntrie. 

Wpoun the nynt day of Auguft, the govemour with his company 
maid thair mouflouris on Fawnerig mure, to the nomber of xxx"^ men, 
by the Frenchemen, quha was iij^. And the lame day at evin they 
paft in England, and brunt Cornwall and Tilmouth, Edderflie, Brank- 
ftoun, with lindrie vtheris tounis thairabout, and thair did na vther 
thing, to thair lak and greit dilhonour. 

In this tyme the peft was wonder greit in all burrowis townis of this fo. 14. 
realme, quhair mony peipill diet with greit Ikant and want of vi£hiallis. 
Wpoun the tent day of Auguft the faidis Scottis was pairtit in thrie 
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batellis } in the wangaird tbe erle of Ang^, Merchell, ArroU, Glen- 
came and CaffiUis, lordis Gray, Glammis, geifter ; in the reirward, 
erilis Huntlie, Bothwill, lordis Ruthven, Drummond, Borthik, Flem« 
jng. Home ; in the myddill ward, the govemour with the bodie of the 
realme and Frenchemen, with twa wyngis, the ane lord Sejrtoun, laird 
of Bafs, and mony vtheriB gentilmene, the other the laird of Buok- 
clewche, with all Liddifdaill and Teviotdaill ; and on this ordour raid- 
in Ingland, and brunt Tweifdaill, Grendounrig, the greit toure new 
bigging, and Dudie, with the touris thairof ; and thair was on the 
Pethrig of Inglifinen rj^; the Scottis follovit with ipeid, thaj haid 
vincuft all the laid Inglifmen. 

Vpoun the xiij day of Auguft, the Scottis men come hame throw the 
diflait of George Dowglas and the wangaird, quha wald not pas agane 
throw his tyifling. 

Vpoun the nynt day of September, the Inglifmen come in Scotland 
to the nomber of xy^ men, the erle Herfyid [Hertford] thair capitane^ 
and brunt Ednem, Lang Birgam, Kelfo, with mony yther tounis thair, 
and brunt Melrofs. The erle Bothwill and lord Home, being xv^ men, 
was chafit, Patrik Home tane, and xj of his men flane« 

Wpoun the xij day of September, the govemour gadderit and arryvit 
on the Grene Law, to the nomber of ten ^ men, and throw counfall of 
the erle of Angus, thaj Ikalit and come hame. The Inglilmen herijt 
the Merls, and brunt all Coldinghame, quha remaynit in Scotland xy 
dayis without any battell. 

Vpoun the xxvj day of September, the Homes wan eifl; Mfliet, and 
tuik the laird thairof and pat him in the caftell of Home ; and the laird 
of Langtoun tane in fiirance for lu£fering of the Inglifmen* 

Vpoun the xxyiij day of September, the Parliament was haldin in 
Linlithgow, quhair the maift pairt of the nobillis wes. It was lufpeflit 
thaj come for land, becaus few was at the Parliament befoir* In this 
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Parliament was foirfaltit the erle of Lennox^ his brother, the bifchope 
of Cathnes, and the laird of Tulibarden wes relpletit. Thair landis wes 
delt, pairt to the erle of Argyle, maifter of Syinpill, and pairt to the 
erle of Huntlie, quha gat the bifchoprik of Cathnes at this parliament* 
The lordis made ane taxt throw the realme, of ilk pund land of aid 
extent, to pay yiij fhillingis to fie men on the bordouris ; and Monfieur 
Lorge feit v^ in the Merls, and v^ in Tevidaill for L dayis on his awne 
expenflis, quhilk laflit quhill alhallomels. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of 06bober, the lord Maxwell delyuerit Carlaue- 
rok to the Inglifinen, quhilk was greit difcomfort to the cuntrie. 

Vpoun the day of 06tober, the govemour, the cardinally and fo. u. b. 

aucht bifchoppis and abbottis, held ane counlall, quhair newer ane tem- 
porall man was ; and thair was decernit, that all maner of man fould 
meit the govemour at Carlauerok with ten dayis vidtuall, the fecond 
day of November ; quhilk, at thair cuming, wes left waift, and thairof 
was maid capitane the laird of Correis brother, caUit 
Bannatyne. 

Wpoun the xx day of November, thair was ane proclamatioun maid, 
that all maner of man Ibuld meit the govemour in Drumfreis the xxj 
nixtocum. 

Wpoun the faid xxj day, the lordis convenit at Drumfreis, and faigit 
Lochmaben and Traif, quhilk was in my lord Maxwellis handis, quhilk 
was gevin over tua or thrie dayes efter be appointment. My lord 
Maxwell wes had to Drumfreis with certane Inglifmen as ane trea- 
tour ; the laird of Lochinvar was maid capitane of Lochmabane, and 
the laird of Garroleis capitane of the Treif. The erle of Angus come 
not to the raid, becaus the lord Maxwell was his guidfather. 

Wpoun the xvj day of Januar, the govemour and the cardinal!, to 
the nomber of v^ men, pail to Ormefloun, and the goung laird of 
Calder -, thaj war all brocht aud put in the cafiell of Edinburgh ; and

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the laird of Ormeiloun, and the soung laird of Calder foUoTfrand, was 
tane be the capitane, callit James Hamiltoun of Stanehous. 

Wpoun the xxviij day of Merche, the geir of God J^ v^ xlvj seiris, 
thair was ane generall counfale faaldin in San6tandrois be the Ipirituall 
eftate, and thair George Vifchart was brunt, and na vther thing done. 

Wpoun the xxix day of Maij, Normond Leflie, fecond fone to the 
erle Rothes, with William Kirkadie, joung laird of Grange [and 
ytheris,] to the nomber of xviij perCbnes, come mto the cafteU of 
San£tandrois, and thair mordreil James cardinally greit chancellar 
of Scotland, in his bed, the laid Normond being his awne lecreit 
leruand, and gat greit ritches thairin. The lardis eldeil ibne to the 
laid gouemour, being than in the faid place of Grange, Petmillie, Mr 
Henrie Balnayes, Johne Knox preacher, being ane prieft, 
Carmichaell, with mony ytheris gentilmen, tuke pairt of the laid 
treffoun. In this mene tyme, about the oucht of Maij, the erle of 
Angus gat Abirbrothok, and gaiff it to his bafiard Tone George. James 
Bettoun, the cardinallis brother lone, was defraudit fra the richt thairof 
be call of coiui;. 

Wpoun the tent day of Junij, the erle of Huntlie was maid chancellar 
of Scotland, quhilk vmquhile the cardinall haid. 
fo. 16. a. Wpoun the xv day, the govemour paft to Dunbartane, and iaigit the 
iamyne ; thair was in the laid caiieU the erle of Lennox, his brother 
the bilchope of Cathnes, with certane ytheris, quhilk was givin over be 
appoyntment; quhilk doing thaj rewit full fair, for the govemour 
never keipit ane word of his promeilis. 

Wpoun the tent day of Aug^fi, thair was ane Parliament haldin in 
Edinburgh, in the quhilk was forfaltit all the foirlkidis perfones quha 
was at the ilauchter of the cardinall ; and this realme dividit in four 
quarteris, ilk quarter to cum to Sandlandrois, and to remayne thair xx 
days thair tyme about. 
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Wpoiin the firil day of September, Louthiane begane the firft xx day is. 
In this mene tyme, the cafiell of San6tandrois wes provydit with all 
maner of ordinance alfweill as mycht be devylit, the wallis rycht 
ftronglie ftuffit with failL The erle of Rothes fta quietlie to Denmark, 
and tuik greit ritches with him. 

Wpoun the xxvj day of Oftober, William Kircaldie of Grange, 
younger, pall to Ingland for fupplie, with quhome come the maifter of 
wark of Ingland with aucht fchippis to Ipy the laid hous. 

Wpone the xx day of November, Mr Henrie Balnaves, with the 
goung perfone of Rothes, pail agane to Ingland, and promeifi the 
caftell to the King, fua he wald lupport thame, quhilk he promeift to 
doe. 

Wpoun the xx day of December, the governour aggreit with the 
foir&idis perfonis in the laid cailell on this maner, thaj to bniik Hill the 
caftell ay and quhill thair ablblutioun tane out of Rome, and thaj to 
delyuer the laid caftell to the gouemouris brother, quha was maid bif- 
chope of Sandtandrois, and thaj to be reftorit to thair heritage and geir 
tane be the laid governour ; and for fulfilling heirof, the governour 
gaif his eldeft fone in pledge, and thaj deliuerit out of the faid caftell 
ane Tone of the laird of Grangeis, and ane Tone of the laird of Petmilleis, 
with fundrie vtheris. 

Wpoun the nynt day of Apryle, the geir of God J"^ v^ xlvij jeiris, 
the Inglifmen come in at the weft bordouris to the nomber of v^ men, 
peace beand maid betuix ws and thame, and tuke the laird of Johnftoun 
and his brother, the abbot of Salfet, with mony Johnftounis, and away 
with thame. 

Wpoun the xix day of Apryle, thair was ane proclamatioun maid, 
that all maner of man Ibuld meit the governour at Langhdlme, quhilk 
thaj faigit. The erle of Huntlie haid ane wangaird, and the laid hous 
was gevin over on this conditioun, that the laird of Johnftoun, and all

the reft of that cuntrie, fuld be dclyuerit, quhilk was done, the bous 
cailin down ; and thairefter the governour geid at Ewis Durris, and doun 
the watter of Ewis, hot our owin thevis of Tindaill and Ewifdaill come 
to the gouemour, quha was fwome Inglifmen, for he brjut all thair 
comis and houffis, quhair the governour remaynit ten dayis ; hot in 
thair returning, they had ewill wedder. 
to. 15. b. Wpoun the xxiiij day of Julij, the king of France fend in Scotland 
xvj galgeons to iaige San6landrois, quhilk wes feigit, layand thair artil- 
^erie in the abbay thairof, with tuelf cannonis on the foirentres, quha 
wan it in thrie houris eftir thar cuming, and tuke the aid and goung 
lairdis of Grange, Normound Leflie, the laird of Petmillie, Mr Henry 
Balnavis, and Johne Knox, with mony vtheris, to the nomber of fex 
Icoire perfones, and caryit thame all away to France, and tuik the 
^oljie of the laid caftell, quhilk was worth j^ j^ pundis, and tuke doun 
the hous. 

Wpoun the fevin day of Auguft, thir foirfaid gal^eonis paft away, 
quhairin was the perfones abonewrittin haid to France. 

Wpoun the fourt day of September, the erle Hertffiird, prote6tour of 
Ingland, come to Scotland, with the nomber of vij^ horflmen, and 
the maift pairt of thame bairdit, and come throw the merls to Salt P^f- 
toun, and lay thair twa dais ; and the iamyne day, the governour come 
to Muflelburgh to the nomber of xsP men. 

Wpoun the ix day of September, the Inglifmen come to Fawfyid in 
ijye oftis, and chafit the Scottis borderaris, and flew of thame iij^ fute- 
men waittand on the Ipoilgie ; thair wes mony pure Inglifmen tane. 

Wpoun the tent day, being Sattirday, callit blak Sattirday, the In- 
glifinen railit thair camp, and come forward, and ficlyk the Scottis paft 
in the battell, that is to fay, the erle of Angus had the wangard, the 
governour the myddil ward, and the erle of Huntlie the reirward, 
quhi^ in this ordour paft to 
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The Inglifinen paft ficlyke in tlire ; the lord Gray the bairdit horls, 
the erie Warwik the wang^ird, the prote6tour the reirward ; and on 
this nianer thai met the lord Gray with the bairdit horls, quhairin was 
all their traift, and ordaynit to have ourridin the wangaird of the 
Scottis, quha futtit thair i[jeri3, and flew the bairdit horfs and men, to 
the nomber of thre Icoir ; then the reft fled, and the Scottis drew neir 
and neir, quha el'capit the Ingli& cannonis, and llew the bairdit horls, 
quhairin was all thair trailt. The Inglifmen begouth to gif bakkis, and 
to rouk and round, layand it was ane greit matter to brek the Scottis ; 
the Scottis perfaueand this, incontinent fled, and the Inglifmen followit, 
and chalit thame to Edinburgh ; quhairof wes tane and llane vij*^^ Scottis 
men, of Inglifmen flane fex hundreth ; thair wes flane of Scottis, my 
lord Flemyng, the raaifter of Erlkine, maifteris of Grahame, Levingftoun, 
Ogilbie, llois, with mony gentilraen ; thair wes tane the erle Hunttie, 
lord S'^'rtcr, raaifter of Sinclare, the laird of Rolling, with raony vtheris. 

Wpoun the xj day of September, the IngHlinen come to Leith, and 
renianit tliair aucht dayis. And in the mene tyme, thaj fend to Sandl- 
cohncs Inche, to ftope that na uther fchippis come to Leith, vnto the 
tyme thaj paft thairfra; and heirefter thay paft throw Lauder, and fend 
all thair prefonaris be fey to Ingland, and brunt Edmertoun and Cran- 
fioun, and lay laigeand Home, quhilk thaj gat, and fchir Edward Dudlie 
maid capitano thairof ; and thairefter paft to aid Roxburgh, quhUk thaj 
gat XV dayes cfter thair cuming, and maid fchir Ralf Bawmer capitane i 
thairof, quha was relTauit in England with grcit trivmph. The foirlaid 
fchippis paft to Urochtie belyd Dundie, and biggit certane timber graith 
thair, and maid thair ane ftrength. The govemour gettand witt therof, 
paft with his cum]>any and lliigit the faniyn, quhairat was flane Gawin 
Hamiltoun, with mony utheris of the governouris I'ervandls j and left it 
vnwyne, and come to Sanftiohnftoun. And in the mene tyme, certane 
Frenchemen to the nomber of ij*^; the gOTernour with the faid Frenche* 
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men, paft and laigit the laid place, bot nathing done thairto, throw 
treflbun among thame felflis, and come hame ; thair wes trewis tane for 
ane qoh jle. 

Wponn the xzij dxy of Febmar, die lordGraj come to Hadintoim with 
tua thowiand men, with all the Metis and Teyiotdaill, and gat all Ae 
honflis of Tjne^ and tnke plegis of all g^ntilmen thaj gat, qoha did na 
Ikaith, bot pait for the thing that thaj tuke^ and depairtit hame eftir diat 
thaj haid remaynit foure dajes ; and in this tyme^ the contrie, tor Ae 
maift pairt, was of the opinioun of Ii^ifinen, The Ii^liGnen pafland 
to borne Drumlanrik, the therts tnke pairt with the Scottish and pat 
thame abake^ and fua thaj pairtis come to the auld fijle i^ane. And 
ypoun the xxiiij daj, the IngliGnen bring all ont of Scotland ; the gorer- 
nour paft and brjnt Qrmifioun, and wan the boos of Sakonnhall, and 
hangit all thame that wes thairin, and caflen donn to the eird; and heir- 
efter Hallis was randerit to the Scottis agane. 

Wponn the xxriij daj of Febmar, mj lord Graj cmne to Hadingtoon 
with TJ^ men, b^gand it with fowfies and the blokhoos ; qnhilk beand 
compleit, thaj wan ^ei&eT, and tuik all that was thairin qohilk was 
haldin be Frenchemen ; qoha thairefter paft in England, and left ij^ 
men behind him in Hadingtoune, and firhir James WiUnrde capitane 
generally and the toun weill artail^erijt. 

In the moneth of Maij, the geir of God J^ t^ xlriij geris, thair omie 
oot of France ane Frendieman, callit Monfieor Dofie [Defle3» ^^'^ viij^ 
man ; and als ane Dntdie man callit Rangdeils with j^ Dootchemen, 
and landit at L»th to the nombo- of fiudcoir fiiUis, and brodit with 
thame ane defbne of cannonis with rthor linall pieces^ and come to 
Edinburgh, defyrand fira the qnene drowriare^ and the goremoor IIm 
princes, of the caftell of Donbar and Blaknes <Hr thaj raid pas to the 
ihige of Hadii^toiui, qnhilk wes grantiL And thaireftar thi^ paft to 
the toun of Hadingtoon, and for ikailing of thair fi>lkis» paft to tiie 
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abbaj thairof, and thair held ane parliament. And tbair was confinnit 
the iaidis petitiouns of the laid king of France and our princes to marie 
the faid kingis fone^ and the govemour to bruik the faid office induring 
the les aige of the princes, and immediatlie Dunbar and Blaknes was 
dfliiuerit to the Frenchemen. 

. Wpon the xxv day of Julij, the princes paft to France to be brocht 
vp ynder the feir of God. 

In the moneth of Augufl, efter lang Ichoting at the laid toun, thaj fo. i6. b. 
beleyit to haue wyne the ^myne ; the Inglifmen Ikarmifched thame oft, 
qnhilk was to thair awne Ikaith. In this mene tyme, the lord Bryis^ 
wardane of Ingland, and Mr Palmer wes cumand to Hadingtoun to 
releif the toun, with the nomber of xiiij^ men, quha was chaiifit be 
Fr^nchemen thameielffis, tane with tuelf hundreth, and thair was flane 
ane hundreth, the reft gat away. And in the iaid moneth, the erle of 
Schrewifbarie, and the lord Gray, come with xr^ men to Hading- 
toun, quhais cuming caufit the Scottis and Frenche ikaill, and come to 
Muflilburgh. The Scottifmen gadderit, and come to the faid toun of 
Muffilburgh } the Inglifmen come to Abirladie, and tuke vidluallis 
ihairout to furneis Hadingtoun, and als forthit Dunglas ; the Scottis 
camp raife, and paft, and ikarmifchit the toun of Hadingtoun, quhair 
thair wes flane of Inglifmen ij^ be the Frenchemen, and mony tane. Tlie 
Scottis, throw flomt of vi^tuall, raifit thair camp, and come to Edin- 
boigh, quhilk cans the Inglifmen dantoun all eift Louthiane, and 
Frenchmen come to Leith, quhar thaj lay ftill all that winter. 

Wpoun the fecund day of Februare, the erle Huntlie being in cap- 
tiTitie in Ingland, come privilie away to Scotland, quhair he was rejB&uit 
with blythnes ; and throw his counlall that famyne day, caulit the 
Frenchemen pas to Jedburgh, to remayne thair to the lyme thaj wer 
fimd for ; quhair thaj lay be the Q)ace of tua monethis at the hous of 
Famyhirft, quhilk they wan. 
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ib.i7.b. In the moneth of Febraiar, the erle Huntleis eldeft fone marijt th^ 
gOYernouris daughter with greit triymph. 

Wpoun the xjdiij day of March, thair was ane counfidl haldin m 
Edinburgh, quhairin it was ordanit to pas and fcige Lauder, and aU 
maner of man to meit the govemour the penult of this inftant at 
Lauder. 

Wpoun the penult day of March J^ v^ and iyftie geris, the goyer* 
nour come and lay at Lawder, with Dutche, Frenche and Gaikins; 
And finally, the capitane gaif it over be appointment, that is to fay, he 
and all his men to pas with Uiair vapones without ony ikayth in Ing^ 
land, ranibne frie, and to leif all thair monitioun behind thame ; qnhilk 
was grantit, the hous delyuerit, and Frenchemen put thairin ; tha| laj 
at the laid hous xv dayes* 

In this moneth, about the fext day, thair come word £ra the king of 
France, that he had traited peace with Ingland for himfelf and ths 
xealme induring the kingis lyftyme; and aU the ftrenthis maid in Soot- 
land be the Inglifinen to be diftroyit. And in this meane tyme. Dun* 
glas was randerit be the Inglis commiflaris, quha was conuna&dit to 
confirme the laid peace, quhilk place wes delyuerit to the Frendiemen. 
The Inglis commiflaris was fchir Robert Bewis, Ichir Thomas Helcroft, 
fehir Johne Hamiltoun, and Mr Breane* The Sccrttis commiflaris wes 
my lord Home, Alexander Home, Mr John Bdlenden juftice dark, 
with findrie vtheris g^itilmen, and the laid peace confirmed amaogis 
thame. 

Wpoun the aucht day of Augufi, the quenis grace drowriar fchippit 
at Leith, with fax galgeonis of France, and pafl; thairto with mony grett 
men of Scotland : thaj ar to lay, the erlis Huntlie^ Mercfaell* Sudder- 
land, Caflillis, Menteith, lordis Home, FlemyBg, Maxwell, the bifcfcopJB 
of Cathnes and Gralloway, the abbot of Duafermling, the priour of 
San3;androis, callit lord James^ bafiard ibae to omquhile the kiaglB 
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grace, and the governouria eldell fone, with mony vtheris. And in 
tbair puffing-, his grace lend the maiiler of Erikene, and Mr Henrie 
^nclare ambalTatouris throw Ingland to Flanders, for pace to the em- 
priour, becau9 all vther natlouns lend to reqit3a*e him for pea,ce. Atl 
' the thb tyme wes at guid reft, except he and the empriour ; the 

Frenchemen not paft all away, for Monlieur Dofie was left lientennent 
to thamo and Dutche men vnto hir graces returning. The quenis 
grace wes weill treitit be the haill court of France ; in hir abfence the 
gorernour proclaimit ane generall air throw all Scotland, to be baldin 
qubair it held befoir, quhilk was continewit for the fpace of twa ;^eiris. 
About the Sau^androis day, in the seir of God J"' v*' Lj geiris, the 
quenis grace drowriare come out of France throw Ingland, weill con- 
voyit with all natlouns to Scotland ; and in this ^eir, all wes at guid 
reft, exceptand the laird of CelTurde and Fernyhirft with tbair com- fo 
plices flew fchir Walter Scott laird of Balclewche, in Edinburgh, quba 
was ane valgeand guid knycht. For that caus the governour raid in 
Teriotdaill with mony gentilmen, to bak and pvnifh thame for the faid 
llauchter. 

In the gcir of God J"' v^ Lij and Liij geiris, Marie quene drowriare 
of Scotland reflauit the audloritie fra my lord duke in the Parliament 
haldin in the Hiid day [^^eir ?] at Edinburgh, and that becaus all the 
lordis of Scotland wer aganis him in the laid Parliament. 

Wpone the day of the geir of God foirlaid, George 

erle of Huntlie was conimandit and put in waird within the caftell of 
Edinburgh, and thair remanit ane certane Ijiace, and wes delyuerit furth 
of the laid captivitie be greit fowmes of money, and renuncit all the 
talus quhilk he haid of the erldoine of Murray and Rofs, lordfchip of 
Ardmanuch and Orknay, to the faid Marie quene and than regent. 

Wpoun the laft day of December, the geir of God J"* v*^ lyij geiris, 
the toun of Calice was won be the duke of Guyeis. 
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Wpoun the aucht day of Februar, the seir of God foirfidd, certane 
commiflionaris chofin be the tbre eftaites of this realme for the treiting 
and fetting furth of our fouerane ladies manage in France with the 
doulphin thairof, tuke the fej ; and be heavie, greit and intoUerahle 
tempeftis, pairt of thair fchippis wer perift in thair paflage. Off the 
quhilkis commiflionaris, thir ar thair names, James archbilchope of 
Gla%ow, Robert bifchope of Orknay, George erie of Rothes, Gilbert 
erle of Caflillis theiaurar, James commendatare of Sanftandrois, Jatnes 
lord Fleyming, George lord Setoun, and John Erikene of Dan. 

Vpoun the xxy day of Aprile, the geir of God J"^ v^ 1 viij seiris, Marie 
quene of Scottis was marijt vpone Franceis, dolphin of Viennojis, eldaft 
fone to Henry king of France, with greit nobilitie, in the toun of PariB; 

Vpoun the penult day of September, the ^eir foiriaid, the commiffioil- 
aris quhilk pafl; into France for treiting of the quenis mariage, retumif 
and come in Scotland, quhairof the names ar befoir ipecifiet, and tiie 
erle of Rothes and Caflillis, and James lord Flemying deceiflit in Deip { 
and the bifchope of Orknay deceifljit on his returneing in the laid toun 
of Deip alfua. 

Wpoun the penult day of Nouember, the geir of God foiriaid, Marie 
quene regent ordanit ane Parliament to be haldin in Edinburgh, quhair* 
intill it was condefcendit be the thre eflaites, except my lord duke, that the 
croun of Scotland fliould pas to France, havand this name to be ane 
fo. 18. b. matrimonial croun, and faid dolphine to be crownit thairwith ; on this 
conditioun, gif our quenis grace deceiflit without laufull airis of hir 
bodie, that the laid dolphine immediatlie eftir hir deceis lall renance, 
refigne, difcharge and quytclame all richt quhilk he hes haid or may 
haue to the croun matrimonial], without any impediment. 

Wpoun the xxiiij day of Apryle, the geir of God J^ v^ lix geiris, 
peace was proclamit betuix Ingland and Scotland, and the forthe of 
Aymouth decemit to be caflin doM^« 
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Wpbun the tuantie aucht day of Junij 1 559$ the blak frefis and gray 
of Edinburgh wes put to fack be the erilis of Ergyle and Glencame, the 
pryour of Sand^ndrois and lord Ruthven, quha was callit the congre- 
gatioun» and the quenis grace depairtit to Dunbar, 
, Wpoun the xiij day of Julij 1559 seiris, the pryour of San^ndros 
and the erle of Glencaime, with the congregatioun, pail to the 
abbay of Halyrudhous, and thair tuke and intromeittit with the quenis 
imis of the cungehousy and brocht the famyne yp to Edinburgh, to his 
awine ludging, quhairat the quenis grace regent was verry difcontentit ; 
and thairefter vpon the xxiiij day of the laid moneth and geir foirlaid, 
iny lord duke, my lord of Huntlie, my lord Bothwill, my lord ^eifter, 
my lord Brothwik, my lord Levingftoun, and my lord Home, with 
▼iheris diverie barronis and my lord Doflell, come with certane Frenches 
men and Scottis men to the toun of Leith, quhair it luld haue bein 
fochtin betuix thame and the congregatioun, wer with ane appointment 
wauB maid be thame ; and efter the faid appointment, the congregatioun 
dqiairtit, and fwa the quenis grace come to Edinburgh vpoun the xxiij 
day of Julij thairefter. 

Wpoun the xix day of Februar 1559i the quenis grace and monfieur 
Doflell caulit caft the forth of Leith to ane greit ftrenth, and vi£tuall 
the iamyn to ane greit darth. 

' Vpoun the xxiij day of the faid moneth and geir foirfaid, the bifchope 
of Amyance and capitane Delabrofche, accumpanyit with viij^" men, 
oome out of France be lea, and landit in the havin of Leith ; and vpone 
the xxriij day, my lord dukis fone come in Scotland throw Ingland out 
of France quietlie. 

Vpoun the xviij day of Odiober, the jeir of God foirfaid, the lordis 
of the congregatioun come to the burgh of Edinburgh, accumpanyit with 
Trj^ men, to feige the laid toun of Leith, and the quenis grace de- 
pairtit fra her palice, accumpanyit with monfieur Dofiell, my lordis of 
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San£tandrois, Glalgow and Diinkell, and my lord SeTtoun, to the laid 
toun of Leith. 

Vpoun the laft day of October, geir of God foirfiiid, the laird of 
Ormeftoun come from Berwik, with certane gold to haue fumeift the 
congregatioun, and in his coming he was tane he my lord Bothwilli 
and cruellie hurt, and the faid money takin fra him. 

Vpone the firft day of November, the geir of God foirfaid, the 
Frenchemen come iiirth of the toun of Leith to haue tane vidtuallis, 
and the congregatioun ilchit furth of the toun of Edinburgh with th^r 
men of weir and artail^erie, and fchot fra the niomjoig quhill none of 
the faid day at the toun of Leith, and at nane of [at none ?] the laid 
Frenchemen ilchit furth of Leith to the nomber of ij*^ men, and come 
on force vpon the faid congregatioun, quha gaif bakkis, left thair artail- 
gerie ; quhilk artatl^erle the Frenchemen tranlportit to Leith, and chaiit 
the congregatioun to the portis of Edinburgh, to thair greit fchame 
and lak ; and in thair cuming vp the Cannogait, the faid Frenche- 
men baith reft, Ipoilgeit and flew baith man and wyff that thaj culd 
apprehend. 

And als vpone the last day of the faid moneth, the did IVenchemen 
depairtit fra Leith, to haue herijt the laird of Brunllouns place ; the 
congregatioun thairof being adverteifit, come furth of Edinburgh vpoun 
thame, and met thame befyed Reftalrig, quhair it was cruellie fltar- 
mifchit and fochtin be the fpace of thrie houris continowallie, quhill at 
the laft the congregatioun gaif bakkis, and fled to Edinburgh again. 
In this Ikarmifli wes Qain xxv perfones of the congregatioun, and als 
tane of thame f}'ve fcoir faxtene men. And the laid day at evin in the 
nycht, the congregatioun depairtit furth of Edinburgh to Lynlithquo, 
and left thair artailgerie void vpoun the calfay lyand, and the toun 
defolate ; and the capitane of the caflell tuke in the liimyn vpoiin the 
fevint day of Ofilober befoir written. The Frenchemen tliinkand na les 
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than thaj haid won tbe laid toun of Edinburgh, come in the tonn with 

handlengies, and lodgit in the lamyn, to the greit hurt of the inha- 
tantis thajrof. 

Vpoun the xiiij [xxiiij] day of December, the geir of God foirfaid, 

ibilk wes §ule evin, the laid Frenchemen depairtit furth of Kdinbui^h 

to Striuelin^ be land, and thairefter came to the tother I'yid of Forth, 

to Bruntheland and Kinghorne, and fpuljeit the famyn, and purpofit 

to hnue pall to San^tandroie. 

Vpone the ici day of Januar, ^eir of God foirfaid, ane capitane callit 
capitaoe Mertene, crowner of the haill Frencfaemen, landit in Leith 
bavin ; and in the nicht thairefter certane men of the congregatioun come 
and reft the fchip that the laid crowner come in, furth of the faid raid of 

ith, to the greit difpleilbur of the Frenchemen, the principall qubairof 

Androw Sandis, than indueller in Leith. 
Vpoun the xxiiij day of Januare 1559, thair arryvit in the mornyng 

;ht greit ibhippis of Ingland in the raid of Leith ; and in thair arryv- fo- 20. i 
ii^, thaj tuke capitane Cullane, and capitane Farnay, lientennent to 
capitane Pyrroit, and als ane vther fcbij) callit the Hoy, quhilk was to 
pas to Fyif with monitioun to furneis the Frenche camp being thair, 
as is afoir written. And in the f'amyn day, the Frenchemen feand the 
Ingllls fchippis arryvand in the laid raid, left thair firft purpofe, and 
returnit agane to Stirling. And in thair returnyng, the congr^atioun 
pell befoir tbame all the way, and left na vi£luallis to thame be the 
liunyn, quhilk caufit thame luftene greit hungar and penuritle of %-i£tu- 
■lUs J and the laid congregatioun cuttit the brig of Tull3body, to that 
effedl that the Frenche camp fuld not haue paflage be the liime, and 
the laid Frenchemen to get ane way to pas our, tuke doun the timber 
of the kirk of Tullybodie, and maid ane fure palTage our the laid brig, 
baith for borfmen and futemen, and come the xxviij day of the lamyn 

neth to Stirling, &c. at evin. 
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Vpoun the xdij day of Februar 1559i the lordis commiflionaris of 
the congregatioun, viz. the pryour of San6):androis, lord Ruthven, thcl^ 
laird of Pittaro, the goung laird of Lethingtoun, and Mr Henrie Balna* 
visy fchippit in Pittinwene, accumpanjit with levin fchippis of Ingland, 
and landit ypoun the xiiij [xxiiij] day of the lamyn in Berwick ; and sis 
the maiiler of Maxwell be land come to the laid toun of Berwik. 

Vpoun the xy day of March 1559» the Frenchemen paft to GlalgoWf 
and chaifit the congregatioun furth of the &m7ne, and remaynit thair 
twa njrchtis, and than come to Linlithgow, quhairin thaj lay quhill the 
xxvij day of the lamjne moneth ; and in thair palling to Glaigow, and 
returning fra the famyne, thaj ipoulgeit all the cuntrie quhair thair 
paflage lay. And thairefter when thaj come to Linlithqw, the Frendie-^ 
men was purpofit to haue paft to Hamiltoun for deftrudtiotin of the 
lamyne j hot thair come word that the Inglifmen was cuming in, quhilk 
ftapt that purpoife. 

And ypoun the xvij [xxij] day of Merche, the geir of God 1560, the 
Frenche army being in Lynlithqw, ran the forray about Lynlithqw 
be the Ipace of fax myles, and brocht in all the cattell, horls, and yther 
geir that mycht be gottin thair, to the great diftru£tioun of the cuntry. 

Vpoun the penult day of March, the geir of God 1560 geiris, the 
Inglils army come in Scottis ground, for liipport of the lordiis of 
the congregatioun, to the nomber of y^ fute men, and xyiij^ lycht 
horfemen and dimilances ; the lieutennent generall wes my lord Ghrayt 
the capitane of the dimilances wes fchir George « the capitane 

of the lycht horfinen fchir Hary Percie, and the capitane of the haill 
futemen was fchir James Croftes capitane of Berwik, and come to 
Preftoun. 

And ypone the firft day of Aprile, the quenis grace regent paft fiu 
Halyrudhous to the caftell of Edinburgh, and remaynit thair during 
the aifege following, accumpanyit with the archbifchope of Sandtandrois^ 
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bilchopee of Dunkeld, Dunblane, my lord Halyrudhous, and the arch- ib. 21. 
bifchope of Glaigow, and mj lord Sejtoun, paft doun and remaynit in 
Leith with monfieur Doflfell, Labrofi, the counpt Martik, [Martigues^ 
and the bifchope [of] Amjrance. 

Vpone the lext day of Aprile, the ^eir of God foirfaid, the Inglif- 
men raiiit thair army and camp fra Prefloun, and came in ane greit 
ordour of weir to Rellalrig; quhair, at thair cuming with the Scottis 
Lordis, quhilk was of the nomber of iij^ horfemen, it was crewellie 
flcarmifl betuixt the hagbutteris of the Inglis and Frenchemene, quhilk 
we9 flandand or thair cuming in four arrayit cumpanyes, to the Ipace of 
ane hour ;. quhill at the laft the Frenchemen wes ouriett be the Ijcht 
horfemen of Scottis and Inglis, and of thame flane forty, and J^ tane or 
thairby ; of Inglis tua flane, and diuerfe hurt : and thairefler the Inglifl 
men campit about the kirk of Reftalrig and place therof, and caiil thair 
trenches. 

Vpoun the feyint day of Apryle, the geir of God foirlaid, the Inglif- 
men landit thair greit artailgerie, quhilk was laid on the eifl fyid of the 
toun of Leith, to the nomber of tuelf greit cannons, and xy Imall pecis, 
quhilk thaj brocht be land, togidder with pulder and monitioun. 

And ypone the xiiij day of Aprile, quhilk was pafche day, thair come 
to Muflilburgh ane capitane callit fchir Half Saidlar, with certane 
horfemen and futemen to the Inglis army. And the lamyn day at nicht 
the caftell of Blaknes wes tane be the ichirreffe of Lynlithqw. 

And ypoun the xv day of the moneth and ^eir of God foirfaid, at 12 
houris befoir none, thair come out of Leith at the port callit San£t 
Anthones port, the crowner of the Frenchemen, with him xl horiemen 
and XXX hagbuteris, and raid the reddie way to the Inglis trinfchis ; 
and in the menetyme the Frenche futemen, to the nomber of J^ men, 
aU hagbutaris, ilchit furth of the port quhilk ftandis ypone the linkis, 
and come haifiilie ypone the (aids trinfhis, and was als fone at the faidis 

H 
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trinfchiB as wes the laid Frenche horfemen ; and thaj quhilk wer ia the 
trinfches, being nocht weill aduerteiil, bot fome fleipand, fi>me vakaody 
baiMie rufchit to annour, and come befoir the laidis trinlchis and met 
thame, quhair it was crewellie fochtin be fwordis. In the mene tjme^ 
the watch of the Inglils horfemen, being ij^ horfemen, brak ypone the 
find Frenchemen with mettelable audacitie, and pat thame perforce Mke 
greit way bak. And git, throw greit and continwall fchoting of hag** 
butis, the Inglifs horifmen wes put abak, and ijne the Frenchemen 
enterit within the trinfchis, and flew all that abaid thair force, and tiika 
away ane anfengie, and dang tua naillis in the touch hollis of the tna 
finall peices of ordinance being in' the trinlchis for the tjme. . And in, 
the mene tyme, the Inglils army and camp cam fordwart with the fidd 
horfemen, and chaiflit thame cruellie to the wallis of Leith and in at 
thair portis. At this flurmift was flane of Inglis ij^ xl futemen, with 
lb. 21. b. certane dimilances, and fex fcoir hurt ; of Frenchemen iij " flane or 
mae, and diuerfe hurt, bot newer ane tane on aither fyid. 

Vpone the tuantie day of Apryle foirlaid, the laird of Ormeftounf 
with certane horfemen, awatit Frenchemen quhilk was in Dunbar, quhen 
thaj wer cumand fiirth to hunt, and tuik of thame to the nomber of lix 
perlonis, of the quhilkis was capitane Firret, capitane Hay, and fyre or 
ikn flane. 

Vpoun the xxv day of Aprile at nycht, the Inglis camp and CMs 
quhilk was liand at the kirk and place of Reflalrig, changit thair camp 
to Pilrig vpoun the watter of Leith. And in the fiunyn nycht : the 
triniches wes caflin ; and on the mome, quhilk was the S6 day in the 
mom^g, theartailgerie wes convoyit to the (aid place, exoept fit meikiU 
as was left in the trinches befyid the HalkhilL 

Vpoun the lafl: day of Aprile 1560, thair was ane pairt of the tomi 
of Leith brunt be ane fuddane fyre, throw chanceing of fyre in ane cer-^ 
tane powder being in ane gairdhous within Leith. 
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Vpoun the ferd day of Maij, the lordis and gentilmen of Louthian 
come into the congregatioun, and fHbfcryvit the new band and con- 
fidderatioun : and ypone the levint day, the Inglis and Scottis army 
caulit ane certane of men of weir to pas to the wallis of Leith, 
thair to alTy gif thair ladderis wer convenient and lang aneuch j at 
the quhilk doing thair was cruell llauchter on aitlier fyid of men, bot 
tfaair was maill ilane of Scottis and Inglis, and that to the nomber of 
four hundretb. 

Wpoun the tent day of Junij, the geir foiriaid, Marie quene dowriare 
■nd regent of this realme of Scotland, at IS houris at cvin, deceilTit in 
Ike caftell of Edinburgh ; and maid the erle of Mercbell, and ichir Johne 
Campbell of Lundy knycht, hir executouris in Scotland. 

Wpone the xviij day of Jiinij, the jeir of God foirfaid, thair came 
ane certane men of weir of Frencheraen, of the nomber of iij*^, to the 
mount Pellein, quliair thair brak vpone thame certane horlemen of Ing- 
land, to the nomber of xxx, and cbaiilit the Frenchemen to Leith, and 
flew of the iamyn xl, and tuike levin ; and of IngliTmen was ilane bot 
sue tnimpetour. 

Vpone the xvj day of Junij 1560, thair come to the burgh of Edin- 
burgh four ambailatouris, with ane certane of horilmen, to the nomber 
ofxltj, twa of France and tua of England; quhilkis tua in France, the 
ftoe is callit monfieur de Ilaudane, brother to counte Rol's Fokko, £Ro> 
chefoucault] and the vthcr the bifchope of Wallange ; and the names of 
thame of Ingland was I'ecretarie Cyciil and dodlour Wottoun j quhilk, 
quhen thaj come toReftalrig, the grcit and linall ordinance of the camp 
was for noviltie fchot diverlc tymcs in prefens of the I'aidis ambairatouris; 
and thairefter the Frenchcmcn was kidgit in Mr Johne Robertouns 
ludging, and the Inglifmen in Mr Thomas M'Calgeaneis ludgeing. 

Vpoun the xvij day of Junij 15G0, thair was tane trewis betuix the t< 
IngUffflen and the Scottis, and the Frenchemen in Leith on that vtber 
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pairt ; quhilkis trewis to indure for fyve dais, quhilk was procurat be 
the ambaflatouris of baith the realmes. 

Vpoiin the 6 day of Julij 1560, the duik of Northfolk came to the 
camp befyid Leith, in ane qujet maner in the nycht, and vefeit the 
faid camp and forth of Leith, and haiftilie depairtit without knowlege 
of the peopill of Berwik. 

The dait of the peax of the randering of Leith, is the lext of Julij 
1560 : Efter that the ambaflatouris of France and Ingland had coin* 
monit and finallie concludit vpoun all debaitis, contrarerlies and materis 
concemjng the aflaiging of Leith, depairting of the French men, and 
randering of the toun of Leith, then the heraldis of Scotland paft to the 
mercat croce of the burgh of Edinburgh, and maid this proclamatlottn 
following : that is to fay. 

To the loving and the maift puiflant Lord, and to the confort 
of all guid Criilianis, 

The maift puiflant prence and prences, maift criftin king and queM 
Francis and Marie, be the grace of God king and queue of France and 
Scotland, &c. ; and the maift puiflant princes Elizabeth, be the famjiiti 
grace queue of Ligland, L'eland, and defendar of the faith, &c. ;. It is 
accordit and reconiiliatioun of peace and amitie, the quhilk is to be in^ 
uiolablie obfenrit betuix thame, thair fubje£tis, realmes and cuntriect i 
And thairfoir, into the name of the laidis princes and princeflis. It is 
commandit and expreflie injojnit, to all maner of perfbnis that ar Tnder 
thair obedience, or being in thair fervices, fra this day furth to decift 
and ceis fra all hoftilitie, baith be fea and land, and to kepe and obferre 
guid peace the ane with the vtheris, vnder the pane to thame thai dcM 
in the contrair of thair greit perrelL 
. Vpoun the xv day of Julij 1560, the Inglis army reteirit to Muffit 
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burgh, and the Frenchemen imbarkit ; and als certaue pionaris enterit 
to labour for the demolitioun of the forth of Leith. 

And ypoun the xviij day of Julij, the Inglils ambaflatouris depairtit 
to Ingland, and the fchippis depairtit furth of the raid ; quhilkis con- 
taieT7allie remajnit fra the xxiiij day of Januar mto the lamyne day.

Vpoun the xvj day of Merche 1560, at tuelf houris at evin, the corpis 
of ymquhile Marie quene dowriare and regent of Scotland wes tane 
fecreitlie furth of the caAell of Edinburgh, and put in the fchipe in 
Leith to be had to France, and the perfone of Eglifhame paft thairwitb.

Vpoun the zxj day of Julij, the ^eir foirfaid, Archibald Dowglas of 
Kilfpindie, proveft of Edinburgh, Dauid Sjmmer and Adame Foular- 
toun, bailies of the iamjn, caufit ane cordinare fervand, callit James 
Killone, to ynderlj the law in the tolbuith of Edinburgh, for the cuming 
in the toune of Edinburgh, and playing with Robene Hud ; and for that 
cans thair was certane craftifinenis fervandis put to the borne of befoir, 
of the quhilk the laid James Kellone wes ane ; and caufit the aflfyils quhilk 
thig had ele3:it of thair afiiftaris pas thairypone, quha condamnit him to 
be hangit. And thair efter the craftifinen maid greit foliilatiouns at the 
bandis of the laid proveft, Johne Knox minifter and the bailies, to have 
gottin him relevit, promitting that he fuld doe ony thing poffible to be 
done lalfand his lyif, quha wald doe nathing hot have him hangit.

And fyne depairtit af Striue* 
lingt and paft to Klincardin, quhair iho remaynit tua nychtis; and 
▼ppun the xiij [xvij] day iho come to San6t Johnftoun, quhair thair wes 
mfi honourable entrie maid to her ; imd vpoun the xix day thairof fho 
come to the burgh of Dundie» quhair iho was honourablie reilauit, and 
n^ad to her ane honourable entres. 

Vpoun the lafi day of September, Archibald Dowglas was ele3:it pro- 
ve^ of Edinburgh. And vpoun the fecund day of October Ixj, the 
laid Archibald Dowglas, with the baillies and counlale, caulit ane pro- 
clamatwnin be proclameit at the croce of Edinburgh, be James Drum- 
mond trumpeter, and Richart Trolhope mafler. Commanding and 
chaigeing all and fyndry monks, freris, prieftis and all vtheris papiflis and 
prophane perfonis, to pas furth of Edinburgh within xxiiij houris next 
^ier following, vnder the payne of bumying of difbbeyaris vpoun the 
cheik, and barling of thame throw the toun in ane cart ; at the quhilk 
prodamatioun the quenis grace was verry commouit. 

Vpoun the nynt day of October, Monfieur Danguill and the grand fe. S5. b. 
pryour, quha come in Scotland with the quenis grace, depairtit throwout 
Ingland to France at ix houris befoir none. And the lamyn day, Mr 
Thomas Makcalgean wes cholin proveft of Edinburgh, and Archibald 
Dowglas difchargit, for making of the proclamatioun foirlaid without 
the quenis awyife, togidder with all the bailgies.

And ypoun the xviij day thairof, my lord duk raid to the quenis gprace 
in Sandlandrois, quhairintill he purg^t himfelf of the confpiraGie foiriaid 
in hir prefens. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Apryle, the geir of God foiriaid, ane ambafl 
iatour arryyit out of Swadyne, callit Here Petir Groif of Quhitfiim 
beryy, and lugeit in the toun of Leith quhill the quenis grace come 
over the watter ; and his purpofe of his cuming was for mariage of hir 
hienes to thair King. 

Vpoun the xxvij day of Apryle, the caftell of Dunbartane wes de* 
liuerit be my lord duk to capitane Anfiruther, in the name and behalf 
of the quenis grace. 

Vpoun the ferd day of Maij, my lordis Arrol [Arrane,] Both will, and 
the commendatare of Kilwynning, come fra San£tandrois to the burgh of 
fo. 26. b. Edinburgh in this maner ; that is to fay, my lord Arrane was contoyijt 
in the quenis graces cofche, becaus of the frenafie foirfaid ; and the erle 
Bothwill and my lord commendatare of Kilwynnyng raid, convoyit 
wMi xxiuj hoiffinen. quhairof was principall capitane Stewart, capit«ie 
of the quenis gaird. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Maij, the ambaflatour of Swadin come fra 
the toun of Leith to the burgh of Edinburgh, and lugeit in Mr He&rie 
Lawderis lugeing, quhairto he was convoyit honorablie. 

Vpoun the xvij day of Maij, my lord Fleyming was marijt in the 
quenis park. 

Vpoun the xzv day of Maij, the fecretare goung laird of Lething- 
toun, . depairtit of Edinburgh to Ingland, as ambaflatour to the quenb 
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maieftie of Ingland, to convene vpone certane articles concemyng tbe 
quenis majeftie of Scotland and the quenis hienes of Ingland rneit^ 
ting within the realme of Ingland. 

Vpoun the firft day of Junij 1562, the ambajQTatour of Swadene de- 
pairtit to Leith with his anfuer, and imbarkit that njcht at ten houris at 
nichti and obtenit ane fair wynd. 

Vpoun the zij day of Julij, the ^eir of God foirfaid, the fecretar the 
goiing laird of Lethingtoun come to Edinbui^h furth of Ingland, and 
paft to Striueling to the quenis grace. 

; Vpoun the penult day of Augull in the nicht, the famen seir, James 
tfle Bothwill break the waird of the caftell of Edinburgh, and depairtit 
to the Armitaige. 

Vpoun the day of 156% the quenis grace paft to 

Abirdene, quhair hir entres wes maid honourable. 

And thairefter, ypoun the day of , fho paft to 

Innemels. At hir cuming thairto, hir majeftie defyrit to have had the 
caftell of Innemes ; and the capitane thairo^ callit George Gordoun 
ioifiierit and laid he wald nocht deliuer the caftell ynto hir ynto the 
tyme he gat ane anfuer fra my lord Gordoun his maifter ; efter the 
quhilk anfuer, the quenis grace caulit feige the laid place and caftell ; 
and in the aflaiging thairof, the capitane gaif over the caftell to the 
quenis majeftie ; quhilk capitane, ypoun the 13 day of the laid moneth, 
caulit hang over the brig of Innemels. 

Vpoun the xxviij of October, my lord of Huntlie was lyand with 
ane army of folkis at Lochfkene, to the nomber of viij^ men, to have 
cumin againes my lord of Murray and ytheris quha was with the quenis 
grace, and counfalit hir hienes to put the laid earle to the home. The 
gentilmen of the cuntrey paft the famyn day furth of Abirdene in thair 
beft array ; the principallis quhairof wes the erle of Enroll, my lord 
|>*orbe8j and the laird of Balquhaine, as wangaird, and Johne pryour of

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Coldingfaame, with fome horflmen. And efter thaj haid cliafit the erle 
ib. 37* Huntlie and his cumpany fex myles fra Lochikene, to ane place calUt 
Correchie^ and Ikarmifchand with him, thaj fend word to my lord of 
Murraj, to come with the Louthiane men quha wer thair at that tjme ; 
quha come, and at thair cuming the wangaird maid thame the battdl ; 
hot incontinent thairefter thai fled ypoun the gentilmen of Louthiane^ 
and as fmn layis, purpofing to haue caufit thame to flie and to be our- 
nm, to the effe£i; the erle of Huntlie mjcht haue obtenit the yi^riei^ 
hot the laid gentilmen of Louthiane fhiid fermlie fiill, and the fid4 
erllis cumpanj, cumand ypoun the laid gentilmene of Lowthiane^ wbb 
put ypoun thair baklds with fpeiris, and thurefter fled, quhair followit 
greit flauchter. In this conflidt the faid erle of Huntiie was tane be 
ane Andro Reidpeth, ane of our fouerane ladies gaird, quha put him 
ypone his horle to haue brocht him to the quenis majeftie ; bot howfrai 
he was fet ypoun horfback, incontinent thairefter he briftit and fwelt, 
fiia that he ipak not one word, bot deceiilit. And Johne and Adarae 
Gordounis, fones to the laid erle, wer tane, and baith brocht to llui 
quenis majeftie to Abirdene, with Ibme ytheris prelbnaris ; and als thair 
was yj" perfonis or thairbj llane of the erle of Huntlies cumpanj, and 
ane man of the quenis gaird flane. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Noyember, the laid Johne Gordoun was 
jufiifijt in Abirdene, and ytheris four perfonis with him, to the deidi ; 
and the quenis grace gaif Adame Gordoun his lyff, and caufit the find 
earUs bodie to be brocht to Edinburgh : and fua the quenis grace de- 
pairtit of Abirdene the third daj of Nouember. 

Vpoun the xxj daj of Nouember, the quenis majeflie came to Ae 
abbay ci Haljrudhous fra the northland. 

Vpoun the xxyj day of the laid moneth of Noyember, my lord duk 
come to Edinburgh with George lord Gordoun, eldeft lone to the fidd 
ymquhile George erle of Huntlie^ quha was commandit to bring the laid 
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lord Gordoun to the quenis majeftie. And ypoun the zxviij day of the 
line moneth, the laid George lord Gordoun was put in captiyitie and 
within the caftell of Edinburgh, accumpanijt with the quenis 
grace men of armes, and tane farth of my lord dukis higeing in the 
Kirk of feild wynd, and led to the laid caftell the {aid day at tua houris 
eftemone« 

Vpoun the aucht day of Februar 1562 seiris, Geoi^ lord Gordoun 
was put to the knowlege of ane aflyils, and was be the iamin conyiftit 
and declarit tratour, and put agane in the caftell of Edinburgh ; and 
ypoun the 13 day of the laid moneth, the laid George lord Gordoun was 
tranQ>ortit furth of the caftell of Edinbui^h to the caftell of Dunbar, 
and thair put in frie waird. 

Ypoun the xiij day of the faid monetb, Williame Maitland, appeir« L 27. b. 
and of Lrethingtoun, and fecretar to our fouerane ladie, depairtit fiirth 
of Edinburgh to France in ambaflatorie, to quhat effedt non knowis. 

Vpoun the xr day of Februar, thair was ane proclamatioun of ane

parliament maid at Edinburgh, to be haldin in the lame the xx day of 
Maij nixtocum, ehargeing the prelattis, baronis and eftaittis of this realme 
to compeir thairat. And ypone the xyj day, thair was ane proclama* 
tioun maid anent the keping of lentrone. 

Vpoun the xix day of Maij 1563, the bilbhope of San^androis com- 
p^rit, and wnderlyit the law for breking of the a6i; anent the laying 
oi mels ; and efter greit debait, reflbneing and communicatioun had in 
the counfell be the proteftantis, quha was bent eyin to the dead aganis 
the laid archbifchope and y theris kirkmen, the laid archbifchope paft to 
the tolbuyth and become in the quenis will ; and liia the quenis grace 
commandit him to pas to the caftell of Edinburgh induring hir will, to 
appeis the furiolitte foirlaid ; quhairin he enterit ypone the xx day of 
the laid moneth of Maij, at aucht houris befoimone ; and the pryour 
of Quhitherne wes commandit in captiyitie in Dunbartane* And ypoun 
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the xa day, the remanent preiflis quhilk wes fiimmond, tliolit the law, 
and fum of thame put in waird in fum tovnis, and fum of tbarae relevit 
Tpoun cautioun. 

Vpoun the laid xx day of Maij, the parliament was affixit, and the 
foytis callit thairof. 

And vpoun the xxvj day of the faid moneth of Maij, the quenia ma- 
jeftie come to the tolbuith of Edinburgh, with the lordis of parliament, 
in the niaift honourable maner> and pafl thairin ; and efter that Iho 
haid maid hir propofitioun and orilbun in parHament, tbe lordis cheGt 
the lordis of the articles as efter foUowis ; tbey ar to liiy, for the Ipiri- 
tualitie, the bilchopes of Dunkeld, Murray, Rofs, and Dunblane, the 
abbottis of Halyrudhous, Coldinghame, landl Cohnis Inche, and prj'our 
of Portmook j for the boronis, the lord duk, the erllis of Murray, Mor- 
toun and Glencairne ; and for the comniilFariB of burroweB, the pro- 
veftis of Edinburgh, Dundie and Pearth ; and efter the chefmg of the 
quhilkis, our fouerane ladie pail to the abbay agane. Thir ar the 
names of thame that buir the croun, fceptour and fword ; my lord duke, 
the croun, the erle of Erg)'le, the fceptour, and the erle of Murray, 
the fword of honour. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of the laid moneth, the quenis majeftie come to 
the tolbuith of Edinburgh and lordis of parliament, at ane efternone, 
and foirfaltit George erle of Huntlie, being in tbe faid tolbuyth in ane 
kift, and George lord Gordoun, his eldeft fone decernit to pas to Dun- 
B. bar agane ; and als Alexander erle of Sutherland wes foirfaliit, and 
the laidis erlia armes reven and deletit furth of memorie. And as the 
laidis erlis of Huntlies wyff and bairnes, thaj war continewit vnto the 
third day of Junij nixtocura. 

Vpoun the ferd day of Junij, tbe jeir of God 1563 geiris, Williame 
Dowglas of Quhittinghame paft as ambaflatour to the king of Denmark, 
to get doun ane toll quhilk he cauilt our Scottilmen to pay ■, that is to far, 
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the J*^ d. of the guidis of ewerik Icbip pafland to DanOtene, in con- 
trair auld vfe and cuftame. 

Vpoun the lecund day of Julij, the jeir of God 1563, ane reuerend 
feder in God, Hearie bifchope of Rofs, tuke fchipburd to pas to France 
to get remeid of ane confermeit ftein. 

Vpoun the xiiij of Julij, the geir foirlaid, the faid William Dowglas 
x>f Quhittinghame arryvit at Leith at ten houris at evin, out of Den- 
mark, and obtenit not his defyris as he vrold fra the faid king of Den- 
mark. 

Vpoun the xxij day of September, the geir of God foirfaid, Matho 
{iimtyme erie of Levinax, wea be oppin proclamatioun at the mercat 
croce of Edinburgh, relaxit fra the proces of our fouerane ladies borne, 
he Ichir Robert Foinnan of Luthrie, knycht lyoun king of armes, and 
all the officiaris of armes, and deliuerit the wand of peax to Johne erle 
of Athole, quha rcITavit the famyn in the faid eriis name. 

Wpoun the xxiij day of September, the geir of God 1564 geiris, the 
faid Matho erle of Lennox come to the abbay of Halyrudhous, in this 
maner ; that is to iay, he had rydand hefoir tuelf gentilinen clethit in 
veluot coittis, with chein^ics about thair nekkis, vpoune fair horllis, and 
behind hira xxx vther gentilmen and fervandis rydand vpoun guid horlDs, 
clethit all in ane gray leveray coittis, and come to my lord Halyrudhous 
lugeing befj'id the faid abbay, qubilk wea preparit for him in the maiil 
bonourahle maner. And incontinent eiler his cuming to the faid abbay, 
ane honourable man wes Tend be our fouerane Lady to the faid erle, to 
5um and gif hir prefens j quhilk he did in prefens of the maift pairt of 
the nobilttie of this realme, and conimonit with the quenis majeflie ane 
certane fpace, and lyne depairtit to his faid ludgeing agane. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of September, the geir foirfaid, Henrie bJlchope 
of Rols was fchorne of the llane in Pareis. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Oftober, the geir of God 1564 geiris, Matho 
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erle of Lennox was reftoiit to his landis, heritage and guid feme, be 
oppin proclamatioun maid at the mercat croce of the burgh of Edin- 
burgh^ at xij houris befoir none, and rehabillit, &c oonforme to our 
fouerane ladies greit feill fchawin thairvpone ; and the dome of few* 
faltour led vpon him the firil day of October, J^ v^ x\v seiris, annullit, 
revokit) refcindit and caflit be our laid fouerane ladie. 

The famin day and hour, thair was ane Parliament prodamit at llie 
mercat croce, to be haldin at Edinburgh the ferd day of Decradber 
nixtocum following, 
fo. 28. b. Vpoun the xxvij day of the laid.moneth of October 1564, James duk 
of Chattellarault, erle of Arrane, lord Hamiltoun, and Matho erle of 
Lennox, lord Demlie, wes finallie aggreit in our fouerane ladies palice 
of Halyrudhous, be our fouerane ladie and lordis of hir fecreit ooun- 
fell, and fchuik handis tog^dder, and drank euery ane to vther. 

Vpoun the fext day of December 1564, the quenis majeftie and 
lordis of Scotland, except my lordis duk, Ergyle, Glencarne and £g- 
lingtoun, pall to the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, and thair callit the fum« 
mondis of redudlioun of the forfalting of the laid erle of Lennox, and 
chefit lordis of the articles ; and thairefter pafl; to the abbay of Halyrud> 
hous. In this Parliament, thair wes for the pairt of kirkmene, Johae 
archbifchope of Sandlandrois, Robert bifchope of Dunkeld, Patrik 
bifchope of Murray, quha wer not adioynit to the religioiin. In ikm 
palling yp fra the laid abbay to the tolbuyth foirikid, James erle of 
Murray bure the croun, Johne erle of Athole the fceptour, and Daiud 
erle of Crawfurd the fword of honour. ^ 

Vpoun the nynt day of the laid moneth, the geir of God abone writtiat 
the haill lordis of this realme, with the fpiritualitie foirfaid, with ike 
quenis majeftie, in maift noble and honourable maner paft to the ibir* 
nameit tolbuith; and thair, efter lang diiputatioun concwning the 
redu6Uoun of the laid focfaltour, th^ famin was decemit m parliament 
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to be caflit;, onnulHt and decemit of nane araill, for the cauQis con- 
tenit in the faid fiimmondis of redu^ioun; and ordaynit be the faidis 
lordis of articles and parliament, that the faid Mathow erle of Lennox 
iiild be reftorit in integrum to the landis, rowmes and pollefliouns 
quhilkis be haid, or was in the tyme of the laid foirfaltour ; and als to 
his glide name and fame, &c. And in the palling to the faid tolbuytb 
and returnyny thairfra, my lord duk bnir the croun, my lord of Er- 
gyle tbe Iceptour, and my lord of Murray the fword. In tliis Parlia- 
ment thair was nathing done, except the redudlioun of the faid proces 
of forfaltoure. 

Vpoun tbe fecund day of Januare, the jeir of God 1564< seiris, ane 
reverend fader in God, Henrie bifchope of Ro&, deceillit in the toun 
of Pareis in France, of bis auld meladie of ane confermit llaue. 

Vpoun the xiij day of Fchruar, the geir of God foirl'aid, Henrie lord 
Dernlie, eldeft fone to Matho erle of Lennox, come to Edinburgh be 
poft fra Ingland, and wes lugeit in my lord Seytouns lugeing in the 
Cannongattbefyid Edinburgh. 

Vpoun tbe xxv day of Maij, the geir of God 1565 geiriB, Henrie 
Stewart was maid knycht of Torboltoun, lord Ardniannoch, and erle 
of Rols in Striveling. 

Vpoun the xxij day of Julij 1565, Henrie erle of Rofs, lord Arman- fo. 29. 
noch and Torboltoun knycht, was proclamit in the paroche kirk of 
San^g^ill, in Halyrudbous, and in the chepall royall, to bo marijt 
with Marie, be the grace of God quene of Scottis ; and the lamyn 
day, betuix thre and four bouris efternone, the laid erle of Rofs was 
maid duk of Albany, with greit magnificence, be our fouerane, in the 
abbay of Halyrudbous. 

Vpoun the xxiij day of Julij, the jeir of God foirlaid, tbair wes ane 
proclaniatioun maid at the croce of Edinburgh, chargeing all our foue- 
rane ladies leiges to addrels tbame in feir of weir to come to Kdin- 
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biii^h with XV dayis fumeifllng', efter tliair cuming thairto, to av^t 
Tpoun the quenis majeftle. 

Vpoun the xxviij [xxviiij] day of Julij 1565, the laid Henrie king-, and 
Marie quene of Scottis, wes niarijt in the chapell of Halyrudhous, at 
fex houris in the mornyng', be Mr Johne Sinclare deane of Ilellalrig, 
with greit magnificence, accumpanyit with the haill nobilitie of this 
realme. 

Vpoun the firft day of Auguft, the geir of God foirfaid, thair was ane 
charge direflit be the king, quene and fecreit counfell, chargeing James 
erle of Murray to compeir bcfoir thame within xlviij houris efter the 
chairge, wnder the pane of rebelhoune and putting of him to the home, 
quhilkis failgeing, to denunce him rebell and put him to the home. 

Vpoun the thrid day of Auguft 1565, at ellevin houris befoir none, 
George lord Gordoun, eldeft fone to vmquhile George erle of Huntlie, 
was be oppin proclamatioun at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, be our 
ibueranes heraldis, relaxit fra the proces of horn, and reirarit to peace, 
and gaif him licence and tollcrance to relbrt, pas and repas quhair he 
pleillis, in any pairt of this realme. 

Vpoun the fyrft day of Auguft, the geir of God foirfaid, the faid 
George lord Gordoun gaif prei'ens to the king and quene in the palice 
of Halyrudhous, quhair be was gentilly intertenyit be thame. The iamin 
day thair come ane Inglis amball'atour from Ingland to our foueranis. 

Vpoun the fext day of the faid moneth of Auguft 1565, thair was ane 
proclamatioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, commanding oU 
and fyndrie erlHs, lordis, baronis, frehaldars, gcntilmen and fubftantious 
gemen men, to addres thame with xv dayes vi^tuallis, to pas and con- 
voy the king and quene to the pairtis of Fyff, vnder the paynes of tynlall 
of lyif, landis and goodis. And als commanding all and fyndrie the 
iuhabitantts of the burgh of Edinburgh, betuix fextie and fextene, to 
addrefi tfaame on the lamyn maner, vnder the panes foirl^dis. 
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Vpoun the lamin day, James erle of Murray wes denuncit our fo<* h. 29. b. 
ueranis rebell, and put to thair home be oppen proclamatioun at the 
nercat croce of Edinburgh, be Piter Thomfone herald* 

Vpoun the fevint day of the laid moneth of Auguft 1565, Andro erle 
<^ Rothes, Williame Kyrhaldie of Grange knycht, and Mr James Ha- 
liburtoune tutour of Fitcur, wes denuncit our foueranis rebellis, and 
put to the home at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, betuix xj and tuelf 
bouris befoimone, be oppin proclamatioun. 

Vpoun the xvj day of the laid monetb, the laid Inglis ambaflatour 
reflaTit his anluer of the writtingis fend [be^ the quenis majeftie of Ing- 
land to our foueranis. 

Vpoun the xix day of Auguft, the king come to Sanflgellis kirk to 
the preitching, and Johne Knox preachit ; quhairat he was crabbit, and 
caufit dilcharge the laid Johne of his preitching. 

Upoun the xxij day of Auguft, the geir of God 1565 jeris, thair was 
ane proclamatioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeing.all 
our foueranes liegis, alfweill to burgh as to land, regalitie as to royalitie> 
to addrels thame to come to Edinburgh ypoun the xxv day of the laid 
monetb, with xy dayis Ti6luallis, to pas with thair majefties quhair thiy 
ialbe commandit. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Auguft, Archibald Dowglas of KilQ>indie, 
proveft of Edinburgh, was difchargit of the laid proveftrie be ane writ- 
ting fend be our foveranis to the counfall of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the xxy day thairof, George lord Gordoun was reftorit be 
oppin proclamatioun at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, to his fame, 
honour and dignitie, and to the lordlchipe of Gordoun, be Lyon king 
of armes and his herauldis. The lamin day, Johne Johnfioun and 
James Nicolfone, writtaris, fled of Edinburgh to the lordis, banift as is 
afoirlaid of our foueranis. 

Vpoun the iamyn day, Symon Preftoun of Craigmillar wes ele£Ht 
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and chofin proveft of Edinburgh, in place of the faid Archibald 
Dowglas. 

Vpoun the xxvj day of Auguft, our foueranis depairtit of Edinburgk 
with the haill cumpany to the well pairtis, [to] dant the erle of Murray 
and his afliflaris following, and tuke with thame fex pecis of artailgerie. 

Vpoun the laft day of Auguft, the geir of God abonewrittin, at fyre 
houris eftemone, the lordis, aduerlaris to our foueranis, cam accumpany- 
it with fex hunder men on horis or thairby to the burgh of Edinburgh, 
and come in the iamin. The principallis of this tvmult wes James duke 
of Chattellaralt, erle of Arrane, James erle of Murray, Alexander erle 
of Glencarne, Andro erle of Rothes, Robert lord Boyd, Andro lord 
Vchiltrie, the laird of Grange, and the tutour of Pitcur, with diuerfe 
vtheris barronis and gentilmen* And at thair incuming in Edinburgh, 
the capitane of the cailell thairof fchot thrie or four peice of ordinance 
at thame ; and that done, thaj lugeit this nycht in the laid toun. 
fb. 30. And vpoun the firft day of September 1565, at ten houris at evin, 
the capitane of the faid caftell of Edinburgh, nameit Alexander Erlkene, 
brother to Johne lord Erlkene, fend ane meffinger to James erle of 
Murray, chargeing the haill foirfaidis lordis in our Ibueranis names^ to 
pas and remove furth of the laid burgh of Edinburgh within tua houris 
nixt efter the faid chairge, with certificatioun and thaj fiEulseit he wald 
fchote at thame, conforme to chairge of our foueranis direftit to him 
thairvpone. 

And becaus the laidis lordis depairtit nocht lb hayftillie as die laid capi^- 
tane thocht expedient, he caufit the gunnaris fchote thre peice of ordinance 
doun in the toun, and brek Ibme pairtis of the tenementis thairof ; and 
fua the laidis lordis depairtit of Edinburgh at xij houris at evin or thair- 
by, and raid to Lanerk, in the quhilk Johne maifter of MaxveU met 
thame, and fra thine furth pall all to Drumfreis. 

Vpoun the tent day of September 1565 geris, thair wes ane procla* 
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matioun maid at Edinburgfay chargeing all and fyndrie our foueranis 
liegis, betuix fextie aad fextene, to be in readines to pas with our fo- 
uerania as thaj lalbe commandite with xx dayis yi6tuallis, ypoun thrie 
dajis wamjng. 

Vpoun the xvij day of September^ thair was ane prodamatioun maid 
at Edinburgh* chargeing all and fyndrie our foueranis lieges duelling 
wiitun the iherefdomes of Edinburgh prinoipall, within the conftabularie 
of Hadingtoim, Ljnlithgow, Striyeling, Air, Dunbartane, Renfrew, 
Vigtoun, Dunfreis, Fyff, Clakmannan, Kynrofi, ftewartries of Kirk- 
cudbrycht, Menteith, Stratheme, Kyncleven, baillieries of Kjll, Car- 
rik and Cwnjnghame, alfweill to burgh as to land, regalitie as royaltie, 
and all Ttheris fenfibill perfonis duelland within the laidis boundis, to 
addres thame with xx dajis provifioun, and pailjeonis to fy on the feildis, 
to meit our foueranis at Striueling the laft day of September, to pas 
quhair thaj lalbe commandit. 

Vpoun the lamin xvij day, James erle Bothwill arryyit in Scotland 
out of France.

Vpoun the xx day of September, the laid James erle Bothwill gat 
prefens of our foueranis in Halyrudhous, and was thankfullie reflauit 
of thame. 

Vpoun the xxvij day of the laid moneth of September, James duke 
of Chattellaralt, erle of Arrane, Alexander erle of Glencame, and Ga- 
win commendatare of Kilwynnyng, wer denuncit our foueranis rebellis, 
and put to thair home, and all thair movabill guidis decemit to be 
elcheit, at the mercat croce of Edinburgh. And the iamin day, our fo- 
ueranis caufit certane of the principallis of Edinburgh to come to thame 
to Halyrudhous ; and efter thair cuming, fum of frie will* and liim 
brocht aganis thair will, our fouerane lady maid ane orifoun to thame. 
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fo. 30. b, defyrieing thame to lend to hir certane fowmes of money, quhilk ihig 
refuilBt to doe ; and thairfoir thaj war commandit to remajrne in waird 
within the auld tuire quhairin mj lord of Murray lugeit, quhairin thaj 
remanit. 

Vpoun the xxix day of September, thair was certane of the fiudk 
principallis to the nomber of fex put in waird within the caftell of Edin- 
burgh, to thole the lawis for certane crymes ; and becaus thaj appoyntit 
with our foueranis, thaj wer put to libertie. 

Vpoun the Text day of 06lober 1565, the principallis of the lidd 
burgh of Edinburgh aggreit with our fouerimis in this maner, to lend 
thair majefties ten thow&nd merkis, ypoun the fuperiouritie of Leith, 
vnder the reverfioun, and thaj to hare the infeftment thairof, bot nocht 
to haue any intromiifioun thairwith wnto the feift of pafche mztocum ; 
and als gaif to thair hieneflis ane thowfand pundis, to fu£fer the haill 
toun to remayne at hame. For this fowme of ten thowfand merkis, 
thaj ftentit all maner of perfonis duelland within the laid burgh, 
and borrowit thair extent fra thame, and pait the iamin to our ibue- 
ranis. 

Vpoun the aucht day of 06tober, George Lord Gordoun wes^ be 
oppin proclamatioun at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, be Lyon her« 
auld king of armes, and vtheris his breder, with ane greit folempniti^ 
reftorit to all landis and annuelrentis that George erle of Huntlie hit 
fader diet vefHt and fefit in, and maid earle of Huntlie. 

Vpoun the famin day, our foueranis with thair army depairtit of 
Edinburgh towart Biggar. 

Vpoun the tent day of the faid moneth of 06tober, the proyefi, bail- 
lies, counfaU, and deacones and commvnitie paft doun to Leithf and 
thair in the tolbuyth thairof reflauit fiait and feifing of the faid fupe- 
riouritie of Leith. 

Vpoun the ellevint day of Od;ober, Johne Wifchart of Pittarro^ 
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knycht, laft comptroller to our foueranis, wes denuncit tha!r rebell at 
the croce of Edinburgh, and the maifler of Maxwell continewit. 

Vpoun the xviij day of the laid nioneth of 06lober, our foueranis 
lord and ladle come to Edinburgh fra the laid raid, in the quhilk thalr 
ves nathing done, except the maiiter of Maxwell come to thame in 
Dumfreis, and tuke hia eldell lone in plege for giiid rewle ; and left my 
lord Bothwill in Driimfreis with tua bandis of futemen, and tua bandis 
ofhorOhien, to keip good ordour in thaj pairtis. As for the lordis 
quhilks our foueranis focht, thaj all fled in England j and as wes re- 
portitj fura of thame paft to the court of Ingland to impetrat fupport 
aganis our faid foueranis. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Ofilober, James erie of Mortoun caulit dely- 
uer the callcll of Temptalloun to John erle of Athole, be the defjTe 
of our faidis loueranis, and George Drummond maid capitane thairof. 

Vpoun the xviij and xix dayes of December, at ellevin houris befoir fo. 3i. 
none, Archibald erle of Ergyle, James erle of Murray, Androw erle of 
Rothes, Alexander erle of Glencarne, Robert lord Boyd, Andro lord 
Vchiltrie, WilHame Kirkcaldie of Grange, knycht, Mr James Halibur' 
toune, proveft of Dundie, Mr Jolme Wod of Pitmillie goung 
of Canno, Johne Cunnynghame of Cwynghamheid, Cunnyng- 

hame, maifter of Glencarne, Wallace of Carnell, Mr James 

FuUartoune of Dreghorne, Hew Montgomerie of HelDlheid, 
Montgomerie of Giffin, Johne Lokkart of Bar, WiUiame Campbell, tu- 
tour of Cefnok, Robert Campbell of Kyngeanclewch, James Campbell 
of Ardkinglas, Mr Andro Hay, perlbne of Renfrew, Maitter James 
Walker, perfone of Inchecalgeoch, Wilharae Sympill of Cathcart, Ro- 
bert Sympill of Foulvod, David Orme, chalmerlane of Sandlandrois, 
Thomas Scott of Hanyng, Kneland of that Ilk, Johne Craw- 

furd, bailgie of the Monkland, Alexander Quhitlaw of Newgrange, Mr 
Robert Hamiltoun, George Montgomery, burges of Dunbartaoe, Jonet 
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Campbell, Barbour, her lone, Patrik Home, Jefper Home, 

and George Home, with ytheris diuerfii, war fummond, efter that aiie 
greit pairt of them wer relaxit fra our foueranes home, and fummond 
to compeir in the parliament the xij day of Marche nixtocum ; qiihiUi 
parliament fall begin the ferd day of Februar, in Edinburgh, to heir 
and fie the dome of forfaltour ordourlie led aganis thame, for the 
crymes committit be thame contenit in the laid fummondis, be Lyoun 
king of armes, and ytheris his herauldis, at the mercat croce of Edin- 
burgh. 

Vpoun the xix day foirlaid, the geir of God abonewritten, George 
lord Seytoun arryyit out of France in Scotland. ^ 

Vpoun the xx day of Januar 1565, Gawin, abbot of Kilwynning, 
caufit deliuer the cailellis of Hamiltoun and Draffen to our foueranis 
doaris, and thairefter obtenit ane appointment to my lord duk than in 
Ingland in this maner ; that he Udd haue licence to pas to the pairtis of 
France and Flanderis, and thair to remayne for fyye geirs, and to caus 
him be anfuerit of his leiying in Scotland ; and he and all his freindis, 
kinfmen and thair tennentis to be deleit out of forfaltour, and gaif him 
and thame ane remiilioun for all crymes committit be him and thame 
befoir the day of the dait of his laid remiilioun. 

Vpoun the xxyiij day of the faid moneth of Januar, the geir of God 
1565 sens, the laid Gawin abbot of Kilwynnyng, and his freindis, de- 
pairtit furth of Edinburgh to wart Ingland to my lord duk, to pas with 
him in France, and fraucht ane fchip callit Brakwinrahame, to conyoy 
him thairto. 

Vpoun Monunday the ferd day of Februar, the geir of God foirlaid, 

thair come ane ambalfatour out of the realme of France, callit Moniieur 

RamboUat, with xxxyj horfe in tryne, gentilmen, throw Ingland, to Ha- 

fb. 31. b. lyrudhous, quhair the king and quenis majeilies wes for the tyme, 

accumpanyit with thair nobillis. And incontinent efter his lychting the 
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Said ambaOatour gai prefens of tlitur graces, and thalrefler depairtit to 
Henrie Kynloches lugeing- in the Cannogait befyid Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the tent day of the faid moneth of Februar, the geir of God 
Ibirlaid, at xij houris befoir none, the kingis majeftie, accumpanyit with 
hia nobillis in Haljrudhous, reflauit the ordour of Knychtheid of the 
eokill fra the laid Rambolat ambailatour foirlaid, with great magnifi* 
cence. And efter the relTauing of the ianien, the king and quenis raa- 
jeflieB, accumpanyit with the laid ambaflatour and lordis, paft to the 
mela ; hot the maill pairt of the laidis lordis remanit thairfra. And the 
famin nycht at evin, our foueranis maid ane banket to the anibalTatour 
foirlaid, in the auld chappell of Halyrudhous, quhilk wes reapparrellit 
with fyne tapeftrie and hung magnificentlie, be the faidis lordis maid 
the mafltory efter ("upper in ane honourable maner. And vpoun the 
eilevint day of the faid moneth, the king and quene in lyikmanner ban- 
kettit the faniln ambaflatour j and at evin our foueranis maid the maikrie 
and mumfchance, in the quhilk the quenis grace, and all hir Maries and 
ladies wer all cled in men's apperrell ; and everio ane of thame pre- 
(entit ane quhingar, bravelie and maill artificiallie made and embroi- 
derit with gold, to the faid ambalTatour and his gentilmen, euerie ane 
of thame according to his eftate. And vpoun the tuelf day of the faid 
moneth and jeir foirfaid, the king, quene and ambalfatouris foirfaidis, 
wes bankettit in the calloll of Edinburgh, at none, be Johne erie of 
Mar, lord Erfkin ; and efter thair depairting furth of the faid caftell, the 
irtailgerie fchote in grelt abundance, and fua raid to the abbay at evin. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of Februar, the faid ambalTatour depairtit, at twa 
houris efternone, af Edinburgh towart Ingland. 

Vpoun the xvi day of the faid moneth of Februar, the geir of God 
abonewritten, Johne Johneftoun, writtar, come fra Ingland to Edin- 
burgh, and thairefter wes examinatit be our foueranis and fecret coun- 
fitll, vpone certane fecreitis concernyng the lordis quha depairtit to 
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Ingland, and aififlance of the iamjm, quha, as it was allegit» plaindie 
confeil that Mr Randell, Inglifmani agent in Scotland for the quene of 
Ingland, delyuerit to the laid Johne Johnftoun thre thowland crownis 
in Edinburgh, to be delyuerit to the faidis lordis in Sandlandroid ; at 
the quhilk our foueranis wes difcontentit, and commandit the laid Mr 
Randell to cum to the laid abbaj ; at his cuming, the laid Johne Johne- 
iloun yerifijt the lamin in his faice. The quenis majeilie and counfell 
awyfit thairvpone, and defirit the faid ambaflatour to depairt within ziiij 
dayes next after to the pairties of Ingland. 
ft. 32. Wpoun the xxiiij day of the laid moneth of Februar, James erle Both- 
will, lord Hallis and Crichtoun, was marijt ypon Jeane Gordon, doch- 
ter to ymquhile George erle of Huntlie, in the abbay kirk of Halyrud- 
hous, with greit nobilitie and magnificence. 

Vpoun the fecund day of March 1565, the laid Mr Randell, agent 
to the quenis majeilie of Ingland, depairtit af Edinburgh to Ingland, 
according to the charge given to him of befoir. 

The quhilk day it was ordanit be the minifteris, exhortaris and reidaris 
of this realme, that thaj (uld begjm ane publi6t abllinence fra that day 
aucht houris aftemone, quhilk was Settirday, ynto Sonday at iyve hoiiris 
at eyin, and than to tak bot bread and drink, and that in ane fober ma- 
ner, during the quhilk tyme the people to be occupyit in prayeris and 
hetring the word of God ; and alfmeikill to be done the nixt Sonday 
thairefter, for to pray to the eternall God that he wald aftene [laftene] 
and pacifie his angerie wraith quhilk appeirandlie is to come ypoun WB for 
our fynnis, and fpeciallie that God wald inform, moUifie and mak foft the 
hartis of our foueranis towardis our nobilitie quhilkis ar now banift in 
Ingland, at the parliament prefent quhairintill thaj ar fummond to com- 
peir the xij day of this moneth of Merche inftant, to heir and fie the 
dome of foirfaltour led and deduceit aganes thame for the crymes of 
lefinaieflie conteinit thairin.

Vpoun the levint day of Merche, the jeir of God abonewritten, our 
fouerane ladie Marie, be the grace of God, quene of Scotta, come with 
her nobilitie, fpiritualitie and teniporalitie, to the toun of Edinburgh, 
to ellefl: and clieife the lordis of articles of parliament. In hir majefties 
cuming' thairto, George lord Gordoun, eldeft fone to vmquhile George 
erle of Huntlie, bure the croune, James erle of Bothwill the ceptour, 
and Dauid erle of Crawfurd the fword of honour. The kingis maieftie 
pafl nocht to the tolbuith this day. The names of the lordis of articles 
ar thir ; for the fpiritualitie, Johne archbifchope of San^androis, Ro- 
bert bifchop of Dunkeld, Johne bilchope of Brechin, Adame bifchope 
of Orknay, Alexander biichope of Galloway, Johne commendatare of 
Lindoris, Johne commendatar of Balmerinoch ; and for the temporali- 
tie, George erle of Huntlie, James erle Bothwill, James erle Mortoun, 
Williame erle Merlchell, Dauid erle of Crawfurd, Johne erle of Athole, 
Matho erle of Lennox ; with the commilGonaris of hurrowes. And the 
lordis being chofm in this maner, the faid George erle of Huntlie and 
Alexander erle of Sutherland, was rcflorit to thair haiil heritage, and 
nathin^ mair done for this tynie. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Merche, the geir of God 1565 geris, quhilk 
wes Settirday, at aucht houris at erin, ane Italiane callit fen^eour Da- 
uid Richio, quha wes principall fecretare to our fouerane ladie in the 
Frenche toung, befl belovit he hir of all hir feruandis, wes crwellie flane 
be the perfonis following and thair complices, in our Ibueranis chalmer, 
within thair palice of Halyrudhous, on this maner ; that is to (ay, Pa- 
trik lord Ruthvene, Williame maifter of Ruthvene, Patrik Murray of fc. 3s. i 
Tibbermure, Patrik Bellendene of Stane hous, brother to Ichir Johne 
Bellendene of Achnoule, knycbt, juftice clerk, George Dowglas, Andro 
Ker of Fawdownfyid, fchir Henrie gair Giffert gounger of 

Scherefhall, with certane vthcris thair complices (the Kingis grace being 
principall herof), come vp throw the kingia chalmer be that paiTage that 
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comeff to the quenis chialmer thairfra priyilie ; the quenis grace, the 

countes of Ergyle, and the laid Dauid being talkand togidder at the 

quenis burde, quhair her majeftie haid fowpit in her cabonate, and come 

in feir of weir in the laid cabonate ; and efter ijndrie wordis foid be 

mj lord Ruthvene to the quene, thaj pullit the laid feingour Dauid foiih 

of the laid cabonate, nochtwithftanding that our fouerane ladie befbckt 

thame for the reward of God to lauf his lyfe, and that he fled to hir for 

his refuge, git thaj ynmercifuUj had him to that chamber quhair hir 

majeftie eittis, and thair crewellie and maift fhamefuUy flew and mur- 

derit him with quhingaris ; it is laid he had twa and fyftie ftrakia in 

his bodie. And efter his flaughter, the laidis malefa^touris fl^iidt the 

getis of the palice of Halyrudhous, and wald thole tiane to enter in the 

laid palice hot thais that wer of thair opinioune. And it is laid that 

this flaughter wes conQ)irit be the king, the erle of Lennox his liider, 

the erle of Mortoun, mj lord Ruthvene, and my lord Lyndlajr, with 

thair afliftaris and counlalouris, quhome was judgit to be the goung 

laird of Lethingtoune fecretare, Mr James M'Gill of Rankelour nethir, 

clerk of thair regiflier, togidder with the haill nobilitie quha wes as than 

banift in England for the crymes befoirmentionat ; and that the king 

fend word to James erle of Murray, aucht days befoir the committing 

of the laid flaughter, to Ingland, to cans him come doun fra Newcafldl 

to Berwick, to be in redines thair quhen he lent about him. In the 

mene tyme of the laid flaughter, the erllis of Huntlie and Bothwill being 

inclufit within the laid palice of Halyrudhous, feirand thair lyfis, briak 

doun thair chamber windo and come doun be ane coird on the bakfyid 

thairof, and depairtit thairfra. Than the king tuke all the keyis of the 

palice and deliuerit thame to James erle of Mortoun, quha tholit na 

man to remaine within the lame hot thaj quha afliftit in this interprile. 

The cry and noyas rais in fie maner throw the Cannogait, that it was laid 

that the quenis grace was haldin in captivitie, and feingour Dauid flanej 
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quhaiithrow the common bell rang in fik fort that euerie man paft to 
armour^ and rufchit doun with Symon Preftoun of Craigmillar thair 
proyefl^ to HalTrudhous, willing to haue deliuerit the quenis grace, and 
reyengit the cans foirfiud ; but thair wes fik alteratioun and feir amangis 
the men of Edinburgh, that thair wes nathing interpryfit ; hot that the 
kingis grace tuik ypoun his honeflie that the queue was weill and nar fo. ss. 
thing effirayit, howbeit the veritie thairof was contrair, and thairefter 
ilie proyeft come hame with his inhabitantis of Edinburgh. Our foue- 
rane ladie tuik fik dollour and dilplefour for committing of the laid 
flauchtar in hir prefens, be hir hufband and the complices foirfiudis, £o 
fidiamefuUie, that flio was in danger and perrell in pairting with hir 
iMldf quhairwith iho was yerry greit. Neuirtheles flio was halden in cap* 
iiyitte within hir chahner, that na perfoun nor perfonis mycht come and 
i^>dk with hir, but thaj quhome thaj plefit. And fiia the palice of Half- 
rudhous wes haldin in this fireit maner the tent day of Aprile 

[March] ; ypoim the quhilk day, at nyne houris befoir none, thair wes ane 
proclamatioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, in the kingis 
name, chargeing all and findrie the erllis, lordis, barronis and bifi^hopis, 
that come of befoir to Edinburgh to the parliament, to depurt of the 
iamin within ihre houris, ynder the pane of trei&un* And thair was 
ane ytfaer proclamatioun maid the iamyne day, that nane fould weir 
yapoBis ypoun the gait, wnder the pane of deid. And als ypoun the 
fiimyn tent day, at aucht houris at eyin, James erle of Murray, Andro ^le 
of Rothes, James Kirkcaldie of Grange, fchir Johne Wiichart of Pittarro 
kn/cht, and James Haliburtoun, tutour of Pitcur, with thair fenrandis, 
quha was banifl; in lo^^and, as fiud is, come to the laid palice of Haly- 
mdhous, conyoyit with Alexander lord Home, fra Berwik, at the kingis 
command, and mj lord Boyd^ ane of the fiddis lordis, come to Edin^ 
burgh the fiiid tent day. 

And all the elleyint day of March 1565^ our iaid ibueraae ladie wes 
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haldin in captivitie within hir (aid chalmer in Halyrudhous quhiU eyin* 
And at erin it was conyenit betuiz our faid fouerane ladie, and all the 
lordis committaris of the ilauchter foirlaid, except mj lord Ruthyeiie^ 
quhome (ho wald not thole to come in hir prefens, becaus he was the 
principall man that come in hir cabonate to committ the laid Ilauchter, 
and with all the remanent lordis baneift of befoir, as laid is, that hir 
majeftie wald give thame remiilioun for all the crymes bygane, Tnto the 
laid ellevint day ; and albeit iho wald fub£cr]rye thair remiffioun infiant* 
lie, llio laid, in refpedt iho was haldin in captivitie, it wald doe thame 
na guid. And to latiffie thame mair pleiandlie, fho laid fho wald pas 
the morne, God willing, to the tolbuyth, and thair, be conient in par** 
liament, mak ane a£t of remiffioun to thame all for the crymes abone^ 
writtin, quhilk wald be of mair ftrength nor any yther remiffioun. 
And this laid, iho drank to euerie ane of thame in ipeciall. And then, 
fen that hir majeftie haid promittit to thame thair remiffioun in maner 
foirfaid, iho defyrit thame that thaj wald deliuer the keyis of hir palioe to 
hir feryandis; and hir majeilies chamber to be keepit be hir guard, as 
the fumin was of befoir, fwa that iho mycht tak reft this nycht to come, 
becaus thir twa nychtis bygane hir majeftie haid tane na reft. The 
9n. tm, b. liiidis lordis heirand our fouerane ladie, as it appeirit to be, fo gratious 
to thame as to grant thame remiffioun be aS; of parliament for all thair 
triii jiaflis bigane, condifcendit to hir defyre, and delyuerit the keyis of 
thif Ikid palice of Halyrudhous to hir awn feryandis, and the gaird to 
kiiiiu hir chamber as of befoir. And the laidis lordis depairtit euerie 
liiiif of tlmuie to thair lugeing, and left the laid palice woyid, as laid is. 
'VU^ ikinin nycht, about mydnycht, our fouerane ladie, with the king 
hir hnttmtidf accumpanyit with feyin hors, depairtit privilie ira the 
(iiiil palice of Halyrudhous to the caftell of Dunbar, with maift poffible 
lUUnmuui that culd be, ynwitting of the lordis foirikidis, and left thair 
U^¥¥Mui'M to kepe Halyrudtious. And liia our fouerane ladie being 
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haldin in otptivitie in maner foirlaid, wes deliuerit thairfra be the wiC* 
dome and power of God, quha will not thoill nor permit his awne 
onyntit lieutennentis to be thrallit be thair fubieflis, hot will deliuer 
thame fra all inconvenientis. 

Vpoun th^ tuelf day of Marche 1565, the faidis lordis, haueand know- 
lege of our foueranis haiftie depairting toward Dunbar, wes grittumlie 
commouit for thair negligence and facilnes in giving our fouerane ladie 
credence towart the giving of thair remiflionis, and leiving of the laid 
palice of Halyrudhous void, as is befoir mentionat ; and als was in ane 
maner difparit, and condifcendit erar to hafert the iamin vpoun the 
chance of battell, than continwallie to be in feir of thair life as thaj 
war. . Neuirtheles the faidis lordis and gentilmen that war fununond to 
compeir In the parliament foirfaid, to heir and fie thame decemit be 
decreit the laid day, to haue forfaltit thair landis and guidis for the 
crymes of treflbne contein[it] in the laid iummondis,. compeirit in the laid 
tolbuyth of Edinburgh at tuelf houris befoimone, and maid thair pro* 
tefiatiouns that thaj compeirit the laid tuelf day of Merch, tD the quhilk 
thaj wer befoir fununond ; and na perfone nor perfonis laid or proponit 
any thing aganis thame. Aganis the quhilk proteftationis, Mr Robert 
Crichtoun, aduocat to our ibueranes, being prefent, objedtit, and alle- 
git that the lordis of articles was commandit be the proclamatioun of our 
fouerane lord, maid at Edinburgh the tent day of the laid moneth, to 
depairt thairfra within thrie houris, wnder the pane of trefiToune ; fua thaj 
beying the lamyn wes abfent, and thairfoir thair proteftatiouns fould 
nocht nor aucht nocht be of any auaill, for the refiToun foirlaid. 

Vpoun the xv day of Merche, the geir of God foirlaid, thair was ane 
proclamatioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeing all 
and fyndre erllis, lordis, barronis, frehaldaris, gentilmen and fubfiantious 
yemen men, to addres thame in feir of weir with thair houfhaldls and 
freindi% to meit our Ibueranes at Muflilburgh vpoim fonday the icvij 
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fo.34. day of the laid moneth of Merdie, with aucht dais TiAualiisy to pai 
with thair majeilies quhair thaj Mbe commandit, vnder the pane of t]ni« 
fell of lyf, landis and guidis. This prodamatioun was maid to put the 
lordis, committaris of the flauchter foirfaid, and thair complices, forth 
of Edinburgh, quhairintill thaj remanit fen the committing thairo^ and 
was in purpole to haue mantenit the faid toun, and was fieand men of 
weir for the lame effect. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, my lord Mortoun was commandit and char« 
geit be ane herald, to deljoier to our fbueranis the caflell and place of 
Temptalloun, wnder the pane of trelToun. 

ypoun the xvij day of Merche, quhilk wes Sonday, the haill lordisi 
committaris of the flauchter and crymes abonewrittin, with the lordis 
that was banifl; in Ingland of befoir, (except Alexander ede of GIbdt 
cairne, quha raid to Dunbar to i^eak with our foueranis,) with all thair 
complices and men of weir, with doUorous hartts departit of Edinburgh 
towart Lynlithgow, at £eyin houris in the momyng. And ypoun ihe 
lame day, Johne Knox, minifler of Edinburgh, inlyikwyels depairtit 
of the iaid burgh at tua houris efiternone, with ane greit mumyng of 
the godlie of religioun* 

Vpoun the laid day, the laid caflell of Temptallone was delyuerit te 
our foueranis, and Robert Lawder gounger of Bals maid capitane thair* 
of. And ypone the lamyne day, James erll Bothwill gat the abbacie 
of Haddingtoun fra our foueranis, quhilk the laid lecretare haid of be- 
foir. 

Vpoun the xviij day of the laid moneth of March, our Ibuerania lord 
and ladie accumpanijt with tua thowland horllmen come to Edinburgh, 
and lugeit not in thair palice of Halyrudhous, hot lugeit in my lord 
Homes lugeing, callit the auld bifchope of Dunkell his lugeing, anent 
the lalt trone in Edinburgh ; and the lordis being with thame for the 
tyme, wes lugeit round about thame within the laid burgh } and thair 
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majefties caufit certane bandis of men of weir, that thaj caufit fie, 
to luge in the iaid burgh, and kepe the pairtis thairof nycht and 
day. 

Vpoun the xx day of the laid moneth of Marche, the geir of God 
1565 seirifl, thair wes lettres dire£l be our foueranis to command and 
ehairge James erle of Mortoun, Fatrik lord Ruthvene, Patrik lord 
lindiay, Williame maifter of Ruthvene, Geoi^e Dowglas, fone natu* 
rail to Archibald erle of Angus that laft deceiflit, Androw Ker of Faw- 
douniyid, Williame Dowglas of Quhittinghame, Mr Archibald Dow- 
glaSf perlbne of Dowglas, Johne Cockbume of Ormeftoun, Williame 
Lowder of Haltoun, Sandilandis of Calder, Gif- 

fiirt of Scherefhall, Williame Dowglas of Lochlevin, Men- 

teith fear of Kerls, Fatrik Murray of Tibbermure, James Wod of 
Bonytoun, Patrik Ballendene of Stanhous, brother to fchir Johne Bal- 
lendene of Auchnoule knycht, Juftice Clerk, Thomas Scott of Csm^ 
bofinichaell, Alexander Ruthvene, brother to the laid lord Ruthvene, 
Dauid Lindlay of Pyotftoun, with thair complices, to compeir befoir 
our fiudis foueranis vpoun the fext day nizt after the charge, to anfuer 
to fick things as lalbe laid to thair ehairge at thair cuming, vnder thcl ^ 34. b. 
paine of rebellioun and putting of thame to the home, and. failgeing 
thairof, to put thame to our foueranis home. 

Vpoun the lamin day, Mr James Balfour, minifter at Fliik, retumit 
out of Linlithgow fra the erllis of Ergyle and Murray to Edinburgh, 
and aggreit with thame in our foueranis name, that thaj with the re- 
manent of ihajir complices, quha fuld haue bein forfaltit in parliament 
befoir reherfit, liild pas to thair awne houflis and places relpeftiue, thair 
to remane vnto the tyme our laid foueranis fend about thame heirefter. 
The fidds erle of Murray and Ergyle being weill contentit with our fb* 
uerania will and mynd, depairtit fra Lynlithgow as faid is. And vpoun 
the laid day of the moneth and ^eir foirfidd, George erle of Huntlie 
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was maid Chancellare, in place of James erle of Mortoun, and maid his 
aith befoir the Lords of Seflioun thairvpone. 

Vpoun the lamjn day, Mr James M'Gill of Rankelour nethir, clerk 
of regifter, as fufpeflit ane of the counlalouris of the conlpiracie foirfiud* 
was chargit be oppin proclamatioun at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, 
to compeir befoir our foueranis and lordis of fecreit counlale, vpouh tlie 
third day nixt thairefter, wnder the pane of rebelUoun and putting of 
him to the home, and failgeing thairof, to put him to the home, and 
efcheit, &c. 

Vpoun the laid zxj day, thair wes ane a£t of fecreit counfidl proclamit 
at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, declaring our fouerane lordis inno- 
cencie twitching the llauchter laitlie committit, confpiracie and deten* 
tioun of our fouerane ladie in the abbay of Halyrudhous in captiTitie^ 
and that he wes nowther art nor pairt thairof ; hot that he in la £yr 
oyirlaw himfelf, that he confentit to bring hame my lordis of Murray, 
jRothes and Glencame, with thair complices, out of Ingland, without 
confent and lauour of our fouerane ladie. 

Vpoun the tuantie twa day of the laid moneth, thair was ane proda- 
matioun maid at the laid mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeing James 
^oung cuttillar, Robert Cwnynghame, Robert Watfone, Alexander 
Gruthrie, Edward Hope, George Smaw, Alexander Clark, Patrik 
Cranfloun, Andro Armfirange, Thomas Broun, Williame Johneftoun, 
bui^eflis of Edinburgh, and Williame Quhyte cordinar, duelland in 
the Canongat, as afiifteris and fortifearis of the laidis committaria of the 
llauchter foirlaid,. in keping the laid palice of Halyrudhous during 
our fouerane ladies detentioun thairin, to compeir perfonally befoir our 
foueranis and lordis of hir fecreit counlall, wpoun the third day nixt efter 
the chairge, wnder the pane of rebellioun, &c. 

Vpoun all the nyntene, twentie and twentie ane dayis relpedtiue of 
Marche foirfaid, our foueranis caufit put of the inhabitants of Edin^ 
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bui^h, to the nomber of twentie or threttie perfoni3, in waird, with- 
in the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, to vnderly the law for keiping of the 
ikid palice of Halyrudhous the tyme that our iouerane ladie wes dete- 
nit thairin, be the lordis foirlaidis, committaris of the fiauchter befoir- 
writtin, quha fand fouertie euerie ane of thame, wnder the pane of ane h. .ia. 
tliowland pundis, to enter within the laid waird within four houris next 
efter thaj liild happin to be chargit thairto. And ypoun that maner thaj 
wer relevit of waird. 

Vpoun the laid twentie twa day of Merche foirfaid, James Dowglas 
of Drumlanrig wea put in waird within the caftell of Edinburgh, 
Dowglas, fone naturall to the laid James, wes put in 
waird within the caftell of Blaiknes, and Home of Wedder- 

burne wes commandit in waird in the cuntrie of Galloway ; all thir 
perfonis wes fufpe^lit for alUlling of the lordis conlpiratouris foirlaidis, 
ia thair treflbunable ai^iouns. 

Vpoun the lamin day, Mr James Balfour, perfone of Flilk, was maid, 
be our foueranis, dark of thair regiller, in the place of the laid Mr James 
M*GiIl, and acceptit the Ciid office vpoun him, in prefena of the lordis 
«f fyiioun. 

Vpoun the twentie fyft day of the faid moneth of Merche 1566, Mr 
James M'Gill, fumtyme clerk of regifter, wes denuncit rebell, and put 
to the home at the merest croce of Edinhui^h. 

Vpoun the twentie nynt day of the faid moneth, James erle of Mor- 
toun, William maifter of Ruthvene, with certane vtheris thair colliggis, 
Ter denuncit our fouerane lordis rebellis, and put to the home at the 
&id mercat croce, and all thair movabill guidis decernit to be efcheit, 

Vpoun the firft day of Aprile 1566, Thomaa Scott of Cambufmichell, 
ane of the perfonis fummondit to compeir befoir our foueranis and lordis 
of fecreit counlail, as laid is, wes tane of befoir ; and our foueranis put 
the laid Thomas, and Johne Mowbray and WUliame Harlaw, laidler 
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burgeffis of Edinburgh, to the knowlege of ane affiylk, for the keiping 
and deteining of our fouerane ladie within the palice of Halyrudhous, 
after that feingeour Dauid was flane, be the quhilk aflyifs thaj wer all 
convidt, and decemit to be hangit, quarterit and drawin. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Aprile, the jeir foiriaid, Patrik lord Rutb- 
yene, Alexander Ruthvene^ Patrik Murray of Tibbermuir, with ane 
certane of his complices, wer decemit our fouerane lordis rebellis, and 
put to the home, for noncompeirance befoir thame and the lordia of 
thair fecreit counial], to anfuer for the flauchter of the faid vrnquhile 
leingeour Dauid. 

Vpoun the famyn day, the geir foiriaid, the laid Thomas Scott 
wes hangit, quarterit and drawin for the cryme befoir reherfit, 
vpoun ane flcaffalt at the mercat croce of Edinburgh. And the iaidis 
Johne Mowbray and Williame Harlaw wes brocht thairto, to hare 
fufferit ; hot our foueranis, movit with mercie, gaif thame thair lyffis, 
hot thair g^idis war confifcat, and thair perlbnis baneift this realme 
during thair majefties plefour. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the laid moneth of Aprile, the geir of God 
1 566 geris, betuix thre and foure houris in the morning, Johne Sindire, 
be the mercie of God bifchope of Brechin and dean of Reilalrig, deceiffit 
in James Mofmanis hous in Frofteris Wynd within Edinburglu Tbia 
Johne wes broder germane to ymquhile Henrie, bifchope of Rol8,ihat de« 
fo. 35. b. ceiilit in Pareis in France. Sik twa honell and cunning letterit men as 
thir wes, will be feindill or rather neuer fene to come of ane hous and 
familie of this realme ; the ane for his lingular eruditioun had in tiie 
lawis for adminiflxatioun of jullice in ane common wealth, the ydier 
for his fingulare intelligence had in theologie, and in lykwife the lawis, 
and wer baith prelidentis of the college of juftice the tymes of thair 
deceiflis. 

Vpoun the twantie ane day of the laid moneth the corpis of ymquhile 
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Gborge erle of Huntlief wes traniportit furth of Edinburgh, north 
our eirdit [nocht euir ?] of befoir, to Strathbogy. 

Ypoune the faid twantie ane day of Aprile, the geir of God abone- 
written, Archibald erle of Ei^Ie, James erle of Murray, Alexander 
eiie of Glencarne, Thomas lord Boyd, and Andro lord Vchiltrie come 
to the burgh of Edinburgh, and thairefter paft to the caftell of the 
fiunin, to our foueranis lord and ladie, and gat prefens of thame ; and 
thairefter our foueranis caufit mak ane proclamatioun at the mercat 
croce of the laid burgh, that nane of our faidis foueranis liegis fuld 
mak any convocatioun with ytheris, or ony, to invaid ytheris for any 
auld feid or malice contra6tit be any perfone aganis utheris, during our 
fouenuiis remayning within the caftell of Edinburgh. And this procla- 
matioun wes maid for the inimitie that was betuix the erllis of Huntlie, 
Botliwel], and my lord of Murray. 

Wpoun the twentie fex day of Apryle foirfaid, James erle of Arrane, 
ddeft lone to James duk of Chattellaralt, wea releyit jfurth of waird of 
the caftell of Edinburgh, quhairintill he had remanit be the ipace of four 
geins of befoir, wnder cautioun and ibuertie that he fould pas to Ha- 
miltoun, and thair vfe his paftyme be the ipace of thre myles thairabout, 
and that he fbuld mak na perturbatioun in the cuntrie, ynder the pane 
of twentie thowiand pundis ; for him wes fouertie Archibald erle of 
Ergyle, James erle of Murray, and ytheris his fireindis and gentilmen 
to releif thame. 

Vpoun the thrittene day of Maij, the geir of God 1566, Patrik lord 
Rttthyene, quha wes expelit laitlie to Ingland out of Scotland, for the 
ikmehter of feingeour Dauid, as is befoir mentionet, wes depairtit in the 
new caftell in Ingland. 

Vpoun the auchtene day of Maij the geir of God foirfaid, Mr James 
M'Gill of Rankellour nethir was relaxit fra the home, at the mercat 
eroce of Edinburgh be oppin proclamatioun, and licence giyin to him 
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to pas and repas qubair he pleiflis, proyyding he refort nocht within tua 
myllis towart the court. 

Vpoun the lamin day, fchir Johne Bellendene of Anchnoulef knydit» 
wes permittit to come to Edinburgh be our fbueranis, and come thair to 
the faid day, to purge himfelf of art and part counlall or afiiftance of the 
ilauchter of vmquhile feinseour Dauid, in pre&ns of the fecreit counlall. 
And fua he did, and wes fund dene of the lamyn be the laid counfiJl. 
h. se. Vpoun the nyntene day of Junij, the geir of God foirfiud, James 
prince of Scotland was borne in the caftell of Edinburgh of his modw. 
Eftir his birth, all the artailgerie of the caftell fchot, and banefyris wer 
lett furth in all pairtis for joy of the lamyn* 

Vpoun the feyint day of October 1566 geiris, our fouerane ladie^ 
accumpanyit with the nobilitie of this realme, depairtit af Edinbnigh 
towartis Jedburgh, to hald ane juftice air thair, quhilk wes prodamit to 
be haldin thair vpoun the aucht day of the lamyn moneth. 

Vpoun the lamyn dayy James erle Bothwell, lord HaiUs of Cijdi- 
toun, being lend be our foueranis to bring in certane thevis and male- 
la6touris of Liddifdaill to the juftice air, to be pvneift for thair deine- 
ritis, and he being forehand the feildis about the Hermitage, eftir tliat 
he had takin certane of the laidis theyis, and had put thame in the plaoe 
of the laid Hermitage in prelbun, chandt ypone ane theif callit Johne 
Eluat of the park. And efter he had takin him, the find Johne ipdrit 
gif he wald laif his lyff ; the laid erle Bothwill laid gif ane aflyifi wald 
mak him dene, he wes hertlie contentit, bot he behuvit to pas to the 
quenis grace. The laid Johne heirand thaj wordis, llipis fra his horfe 
to haye ryne away ; bot in the lychting, the laid erle fchot him with 
ane dag in the body, and lychtit doun to haue taken him agane ; and 
followand feirlelie ypoun the laid theif, the laid erle llipit ower ane 
fouch, and tomblit doun the lame, quhair throw he was la hurt that 
he fwownit The laid Johne p^r&ueand himfelf fchot, and the erle 
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fallin, he jeid to him quhair he lay, and g^aif him thrie woundis, ane in 
the bodie, ane in the heid, and ane in the hand ; and my lord gaif him 
twa flraikis with ane quhingar at the paip, and the faid theif depairtit ; 
and my lord lay in fwoun, qiihill his leruantis come and carijt him to 
the Hermitage. At his cuming thairto, the laidis thevis, quhilk was in 
prelbune in the laid Hermitage, had gottin furth thairof, and wes maif- 
teris of the faid place, and wald not let ray lord Bothwill in the faid 
place, quhill ane callit Robert Eliot of the Schaw come and faid, that 
gif thaj wald let in my lord Bothwill, he wald faif all thair lyvis, 
and let thame gang hame ; and liia thaj leit my lord in ; and gif he 
had not gottin in at that tyme, he and all his cumpany haid been 
Ilane. And the faid theif that hurt my lord Bothwill, deceiifit within 
ane myle, vpone ane hill, of the woundis gottin fra my lord Bothwill of 
befoir. 

Vpoun the fyftene day of the (aid moneth of 06lober, our fouerane 
ladie raid fra Jedburgh to the Hermitage, quhairin my lord Bothwill 
was liand in mending of his woundis, and fpak with the faid erie, and 
retumit agane the famyne nycht to Jedburgh. 

Vpoun the twentie fyft day of the laid moneth, the quenis raaje&e, fc. 36. b. 
throw hir great ryding befoir reherfit, wes fa hevilie rexit with the het 
fereris, that thair was nane that belevit that iho I'uld leive, and lay fra 
nyne houres to ane enernone as Iho haid bein deid, bot thairefter con- 
valefcit and become better, quhairfoir was maid publl6t prayaris in all 
pairtis. All the tyme of our fouerane ladies being in Jedburgh, the 
kingis grace wes nocht with the quene, hot was with his fader, halkand 
and huntand, the well pairtis of this realme ; fo fone as he wes adver- 
teift of hir inflrmitie, he come to Edinburgh vpon the twantie fevint day 
at evin, and raid to the quenis grace to Jedburgh vpoun the twantie 
aucht day in the momyng. And efler his cuming to the laid burgh, 
he was not fo weill intcrtynijt as neid fuld haue bene ; and Tpoun the 
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t wantie nyne day, he retumit thairfra without tarjing to Edinburgh^ and 
thairefter paft to Striueling. 

Vpoun the fecund day of November, the geir of God 1566 seim, 
thair come ane noble man of France, callit Counte de Bryan, accuuiF 
panijt with threttie twa horls of tryne, as fend fra Charles the maift 
criiliane king of France, to bapteis our foueranis fone and prince of tiut 
realme in his name ; quha arry vit at Halynidhous the laid day, and wes 
honourablie convoyit be the gentilmene of Lowthiane yntill lie come to 
Inchebuchlin bray, and thairefter be the proveft and burgeffis of Edin- 
burgh vnto his cuming to his lugeing, quhilk was in Henrie Kynloches 
hous befyid the abbay. Alfua he was convoyit be Mr James Balfour, 
clerk of our foueranis regifter, quha was diredtit be our fouerane lady 
to intertynie the laid ambaflatour vntill hir cummyng. 

Vpoun the twentie day of November, the geir of God abonewrittint 
our fouerane ladie, efter that fho had riddin fra Jedburgh throw all the 
Merie, come to CraigmiUar befyid Edinburgh. 

And vpoun the twentie ane day of the laid moneth, the laid Counte 
raid furth of his lugeing in the Cannongat to the laid place of Cnig* 
miliar, and thair gat prefens of our fouerane ladie. 

Vpoun the fevint day of December 1566, our Ibuerane ladie come 
furth of CraigmiUar to the place of Halyrudhous, and remajmit thair 
vnto the tent day of the lamin moneth, vpon the quhilk hir hienes de-> 
pairtit fra the laid palice towart Striueling. 

Vpoun the laid tent day of December, the erle of Bedfurd, accom* 
panyit with fourty horlsmen Inglifmen, come as ambaflatour fra the 
quenis majeftie of Ingland, to nominat ane woman in Scotland to be 
cummar to our foueranis to the bapteiling of our prince thair Ibnis, to 
the burgh of Edinburgh, and wes lugeit in my lord dukis lugeing at the 
fo. 37. kirk of feild. In his cuming in Edinburgh, he was honourablie con- 
voyit be the gentilmen of Lowthian, hot for the maift part be thame of 
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the religioun» becaus the ffdd erle favourit the fame grittumlie, and wes 
ane greit heipe to the lordis of this realme baneift in Ingland of befoir 
of die religioun. The laid erle brocht ane font fra the quenis grace of 
Ii^land of twa ftane wecht to be prefentit to our foueranis^ in the 
qiihilk thair fone and our prince fould be baptifit in ; the lame wes of 
fyne gold ; and he brocht ane rignne with ane ftane, to be deliuerit to 
die fidd woman quha fould occupy the place of the quenis grace of 
Ii^land in the tyme of the laid bapteling, the valour thairof wes eftimat 
to be worth 

Vpoun the tuelf day of the laid moneth, the laid Counte of Bryane 
depairtit fra the Cannongait to Striuelingi accumpanijt be George lord 
Seytoun and his freindis. 

Vpoun the thrittene 4ay of the laid moneth, the erle of Bedfurd, con- 
Toyit be the commendatare of Abirbrothok and his freindis, depairtit of 
Edinburgh, and raid to Striueling j and ypoun the 14 day of the lamin 
moneth, at his cuming thairto, he gat prefens of our fouerane ladie, 
and prefentit to hir the foimameit font of fyne gold of tua ftanes of 
wmcbt or thairby. 

Vpoun the fevintene day of December, quhilk was twifday, the geir 
of God abonewrittin, the prince was bapteift, and nameit Charles James, 
on tiiis maner. The laid prince was borne out of his chalmer to the 
chqppell be the Frenche ambafladour, my ladie of Ergyle, cummer for 
the queue of Ingland be commiffioun, and Monlieur Lacrok for the 
duke of Saroy. And liia the prince being conyoyit, all the barronis 
and gentilmen bure priccattis of waix, quha fhiid on rank on ilk fyid, fra 
the princes chalmer dur to the laid chappell ; and nixt the laid Frenche 
ambafiatour, ane greit ferge of walx be the erle of Athole, the fait fett 
be the erle of Eglingtoun, the cude be the lord Sympill, the bafing and 
the lawar be the lord Rols ; and at the chappall dore the prince was 
reflauit be my lord of San6tandrois, quha was executour oflScij in ponti- 
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ficalibus, with flaf, mytoure, croce and the reft ; collaterallis to him wes 

the bifchopis of Dunkell [and] Dunblane^ with thair rockattis and 

huidis ; and als affifldt with rockattis and huidis, the bifchope of Rofi» 

the pryour of Quhitheme, and findrie vthers with ferpdaithea and hoidia; 

and the haill college of the chappell royall, with thair habittis and ymaift 

coppis. The laid prince was bapteift in the laid font, and thir folempni- 

ties endit be neir fyve houris eftimone, with linging and playing on 

organis. At this tyme my lordis Huntlie, Murray, Bothwill, nor the 

Inglis amballatour, come nocht within the laid chappell, becaua it wm 

done againft the poyntis of thair religioun. This done, thiy all paft to 

the g^eit hall to the liipper, quhaur at ane tabill lat the quenis mayeftie 

h. 37. b. at mydburd, the French ambaflatour at the rycht hand, the Inglk am- 

baflatour at hir left hand, and Monfieor de Lacrok ambaflatour. for 

Savoy at the burd-end. And thair fervit the quenis majeftie, the erie 

of Huntlie, carvoure, the erle of Murray, coppar, and the erle of Both- 

will, lewar. The French ambaflatour was fervit be the erle of Mar, 

carvoure, the erle of Caflilis, coppar, and the erle of Athole, iewar« 

The Inglis ambaflatour, be the erle of £^lingtoun, coppar ; the erle of 

Rothes, carvoure, and the erle of Crawfiird, fewar. The duke of Sa^ 

Toyis ambaflatour be the maifter Maxwell, carvour, and the lord Boyd, 

coppar, and the lord Levingftoim lewar. The ordour of the cuming of 

the meit was this, efter the herauldis, maifleris, trumpetouris and 

fwefcheouris, being thre maifter houlhaldis in rank, viz. Fyndlater in 

the mydis, Seinjour Francifco de Buflb at the rycht hand, and Gilbert 

Balfour at the left, thair come in George lord Seytoun, him allane ; and 

efter him come Archibald erle of Ergile, allane ; and ilk ane of thame 

bure ane fair quhite ftaff in thair handis ; and the lordis, barronk and 

nobillis bure fair g^eit torches, quhilk wer in greit haboundance, and 

Weill ordourit } and efter danfing and playing in haboundance, the iaidit 

lordis that nycht depairtit to thair lugeingis. 
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and tfaairefter tuke him and his femand furth of that hous, and Iceift 
him naikit in ane gaird beyond the theif nw^ and fpue come to the 
hous agaoe and blew the hous in the air, fwa that thair remanit nooht 
ane fiane vpoun ane vther mdiftroyit. This treflToun was of long* tjme 
befoir con(pirit» and that be the quenis maift familiars i and beoaoB it 
{hould haue bene the lefi fuipe&it, thaj blew the faid bans in the ur^ lo 
eaus the pepill mderftand that it wes ane fuddane fyre. And at ffre 
houris the laid day, the faid prince and his feruand wes iundin Ijin^ 
deid in the laid gaird, and was tane in to ane hous in the Kirk of feild, 
and laid quhtU thig war burijt. It was laid that mony greit men wes 
tx)nfentaris to this treflbunable deid, quhilk the lyke wes neuer hard nor 
fene in this realme. In the firft the devyfaris and doaris thairof wes, as 
is allegit, James erle Bothwill, quha wes than mair, as wes reportit, 
fiuniliare with the quenis mi^eftie nor honellie requjrrit ; James OrmeC> 
toun of that Ilk, Hob Ormeftoun his £Bider broder, Johne Hepbuine 
of Boltonn, Hay younger of Talla, and ytheris (eryandis 

of the laid erlis. 

Vpoun the iburtene day of Februar foirlaid, the corpis of the laid vm- 
quhile Henrie king of Scottts, and Ipous to our Ibuerane ladie, wes bur^ 
in Halyrudhous, befyid king James the fyft, in his fepulture, quietlie. 

Vpoun the fextene day of the laid moneth of Februar, our Ibuerane 
ladie pail fra Halyrudhous to Se}rtoun, and left the erlis of Huntlie and 
Bothwill in the palice of Halyrudhous, to keip the prince ynto hir re- 
turning. 

Vpoun the twantie levint day of the laid moneth, thair was ane pro- 
damatioun maid at Edinburgh, for ane parliament to be haldin in the 
iamyne, the fourtene day of Apryle nixtocum, with continuatioun of 
dayes, and fummond all efiaittis thairto. 

Vpoun the nyneteneday of Februar foirlaid, our (buerane ladie, aocuai- 
panyit with certane of her nobUitie, come fra Seytoun to Halyrudhous. 
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Vpoun the famyn day,, ane ambaflktour callit Mr Kellingraif, of the ft>. 38. i>.

Vpoun the fourtene day of Marche, the geir of God 1566 ^eir, the 
bid ambaflatour depairtit towartia Ingland« 

Vpoun the nynetene day of the laid moneth, James prince of Scot- 
land depairtit of Halyrudhous to the caftell of Striueling, to be deliuerit 
to Jokne erie of Mar, in keiping ; and wes eonvoyit be George erle of 
HunlKe^ and Archibald erle of Ergyle, and deliuerit to the faid erle of 
Mar, Tpoun the twentie day of the faid moneth. ^ 

Vpoun the twentie ane day of the laid moneth, Jolme erle of Mar 
harand the caftell of Edinburgh in hishandis, delmerit the lamyn to aw 
ibuerane ladie, quha caufit Ichir James Colburne of Scarling rellaue the 
fiBDiB, and maid capitane thairo^ This deliuerance wes maid lair agaaea 
the will of the inhabitantis of Edinburgh, becaus the laid erle of Mar 
waa ane guid man, and na oppreflbur of the fiudis inhabitantis.

Jamea erie of Bothwill luld haue underlyit the law, of his awne wiU, &ii 
the iauehter of the king, becaus of the murmuring of the peipill ; the 
ftmyn wes continowit ynto the tuelf day of Aprile nixtocum. 

Vpoun the leyint day of the moneth of Aprile, James erle of Murray, 
kaftaid brother ta our fouerane ladie, leing the greit cnmmar that is 
appeinuMl to cum ta this realme, obtenit our Ibueranis licence to pas to 
the pairtie of France^ Fhmderi^^ or ony vther pairtis beyond fey» aad 
ispoirtit fira Edinburgh to lugkmd thair to remayne for the Q)ace of 
ir^eiris^ 

VpewL the ta^ day of Apryle, the ^eir of God abonewritten, Jamee 
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erle Both will ynderljit the law for the flauchter of the king foirfiud ; 
and becaus the erle of Leviaox wald haue cumin to haue perfewit the 
laid erle Bothwilli the quenis grace difcbargit him to coqie, hot if be 
cam, to cum with his awine bouihald. And thairfoir he come not, bot

Edinburgh to Striueling to vefie the prince. 

And vpoun the twantie fourt day of Aprile, quhilk wes (an6t Markis 
evin, our fouerane lady beand rydand fra Striueling, quhairto iho paft a 
lytill of befoir to velie hir fone as laid is to Edinburgh, James erle of 
Bothwill, accumpanijt with fevin or aucht hundreth men and freinds, 
quhome he caufit beleive that he vald ryid vpoun the thevis of Liddif* 
daillf met ouir fouerane ladie betuix Kirkliftx)un and Edinburgh, at ane

Vpoun the penult day of Aprile, the a^oun of djrrorce wee inteBtii 
be Jeane Gordoun countea of BothwiU, agania James erle of Botbwill» 
for committing of adulterie with Crawfurd lenrand to the laici 

countes, befoir the commilTaris of Edinburgh ; vpoun the laft day of the 
laid moneth witneilis wes examinat thairvpone. 

Vpoun the third day of Maij 1567, the fentence of divorce wea pro- 
nuncit be the commiiTaris of Edinburgh, decernjng and ordajaing the 
laid Jeane Gordoun to be fre to mary quhair iho pl^t, and the laid 
earle Bothwill to be ane adulterer. This dy vorcement wee maid to the 
eS^ that the laid erle fuld marie the quenis majeftie. 

VpouA the &xt day of Maij, the quenis migeftie, accumpanyit with 
James erle Bothwill, George erle Huntlie^ Williame Maitland of Leih- 
ingtoun younger, and all that the laid erle Bothwill micht • • ., ceme fra 
Dunbar to Edinburgh ; and at thair cuming thairto^ the artMlsarie of 
the caftell libhot maift magnificentlie ; and thairefter cauM m at the weft 
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port of tbe faid bui^h, and rwd vp the bow to the callell, the laid erle 
Bothwill leidand the quenis majeftie by the bridill as captyve. 

Wpoun the aucht day of the (aid moneth befoir none, Marie, be the fu. in. 
grace of God, quene of Scottis, wee proclamit in the palice of Halyrud- 
hou9, to be marijt with the faid James erle Bothwill. The lame nycht 
Mr Jamee Balfour, clerk of regiiler, wes maid capitane of the caAell of 
Edinburgh, and refaving t!ie keyis thairof fra the laird of Skarling, 
thane capitane of the fame. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the faid moneth of JVIaij, our fouerane ladie 
and the laid erle Bothwill wes proclamit in the college kirk of Sanfl 
Geill to be marijt togidder.

Vpoun the tent day of the fidd moneth of Junij 1567> James erle of 
Mortoun, and Alexander lord Home, accumpanyit with the nomber of 
V or vj^ men, come to the palice of Borthuick, quhair the quenis majeftie 
to. 40. b. and James duk of Orknay hir fpous wes for the tyme, and thocht thair to 
haue gottin and takin the (aid duike i hot he depairtit thairfra quietlie the 
fame nycht, and raid to Dunbar. The faidis lordis knowand the famyn, 
come to Dalkeith, and thairefler to Edinburgh, vpoun the ellevint day 
thairof.

Wpone the iamyne day, the quenis grace, cled in menis dething, came 
fira Borthyik to Dunbar with greit diligence. 

. Vpoun the Iamyne day, George erle of Huntlie, archbifchope of 
Senftandrois, Alexander bifchope of Galloway, Johne bifchope of 
VkO&f Claud Hamilt^un, joungeft ibne to James duke of Chattillaralt, 
Gavin commendatare of Kilwynning, Balfour deane of 

jGl8%ow, and Mr Dauid Chalmer proveft of Crychtoun, for thair faiftie 
jmd refuge paft to the caftell of Edinburgh, beleiving to haue gottin 
rdeif be the quenis majeflie and hir hufband. 

Vpoun the fourtene day of Junij 15679 Johne erle of Athole come 
accumpanyit with ane g^eit number of people to Edinburgh, to tak 
pairt with the laidis lordis for pynijfhment of the flauchter abonewrittin, 
quhairwith was the jouQg laird of Lethingtoun, fecretar foirlaid, quha 
depairtit fira the court of befoir as laid is.

Wpoun the ferd day of Julij 1567> the proveil, baillies, counfall, fo. 42. 
deaconisy inhabitantis, and burgeills of the burgh of Edinburgh pall in 
fdr of weir to. the Ijmkis of Leith, and maid thair moyfteris thair. And 
in Uie mene tyme, the provefi and tua of the bailgies, accumpanyit with 
diuerfe of the honefteil burgeflis of the laid burgh, held ane court 
▼poune the tolbuyth Hair of Leith, and creatit baillies, ferjantis, clerkis, 
and demflaris, and tuik pofleflioun thairof be wertew of thair infeftment 
maid be the quenis grace to thame thairvpone.

Vpoun the feyintene day of Julij 1567$ James erle Bothwill, Robert 
alias Hob Ormeftoun, his fitder broder, Adame Murray, Williame Mur- 
ny brother, Johne Hepbume of Boltoun, Johne Hay younger of 
Tallo, Patrik Wilfone, Pareis Frencheman, with diuerfe ytheris thair 
complices, for not finding of fouertie to compeir to ynderly the law for 
airt and pairt of the kingis flauchter, wes denuncit rebellis, and put to 
the. home at the mercat croce of Edinburgh.

flauchter of hir hulband. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Julij 1567> the quenis majeftie demittft 
be hir lettres wnder the privie feill, the au6toritie and goyerment 
of the realme in fauouris of the prince hir deireft fone. The lamyn day 
be hir vtheris lettres, iho conftitute hir brother James erle of Murray* 
lord Abirnethie, regent of hir iaid fone the prince, his realme and 
lieges, he than beand abfent in the pairtis of France. 
fo. 42. b. Vpoun the tuantie nynt day of Julij ld67» James prince of Scotland 
wes crownit in the pariih kirk of Stirling be ane commiflioun giyin be 
the quenis majeftie, iho being in Lochlevin, dire£lit to the faidis lordis 
haldaris of hir in captivitie to doe the lamyne in this maner. The 
countes of Mar bure doun the faid prince fra the caftell of Striviling to 
the kirk, and all the iaid nobilitie befoir reherfit ; thay ar to iay, James 
erle of Mortoun, Johne erle of Athole, Johne erle of Mar, Alexander 
erle of Glencaime, Alexander lord Home, John lord Lindlay, Williame 
lord Ruthvene, the lord Sanchar, with certane vtheris imall barronis^ 
come doun with him to the iaid kirk ; and the exhortatioun done^ 
Adame bifchope of Orknay anoyntit the iaid prince, and Johne erle of 
Athole put the croun on his head, according to the commiifioun foirlaid ; 
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and this done, thaj pall to the laid caftelL In thair pafling yp, the erle 
of Athole bure the croun, the erle of Mortoun the fceptour, and the 
erle of Glencaime the iword of honour, and the erle of Mar bure the 
king in his armes. In this mene tjme, the inhabitantis of Striviling, 
with the men of weir, ftude ypoun the caftell of Striuiling in feir of 
weir; and the doing heirof continowit fra tua houris efternone to fyve 
houris ; and thir wer the haill nobillis that wer at his corronatioun, or 
oonfentit thairto, quhilkis wer but ane finall number in refpe£i; of the 
nobilitie. 

Wpoun the ellevint day of Auguil, James erle of Murray come to 
Edinburgh furth of France ; at his cuming thairto, the haill lordis foir- 
fiddis paft to meit him, and alfe the ambaflatour of Ingland met him. 
It was laid that he wes to be chofin goyemour to the laid prince, as 
thairefter followit. 

Wpoun the lamin day, thair come ane Frenche ambaflatour with the 
erle of Murray, callit Monlieur de Lyngrerell, [LigneroU] ane gen- 
tilman of the kingis majeflies of France chalmer, and wes lugeit in 
Harie Kinlochis in the Canongait. 

Wpoun the fyftene day of the lamin moneth, James erle of Murray 
paft to Lochlevin to Ipeak with the quenis grace ; and at his cuming 
thairto, the quenis majeftie defyrit him effe6tuouflie to reflaue the office 
of regentrie of this realme vpoun him, albeit it was lair aganis his will. 

Wpoun the six day of Augufl;, the faidis lordis fend four fchipis to 
tak James erle of Bothwill, quhairof wer capitanes Williame Murray of 
TuUibardin, and Williame Kirkcaldie of Grange knycht, with iiij^ hag- 
bttteris. 

Vpoun the xxij day of Auguft foirlaid, James erle of Murray wes 
prodamit, at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, onlie regent to James be 
tlie grace of God king of Scottis, with great magnificence and folemp- 
nitiey according to the commifiioun maid to him be our fouerane ladie. 
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Vpoun the iamyn day, James Cockburne of Scarling, Alexander 
Hepburn of Richardibne, and Williame Edmonftoun fone to ymquhile 
Edmoniloune perfone of Lawder, compeirit to vnderly the law 
for the ilauchter of vmquhile Henrie Stewart, fpous to the quenk 
majeftie, as thaj that wer fummond thairto of befoir ; and becaus thaj 
wer clane thairof, thaj wer continewit to the xxij day of Septmnber 
nixt eftir following, 
fb. 43. Vpoun the tuantie fevint day of Auguft 1567» the laid French am-^ 
bailatour, callit Moniieur de Lynggeloll, depairtit fra Edinburgh to 
France. It was faid that he wes heyilie offendit with the faidis lordisy 
becaus he.culd not get prefens of the quenis majeftie and fpeich of hir, 
and thairfoir perfwd his voage to France with greit celeiitie. 

Vpoun the xxix day of the famin moneth, Schir Nicolas Throgmertene 
amballatour to the quene of Ingland, depairtit af Edinburgh to Ingland« 

Vpoun the firft day of September 1567f thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at Edinburgh, commanding all and findrie our fbuerane lordid 
lieges, betuix fextie and fextene, to be in readines with xx dayes vi£hiall» 
in feir of weir, ypoune four dayes wamyng, to pas quhair thaj fiJbe 
commandit, wnder the payne of deith. 

Vpoun the lamin day, thair wes ane proclamatioun twching the new 
cuingee to be maid in our fouerane lordis name, that is to lay, xx ihiUing, 
XXX IhiUing, and x Ihilling peices. 

Vpoun the firft day of September 1667$ Mr James Balfour being 
capitane of the caflell of Edinburgh, and that maid and put in be Jamea 
erle Bothwill, fauld the famin to James erle of Murray regentt for v^ 
pund in hand, xxx chalderis yi6tuall in lyfrent to be deliuerit out of the 
pryourie of San6tandrois to his fone in heritage, and the pryourie of 
Pettinweyme to himlelf ; and delyuerit the laid caftell to the laid erle» 
quha lay that nycht thairin. It was heavilie murmurit amangis the 
peopill, that the laid Mr James haid treatourouilie diflauit our (buerane 
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lady and the faid erle Bothwill, quha gaif him fie faith and trewth as to 
mak him capitane thairof, and then he to diilaue thame in maner foir- 
fiud ; hot this for the maill part was done becaus it was allegit that he 
was gyltie of the kingis flauchter, and to releif him thairof he did the 
fiuuTne. 

Vpoun the tent day of September 1567f Archibald erle of Ergyle, 
Robert lord Boyd, Williame lord Levingftoun and Gavin commenda- 
tare of Kilwynning, come to this burgh of Edinburgh to intercommoun 
with the regent and lordis foirlaidis, tuitching the corronatioim of the 
king, and the redemptioun of the quenis grace furth of captivitie. 

Vpoun the iamyn day, Alexander Durhame ferrand to ymquhile the 
kingis grace, as fuQ)e6lit of his death, wes brocht to Edinburgh, and 
put in the tolbuyth thairof. 

Vpoun the Iamyn day, Patrik Quhitlaw of that Ilk, knycht, capitane 
of the caftell of Dunbar, wes denuncit rebell and put to the home at 
ihe mercat croce of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the ellevint day of the laid moneth, John Hay younger of 
Tallo, ane of the alledgit flayaris of the king, wes brocht to the burgh 
of Edinburgh be the lord Lindlay, and put in the caftell thairof. This 
Johne Hay paft to Orknay with James erle Bothwill, and quhen the 
fcUppis ieud be the regent and lordis to Orknay and Zetland, for [to] 
inyaid the fidd erle and his fchippis, the laid Johne, and James Rols <*». 43. i>. 
ane fenrant man, conducit ane fifcheing boit of Pittinweme to tranQ)ort 
thame to Lowthiane, quhilk bote come to Pittinweme, and caufit ihaw 
'to the lord Lindlay that lik ane man and fervant wes come thair with 
'thame, quha caufit tak thame and bring thame to Edinburgh as (aid is. 

Vpoun the thrittene day of the laid moneth, the laid Johne Hay 
^oongar of Tallo wes examinat be the laidis lordis in the laid caftell. 

. Vpoun the famin day, the laid Patrik Quhitlaw of that Ilk, knycht, i 

capitane of Uie laid caftell, wes chargeit be ane herald, callit Adame 
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M^ CuUoch, to delyuer to the laid r^ent the laid caftell, wnder the pane 
of trelTone, within xxiiij houris, quha refuiffit the famyne. 

Vpoun the famin day, Williame Hepbume, Adam Hepbume, broder 
of the laird of Wauchtoun, with diuerfe fuldereis being in the iaid 
callell, fummond of befoir to compeir and vnderly the law for the laid 
flauchter, wer denuncit rebellis and put to the horne. 

In this mene tyme, all the baronis of Lowthiane and Fjriff wes writtin 
for to come to Edinburgh, to lubfcriue the fortificatioun of the kingis 
coronatioun, and profecutioun of wmquhile the kingis flauchter } quha 
come all and fubfcryvit, except Patrik Hepburn of Wauchtoun^ quha 
come to Edinburgh at the laid command and wretting, hot he wald 
onnawyils fubfcriue, and thairfoir he wes commandit to remayne in 
Edinburgh in waird, quha remanit quhill the fevint d|ay of October ; 
quhome my lord regent gaif licence to depairt hame, hot quhat he wn- 
derftude no man can tell ; he haiflilie efter his depairting, paft to the 
caftell of Dunbar, thairin to remayne quhill better fortune chandt. 

Vpoun the xj and tuelf dayes of the moneth of 03:ober, the fiadis 
lordis, regent and his complices, with the laidis lordis commiifionaris 
befoir reherfit, intercommounit vpone the poyntis of thair commifliouii 
at large ; and fua it was concludit and aggreit on this maner, that all 
thingis fuld ftand in the famyn forme and effedt without alteratioun, to 
the tyme James Duk of Chattellaralt come furth of France. 

Vpoun the xiij day, the laid erle of Ergyle, lordis Leyingiloun, Boydf 
and abbot of Kylwinning, depairtit af Edinburgh towartis Hamiltoun. 

Vpoun the fourtene day of the laid moneth, the fchippis that paft of 
befoir for apprehending the erle Bothwill and his complices, flayerk of 
the kingis grace, as is befoir reherfit, to the pairtis of Orknay uid Zet- 
land, arryyit and come to Leith and Dundee, fruftrat of thair pray; 
fo. 44. The haill thing thaj did the time of thair paflage wes, they paft to Ork- 
nay, and thairefter gettand knowledge quhair the laid erle with his 
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eomplioes weSf pafl; and Ikillit thairfra to Zetland. And ypoun the xxv 
day of Auguft laft by paft, thaj forgadderit with certane fchippis apper- 
tening to the laid erie and his complices, in quhome wes Dauid Witter 
aad Adame Blacader pirrattis ; and the fchipp callit the Vnicorne, being 
formeft of the fchippis, perfauand the (aid erilis fchippis, maift vehement- 
lie come vpoun ana rok and brak in pecis, and the capitanes and men 
dF weir being thairin, with greit difficultie efcapit; and iwa throw helpe 
of tbe reman^it fchippis, thair wes na perlbnis tint, except onlie the 
bottome of the ichipp, and gat artaillgerie with the yi£htallis. In this 
mene. tjrme^ the fiddis erilis fchippis paft to ane place quhair the laid 
erle and hi» complices, being in the tjme foirlaid vpoun the He of 
gedand^ at hia dinner with Olave Sinclare foude of Zetland, come 
thairfira to thame and fchippit, and thaireflter pall to the fey, quhair he 
culd not be apprehendit, hot retumit as laid is emptie. 
. Vpoiin: the day of the laid moneth, James erle Bothwill and 

his oomplioes efchapit in maner foirlaid, and come to the coift of Nor- 
roway, quhair thaj foirgadderit with ane fchip of Lubky, [Lubeck] and 
toikilur. The cajutane of Birrame [Bergen] in Norroway heirand that 
the fiad Ichip was tane, addreilit tua greit fchippis to tak the laid erle, 
and oome vpoun him and his company, and put [thame] in preflbun 
in Birrhame, hot hindelf wes put in frie waird. 

- Vpoun the xxj day of the laid moneth of September, Gawin abbot of 
Kilwynning depairtit af Scotland towart Ingland, to Ipeik with my lord 
duke and the erle of Arrane« 

Vpmin the fianin day, the haill men of weir being in Edinburgh de- 
pairtit thairfra towart Dunbar^ to afieige the lamyne, and bald the caftell 
thairof fra vifhiallis, and careit with thame iij peices of artailgerie. 

Vpoun the zxij day of the laid moneth, thair was ane parliament pro- 
ebunit to be haldin at Edinburgh, the fyftene day of December nixto- 
cum, and fummond all pairties.hayand entres thairto. 
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Ane yther proclamatioun difchargeing all thriddis of beneficeis geyin 
for commoun kirkis and ytheris, fet in tak or peniioun be our fbuerane 
lady in any tyme bygane. 

Ane Yther proclamatioun difchargeing all liecencis for tranljporting 
of vidhiall furth of this realme. 
fo, 44. b. The third proclamatioun difchargeing all liecencis givin to remayne 
and byid at hame fra oiilLs and raidis, and noncompeiring ypoun inqueftisi 

Vpoun the xxiij day of September 1567> thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at Edinburgh the lamin day, chargeing all and findrie our foue- 
rane lordis liegis, betuix fextie and fextene, duelland within the boundiB 
of Lynlithgow, Edinburgh. and Hadingtoun, to addres thame in feir of 
weir, to meit the erle of Murray ypoun the zxyj day, to pas with hini 
quhair thaj falbe commandite with xx dayes yi£tual!, ynder the pane of 
deid. 

Vpoun the xziiij day of the laid moneth, the laid erle of Murray gaif 
in keiping the caflell of Edinburgh to William Kirkcaldie of GrangBy 
and maid him capitane thairof, and reflauit the keyis of the lamyne. 

Vpoun the xxyj day of the laid moneth, the iaid r^^nt lend to 
aflaige the faid cailell of Dunbar, foure cannonis, twa grois culyer^ 
ingis, and ane battart furth of the caflell of Edinburgh towart the iaid 
cailell. 

Vpoun the xxyj day of the laid moneth, the laid erle of Murray re- 
gent pafl; himfelf, accumpanijt with certane perfonis of the fchiris about 
Edinburgh, according to the faid proclamatioun, towartis Dunbar. 

In the myntyme of this preparatioun to afiaige the laid caftell, the 
capitane of the caftell of Dunbar and his cumpany maid daylie flauchter 
ypoun the fuddartis perfewand the lame. 

Vpoun the lamyn day, thair paft ithandlie trayellouris with powder, 
buUettis and all ytheris neceflaris thingis, conyenient and ganand for 
the faid aflage, and all forth of the cailell of Edinburgh. 
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Ypoun the firft day of Oaober 1567, the (aid caftell of Dunbar wes 
ran^erity be appoiiitment maid with Patrik Quhytlaw of that ilk, capi- 
tane thairof, and the laid regent ; and the (amin thairefter fpulgeit, and 
all the artailgerie pouder and bullettis tane out of the fame, and brocht 
to Edinburgh caftell ; and the laid cafi;ell of Dunbar wes anis decernit to 
be cailin doun to the ground, hot thairefter it was ordaynit to be keipit 
be Uie burgh of Dunbar quhill ane parliament, and than to adwyfe 
quhidder the famin fuld be caflin doun or not.

In all this tyme, fra the quenis grace putting in captiyitie vnto this 
tjme, the theyis of Liddifdaill maid greit hirfchip on the puir laubour- 
aris of the ground, and that throw wanting of juftice ; for the realme 
wes fo dewydit in fyndrie £Bi6tiounis and conlpiratiounis that thair wes 
na au£toritie obeyit, nor na juftice execute. 

Ypoun the feyint day of October 1567> my lord regent diredlit Wil- 
liame Stewart Rols, herauld, away to Denmark to the king thairof, to 
obtene his fayour for delyuering to thame of James erle Bothwill, ypoun 
thair expenflis. 

Ypoun the aucht day of O^ber, thair wes ane proclamatioun maid 
at Edinburgh, commanding our foueranis liegis to meit the regent at 
PebUs the aucht of Noyember nixtocum» to pas ypoun the theyis. 
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Vpoun the xiiij day of October, Johne Lord Harreis, wardane of 
the weft merchis towardis England, come to Edinburgh to fpeik with 
my lord regent, allweill concemying hia awine effairis aa twitching tiie 
iaidis thevis and malefadtouris within his jurifdidtioun ; for ^mto this 
tyme the faid lord was of that opinioun, to haue haid tiie quenis ma* 
jefiie delyuerit furth of captiyitie ; and liia he wes fend about be die 
laid r^ent ; And or he wald come, Johne Gordoun of Lochinvar 
come befoir him to the faid regent, and obtenit lidence to the faid lord; 
incaife thaj aggreit nocht, to depairt hame agane vnharmit ; hot of befoir 
thair wes ane proclamatioun maid, to pas vpoun the thevis oi EwifHaJIl 
and EikdaUl. 

Vpoun the xvj day of December 1567» quhilk wes the fecund day of 
the parliament, my lord regent caufit ane certane nomber of men, bodtn 
in feir of weir, to cum furth of Dundee, Perth and Leith, to ftand 
with the biHrgh of Edinburgh and men of weir, the faid day, vpoun tiie 
calfay thairof. And thairefter my lord regent, accumpanyijt wilb cer- 
tane lordis of the nobilitie, pafl to the tolbuyth. My lord of Angus, 
being ane bairne of xii geiris of aige, bure the croun, George erle cf 
Huntlie the fceptour, and Archibald erle of Ergyle the fword of honour, 
to the faid tolbuyth, and chefit the lordis of the articles, quhairof tfudr 
names foUowis : viz. George erle of Huntlie, Archibald erle of Ergyle, 
James erle of Mortoun, Johne erle of Athole, Johne erle of Mar, 
Alexander erle of Glencarne, Patrik bifchope of Murray, Adame bifchope 
of Orknay, Alexander bifchope of Gulloway^ Alexander lord Home, 
Williame lord Ruthuene, Johne lord Lindfay, the abbottis of Dim- 
fo. 45. b. fermling, Santcolmes Inche, Newbottill, the comraendatare of Pittin- 
weme, with certane vtheris imall barronis and commiflionaris of bur* 
rowes ; and fua retumit fra the faid tolbuyth to my lord r^entis luge- 
ing, quhair he wes lugeit in the bifchope of Dunkell his lugeing, for- 
anentis the fait trone in Edinburgh. 
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Vpoun tlie tiiantie day of December, quhilk wes Sattirday, the geir 
of God abonewrittin, the laid lord regent, accumpanyit with the laid 
iiobilitie, pad to the tolbuytb ; and thair caulit call James erie Both- 
will, James Ormelloun of that ilk. Hob Ormefloun hia fader broder, 
with certane vtheris fervandis, fummond of befoir to compeir in the laid 
Parliament, to vnderly the jugement of the lamyne for the kingig 
flauchter ; quba comperit nocht: And thairefter thaj wcr forfaltit of 
thair lyff, lundls and guidis, and thair armes reiffin, and decernit be the 
fudis lordis articles to haue bein co-criminal of the kingis flauchter ; 
and fua returmt bume agane to the laid regentis lugeing. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of the faid moneth of December 1567. the laid 
regent pall to the laid tolbuytli, and thair ratiiijt certane a6tis maid be 
the Ikidis lordis in Parliament. 

Vpoun the third day of Januar 1567, Johne Hay gounger of Tallo, 
Johne Hepburne of Boltoun, Dalgleis, and 

Powry, fervandis to James erle Bothwill, being tane in Jutland, and 
Edinburgh, and Orknay, lang imprefonit within the callell of Edin- 
burgh, efter lang inquilitioun, thaj wer put to the knowlege of ane allyifs, 
quhairby thaj wer all fylit and condempnit to be hangit, (juarterit and 
drawin. And at the tyme of thair acculatioiin, thaj grantit and confeil 
that thaj, with James erle Bothwill, James Ormeftoun of that ilk, Hob 
Ormelloun his fader broder, Pareia Frencheman, Patrlk Willbne, 
quhilk mountis to nyne perfonis, wer the principall flayeris of him, be 
blawing of the lugeing quhainn he wes in the air be great vebemencie 
of powlder, quhilk they haid layid thair, he not knowing thairof. And 
alfe the did Johne Hay confefllt, in preiens of the haill peopill, that 
the laid erle Bothwill, George erle Huntlie, Archibald erle of Ergyle, 
Williame Maitland gounger of Lethingtoun, fecretar, Mr James Bal- 
four, than dark of regiller, with diuerfe vtheris nobillis of this realme, 
maid ane band and fubfcryuit the deid of the iaid king, quhatrto the 
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quenis grace confentit. And efter this the faidis perfonis wes quarterit 
and drawin, and thair bodies caftin into ane greit fyre to be brunt in 
powder. Ane marvellous thing, that the faid Mr James Balfour and 
Williame Maitland of Lethingtoun, being as is notourlie kend the prind- 
pall deyjferis and couniallouris, and alfe rubfcryraris in this aS; vnle^ 
fum and abhominable, that thaj wer the firft that euer left and betrajit 
fo. 46. the faidis quenis grace and the lordis abonewrittin, quhom of befoir thig 
counlalit, and come to the (aid regent and his partakeris^ the ane be 
delyuerance of the laid caflell to him, the vther be palling in proper 
perfoun to fecht aganis thame quhairwith of befoir he haid fubfcryyit. 
Bot the etemall God of his greit mercie inftru6lit the iaid r^i^nt to 
puneis thame, and all theife quha wes any airt or pairt thairof. As 
twitching the erle of Mortounis pairt thairin, the faid Johne Hay of 
Tallo oppinlie confeffit, that he faw not the fubfcriptioun of the faid erle 
in the faid band, but that he faid my lord Bothwill fayd to him that he 
haid fubfcryvit the fame ; and thairfoir, becaus he faw nocht his fub- 
fcriptioune as he faw of the reft, he wald nowther clenge nor fyle him. 
All thir lordis befoir reherfit, [bot] James erle of Bothwill, wes at this 
Parliament, and remaynit ftill in this toun, quhill the voyce was that die 
faidis perfonis fould thole and fuffer for thair demeretis ; than inconti- 
nent thaj depairtit thairfra, quhilk makis the matter befoir reherfit Inb- 
fcryvit be the faidis perfonis handis the moir probable. 

Vpoun the xj day of March 1567> James erle of Murray, accumpa- 
nyit with certane of the nobilitie, come to the citie of Glaigow, and 
thair held ane Juftice air court of the fcherefdomes of Dunbartane and 
Renfrew, and puneift certane greit thevis and malefa£touris, oppreC- 
fouris and thevis, to the nomber of xxij perfonis. 

Vpoun the tuantie aucht day of Apryle 1568, thair come an ambafla- 
dour fra the king of France, callit Monfieur de Bewmont, -with fyvb 
horfis in tryne, to my lord regent in Glafgow, and gat preiens of boi 
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Tpoun the penult day thairof, qubais petitioun wes to requyre the laid 
regent to put the quenis majelUe to Ubertie; qufaa wald not grant the lame. 
Vpoun the fecund day of Maij 1568, quhilk wes lunday, betuix fevin 
and aucht houris at evin, our fouerane ladie being, in captivitie within 
the caftell of Lochlevin, wes delyuerit thairfra throw the belpe and 
convoy of George Dowglas broder to the laird of Lochlevin j and thair- 
efter come to the Quenis ferry, and paft thairfra to ane place callit 
Nidrie, perteyning to George lord Seytoun, and remanit thair be the 
Q)ace of twa houris; quhairfraflio,accumpanyit with certane perfonis, paft 
to Hammiltoun, quhair Iho tuke reft. The convoyaris of the quenis grace 
furth of captivitie, was George Dowglas foirlaid, ane boye callit 
Crawfiirde. The names of thame that was awautand on hir to convoy 
hir away wer George lord Seytoun, Alexander Hepburne of Quhit- 
foune, James Hamiltoun of Rochbank, fir Johne Beytoun broder to 
James Archbiiliope of Glalgow, with thair pairtakaris to the number of 
perfonis.

It is delyrit ypoun the pairt of the duke, that thaj acknowlegeing the 
king, &c. as is afoirlaid, lalbe admittit euerie nobillman to haue his owne 
place in counfale and ytherwayes, as the borne counlallouris of the 
realme, and as thair prediceflburis hes bene in all tymes of ytheris 
princes of this realme ; and that my lord regent, beirand the kingis 
au6loritie, lalbe fworne folempnitlie fra that fordward to behaye himlelf 
yprightlie and indifferentlie to thame as to the remanent nobilmen of 
the reahne, in all thair honell and jull cauifis, without particularitie or 
remembrance of ony offence conceavit amongis thame during the tyme 
of thair contrayerlies. 

Item, that fik perlbnis as hes bein foirfaltit of law for lenring of the 
queue, for reluifling of thair obedience to the king, &c. being content in 
t ymes cuming to behaye thamefelfis as faithiull fubje6tis to the king^, 
and acknowlege thair obedience to him, lalbe refiorit to thair landi% 



* 
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boundifl and polTeifiouns, notwithilanding the dome of forfaltour aganis 
thame, proyyding alwayes that this benefeit fall nocht be extendit to 
thame that hes bene forfaltit for airt and pairt of our fouerane lordis 
iaderis flauchter. 

Item, that my lord regent and remanent nobilmen jojnit with him- 
felf, condifcend to Gk heidis [and] articles as may redound to our foue- 
rane lordis moderis honour adwancement and commodities and may fo. 6i. 
bell feme hir tume ; provyding that the lame be nocht prejudiciall to 
the king and his fbueranitie, quhairvpone dependis the fecuritie of all 
the nobillmen and ytheris profelfing thamefelfis to be fubje6tis, nor git 
prejudiciall in ony poynt of thair fuirtie. [ And3 becaus my lord regent 
and vtheris on his pairt ar alfe weill content to yield to the reifonable 
defyris foiriaidisi as to crave thair performance of his defyre towartis 
the kingis obedience at thair handis, and will weill that all come in 
togidder and at a tyme, and that public lafer can nocht feme to devyife 
the thingis that ar neceifer to be done to the queue, it is thocht con- 
Tenient, that ypoun the tent day of Apryle nixtocum, lalbe aflemblit and 
convenit togidder in Edinburgh in quiet and peceable maner, thir per- 
{onis following, viz. my lord regent, the duk of Chattellaralt, the erllis 
of Huntlie, Argyle, Athole, Mortoun, Mar, Glencame, and lord Har- 
reis ; and incails ony of thir nyne be abfent throw feiknes or vtlier 
laufuU impediment, ane yther nobillman of that pairtie falbe cholin to 
fiipplie his rowme, and thair, in freindlie maner, treat, conclude and 
aggrie vpoun lik heidis as lalbe performit to the queue. And quhat the 
laidis perfonis, or maift pairt of thame findis may redound to hir honour, 
.without prejudice to the king and fecuritie foirfaid, the haill nobilmene 
on baith the fydis fall condifcend thairto. And for fuir cuming of the 
nobilmen foirfaid, my lord hes ypoun his honour promeift that thaj 
may come faiflie, without any danger to thame in thair cuming, remayn- 
ing and retumyng. 
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In the mene tyme it is ag^eit, that the duk of Chattellaralt and 
ytheris his adherentis foir&idis, lall nocht challenge, vfe nor execute 
ony au6toritie of lieutenandrie or ytherwayes, grantit to thame be 
the pretendit commiflioun of the quene our fouerane lordis moder, nor 
mak impediment to officiaris of armes to execute lettres in the kingis 
name, and my lord regentis, throchout the haill realme, and euerie pairt 
thairof as occafioun femes. Alwayes in the mene tyme, it is my lord 
regentis mynd to execute na lettres and chargeis, quhairby the lidd duke 
and his adherentis may be prejugeit or tuichit in thair peribnis, landia 
or guidis, bot onlie be this article is menit, that na impediment fidbe 
maid to the au6toritie in the mene tyme. 

Becaus the forcis man be prefentlie diflbluit, quhairby na iniurie be 
done to any fubje6t of the realme be way of deid ; and reilbunable it 
fo. 51. b. is, that fecuritie be maid to my lord regent for performeing of thair 
pairt of the articles foirlaidis, he performeand to thame ia far thairof 
as concemis thair pairt ; thairfoir the dukis grace, the erle of Caflillis, 
the lord Herreis fall prelentlie enter lufficient plegeis, to remane with 
my lord regent quhill thair pairt of the laidis articles be performed, that 
is to fay, ane of the dukis fonnis, the erle of Caflillis, or his broder, and 
the faid lord Herreis eldefl fone. 

Vpoun the fourtene day of the laid moneth of March, my lord regent, 
my lord duke, an(\ the remanent lordis of the army foirfaid, with Johne 
archbiihope of San£tandrois, depairtit of Gla%ow [and] pall to Striue* 
ling, quhair my lord duke faw the kingis grace, quhilk he haid nocht 
fene of befoir ; and enterit the laid bifchope of Sandbmdrois a pleg^ for 
him withiii the faid caftell of Striueling, becaus nane of his fonis wald 
enter thairfoir ; the erle of Caflillis and the lord Herreis in lykwyife 
enterit thamefeUSis within the laid caftell, to remayne quhill thair fouer- 
ties come to releif thame. 

Vpoun the xxj day of March, my lord r^ent raid to the fbuth bor- 
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daris to meit with ane lord of Ingland, to mak fum ordour to flanche 
the crueltie of the thevis, quha had continwallie reft and flane fen his 
depairting to Ingland. 

Vpoun the xiq^ xxij and xxirj dayes of the laid moneth of March^ 
George lord Sejtoun^ Matho fcherefe of .Air, and Schir James 
Hamiltoun, with certane ytheris being captiue within the caftell 
of Edinburgh fen the Maij lafl, wes put to fredome and libertie, 
tpoun cautionns to enter how fbne thaj be requyrit be my lord regent 
thairto. 

All this tyme, my lord of Huntlie maid greit perfequutioun ypone 
thame that adherit to the kingis obedience, tuke diuerie thair places, 
and fpoulgeit thair guidis, and wes cummand with ane army to Brechin 
to hane inwadit the men of Angus and Fyff, war nocht this appoint- 
ment ftopit the fame. 

In this mene tyme, thair wes greit hoflilitie and crueltie vfit in France 
beCnix the king and the prince of Condy about religioun, and ytheris de- 
boittis amangis thame in the cuntrey of Schirrene, [Charente] quhair the 
ftid prince wes flane, with certane of his men at Schirrene be the faid 
Idng^ broder ; and alfe in Flanderis betuix duke de Alua, lieutennent to 
the king of Spane, and the prince of Orange, quha obtenit fupport of 
certane dukis of Almaney to obtene his landis agane in Flanderis, 
quhairfra he wes banift for the religionis cans ; hot' the faid duke re- 
fiftit him in fik maner, that he wes conftranit to leif Flanderis and 
poB ypoun the bordaris of France, quhair he wes euill treatit be the ib. 62. 
kkigthairof. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Aprile 1569t James erle of Murray regent, 
come to Edinburgh fra the raid abonewrittin ypoun the theyis, quham 
with paft ane cumpany of Inglifmen to haye apprehendit thame ; hot the 
fiudia theyis k^pit thamefelffis in fie maner that the laid regent gat 
nane thairof, nor did litill yiher thing thair, except he brint and reft 
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the places of Mangerftoun and Quhittak, with diaerfe Ttheris houfiEs 
pertening to the faidis thevis. 

Vpoun the famin day, the erle of Caflillis, my lordis Maxwell and 
Herreis, come to Edinburgh to the conventioun. 

Vpoun the tent day of the lamin moneth, James duke of ChaitelhU 
rault, erle of Arrane, lord Hamiltoun, accumpanyit with the ehhot of 
Kylwynning, come to Edinburgh to the laid conventioun. 

Vpoun the fextene day of Aprile 1569^ Johne lord Herreis wes put 
in the caftell of Edinburgh in waird at aucht houris at evin, becaus he 
wald nocht acknowlege the kingis au£toritie, nor my lord regent ; and 
my lord duke retenit and haldin in captivitie within my lord vegeatiB 
chalmer all that nycht, and all the xrij day of Apryle, quhill the 
auchtene day of Aprile at nyne houris befoir none ; at the quhilk tyme 
he wes convoyit to the faid caftell of Edinburgh, and put in captivitie 
thairin for the cans foirfaidis. 

Vpoun the xviij day of Maij, the geir of <jod abonewrittin, James 
erle of Murray regent paft of Edinburgh, to pas to the north pairtis 
of this realme, to dant the infolence of George erle Huntlie, quha 
with his complices dailie and hourlie waiftit and diftroyit the guidis and 
geir of all thame that afiiftit the kingis au6toritie, and tuke thair 
houflis and places in the quenis name as hir lieutennent ; quha paft to 
San£tandrois in Fyff, quhair the faid erle of Huntlie come and convenit 
with my lord regent for himfelf and his freindis ; and thairefter my 
lord regent paft to Abirdene, and thair fummond all theis per fonis quha 
tuke pairt with the faidis erle of Huntlie, to compeir befoir the faid re- 
gent in the tolbuyth of Abirdene, to vnderly the law for fik crymes as 
wes be thame committit. And becaus thaj durft not ynderly the law, 
thaj componit with his grace for greit fowmes of money. And thair- 
efter he paft to Elgin and Innernes, quhair in lyikwyfe the afliftaris of 
the faid erle of Huntlie wer callit ; hot thaj componit for fik fowmes of 
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boney as thaj wer not habill to pay, for tbair wes neuer i'ene nor hard 
in this realme in tymes bygane that flc mene gentillmen as thir ar that 
payit lie greit fowmes of money as thaj did. In this mene tyme, thair 
nane within the boundis of the north hot thaj wer lubdewit to the f 

igis au6loritie, and wer compellit to acknowledge the larain. 

In this mene lealbne, Thomas lord Boyd come fra the quene and 
counlale of Ingland with writtingis, and ane commiHionn to delyre my 
lord r^«nt and his counlale that he mycht a£lioun hefoir the commif- 
of Edinburgh, twicheing devorce betuix James erle Bothuill and 
tile quenis majeilie, and to haue thair confentis that the quenis grace 
mycht be marijt vpon the erle of Northfolk, and that hir majeilie micht 
be reftorit to hir croun and realme, quhairof Iho wes laitlie difpofeft, 
Cclyk as Iho wes befoir Iho wes depofit of hir autloritie royall. OflF the 
quhtLk demandis, the xxv day of Julij nixtocum wes alDgnit to the laid 

'd Boyd to reflaue ane anfuer in Perth ; to the wliilk day the raaiA 
art of the nobilitie wes jprittin for ; and at the quhilk day it is faid, 

it it wes decreitit[be the]counfale, that ane honourable man Oiould pas 

the quene and counfale of Ingland with ane wreitting, declaring that 
my lord regent nor his counlate wald nather confent that the quenis 
grace of Scotland fould be feparated fra the faid erle Bothwile, nor git 

it Iho fould marie agane, nor wald relTaue hir to hir au6toritie, 
le nor honour, hot wald mantene and defend the auftoritie of the 
king hir lone prefentlie ellabliihed aganis quhatl'umeuer perfonis per- 
lewaris thairfoir. 

In my lord regentia palling to the north, he caulit burne certane 
itches in San£landrois, and in his returning, he caufit burne ane vther 
cUmpanie of witches in Dundie. 

In this mene tyme, thair wes greit perfecutioun done in Flanderis be 

ke de Alua, tieutennent to the kinge of Spangc, vpoun the profeOburis 

Chriftia religioun, and be the king of France vpoun thame in the 
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cuntrey of France, fua that the profeflburis of Goddis urord wer not 
onlie banifled out of thair cuntries, bot alfwa maiil crewallie put to the. 
deitfa. For that caus, thair raife ane greit divifioun and diicenfioun be« 
tuix the king of France, and ane pairt of his nobilitie, quhilkis wer ih^ 
prince of Condy, the admirall, with diuerfe vtheris ; quha being perliewit 
extremelie be the king of France efter the flauchter of the laid prince 
of Condie, wer conllranit to feik fupport at the dukis of Almainet quha 
fo. 53. fupportit thame with ane certane men of weir } of the quhiikiflu th«ir 
capitaae wes the duke de Pontis, with quhome and his aflifiaris on thafc 
ane pairt, and the king of France on the vther pairt, the inhabitantiii 
of the laid realme ar maifl greyoullie wexit prefentlie, and fua hornUat 
ilauchteris havand the dominioun abone the vther, that the Ijk thwof 
wes neuer heirtofoir hard nor fene. 

Vpoun the fjfl day of Auguft 1569^ Williame Stewart^ fumtjne. 
lyoun king of armes, being fulpedtit for airt and pairt of the conipiraad 
of my lord regentis flauchter, and brocht to the caftell of Edinbuigh 
out of Dunbartane, and als Pareis frencheman, being brocht out of 
Denmark, and ane of the flayaris of our fouerane lordis fadar^ to the 
laid callell of Edinburgh, wer baith tane owt of the iaid cafi^ to 
San^tandrois, thair to be puneift according to thair. demerittis. 

Vpoun the iamyne day, Alexander Home of Reidbrayes wes dire&it 
be my lord r^ent to the quenis grace of Ingland, with ane anfuer of the 
writtingis brocht of befoir be Mr Johne Wod fra the laid quenis graee 
to my lord regent, and als be my lord Boyd, twitching the reftoring of 
our fouerane ladie to hir honour, croun and audloritie royall, and de- 
fyring of devorcement as is befoir reherlit. 

Vpoun the xy day of the (aid moneth, Williame Stewart being coBr 
yi6lit for witcherie, wes brunt, and the laid Pareis conyi&it for aiie of 
the flayaris of the king, wes hangit in Sandtandrois. 

Vpoun the x^cj day of Auguft, the laid Alexander Home returoit 
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furdi of Ingland to Edinburgh to my lord regent, with ane anfiier fra 
i&e quenis majeftie of Ingland, and paft to Striueling thairwith. Efter 
liis coming, my lord r^^nt caufit wreit for all the nobilitie, to cum to 
Striueling for adwyfing vpoun the laid anfuer. 

In all this geir preceiding, the peft being in Edinburgh, Leith and 
Cannongaity thair wes ane verrie greit darth in this realme, fua that the 
boll of eit meill wes fauld for iij pundis xij fhillingis, the boll of quheite 
tor iiij {mndis x fliillingis, and the boll of beir for iij pundis. Vpoun the 
xzix day of this laid moneth, in the momyng befoir none, bot or twa 
eftemone^ vpoun the fame day, the boll of ait meill wes fauld for xl 
iUIIiDgis, zxzviij fhillingis, and xxxvj fhillingis ; the boll of quheit for 
L ffafflingis, and the beir for xxxiij fhillingis. 

Vpoim the famin day, maifter Thomas Flemyng, broder to Johne 
tUmjDg of Boighall, come out of Ingland fra the quenis majeftie thair- 
of to StriiieUng to my lord regentis grace. 

In this mene tyme, thair wes ane conventioun in Dunkeld of thir fo. 53. b. 
lordis following, viz. the erlis of Athole, Crawfurd, the lordis of Og^l- 
bie, Ruthvene, the fecretarie, my lord Seytoun, with diuerfe vtheris. 
ft 18 &id that thq wer at the hunting thair, bot the iamin wes heavilie 
mnnmiirit that thaj wer dewyfing fum thingis twitching the quenis 
caimflig hame, and the wraiking of James erle of Mortoun and his 
aflraaris. • 

Vpoon the fecund day of September, Johne erle of Athole, Williame 
Maifland gounger of Lethingtoun fecretare, come furth of Dunkeld to 
Striueling to the conrentioun abonewrittin ; and vpoun the third day 
Amaxft, my lord regent, the erlis of Mar, Mortoun, Athole and Glen- 
eame^ and my lord Sympill, with my lord fecretare, all being fitting in 
•oooniale in the caftell of Striueling, thair come in the famin ane gentil- 
aan oalUt Thomas Crawfurd, quha fell doun vppun his kneyis, and de- 
fpaft^ juftioe to be done vpoun the faid fecretare and Mr James Balfour 
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piyour of Fittenweme, and tuke in hand that he wald perfew thame for 
airt and pairt of the llauchter of the kingis fader his maiften The fidd 
fecretar being thair prefent, alledging him to be innocent of the cryme 
foiriaid, offerit to find cautioun wnder quhat panes mj lord r^ent 
pleifit, that he fhould compeir quhat tjme he fould be laufiillie chargit 
thairto, and fuld ynderly the jugement of ane afljrifs thairfoir. The laid 
Thomas allegit, that the cryme quhairof the faid fecretare wes to be 
accufit of, wes treflbun, and thairfoir he aucht nocht to be lattin &rt]| 
vpoun cautioun, hot aucht and fould remajne in waird quhili he wer 
aither clengit or fylit thairof. Vpoun the quhilk, the laidis lordis aid* 
wyfit and faud, that the faid fecretare aucht and fould remajne in waird 
ay and quhili he wer maid clane or foule of the laid cryme, and jRia he 
wes commandit to remayne in waird within the caftell of Striueling ; at 
the quhilk commandement and chairge, Johne erle of Athole wes woii»> 
derous heavilie offendit and commovit, becaus the (aid fecretare conoift 
with him to the faid counfell, &c. 



fb. 54. To pas quietlie, and to tak and apprehend Mr James Balfour as fufyeBt 
of the faid ilauchter, quha apprehendit the laid Mr James in his place 
of Monymeill, and brocht him and George his brother to the laid cafleil 
of Striueling, quhair thaj ar detenit in captiyitie and prefbime. 

It was laid that this wes ane drawin and devifit purpois, lang of befoir 
conlairit be my lord regent, the erlis of Mortoun and thair affiflaris, 
becaiis the laid erle of Mortoun, and the laid fecretarie, and Mr Jamea 
Balfour haitit ytheris to the death ; and thairfoir the laid erle MortoiiA» 
fearing that the laidis fecretarie and Mr James Balfour, with the erle 
of Athole, lordis Home and Seytoun and thair alliftaris, Ibuld pw* 
forme the thing that thaj haid, at the faid counlale be thame haldin at 
Punkeld, devyfit of befoir, or at leaft fiifpe6tit be thame to hare )mii6 
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tie haid left him, and that thaj wer deljrrous to bring hame the qaenki 
grace agane out of Ingland. 

Vpoun the firft day of Od:ober 1569, Mr Robert Fitcame somig 
abbot of Dunfermling, paft as ambafladour dire6tit fra mj lord r^;eiit 
to the quenis majeflie of Ingland, with ane certane anlner of wreittiiigii 
brocht to the laid r^ent fra the quenis grace be Alexander Home of 
Northberwik. 

in this mene tyme, James erle of Murray lord regent continwallie 
abaid in Kelfo, frti the xiij day of September vnto the zrj day of Ofto^ 
ber, quhairypoun he depairtit with his army, according to the prodama^ 
tioun, vpoun the theyis. 

In the lame feafoun, Marie queue of Scottis, moder to James now 
king of Scottis, being fled in Ii^land as is abonereherfit, wes (be the 
moyance and addres of the duk of Northfolk in Ingland, in reddmea to 
haue cuming in Scotland, to have obtenit agane hir croun and aiiAori- 
tie,) ftoppit of the quenis majeftie of Ingland, and that pairt of the 
couniale thairof that favourit our laid king and his regent foirfaid^ Tnto 
the tyme the laid quenis grace of Ingland and hir couniale wer foriher 
advyfit thairof^ and becaus the laid duk of Northfolk tuke pairt 
with our laid quenis grace, he wes put in waird within the tour of 
Londoun. 
fo. 55. Vpoun the third day of Oflober foirlaid, thair wes ane battel! ftrOdn 
in France betuix the king thairof and the admirall, quha wes principttll 
of the proteftanis, at Loudoun befyd Poteris, quhair it wes cntdlie 
fodiin betuix thame, bot the king wes yiffcorious. In this confliftirer 
llane of the admindlis cumpany extending to xiiij^ men, and the admi- 
rall fled to ane toun neirby with lus horfinene ; and the king haid Hane 
in his army certane Frenchmen to the nomber of iij^ or thairby. 

Vpoun the lecund day of Nouember 1569> the conunendatare- of 
Dunfermling, quha depahrtit laitlie of befoir fra Edinburgh towartiatbe 
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qliene of Inglaad» come to the burgh of Edinburgh, and obtenit all his 
defjrris at the queue of Ingland. 

' Vpoun the third day of the iamyne moneth of Nouember, mj lord 
regent retumit fra the raid to Edinburgh, and brocht with him certane 
pkgis for the thevis, extending to the nomber of Ix. It is faid that 
thair wea iik obedience maid be the laid theris to the laid regent, as the 
lyk wee neuer done to na king in na mans dayes of befoir. And at 
his cuming to Edinburgh, he diftributit the faidis plegis amongis certane 
barronia of this realms to be keipit be thame induring my lord regentis 
will and mynd, for keiping of guid reule in the cuntrie in tymes cuming. 
Vpoun the xvij day of Nouember foirfaid, George lord Seatoun, fuf- 
pedit as fauourar of the queue, wes eommandit in waird within the 
cafiell of Blaknes^ thairin to remayne vpoun his awne expenilis induring 
my lord regentis will. 

In this mene tyme, WiUiame Maitland gounger of Lethingtoim wes 
to vnderly the law vpoun the xxj day of this inftant ; and becaus my 
lord regent fearing that the laid fecretaris freindis wes to come the lamin 
day to him for his defence in greit nwmer, thairfoir he difchargit thame 
to cum hot with thair freindis houihald men. 

Vpoun the xviij day of the laid moneth of Nouember, the fentence 
of foirfaltour wes pronuncit aganis Johne lord Hemyng, and Johhe 
Heyming of Bo^haU, for the keiping and balding of the caftell of Dun- 
bartanaaganis the kingis majefiie. 

Vpoun the xxj daye of the laid moneth of Nouember, becaus my lord 
Ibcretare wes to thole the law the lamin day, thair wes fik ane great 
ccmventioun of the people in the toui^ of Edinburgh, that it wes fpoken 
that my lord r^ent wes almaift ailonift to hald the laid day of law, be- 
caus of thame that aflillit with the laid fecretarie, and lua dry vand owir 
the fiud day quhill it wes almaift xij houris ; at the quhilk tyme, Johne 
commendatare of Coldinghame, Mr Robert Maitland dene of Abirdene, 
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and Mr Clement Litill aduocat,paft to thetolbuith of Edinburghiand 
fo. 55. b. protefiit in the name of the laid fecretare that he wes reddie to cum ta 
ynderlj the law for the cryme laid to his chairge, and that thair wes na 
perfoune reddie thair to perfew him, and thairfoir that the iaidis lettres 
fould defert in thamefelff, and relivit fra the pane thairof* All this 
tyme mj lord Home remaynit in this toun of Edinburgh, accumpanyt 
with my lord fecretaris freindis in greit nowmer ; hot my lord of Mor- 
toun, quha fhould haue perfewit the laid fecretare, come nocht to Edin- 
burgh quhill the xxij day of the laid moneth, in fik tyme of day as iby 
lord Home wes depairtit of this laid burgh towartis the Merle, and then 
to cum to Edinburgh with ane greit cumpany of folkis. 

Vpoun the laid xxj day of Nouember, thair come noyeUis to my 
lord regent from Ingland, that thair wes ane greit tumult in Englaadf 
maid be the duke of Northfolkis freindis aganis the quenis majeftie of 
Ingland, and that the erlis of Northumberland and Weftcumberland, and 
my lord Daries, [Dacres] with thair aflUftaris, haid maid conventiomi of 
thair freindis in armour in the north pairtis of that realme of Inglandf and 
pall to Durhame quhair thaj come ; and in all places quhair thaj come, 
detrudit the nliniftarie of Goddis word, and imputt in thair places 
preiftis to celebrat mels againe, and maid publi6t proclamatioun throw 
all the boundis of thair jurifdi£tioun, to convene with ihame in th^ 
fulfilling thair wicked interpryfiis ; and fua thir novalUs, as wes re- 
portit, wes the ane of the principall cauflis of the defepng ofibe fiud 
day of law. 

In all this tyme the tumult in Ingland grew ay the mair and mair, in 
lie lort and maner that the famin is habill to be fochin betuix the quenis 
grace of Ingland and the Iaidis lordis of the nobilitie haiftilie, without 
the quenis pairt be the fonar reddie* 

Vpoun the fyftene day of December 1569^ Archibald erle of Ergyle 
come to Edinburgh to Ipeik with my lord r^nt, and wes conyoytt 
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thairto be Johne lord Erfldn. The laid erle fpak nocht with my lord 
r^nt fen the battell of Langfjd vnto this day. 

In this mene tymoi the maifter of Ghrame wes fend diuerfe tymes to 
Johne lord Flemyngi being within the caftell of Dunbartane and hald- 
and the fame^ to treat with the faid lord tuiching the deliuerance of 
the laid caftell ; and thaj commounit thairypone, bot culd not aggrie to- 
gidder vpoun the articles quhilkis my lord Flemymg defyrit. 

Vpoun the lamin day, the laird of Borg and his freindis conyenit fo. 66. 
thamelelffis togidder, and convoyit to the laid cailell of Dumbartane in 
the momyng certane key and laidis of meill, and thairefter depairted, 
quhairof my lord flemyng wes yerry glaid ; bot quhen the iamin come 
to my lord regentis earis, he wes hayilie difcontentit thairwith, and wes 
yerry angry at the capitanis and men of weir being than in the toun of 
Dunbartane, that tholit the faid fumifching to pas to the laid caftell 

Wpoun the anchtene day of December foirlaid, thair wes ane procla- 
matioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeing all and lindrie 
our ibuerane lordis liegis, betuix fextie and fextene, als wele to burgh 
as to land, regalitie as royaltie, within the fcherefdomes of Louthiane, 
Hadingtoun, Lynlithgow, Berwik, Roxburgh and Peblis, and the owir 
Ward of Cliddifdaill, to meit my lord regent in Peblis, weill bodin in 
feir of weir, with ten dayis yi£luallis, the tuantie day of the laid moneth, 
to pas quhair thaj lalbe commandite 

Vpoun the xx day of the faid moneth, my lord regent depairtit af 
Edinburgh to Peblis. The toun of Edinburgh ftirnifhit to the faid raid 
j^ men of warre. 

This raid wes maid becaus it wes reportit to my lord regent, that the 
lordis of Ingland quha haid maid ane infurre6tioun aganis the queue 
thairof, wes fled fra the quenis folkis perfewaris of thame, and wes of 
purpois to haue fled in Scotland ; and thairfoir my lordis regent and 
ytheris preift thamefelfis at this tyme to refift thame at the weft bordaris.

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This fame day the Erie of Ergyle departit towartiB cafiell Campbell 
fra Edinburgh, accumpanyit with my lord of Mar. 

Nota, the taking of the erie of Northumberland. 

Vpoun the xxv day of the faid moneth of December, my lord regent 
convenit with M airtene EUot, that he fbuld betraiis Thomas erie of 
Northumberland, quha wes fled in liddifdaill out of Ingland for refuge^ 
in this maner ; that is^o fay, the faid Martine caufit Heckie Anny- 
ftrang defyre my lord of Northumberland to cum and Ipeik with him 
vnder tryft, and caufed the laid erie beleive that, efter i^eildng, gif my 
lord regent wald perfew him, that he and his freindis fould tak plane 
pairt with the erie of Northumberland. And when the find erie come 
with the faid Hekkie Armyffarang to fpeik the find Martine, he canied 
certane licht horfmen of my lord regentis with vtheris his freihdia to ly 
at a wait, and quhen thaj fould fie the faid erie and the faid Martine 
fo. 56. b. f peking togidder, that thaj fuld come and tak the laid erie ; and lUa aa 
wes devyfit, fua come to pas. And the laid erie being tane vnder tndft 
as faid is, certane of his afliftaris followed and perfewed the faid Mar^ 
tine and his cumpany, purpofing to haue releivit the faid erie ; and in 
thair perforce, capitane Johne Borthwik, capitan of my lord regentis 
horfmen, wes Hane ; and the remanent raid to Hawik, quhairto thig 
brocht the faid erie, and thairefter to Jedburgh ; quha gat na prefena 
of my lord regent quhill the xxvij day of December, at the quhilk tyma 
thaj wer cumand to Edinburgh. In this tyme, the laird of Ormeft<mnt 
being at the home for the kingis flauchter, and his pairttakeris, i^poul- 
geit the faid erie of Northumberlandis hous, and his wyff of all hir 
jewellis, his cleithing and poife. It is faid thaj Ipoulgeit hir of xxjl™ 
of Fortingall ducatts, with all his abulgementis and cleithing perteyning 
to him and hir. Efter this the faid erlis wyfe wes intertenyt be Alex- 
ander lord Home honourablie. 

Vpoim the penult day of the faid moneth, my lord regent accumpanyit 
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with the laid erie of Northumberland, come to Edinburgh ; and the faid 
erle wes lugeit in Alexander Clarkis hous in Edinburgh, burges thairof, 
in Blaiklokis cloiis. 

In this mene tyme the erle of Weftcumberland wea in Teviotdaill, 
and wes reflavit be the laird of Phernyhirfl, and wald nocht onnawayes 
rander him to my lord regent, albeit he wes, as it wes faid, requyrit to 
doe the lame vnder greit pants. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Januar, my lord regent tuik his vioage, and 
come of Edinburgh to Dunbartane, onlie to obtene the faid callell 
thairof be appointment, or elle to continew the aflaige of the fame. 

Vpoun the famia day, the laid erle of Northumberland wes convoyit 
be my lord regent furth of Edinburgh to Lochlevin, thairin to re- 
mayne induring hia will. And thairefter the iaid regent pall to Dun- 
bartane, and maid moyane for the callell thairof ; hot quhen thaj wer 
commandit vpoun the deliuerance thairof, Mr Thomas Flemying, bro- 
der to the laird of Boighall, arryvit in Lochryane with twa greit Ichippia 
fiirth of France, laidin with all maner of furneiihing of vidtuallis be- 
langing to the balding of ane caftell ; and fra the tyme the lord Flem- 
yng had bein liirelie aduerteift thairof, he wald onnawayes commoun 
forther vpoun the randering of the ^id callell. 

Vpoun the xvj day of the &id moneth of Januar, thair come to Edin- 
burgh ane ambaflatour diredlit fra the quenis majeftie of Ingland to my i 
lord regent, callit fchir Harie Goittis, ather to delyre the erle of 
Northumberlane to be randerit to the quenis grace of Ingland, or ela 
to know the niynd of the lord regent and the nobilitie tuiching the re- 
ftoring of the queue [to] libertie and honour. And vpoun the xviij 
day of the faid moneth, the laid ambaflatour pail from Edinburgh to 
Striueling to my lord regent, and returnit thairfra to Edinburgh vpoun 
the XX day of the famin moneth, to haue remaynit in Edinburgh vnto 
the cuming of my lord regent thairto. 
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Nota, the flauchter of James erle of Murray regent. 

Vpoun the xxiij daj of the laid moneth of Januar being nionimcla]r 
1569, my lord regent being in Linlithgow in Charlis Drummondis hom^ 
and when he wes ryding throw Linlithgow, purpofing to come to Edin- 
burgh, he wes fchot with ane hagbute be James Hamiltoun of BoUuiil- 
hauch in his wambe ; of the quhilk fchot he deceilBt at zj houris at evin in 
the palace of Linlithgow that famin nycht ; and thairefter his dead corpis 
wes tranflated to Striueling, quhair it wes burijt in the chappell thair- 
of. This James Hamiltoun of Bothuilehauch lay at await to commit 
this flauchter, in the bifchope of Sandlandrois ludgeing in Linlithgow ; 
and efter that the deid wes done, he depairtit at ane poflrum get and 
wes not tane, for he haid diuerfe perfonis his afliftaris awaitand ypoun 
him for his releif ; the laid Ingoing incontinent thairefter wes alluterlie 
burnt with fyre. 

The deid of my lord regent wes the caus of great dollour to all thame 
of Chryflis religioun, and the caus of railing of great tumult and Tp* 
roare in this realme amang the nobilitie thairof, for he was the defendar 
of the weidow and father les, hot the vling of ane ftrangeris particular 
counlale, by the nobilitie, was his diftru£Houn. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of the laid moneth, the fouldiouris being at the 
feige of the cailell of Dunbartane, heirand of my lord regentis deoeia» 
depairted from Dunbartane towartis Striueling to the kingis grace^ and 
left the laid feige. 

In this mene tyme, Johne lord Flemyng rellauit the laidis Ichippis 
and men, and the yi£luallis thairof he caulit be put in the laid caftellf 
and thairefter put his fouldiouris in the toun of Dunbartane. 

Wpoun the third and ferd dayes of Februar, Archibald erle of £rgyle» 
and the Hamiltounis, convenit in Dunbartane with Johne lord Flemyings 
and commounit togidder tuitching all materis, and depairted tluurinu 

Vpoun the firft day of the laid moneth of Februar, James erle of 
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Mortoun come to Edinburgh, and that be the foliftatioun of the bail- 
leis of ihe find burgh, for balding of the feflioun within the lame ; and 
thairfoir ana certane of the laid toun raid furth thairof, and conrojit ib. 57. b. 
the laid erle thairto, quhairin he wes lugeit in my lord regentis lugging. 

Vpoun the audit day of the laid moneth of Februar, Johne erle of 
Mar, lord Erlkin, accumpanyit with Alexander erle of Glencame, and 
vtheria his freindis and fouldiourisi retumeing fra the faid fege of Dun- 
bartane, come to Edinburgh for keiping of the day of conventioun ap^* 
poyntit to be in Edinburgh the tent day of this inftant, for taking ordour 
of ihe flauchter of my lord r^ent, and for the gouemament of this 
realme» the lamyn being as it war heidles and maifierles in this tyme. 

In all this mene tyme, the lairdis of Phirnihirll and Balclewcht, with 
ths erle of Weffanureland, pafi to Ingland, and brunt, herijt and maid 
great flauchter thairin. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the laid moneth of Februar, maifter Randell 
agent for ihe quenis majeftie of Ingland come to Edinburgh to this con-> 
yentioun foirlaid. 

In this mene tyme, Archibald erle of Ergyle, Johne lord Flemyng, 
{md the Hamiltouns, fend James Campbell of Ardkinglas to the laidis 
lordis and erlis, defyring thame to acknowlege na au£toritie hot the 
quenis au&oritie, and thame as hir lieutennentis ; and as tuitching the 
laid murther, thaj Ibuld be willing to pyneis the lamyne vpone the com- 
mittaris ihairof, and that they Ihould not think that the haill Hamil- 
touns wer the committaris of the lamyne, albeit that he was of that fur- 
name that did the deid. 

Vpoun the tuelf day of the lamyne moneth, Johne erle of Athole 
come to Edinburgh to the conventioun foirlaid. 

Vpoun the ziij day of the moneth foirlaid, thair wes ane proclama- 
tioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, makand declaratioun of 
the crwell murther conunittit be the Hamiltouns vpoun my lord regent ; 
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and thairfoir inhibite all and lindrie our foueranis liegis, that nane of 
thame tak ypoun hand to aflift, fortifie or mantene the laidis Hamiltoinis 
in the defence of the laid murthefi with certificatioun ^thaj did thaj fould 
be haldin as partakeris and committaris of the lamyn in tyme to cum. 

Vpoim the xiiij day of the laid moneth, being tjriOaye, my lord re- 

gentis corpis being brocht in ane bote be fey fra Striueling to Leitii, 

quhair it wes keipit in Johne Wairdlaw his hous, and thairefter caryit 

to the place of Halyrudhous^ wes tranlportit fra the laid palace oi Haly* 

rudhous to the college kirk of San£):geill in this maner ; that is to lays 

William Kircaldie of Grange knycht, raid fra ihe laid palice in dule 

weid, beirand ane penlall quhairin wes contenit ane reid lyoun ; efter 

him foUowit Coluill of Cleifche^ mailer houfliald to the laid 

regenty with ane vther penfell quhairin wes contenit my lord regeMB 

fb. 58. armes and bage ; efter thame wes the erlis of Athole, Mar, Glencame^ 

lordis of Ruthyenoi Methvenei maiiler of Grahame» lord lindlays with 

diuerfe ytheris barronis, beirand the laidis corpis to the laid college kirk of 

San6i:geill, quhairin the iamyne wes placeit befoir the pulpett ; and thaiiw 

efter Johne Knox minifter maid ane lamentable fermond tuitching the 

laid murther ; the lamin being done, the laid corpis wes burijt in fimft 

Anthoneis yle within the laid college kirk. 

Vpoun the lamin day^ William Maitland younger of Lethingtoun 
lecretare wes brocht furth of the cafiell of Edinburgh^ quhairin he wes 
captiue, to the tolbuyth thairof, to the counfall be the defyre of the lordis 
thairof. Efter his cuming, he maid ane perfite orratione» quhairintill 
he lamentit the death and murther of my lord regent, and maid his 
purgatioim of the horrible cryme, quhairfoir he wes (as he all^t) put 
in captivitie, in lie fort and maner that all the conlciences of the lordis 
foirfiddis, ge of his verrye innemeis, judg^it him to be innocent thairof; 
quhairypone thaj maid ane a£t of fecreit counlale> and lua daylie thair- 
efter he come to the counfale. 
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Schortlie efter my lordis of fecreit counfales conventioun in Edin> 
burg'h, maifler Randell fchewhiswrittingis to the couniall foirlaid ; the 
contentis quliairof wer, that gif thaj fould tak diligence vpoun the keip- 
ii^ of the kingis grace in liiritie, and to keip the conditionis maid be 
joy lord regent to the quenis grace of Ingland in all pointis, the faid 
quenis majeftie wald caufe retene and hald the quenis grace of Scotland 
in furer firmance and keiping nor fho we9 keipit of befoir, and als fould 
mantene the laid klngis aufloritie with men of weir and money, vnto 
the tyme his grace fould be vniuerfallie obeyit throuchout all this realme ; 
quluurto thaj all condifcendit. 

Vpoun the lamin day of Februar, the geir of God foirlaid, the lordis 
of fecreit coiinlall continewit thair conventioun vnto the ferd day of 
March nixtocum, quhairat the haill nobilitie of this realme is ordanit to 
convein, and thair to relToun on all materia als wele concerning the 
commounwele as the llauchter of my lord regent, hot principallie tuitch- 
ing the regiment of this realme ; and iiia vpoun the xviij day of the 
laid moneth, thaj depairtit af Edinbui^h to thair places. The haill 
nobilitie that convenit to this conventioun wer James erle of Mortoun, 
Johne erle of Athole, Johne erle of Mar, Alexander erle of Glencarne, 
the maifler of Grahame, the erle of Buchane, the lordis of Lindlay, my 
lord Ruthvene, my lord Methvene, my lord Cathcart, my lord Glam- 
tnis, loj lord Someruill, my lord Vcbiltrie, the lairdis of Tullibardin, 
Bowgony, Blairquhan, Lochlevin, the laird of Grange, capitane of the 
caftell of Edinburgh, with diuerfe vtheris fmall barronis, and fmall geo- 
tiimene, to ane fmall nowmer ; and becaus thaj wer not of that validitie 
and ftrengtb as thaj belevit to haue bene or thair cummg to Edinburgh, 
thaj maid the continewatioun foirfaid ; for it is faid that the faid now- 
mer being convenit, wes drawiu in fyndrie jugementie and fadlionis ; 
ane pairt, to cheis certane regentia to gouerne this realme, and to fc. 6b. i 
revenge the regentis flauchter ; ane vther pairt wes myndit to haue 
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the quene hame agane, and to haye this realme reulit be hir and hir 
counlall.

Vpoun the xrij day of the laid moneth, thair conuenit in the cittie of 
GhSjgoWf Archibald erle of Ergyle, Johne commendatar of Abirbrothc^ 
Claud Hamiltoun fonis to James duke of Chattellarault, erle of Arrane^ 
Hew erle of Eglintoun, Robert lord Bojd, Johne lord Flemjaig, the 
maifter of Hereis, the lairdis of Lochinyar, Phamihirfi, Buckclewche, 
Scarling, with diuerfe ytheris barronis and gentilmene, to the nowuMr 
of and thair held couniale and purpoife tuitching the letting 

furth of the quenis au£toritie, and obeying of hir lieutennentis ynto hir 
hamecuming within this realme. 

Vpoun the xx day of the laid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun

the lordis of the nobilitie quhair thaj lalbe commandit, ynder the pane 
of tinfell of lyff, landis and guidis. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, thair wes ane yther proclamatioun, inhibiting 
all and lindrie our foueranis liegis, that nane of thame tak ypoun hand 
to aflift, fortifie, mantene or ryd with the lairdis of Phamihirfl, Buck- 
clench, and thair partakeris and afliftaris, in Ingland, for making of de- 
pridatiounis thairin, ynder the pane of deith. 

Vpoun the xxy day of the faid moneth, Archibald erle of Ergjle 
and Robert lord Boyd come to Dalkeith, quhair thaj commounit with 
James erle of Mortoun and Williame Maitland younger of Lething- 
toun, tuitching all debaittis quhilk wer in contrayerlie amangis the no- 
bilitie of this realme, and Ipeciallie anents the hambringing of the quenis 
majeftie furth of Ingland, and reiTaueing of hir in hir au£toritie and 
place agane ; hot quhat wes concludit tharin, few or nane wes pairtici* 
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pant thalrof. And in the treating- of thir thingis, the laidis perlbnis re- 
iiianit togidder he the fpace of tua dayes or thairby. At the quhilk con- 
ventioun and meiting-, Mr Randell the quenia agent of Ingland, being 
than in Edinburgh, heirand and knowand the laid conventioiin, he quhat 
menis I knaw nocht, wes convoyit of Edinburgh he Mr Archibald Dou-

with, hot maiit vehementlie reprotchit him, faying, it wes not for the 
wele of the ciintrie that Cc ane perfonage as he fould be permittit and 
tbolit to remayne thairin, to mak tumult and difcord amangia the nobi- ft 
litie of this realme, and to be the inftrument to cans euerie ane of thame 
hait vtheris to the death, for the plefour of the quene of Ingland, and 
weilfare of hir realme : Bot it fould nocht ly in hir power to doe the 
lame : Theirfoir he beleivit in God, that the faid nohilitie wald nocht 
heir to hir fair wordis and feinjeat, bot wald aggrie all dehaittis amang 
thamefelfis, and thairefter procure the deliuerance of the quenis grace 
of Scotland, at the quene of Inglands handis with plefour j and gif 
Iho wald not let hir depairt of Ingland with plefour, the laid nohilitie 
fuld obtene help, gif the lamin wer to [be] fundin within the empyr, to 
caus the faid quene of Scotland to he delyuerit, aganis the quene of Ing- 
landis will.

VpouD the third day of March, the haill Hamiltonis, accumpanijt with 
Archibald erle of Ergyle, Robert lord Boyd, and vtheris thair freindie. 
come to Lynlithqw, quhair thaj lay vnto the ferd day of the famin ; at 
the quhilk tyme, James duke of Chattellarault, erle of Arrane, being 
than in captivitie within the cailell of Edinburgh, heirtng of the laid 
alTemhlie, wreat to the laids freindis to remove fra the liiid toun of Lin> 
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lithqw till Hamiltoun, quhill Johne erle of Mar be pafi to £dtnb«^ ; 
for it was reportit to the laid duke, gif the faidis HamiltouiiB wald re* 
mayne in the faid toun of Linlythqw, it wald haue bene the cans of 
fcheding of blood, and thairthrow Hopping of the conyentioun laitlie to 
be maid in Edinburgh ; at the requeft of the quhilk wrekting, the 
faidis Hamiltonis depairtit to Hamiltoun. Vpoun the firft day of the 
laid moneth, Archibald erle of Ergyle departit towartia Striueling to 
fpeik with the laid earle of Mar, and to convoy him to Edinburgh to the 
faid conyentioun. In this mene tjme, the erle of Weftmureland come 
to the faid burgh of Linlithqw, and exponit in prefens of the faidis eriis 
of Ergyle, lord Boyd, Hamiltonis and lairdis of Lochinver, how that 
it wes nocht ynknowin to thame that he wes bannift and expellit furth 
of the realme of Ingland, with his freindis and pairtakeris, for the quene 
of Scotlandis cans, and that thair wes na greit man in the realme of 
Ingland (thrie being excepted) hot thaj fubfcryvit that thing that he fub- 
Icriuit ; and thairfoir he ezhortit thame to be frenk and fordwart in the 
mantenance of the laid quenis au£toritie of Scotland ; and gif thq wald 
doe the lamjne, it is laid that he promittit to thame that he and his at 
fiftaris in Ingland Ibuld fumeis to thame y^ men of weir for geir and 
day, and fould lend to thame lameikill liluer as wald liiftene vtheris y^ 
men during the laid Ipace ; for he aflured thame, that or witibnday 
nixtocum, thair wald be few or nane greit men in Ingland, bot thaj wald 
fo. 59. b. be in Scotland for thair refuge. Attour he promeift, that he Ibuld find 
the moyane to cans Northumberland, Cumberland and Wefhnureland 
to cum ynder the dominioun of Scotland, gif thaj wald be ftiff in thair 
maifteris opinioune ; and that the marches betuix Ingland [and] Scot- 
land fould be at Newcafiell ; and gif thaj wald not credit this, he wes con- 
tent to remayne in prefone ynto the tyme they luld performe the lamyn. 
And this endit, the Hamiltonis tuik him to Hamiltoun, and depairtit fira 
Linlythqw ; bot this tuik no effedt. 
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Vpoun the vij day of the laid monetU of March, George erle of 
Huntlie, Johne erle of Athole, Dauid erle of Crawfurd, the lord Ogiluy, 
the lord Home, the lord Seytoun, tiie mailler of Forbes, the laird of 
Tullibardin and my lord fecretare, bein^ all of ane fafilioun mynd and 
will to haue the queiiis grace rignand, come all togidder to Edinburgh 
to this conrentioim. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the fa!d moneth, Johne erle of Mar, Alex- 
imder erle of Giencarne, Robert lord Sympill, Patrick lord Lindlay, 
xumpanijt with tbair freindls, come fra Striueling towartis Linlith- 
qw ; and at thair cuniing thairto, the men of weir and thaj brint the 
Jaid toun and lug'eing pertenyng to capitanc James Mure, witb ane 
cloils and bariie juird full of cornis ; at the quhilk, my lord of Ergyle 
and Boyd, being then in the laid toun, and liand thair for the aOurance 
of the Hamiltonis, wes gretutulie offendit. And ftia this being done, the 
Ikidis eriis of Mar, Giencarne, lord Symple, Lindfay, and thair pairta- 
karis, to the nowmer of iij'^ horfe, come to Edinburg-h at vij houris at 
evin. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the Taid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun 

I maid at the croce of Edinburgh, dil'cbargeing and inhibiting all maner 

of perfonis (the toun of Edinburgh being alwayis exceptit), that naue 

of thame tak vpoun hand to weir jak, culvering, dag or vther wapynnis, 

or to invaid any perfonis thairwith, viidcr tbe pane of deith. 

In this niene tyme, tbe erha of Huntlie, Athole, Crawfurd, tbe lordis 
of Home, Ogiluy and Seytoun, the capitane of the callell of Edinburgh, 
Mr James Balfour, tbe lairdis of Tullibardin, LochJnver and vtheris 
thair pairtakeris, held tbair counfale in my lord fecretaris lugeing, and 
the vther lordis and erlis in my lord of Mortouns lugeing. The laid 
capitane of the foirlaid caAell labourit gretumlie amangis lliBme for ane 
appointment, bot it come not to pas. 

Vpoun the Cunin aucht day of March, my lord of Ei^yle, and my 
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lord Boyd, knowing that mj lord of Mar had brokin promeis, in that 
he raifit fyre in Linlithqw, as thaj all^t, incontrair the promeis maid 
be him of befoir, wfdd onnawajes come to the laid conventioun, bot de- 
pairtit from Linlithqw towart Keir. The laird of Lochinvar and the 
fo. 00. fcherefe of Air, being thane with the laid erle, come to Edinburgh. 
This depairting of my lord Ergyle wes the cans of ane great anger to 
the lordis aflembland for the pairt of the quenis majeftie, and als wes 
the mene that the laidis lordis never creditit ane word that wes aither 
promittit or fpokin be the lordis affillaris of the kingis au£toritie thair- 
efter. 

In this mene tyme, James erle of Mortoun, Johne erle of Mar, and 
the remanent thair afliftaris, wer confultand with Mr Randell, tuitching 
the obtenyng of fupport at the quene of Inglandis handis for mantenanoe 
of the kingis au^toritie, and to cans him report to his maiftres the mater 
maift convenient and plauiible for hir eiris to thair eSe€t ; and one the 
Yther lyid, the laid Mr Randell difTuadit the laidis erllis to appoint or 
aggrie with thair compeditouris, promeifing, if thaj wald nocht aggrie^ 
that the quenis majeflie fould fumeis thame baith men and money at 
thair awne plelbure, &c. 

Vpoun the xj day of the laid moneth of March, George erle of 
Huntlie, Dauid erle of Crawfurd, and James lord Ogilwy, raid of Edin- 
burgh to Archibald erle of Ergyle in Linlithqw, to pacifie him of the 
wraith confauit be him for the burning of the lugeing in Linlithqw, as 
is befoir mentionate ; bot the laid erle of Ergyle, or thair cuming to 
Linlithqw, wes depairtit towartes Ergyle, and wald on nawayes come 
to this laid conventioun ^ quhilkis erlis and lordis retumit agane to 
Edinburgh vpoun the xij day of the moneth fbirlaid at evin. 

Vpoun th« xiij day of the moneth abonewrittin, Alexander lord 
Home, wardane of the eift merchis anentis Ingland, fearing the man- 
nailing and boiling of my lord Hinfdaill gouemour of Berwick, quha 
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gaif vp peace to the laird of Phernyhirft, wardane of the midill marchis 
of Scotland foiranents Ingland, and denuncit to him weir of Befoir, de- 
pairtit of Edinburgh towartis the laidis eift marchis, ,to refdl the faid 
lord Uunnifdaillia invalioun, if he ony fould mak. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of the iaid moneth, George erle of Huntlie, 
Dauid erle of Crawfurd, James lord Ogilwy, depairtit af Edinburgh 
fra the faid conventioun towartis Linlithqw. 

Vpoun the xv day thairof, Johns erle of Athole depairted of the faid 
burglie. 

In this conventioun abonereherfit thair wes nathing concludit, becaua 
of the diuerlitie of oppiniouns of baith the faidis pairties ; hot thaj de- 
pairted thairfra appeirandlie as euerie man to the king, in the boundie 
(juhairin he regnit. Bot my lord lecretare, as it is liiid, had fubftradlit 
himfelf, my lord Athole, my lord Home, and the capitane of the caftell, 
fra the lordis fauouraris of the king, fua that thaj wer all bent for the 
bringing hanie of the quenis majellie ; and becaus the erlis of Mortoun, 
Mai', Glencarne, and my lordis Lindlay and Symple with thair alllft- 
aris, wald not afTent thairto, the conventioun depairtit as laid is. Efter f 
the depairting of the quhilk conventioun, the faidis erlis of Mortoun, 
Mar and Glencarne, with thair alTiflaris, convenit in the tolbuith of 
Edinburgh, willing to cheife ane regent or ma ; and to that efFefl; dil- 
putit vpone the validitie of the comminioun grantit be the quenis grace 
in Lochlevin thairvpon. It wes fund be thame lufficient and good j 
hot efter lang reifoning, the mater wes left as the fame wes begune. 

In this mene tyme, the faidis ertlis and lordis for the quenis pairte 
held thair conventioun in Dunkekl, devyfing beft to bring hame the 
quenis grace \'poun the xx day of the laid moneth. The men of weir 
gat fra the liiidis lordis, euerie fouldiour xl lliillingis, in pairt of payment 
of aucht monethis wages awand to thame ; the faidis lordis behovit to 
doc the lamin, becaus it is laid that my lordis of Glencarne and Symple 
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durfl: on nawayis pas hame for feir of the Hamiltonis, and thairfoir the 
iaidis lordis conducit the faidis men of weir to pas weft throw with 
thame^ for preierying of the Hamiltounis foirfiddis for the regealiB 
llauchter. 

Vpoun the lamin da^, Johne [erle of Mar,] lord Erlkin, Altswider 
erle of Glencame, and Robert Lord Sympill, depairtit af Edinburgh 
fra the laid conventioun. 

Vpoun the xxj day of the laid moneth, ane ambaflatour come fiu the 
king of France callit Monlieur Berack, [ Verac] ane of the verlottia of hk 
chamber, at Dunbartane, with certane gentilmen, and brocht fra the fidd 
king to euerie greit man of the nobilitie, ane wretting fubfcryuit with 
his hand, for mantenance of the allia betuix the laid king and thame^ 
and als for the mantenance of the quenis au£toritie, being at this tjme 
captive in Ingland. 

Vpoun the xxij day of the laid moneth, Mr Randell accumpaiqrit 
with the men of weir depairted af Edinburgh towartis Striuelingt be 
the Quenis Ferie, to the counlale thair to be haldin vpoun the xxv day 
of this inllant nixtocum ; for la it wee convenit amangis the laid arilis 
and lordis &uouraris of the kingis au£toritie, to convene thame tor 
palling as is laid vpoun the Hamiltouns, for revenging of my lord re- 
gentis llauchter. 

In this mene tyme, it wes devylit be the faidis erllis and lordb fi^ 
uouraris of his au^toritie, that Mr Michell Elphinftoun fuld pas with 
diligence to the queue of Ingland, for obteining of ane laulf condiift 
to ane wyfe man of the faidis lordis pairtakeris with the laid oafto- 
ritie, to come to the faid quenis grace of Ingland, to intercommomi 
vpoun certane conditionis and bandis to be made betuix hir nu^eftie 
and the Iaidis lordis, for mantenance of the kingis au6toritie, and de» 
tentioun of the quenis grace his moder in Ingland ; bot the lame come 
not to pas«

Wpoun the xxv day of the (aid moneth, 1570, the laird of GairtuUie *>■«'■ 
come from Ingland, fra the quenis grace of Scotland, to my lord of Mar 
and vtheris lordie, for reteining and keiping of hir lone in Scotland, and 
to adhejir to hir and hir alTiftaris within this realme ; and alTurit thame 
gif thaj wald nocht, that the king of France and hir freindis wald re- 
iienge hir cans, and put hir in hir awne au6toritie incontrair thair myndis 
and willis, and that foner nor thaj belevit. 

Vpoun the penult day of the laid moneth, thair convenit in Nydrj, 
ane place perteining to my lord Seytoun, beweft Edinburgh be the 
fpace of 7 myliis, my lordiB of Flemyng, Seytoun, fecretare, and the 
bifchope of Sanflandrois, togidder with the adwyle and counfall of the 
haill earllig and lordis pairtakarie with the quenis majeftie, to confult 
vpone the deliuerance of niylord duke and Johne lord Herriea furth of 
the caflell of Edinburgh ; and als vpoun the place quhair the laid 
Frenchc ambafladour fold meit with the vtheris lordis thair aduerfaris ; 
and als vpoun the aniuer to be givin to the laid Mr Kandell, tuitching 
certane delyris of the queue of Ingland ; for iho labourit alwayis that 
the qucnis majeftie of Scotland liild on nawayis be mantenitbe hir awne 
fubjefilis, nor favourit be the lame. Thaj dewyfit to convene the haill 
perlbnis fauourai'is of the queue in Linlithqw, vpoun the aucht day of 
Apryle nixtocum. 

Vpoun the laft day of March, the geir of God abonewrittin, Johne 
lord Herreis wes detiuerit furth of captivitie o( the caftell of Edinbui^h, 
vpoun cautioun and plege of his eldeft fone. The laid lord wes de- 
tenit in the laid caftell fra the 16 day of Apryle 1569, vnto this day 
foirfiiid. 

Vpoun the ferd day of Apryle 1570, Mr Randell, ambafladour for

In this mene tjme, thair wes certane merchandis of Edinburgh and 
Leith that had bocht certane quheit, and wald haue fchippit the fiune 
to haue tranfportit it to France, incontrair the a£):is of Parliament maid 
thairvpone ; and becaus the craftifmen of the £aid burgh of Edinbur^ 
lufpedlit the magiilratis of the laid burgh, aither to be participant with 
the laid tranfportaris thairof, or els to haue owerfene the tranfporting 
of the famjne, or haue winkit thairat, thaj paft to Leith and thair 
ferchit and fbcht the faid quheit, and onlie apprehendit ane quan- 

titie thairof ; bot in the feiking and (earching of the fame, thaj appre- 
hendit diuerfe forbiddin gudis, fie as butter and talloune, and caufit 
the famen be ypbrocht to Edinburgh, and put in the flelche mereat 
thairof, quhill ordour wer takin be the magiftratis of the laid bui]gh 
thairintilL 
fo. 61. b. Vpoun the njnt day of the laid moneth of Apryle, 1570, thair eon- 
venit in Linlithqw, according to thair former appointment, the erfis 
of Huntlie, Ergile, Crawfurd, Athole and Caffillis, the lordis of Home, 
Flemyng, Boyd, Seytoun, ^ei&eTf Someruile, Oliphant, Ogilwy and 
lord Hareis, my lord fecretare, Mr James Balfour prefident of the 
College of Juftice, togidder with Monfieur Verac amballatour for the 
king of France, the erle of Weftmureland and lord Darces banift of 
Ingland, with diuerls thair freindis gentilmene, and confultit yponn 
the laid ambaflatouris commiflioun, and cans anluer to be girine thahr- 
ypoun to him.

Vpoun the xiiij day of the moneth foirlaid, thair come word to the 
faidis erlis and lordis in Edinburgh, that the erle of Suffikkis, prefident 
of §ork and lieutennent to the quene of Ingland, wes cumin to Ber- 
wick, accumpanyit with vij or viij thowlimd men of weir, purpofing to 
tnraid Teviotdaill and the Merfs with fyre and fword j the faidis erlis 
and lordis heiring of the lame, fend James Heriot of Trabroune to 
Berwick to the laid erle, with writtingis to Hay quhill forther com- 
moning mycht be baid betuix the faidis lordis and him concernyng his 
proceidingis, bot the lame culd not be hard. 

Vpoun the xv day thairof, Johne erle of Athole, quha raid of Lin- 
lithqw to Striueling to fpeik with the erlis of Mortoun and Mar and 
thair adherentis, tuitching the materis debetabill amangis the faidia 
lordis, come from Striueling to Edinburgh, and tauld the faidis lordis 
being thair, that it was convenit that ane certane of baith the laidis 
parties fuld convene vther in Craigmillar or Ormelloun, to reflbune 
vpoun the faidis debaittis, vpoun the xviij day of this inllant, and wes 
in ane allured hope that thaj wald aggrie : Bot the (kme liicceidit nocht 
aa wes belevit. 
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fo. 62. Vpoun the xviij day of the laid moneth, Johne erle of Atholet Joline 
commendatour of Coldinghame and Robert lord Boyd, pail of Edin- 
burgh to Dalkeith, to melt thair as thair appointment wes ; at thair 
cuming thairto, thair met thame James lord Mortoun and Robert com* 
mendatour of Dunfernding, as hayand commillioun of thair adherentis, 
and commovnit ypoun all manor of thingis debaitable amongis thame ; 
bot efter lang commoning, thaj left the mater war nor thaj fand the 
lame ; and fua ypoun the xyiij day of the laid monedi, the laid erle of 
Athole and lordis of his pairt come to Edinburgh.

And gif the faida officiarie chances to cum to ony 
of the laidis burrowes to mak the faidis proclamationis, to tak and ap- 
prehend thame and put thame in captivitie, and to detene thame thair- 
intill vnto the tyme the lordia of fecreit counfall tak ordour thairanent. 
Vpoun the xj day of Maij, thair departed from Edinburgh towartis

atftoun, as plege for Patrik lord Lindtay, Cunnyghame, fone 

to Hew Cunnynghame of Watterftoun, as plege for Alexander erle of fo. e*. 
Glencarne, AUefter Iluthvene, broder to Williame lord Ruthvene, as 
pleige for the faid lord ; quhilkis pleidges enterit in the faid toun of 
Berwick vpoun the xij day of the faid moneth. 

Nota, the cuming of the Inglifmen to diftroy Hamiltoun. 
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Vpoun the famin idjdayof Maij, Williame Dowir,[Drowrie]goyemaiir 
of Berwick and lieutennent to the quene of Ingland, with Matho erle of 
Lennox, with ane thowfand futemen, viz. hagbuteris and pickmene^ and 
thrie hundreth horfemen and demilances, togidder with four peices of 
artailgerie callit fecrettis, [come] fra Berwick to Dunbar, and thairefter 
come fra Dunbar to Edinburgh vpoun the xiij day thairof. In all tiudr 
cuming, the faidis men of weare tuik nathing bot that thaj payit for. 
The cans of thair cuming in this cuntrie wes, to mantene the kingis 
au6loritie, and to pwneis the horrible llauchter of the regent. 

In this mene tyme, James duke of Chattellarault, and the remanent 
lordis affiftaris of the quenis majeilie in Scotland, wes afleigand tflb 
caftell of Glafgow, quhilk wes thane haldin be Johne Stewart of Mynto 
knycht in contrair thame ; bot thaj culd not get the famyne, for it wes 
fa Weill and manfullie defendit that the faidis lordis men of weir wer 
put thairfra, and mony of thame hurt and flane thairat ; bot how fone 
the faidb lordis wer aduerteift that the laid Inglifmen wer purpofit to 
cum to the faid cittie of Glafgow, thaj Ikaillit. 

The inbringaris of thir faid Inglifinen, ftrangers of this realme, wer 
James erle of Mortoun, Johne erle of Mar, Alexander erle of Glen- 
came, Williame lord Ruthvene, Johne lord Glanmiis, Patrik lord Iind« 
fay, Johne lord Vchiltrie, lord Methvene, Alexander knrd 

Saltoun, with certane greit barronis, viz. Barganjr, Blairquhane, Dmm- 
lang^g auld and goung, goung Cefiurd, Balwaird, Lochlevin, 
Douglas his brother, namit erle of Buchane, with ane few nowmer of 
vther mene gentilmene. 

Vpoun the xv day of the faid moneth of Maij, thair wes ane prod*- 
matioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeing all and fin- 
drie our fouerane lordis liegis, betuix fextie and fextene, alfwele re- 
galitie as royaltie, to burgh as to land, to convene and meit in TjnKfli- 
qw in feir of weir, vpoun the xvj day thairof with xv dayia provifiouDt 
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to pas fordwart quhair thaj lalbe commandit, vnder the pane of tinfell 
of lyf, landia and guidis. 

Nota, the burning' of the palace and cailell of Hamiltoun. 

Vpoun the xrj day of the laid moneth, the army of Ingliimen, accum- 
paneyit with the haill lordis, partakaris with the king, depairted of Edin- 
burgh to Glaigow to retene the caftell thairof, afleigit be thair aduerfaries. 
And thairefter pail to Linlithqw, and thairfra to Striueling, and fjne fo. 64. b. 
to Glafgow ; and vpoun the xx day of the faid moneth, the laidis lordis, 
with the Inglis army, come fra Glaigow to the toun of Hamiltoun, and 
thair thaj herijt, waflit and demolifched all the landis and houffis of the 
frindis and partakaris of my lord duke, in fie Ibrt and manor as the lyk 
in this realme hes nocht bene hard befoir, continwallie vnto the xxrj day 
of the laid moneth. At the quhilk day, ane grois culuering and ane 
moyane come to the laid toun of Hamiltoun from Striueling to fege the 
caftell of Hamiltoun, than being haldin. And thairwith, rpone the SO

Vpoun the 89 day of Maij, the faidk lordis, with the Inglis wrmjf paft 
fra Linlithqw to the palice of Kynneillj and thair brunt the lame with 
fyre, and als the places of Pardovane, Bynning, KircabeU,[KincaTeU] the 
Peill of Levingftoun, my lord dukis lugeing in Linlithqw, with Ttheris 
gentilmens houfiis, and thairefter come to Edinburgh the fame nycliL 

Vpoun the famyne day, Robert lord Sympill wea takin pretbiiar be 
Arthour Hamiltoun of Myretoun in the place of Myltoun, and takin 
thairfra to DraffiBuie. The fiud lord Symple wee ane greit innemj to the 
Hamiltonis, and tuik vp wrangouflie and be force the haill dewtieB of 
the abbay of Pia(lay> thir diuerfe ^eiris bigane, fra the abbot thairof ; 
quhairfoir the faid Hamiltonis haid great cans to be biyth at his takiqg ; 
and thairefter he was delyuerit to the erie of Eigjle to be kupit in £r»

«;%. Mk Vpoun the penult day of Maij, Fatrik lord Lindiar, WilliaaM lord 
Ruthvene, and ^\llliame Dowglas of LochloTin, depaiiied of EAidmigli 
to Stromiglo, and tuik Alexander Hamiltoun of Lomerwak, and Jolme 
i>un« callit Jokne of Cumnok, and led thane away prafiiaaris 

VpiHiu the firil day of Junij^ the Luglk anar d^airtad firm Edinbuigh 
lowaft Herwi<Ak> and luke Charles Dnmuaond. pioTeft of LialittqWy 
away with ihaine to BwwidE, becam he wald sockl gne pkgis to thamn

Vpoun the feyint day of Junij foir&id, Robert [Pitcaime] ^oung 
commendatare of Dunfermling, ambafiadour for the lordis aflOiflaris to 
die kingis au£toritie» retumit from the quenis majeflie of Ingland to Dal- 
ketth) acctmipanyit with Mr Randell, agent to the quenis grace foirfaid ; 
quhilk ambafiadour depairted from Edinburgh towartis Lundoun vpone 
the 7 daj of Maij laftbjpaft. 

Vpoun the 16 day of the laid moneth of Junij, James erle of Mor- 
toim and Mr Randell, accumpanyit with thair men of weare, paft from 
Edinburgh to Striueling to ane conrentioun. It wes prefumit that the 
eonuentioun wes to ele£t and cheis Matho erle of Lerinox, regent to 
the kingis grace, his realme and l^is. 

In this conyentioun thair wes nathing done, bot onlie the faidis lordis 
maid Matho erle of Lennox the kingis lieutennent vnto the 12 day of 
Julij nixtocom. Tliis wes done at the commandement of the queue of 
Ingland^ quha defyrit the laidis lordis to continew the iame vnto the 
iiud day. This being done, the faidis lordis diredtit thair writtingis to 
iha iktd queue, to know hir mynd tuitching the ele6tioun of the laid 
regent at the laid day, quha wald doe nathing in that behalf without hir 
expres oon£ent thairto. 

Vpoun the penult day of the laid moneth, GFeorge auld commenda- 
tare of Dunfermllng, landit in Fyif furth of France, quha haid remanit 
ihairin ten jeiris befoir. 

Vpoun the ferd day of the moneth of Julij, at 10 houris at nycht, 1570, 
Ihair wes aae earth quaik in the cittie of Glaigow, and laftit bot ane 
miort ipaee, bot it caufit the inhabitantis of the laid cittie to be in great 
4emmr and feir. 

In this tfme, thair wes ane monflrous fifche fene in Lochfyne, havand 
ffreit ene in the head thairof, and at ium tymes wald ftand abone the 
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waiter as heich as the mail of a fchippe ; and the laid haid ypoun the 
held thairof [twa crounis, the ane ?] abone litill, and the doun maift croiin 
meikill ; quhilk wes reportit be vyfe men that the fame wes ane figne, 
and takning of ane fuddane alteratioun within this realme. 
fb. 65. b. Vpoun the xyij day of Julij 1570 foirfidd, Matho erle of Lennox, lord 
Dernlie, wes ele6tit and chofin tutour, govemonr and regent of James 
king of Scottis, vnto the tyme he may be hable to goveme his realme 
himfelff, and thairfoir commandit all and findrie our foueranis liegis to 
obey to his faid regent during the laid {pace. The ele£touris of the iaid 
Matho in regent, wer James erle of Mortoun, Archibald erle of Angus,

Vpoun the 19 Julij, thair wes ane proclamatioun maid at the mercat 
croce of Edinburgh, conunanding and chargeing, in our foueranis name, 
all and findrie our fouerane liegis betuix fextie and fextene, als wele to 
burgh as to land, regalitie as royaltie, to addres thame in feir of weir, 
to meit my lord regent at Linlithqw vpoun the fecund day of Auguft 
nixtocum, ynder the payne of tiniall of lyfe, landis and guidis. 

In this mene tyme, Johne Cunnyghame of Drumquhaflell wes maid 
half theiaurer, with Mr Robert Ritchartfone that wes thelaurer of befoir. 

Vpoun the 25 day of the laid moneth of Julij 1570, Matho erle of 
Lennox, r^ent, depairted from Edinburgh to Striueling, accumpanyit 
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with ane fmall.nowmer of men, to mak preparatioun for the conventioun 
abonewritten j becaus he wes fuirlie informit that the erle of Huntlie, 
Eigjle, my lord duk, and vtheris favouraris of the quenis auftoritie, 
purpofit to be in Linlithqw, thair to bald conventioun vpoun the 7 day 
of Auguft niztocum j and thairfoir my lord regentis intentioun is to Hope 
the fidd conventioune gif he may. The Hamiltonis, heiring that my 
lord regent we8 to cimi to Striueling, convenit thamefelflfis vpoun the 
88 day of the fidd moneth in Drafiane, and depairted thdrfra to Kallan- 
dar wood, to the nowmer of 80 horfinen and fyftie hagbuttaris, and lay 
thair in a wait all the 14 day of Julij inftant, to haue tane or flane my 
lord regent, or my lord of Mar, gif thaj had refortit in thaj pairtis ; bot 
the mater fucceidit nocht as thaj belevit, for my lord regent depairted 
not from Edinburgh to Striueling vnto the 25 day of the faid moneth, 
and fua thaj wer fruftrat of thair opinioune. The knawledge of this 
conipiracie cumand to my lord regentis earis, he caulit apprehend tua of 
the fiudis conlpiratouris ; the ane of thame callit Barclay, the &>• 66- 

▼ther Dow ; and efter tryell tane thairin, the faid Bar- 

day wes hangit in Striueling, and the vther wes lauffit vpoun cautioun. 
In this mene tyme, thair wes ane finall peace betuix Charles king of 
Fkunce and his counfale, and the king of Naverne, the queue his mo- 
der, the admirall, and all thair afiiftaris, tuitching the contraverfie of 
religioun vnder certane conditionis. 

Vpoun the 3 day of the moneth of Augull, Matho erle of Lennox, 
regent, James erle of Mortoun, Johue erle of Mar, Alexander erle of 
Glencame, with diuerfe vtheris lordis and barronis, according to the 
prodamatioun, convenit in Linlithqw, quhair be thair convenyng, cer- 
tane aittis and peis g^owand thairabout wes in liim pairt diftroyit and 
eittin be thair horfe. In this mene tyme, thair come word to my lord 
regent, that the erle of Huntlie wes cumand with all his forces to win 
the abbay of Abirbrothok, quhilk wes thane haldin be George; Do wglas. 
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baftard lone to the erle of Angous, fra my lord of Abirbrotliok, qaha 
wes fone to duke Hamiltoun ; and that the fidd erle of Huntlie wet io 
cum to Linlithqw with the remanent of the erllifl and lordis, affifhrk 
to the queue, gif he wer nocht llopit. 

Vpoun the fyft day of the lame moneth, James erle of Mortoun^ with 
ane certane of cholin horllmen, depairtit fra Linlithqw to Striaeling> 
and thairfra to Pearth ; and he accumpanyit with the burrowis of Perth 
and Dundie, togidder with mj lordis of Ruthvene, Glammia, Metlrrena^ 
Lindlay, and vtheris thair favouraris, paft fra the laid burgh of Perth to 
Brechin quietlie, beleiving to haue apprehendit thair the erle of CrttW* 
ford, and lord Ogilvj. and certane men of weare, horfinen and ibte- 
men, quhilkis wer thair remaining and abbyding the cuming of the fidd 
erle of Huntlie, to haue pafi with him to the remanent lordis fauoraris 
of the queue foirfaid.

Vpoun the laid 7 day of the laid moneth, Matho erle of Lennox re- 
gent, paft from Linlithqw to Striueling, with the remanent of the army 
that convenit at Linlithqw. 
§9. 66. b. Vpoim the lamyne day, thair wes ane parliament in the kingis name, 
proclamit to be haldin in Edinburgh vpoun the tent of O^ober nixto- 
cum. Vpoun the 8 day of the laid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioim 
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in Edmburgliy inhibiting all perlbnis, that nane of thame prefiune to 
diQiute ypoun the kingis au6toritie vnder the pane of confifcatioun of 
all thair guidia moweable, and pyneifching of thair peribnis ; and the 
delaiteria thairof fall haue the third pairt of the perfonis guidis that com- 
mittis the cryme forlaid, the fame being cleirlie provine. 

Vpoun the famyne day, my lord regent pail fra Striueling to Perth, 
to helps the laid erle of Mortoun in his progres, and thairfra to Dundie } 
and fra Dundie to the laid toun of Brechin, becauie it wes murmurit 
that the erle of Huntlie was to cum for relkewing of the faidis places 
haiflily. 

Nota* the raid of Brechin. 

Vpoun the tuelt day of the laid moneth of Auguft, the laid caftell of 
Brechin wes randerit to my lord regent, becaus the erle of Huntlie and 
Ttheris erlis and lordis come not to reikew the faidis fiiddartis being 
^Aair, according to thair promeis maid to thame, and thaj become in 
JuB will ; quha caufit tak the haill capitania and iiiddartis being thairin, 
extending to j^ and I. perfonis. And thairefter vpoun the xij day of 
the fiunyne moneth, being Sattirday, he caufit juftifie in Brechin 31 
perfonis^ off the quhilkis the names followis ; viz. Alexander Couttis, 
capitane James Mure, capitan Adame Dudoip^ ferjand Walter Darg, 
iiarjant Patrik Mylne, Johne Reid elder cordinar in the Kowgait, Ro- 
bert Gibfone cordiner thair, Andro Boyd in Dunbartane, George 
Jfazwell» Johne Norwell, Alexander Hamiltoun, Johne Hamiltoun 
dder^ Johne Rannald, Charles Broun, Robert Dickfone, Alexander 
Jiorifouney Andro Denis, Matho Baird, Johne George, Johne Ken* 
aediet Williame George, Thomas Wobftar, Johne Langmure, Williame 
JBryoe^ Johne Cant» Thomas Hamiltoun younger. Downy Merchell, 
Dauid Locli» Johne Gordoun. Alexander Gordoun fumtyme ferrand 
to Mr Dauid Chalmer, was faulf, for hinging of the reft. Barthilmo 
Henderfoun elcapit that nycht that the caftell wes randerit, and thair- 
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efter wes apprehendit and takin in Dundie, quhair he wes jufkifiit to 
the death rpoun the xiiij day of Auguft inftant ; and capitane Wemis 
gatt his liflfe, be paying of certane fowmes of money, and his haill fud- 
dartis ; and this being done, my lord regent retumit to Striueling. The 
deathis of thir perfonis wer g^ittumlie bevalit be mony. 

In this mene tyme, Williame Kirkcaldie of Grange knychty capitane 
of the cafiell of Edinburgh, heirand that at this tyme thair wes sue 
army of Ingland to cum in Scotland haiftilie, and als that duke Aliuds 
army wes vpoun the fey, incertane quhairto he . wald pas thairwitli, and 
als that the king of France wes makand ane vther army, and he fearing 
the cuming of thais armyis in Scotland, maid fumiihing and preparatiaun 
in the faid caftell for the defence thairof, in fie maner that the lyk in 
our dayis wes not hard nor fene. 

Vpoun the 91 day of Auguft foirfaid, my lord regent paft fra Striue- 
ling to lege the caftell of Doun in Menteith, perteining to James 
Stewart commendatare of San6l Colmes Inche in heritage, and gat the 
iamyne randerit to him vpoun appointment, vpoun the 25 day of the fidd 
moneth. 

In this mene tyme, the erle of Suflex, lieutennent to the quene of 
Ingland, accumpaniit with ane army of 4000 men, come to Annand* 
and thairfra to Drumfreis ; and in thair cuming in thaj brint and caft 
doun the places and toure of Hoddum, Annand, Kowhill, Carlauerdk^ 
Cloifl)ume, Tynwell, Boynefchaw, and brint certane houflis in the toim 
of Drumfreis, and ran the forray 14 mylis from Drumfreis, and raft 
and fpoulgeit all that thaj mycht gett, and thairefter retumit in Jjog^ 
land. Attour in this iame tyme, thair arryyit in Abirdene ane pynnage^ 
quhairin wer twa Spangeardis, fervandis of the duke de Alua, lieuten- 
nent to the king of Spayne, dire£tit with Mr Johne Hamiltoun perfbne 
of Dunbar fra the laid duke to George erle of Huntlie, and the rema- 
nent eriis and lordis afliftaris of the quene. It is laid that the faidis 
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perfonis h^d brocht to the faidis erllis 600 hagbuttis, 600 heidpeicea and 
corilattia, and 3000 pikkis, togidder with vij peice of ordinance, 

to remayne and abyd thair vnto the tjine the faid dukis army wer cum- 
ing, quhilk wea as thaj allegit In readines to imbark at thair depairting 
of Flanderis ; and efter thaj haid Ipokin with the faidis earlis, tliaj de- 
pairted to Flanders agane. Vpoun the 24 day of Auguft, George lord 
Seytoun, accumpanyit with the countes of Northumberland and vther 
gentilmene, embarkit at Abirdene and pall to Flanderis, to obtene fup- 
port at duke de Alua aganis the lord regent. 

Vpoun the 24 day of the laid moneth, ane fervand of my lord re- 
gentis callit Mailler Mwn, being dire^lt fra my lord regent to pas to 
logland to his wyfF, with certane writtingie, rellauit writtingis privilie 
fra certane perfonis fauouraris of the kingis nioder, to convoy the lame 
to hir in Ingland ; and my lord regent being aduerteill thairof, caulit 
tak his faid fervand betiiix Edinburgh and Muflilburgh, quhom with 
thaj fand writtingis to the number of ^4, direfl fra fmdrie great mene 
to the faid queue, bot the maiA pairt thairof wer all written in lypheris ; 
and thairefiter caufjt put the faid Mr Mwn in captivitie in the callell of 
Doun, and remanit thair vnto the penult day of the faid moneth, vpoun 
the quhilk he wes convoyit in cumpany with my lord regent to Edin- 
burgh. 

Vpoun the 29 day of the faid moneth, dame Marie [{^erisj, auld fo-oT.i 
lady Seytoun, and Robert Seytoun hir fone, wes brocht to Edinburgh 
to be accufit vpoun the writting foirlaid, fend to the quene and hir 
dauchter with Mr Mwn. 

Vpoun the lart day of Auguft 1570, Robert goung commendatare of 
Dunfermling, wes maid fecretare in the place of Williame Maitland 
jounger of Lethingtoun, and obtenit the fignettis deliuerit to him. 

Vpoun the firft day of September 1570, thair wer tua perfonis brint 
in the callell hill of Edinburgh for the committing of the horrible linne 
2a 
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of fodame i the ane thairof wes callit Johne Swan alias Reidpetfif tkt 
vther of the fame, Johne Litflar blak fmyth. In no tjrme beirtolbir wm 
it hard that sny peribnis in this cuntrie wes fundin gyltie of this crjme. 

Vpoun the fourt day of the laid moneth of September, the lai4 atdd 
ladie Seytoun and Robert hir fone wes put to the knowlege of ane affife^ 
in the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, for the writting and conlaving of the (ai4 
writting, calling thairin the kingis au&oritie ane yfurpit au^ritie, and 
the mantenaris of the kingis au6toritie yfurparis of auftoritie, with fior 
lyk vtheris blaiphemous wordis ; quha became in the kingis and my 
lord regentis will thairfoir ; quha declarit his will, that thaj fbuldi find 
cautioun and fouertie, that thaj in no ty me thairefter fould wreat to the 
kingis moder, vnto the tyme my lord regent and his counlall wer ad- 
uerteifl thairof ; and fua wes lattin frie. 

In all this tyme fen my lord regentis returning from Brechin, the 
haill lordis and erlis affifiaris to the queue, wer at ane coun&ll in the 
Balloch abone Dunkeld ; hot quhat wes concludit amangis theme 
in that counfall, the famin as ^t is not revelit ; hot it is (aid thaj iiih- 
fcryvit ane lettre tuitching the fulfilling and obferving of certane 
articles to thame be the queue of Ingland, for the deliverance of the 
queue the kingis moder. 

Vpoun the fevint day of the (aid moneth, Robert Hepburne lecundfime 
to Patrik Hepburne of Wauchtoun, wes in Bachat [Bathcat] cumaad to 
vifie his freindis in Louthiane ; and the goung lairdis of Apilgirth and 
Carmichaell, accumpanyit with certane of my lord of Mortonis lervandis^ 
havand knowl^e thairof, and lyand in await at the kirk of Bachat tot 
apprehending of him, lett vpone him thair ; he being alone with ane 
boy fled, and thaj chafit him continwallie fra the laid place quhill he 
come to the caftell of Edinburgh, quhairin he wes reflauit with great 
difficultie ; for quhen the faid Robert wes pafland in at the laid caftell 
sett, his aduerlaries wer at Patrik Edgar his hous end : Ane thing to 
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be woundeiit at that he culd efcape the handis of the faidis perfbnis, 
confiddering thair multitude and als weill horfit as he wes ; and he being 
lyding ypoun ane broun naig, culd neuer haue fpace to change of the 
famyn ypoun his led horfe, hot continwallie raid quhill he come to the 
Cttftell foiriaid ; bot his perfewaris not onlie changit horfe, bot alfua did 
caft from thame laiddelis and yther geir, to mak licht for perfewing of 
hioi, Mj lord regent and my lord Mortoun wer verry difcontent at 
Ite Ci^itane of the caftell for refiaying of him thairin. It is fpokan that 
the laid Robert wes betrajit be ane James Hering his compangeoun. 

Vpoun the famyne day, thair arryrit at Dunbartane ane pynnage out 
of France, and monlieur Berar[Verac]ambaflatour to the king of France, 
quha wes in Scotland in the moneth of Aprile of befoir, as is befoir 
reherfit, and brocht certane fumeilching and munitioun to the caflell 
tfaairof. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the faid moneth, the faid Robert Hepburne 
wea deliuerit be the capitane of the caftell to my lord regent, vnder 
conditioun that nathing fould be laid to his chairge, bot that the crymes 
of the kingis flauchter, and the lying in await laitlie for my lord regentis 
ilauchter betuix Linlithqw and the fuUgirk [Falkirk] ; quhilk Robert wes 
hartlie contentit to be deliuerit vpoun that conditioun. 

Vpoun the tent day of the fidd moneth, fchir Johne Ballendene of 
Auchnoule knycht, Juftice Clerk, and Mr Archibald Dowglas, paft of 
Edinburgh as commiffionaris to commoun with the erle of Southfex in 
Anweik, lieutennent to the queue of Ingland, tuitching diuerfe materis 
anent the mantenance of the kingis au6toritie, and to obtene ane faulf- 
condu£fc to James erle of Mortoun, to pas in Ingland for treating of lie 
eflEures as the quenis majeftie thocht to be done. 

In this mene tyme, all the barronis, erlis and lordis within Louthiane, 
Fyff and Angus, and als in mony vther pairtis of this realme, wer char- 
git to come in and obey to the kingis aufloritie, vnder lie great panis 
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as is contenit in the lettres dire6tit thairypone, bot few or nane eom- 
peirit i bot the lairdis of Buckcleuch, Fhamihirft and Johnftoune, come 
this fame tyme to Edinburgh, to appoint with my lord regent for feir 
of Ingland i bot thaj depairtit agane vnaggreit with the laid regent. 

Vpoun the 1 8 day of the laid moneth, Robert Hepbume wes ddi- 
uerit be my lord regent to James erie of Mortoun, to be pnt in capti- 
vitie quhair he pleafit ; quhan he wes put in Dalkeith caftell, and de- 
tenit captive thairin. The fame day Johne erle of Mar and Alexander 
erle of Glencarne come to Edinburgh, for treating of certane materk 
concemyng the anfuer to diuerfe writtingis fent be the faid quene of 
Ingland to the regent. 

Vpoun the laid xviij day of September, thair wes ane decreit of fbir- 
faultour givin aganis the archbifchope of Gla%ow, decemyng him to 
haue foirfaltit his faid benefice for not compeirance befoir my lord re- 
gentis grace, and als becaus he wes ane fauourar of the quene and hir 
fo. 68. b. audtoritie. This decreit wes pronuncit and givin in the chekker houa, 
at the lalt trone callit Robilbnis Land, the laid day. 

In this mene tyme, it wes finallie appointit and aggreit betuix the 
quene of Ingland and Johne bifchope of Rols, in name and behalf of 
the Kingis moder, tuitching all debaittis and contraverfies betuix thame, 
and that vpoun certane conditionis and articles ; quhilkis conditionis and 
articles wes fend, as wes Ijpokin, to my lord regent, and als to that pairt 
of the nobilitie afliflaris to the quenis grace of this realme, to advyfe 
thairwith ; and certane of baith the laidis pairties defyrit to come to 
Londoun, to treat finallie in the faidis m^tteris, and baith the fiudis 
pairties to defift and ceis fra hurting and harming of vtheris vnto thair 
returning j quhairat the laid regent wes na way content ; bot this wes 
done to dryve tyme with France, as wes alledgit. 

Vpoun the S4 day of September, maifter Johne Kello, minifier at 
Spott, murdrill [Margaret] Thomfone, his Q)ous, maifi crewellie; the 
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conumttiiig quhairof wes ane great fclander and reproche to the kirk of 
God in this reahne. 

Vpoun the 21 day of September, thair come ane ambaflatour from 
the quene of Ingland callit Clintoun, fone and air to mj lord 

Clinty admirall of Ingland, in Edinburgh, to treat in the faidis materis, 
yiz. with the laid regent and his afliftaris tuitching the bringing hame 
of the quenis grace, and thair fecuritie to be haid of hir grace for thair 
fiJtis bygone ; and als to treat with the nobilitie fauoiiraris of the quene, 
tuitching the fecuritie to be maid be thame for keiping of the laidis con- 
ditionis betuix the laidis princeflis in tyme to cum. 

Vpoun the 17 day of September 1570, William Maitland younger of 
Lethingtoun, Johne commendatare of Coldinghame, and Mr Thomas 
Maitland his brithren, and Gawin commendatare of Kilwynning, wer 
denuncit our foueranis rebellis, and put to the home at the mercat croce 
of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the lafi day of the laid moneth, James duke of Chattellarault, 
erle of Arrane, lord Hamiltoun, wes denuncit our foueranis rebell, and 
put to the home at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, for not compeirance 
bcffoir my lord regent and lordis of fecreit counlall, to anfuer fie thingis 
as fuld haue bene laid to his chairge. 

In this mene tyme, my lord regent dire6tit miffives to all gentillmen 
his fiiuouraris, to addres thame with thair freindis and houlhaldis in feir 
of weir, to cum to Edinburgh vpoun the aucht day of October nixto- 
cunif for balding of the parliament forlaid vpoun the tent thairof. 

In this fame tyme, thair wes ane conventioun in Strabogy of the maift 
pairt of the nobilitie favouraris and alliilaris of the quene the kingis 
moder» confulting vpoun materb concerning hir delyuerie. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Odtober 1570, the laid Mr Johne Kello, fo. eo. 
minifiar foi^iaid, vncompellit or coa6tit be ony maner of perlbne, bot of 
his awne frie will, come to Edinburgh willinglie, to thoill and fuffer the 
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death for the laid ciyme ; quhair he ypoun the fourt day of the fidd mo^ 
neth, efler his notable confellione thairof, and wounderfull conuerfioune 
efter la greit temptatioun, vnderlyit the jug^ement of ane aflyfe, and 
thairbj wes condempnit to be hangit to the death, and his bodie adjud- 
git to be brint ; as he wes the lame day at the lalt trone of the buigh of 
Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the lame day, Dauid erie of Crawftird come to Edinburgh to ap- 
point with my lord regentis grace, and lordis of fecreit counfidl, tuitchiii|f 
all materis ; becaus his comis, guidis and geir wer vnder thair fttt, 
and micht haue bene diftroyit at thair plelbur. 

In this mene tyme, James erIe of Mortoun wes maid fchereff princi- 
pall of Edinburgh, and confiable in Haddingtoun, and obtenit the ftme 
in heritage fra my lord regent, be reflbun of foirfaltour led ypone the 
erle of Bothuile. 

Nota, the parliament quhairin Matho erle of Lennox wes confirmit 
r^l^nt. 

Vpoun the 13 day of October 1570, my lord regent, accumpanyit 
with the bifchopes of Cathnes, Brechin, and Orknay, the erlis of Moi^ 
toun, Crawfurd, Mar, Monteith, the maifier of Montrois, Buchane^ the 
maifter Merfchell, the abbottis of Dunfermling, now fecretare, Geoige 
Dowglas commendatare of Abirbrothok, Balmerinoch, lord Robert pri- 
our of Quhitherne, Dryburgh, Cambuikyneth, Culros, Portmook, and 
the lordis of Lindlay, Ruthvene, Glammis, Borthwik, ^ei&er^ Sinclare» 
Cathcart, Metbvene, and Vchiltrie, and my lord Torphichin, togidder 
with the haill commiflionaris of burrowis, paft ypoun fute fra my lord 
regentis lugeing to the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, and thair chefit the lordk. 
articles, viz. the erles of Mortoun chancelare, Mar, Crawfurd, the 
maifter Grahame, the bilchopes of Cathnes, Brechin, and Orknay, the 
commendataris of Dunferling, Balmerinocbe and Porthmook, the lordis 
of Lindlay and Ruthvene, with Mr James M^Gill clerk regifter, proveft 
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d Edinlmrgli* and Bfr James Haliburtoun, proreft of Dondie ; and tbaj 

paft to ooiiiiilale» and condudit, that for inlaiking of jufiice within this 

iiMdme» neceflar it wes to cheis ane regent and tutour to the kingis 

grace ; and als that it wes fiindin be die fiddis lordis of articles, that the 

9& maid in lecreit counfide in this prefent jeir, beirand ane perfbne 

contenit in die commiffioun maid be die king^ moder anent the gorer- 

lUMient of this realme mjcht yfe the lame, fiia that the remanent per- 

IbniB ihairin contenit ather abfentit thamefelfis, or wald nocht accept the 

liud chairge yponn thame ; and thairfoir it wee fundine that the erle of 

I^ennoz maid r^;ent and tutour to the kingis grace of befoir in fecreit 

coonfide, mycht jufUie yfe die fitid office in tyme to cum, as ymquhile 

James erle of Murray Tfit the lame of befoir, vnto the perfjte jeiris and ib. tt. b. 

tjme contenit in the laid commiffioun. Attour the fiddis eftaittis rati- 

^t the laid a^ and als all aS;is maid anent the freedome of halie kiric, 

fim.ihe 58 geir of God, and thairefter continewit the laid parliament 

^mto the 12 day of Januar nixtocum, to remayne in the lame elBe&. as 

tiie lame is now. It is to be notit, that in thair paffing to the laid tol- 

traydi, remayning in die fiime, nor jit retumeing thairfra, thair wes 

nather eroun^ Iceptre nor fword in this parliament borne, for thaj haid 

naae hot q[uhilk wes in the caftell of Edinburgh, and the capitane thair- 

cif wald not deliuer the lame to thame, for na treatice that culd be maid 

tiiairfoir. 

This lame day, the erle of Glencame being in this toun, wald not 
sffift to this parliament, hot depairtit of Edinburgh, becaus my lord re- 
cent wald nocht giue to him the archbilhoprick of Glalgow. 

Vpeun the fiune day, thair come writtingis to the faid reg^ent and his 

^Bftaris, firom the queue of Ingland, delyring his grace and certane of his 

"^rife men to cum to Loudoun, to reflbun befoir hir hienes and hir con- 

Aall, tuitching all materis debetabill betuix thame and the kingis moder. 

Vpoun the 14 day of the laid moneth, James erle of Mortone, Johne 
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lord Glamtnisy and Robert commendatare of Dunfermliiigf war chofin 
to paH to Ingland for the effe6t foirfaid ; bot on the fame day^ thair 
wes ane taxt railit of 12^ pund to mak thair expenflis with, bot the lame 
haiftilio tuik na effect. In all this mene tyme, thair wee commoning 
betuix the ambaflatouris of the quene of Ingland and the quene of Scot- 
land, for treating of all thingis debetable amangis thame. 

Vpoun the 20 day of the laid moneth of Oftober, my lord r^^nt and 
Win fecrete counfall gaif fpeciall commiflioun to Andro Cunnyngfaame, 
capitane to his hienee lichthorfmen, and Thomas Crawfurd, capitane 
of ane hundreth futemene, to pas to Hamiltoun, and to all perfonis 
houflis and boundis quha alfiftit the quene, and thairfoir wer foirfaltit, 
and thair threlchit owt thair comes, call doun thair houflis, diftroyit 
thair woodis, orchardis and gairdis without commileratioun or pitie ; 
and in fpeciall vpoun the faidis Hamiltonis and thair aflifians, and that 
for the crewell flauchter of James erle of Murray lait r^ent : this wes 
done to pay the faidis horflinen and lutemen thair wages with. 

Vpoun the famin day, capitane Dauid Home paft, at command ci ane 
commiflioun of my lord r^ent, with his cumpany of men of weir> to 
Lethingtoun, to thrache out the cornes, and intromett with the gmdis 
and goir perteining to Williame Maitland younger of Lethingtoon, Im- 
^ M^ cans ho was ane of the principallis that haid lallin and dedynit firm Ae 
kingis aui'^oritie, and ano of the mantenaris of the quenis 
AH thi» woe done incontrair the tennour of the iqi^intment and 
ctmronit vpoun betuix the erle of Suflex, lieutennent to the fpmnm'ni 
Ingli^d in the nortli pairtis thairof, and in name and bdnlf of mj 
lord reg^nt^ and of all iheis profefland the kingis aucloritie whkm Scot- 
land, and Jam«$ duke of CkaMellarmuh» Georgie erle of Hmitlie^ 
Archibald erle t^ Enrvle^ in name and belialf of all theis 
iIn" queni» au^vrilie within the fiud reobae ; qokairiii it is conlemt 
hailh the (aid» pairliw fiild ahAefie froa all Imftililie or oivmdEv of 
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Ytheris from the tuelf day of September vnto the 19 day of Nouember 
Dixtocum. 

In all this tyme, thair wes ane proclamatioun maid in France, throw out 
all the portis and heavinis thairof, that na fchipp nor merchand guidis of 
Scotland refort within the boundis and hevines of the famyne with thair 
merchandice and guidis, without the quenis cocket hade \ and becaufe 
diuerfe fchippis pafi thairto without the faid cokquet, the lamjrne wer hal- 
din with the guidis being thairintill, and all the faidis fchippis intromettit 
with and taken vp as efcheit, hot wer dimittit agane by the quenis requefi. 

Vpoun the lecund day of Nouember 1570, thair come ane fervand of 
the erle of Southfex, caUit maifter Wrocht, with writtingis fra the laid 
erle to my lord regent and his afliftaris, declaring thame to haue brokin 
the appointment maid betuix the queue of Ingland and the queue of 
Scotland dnd thame, in that thaj haue intromettit and thrafchin out 
diuerle gentilmens comb profefland the quenis authoritie in Scotland ; 
quhairfoir he requyrit the laid regent and lordis of fecreit counlall, to 
cau8 rander and delyuer agane the guidis and geir intromettit with be 
thame and thair men of wear, to the perfonis fra quhom thaj haue tane 
the iamyne, with certificatioun to thame, and thaj fSedlgeit, that the queue 
of Ingland wald tak fie ordour thairintill as thaj wald nawayes Hand 
content thairwith ; and to defift and ceis fra all trubling and molelling 
of the laidis perfonis, or intrometting with thair guidis and geir induring 
the tyme of thair treatice foirfaid, and in fpedall from intrometting with 
the guidis and comis pertening to William Maitland younger of Le- 
thingtoun and his brethrin« Notwithllanding of this laid writting, thaj 
eaufit threfche out the laid comis, and lauld the lamyne as thaj plefit. 

Vpoun the 6 day of November, Thomas Barrie meflinger, being con- 
viftit for fimgeing of my lord r^entis hand wreit, wes adiugit be ane 
aflyfe to want his richt hand, quhilk hand wes ilrikin fra him vpoune 
the mercat croce of Edinburgh the iame day.

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Nota, the hereing of Bothuile Mure. 

Vpoun the 1 2 day of the faid moneth, capitane Andro Cunnyghame 
and capitane Thomas Crawfurd, accumpanyit with ane certane men of 
weare, depairtit af Gla%ow, and paft in the nycht to Bothuile Mure, 
fo. 70. b. quhair thaj reft and fpoulgeit all the inhabitantis and tennentis thairof ; 
and becaus the Hamiltonis wes gadderand to reikew the laidis gudis, 
thaj ferit to retume agane to the faid toun of Glaigow, bot come to 
Edinburgh with the fame. Thaj brocht to the laid burgh of Edinbuif^h 
4fOO key and oxin, 600 fcheip, and 60 meris and fiaigis ; this done, thaj 
paft to my lord r^ent, he being in Dalkeith, and knew his mynd, quhid- 
der thaj fould tak ane compolitioun from the puir tennentis, awnaris 
of the lamyne, or nocht ; bot the mater wes la vnmercifullie handlit^ that 
the laidis guidis wes proclamit be found of drum and trumpete, to be 
lauld be quhatfumeuer perfonis that wald by the lamyne. This wes 
done be commiflioun of my lord r^ent as is befoir reherlit. To heir the 
voyce and lamentable crying of the laidis pure tennentis^ for the ▼nmer- 
cifull rubrie and opprellioun committit vpoun the laidis perlbnis be the 
laid men of weir, it wald maid ane ftane hartit man to greit and be- 
vail, fiot cry quhat thaj wald cry, and lament as thaj pleafit, thair wes 
nane that obtenit confort at thair vnmercifull handis } for quhen the fiddts 
pover creatouris maid thair complaint to the laid r^ent, he wald nocht 
heir thame, quhill that the laid opprellioun wes cryit out vpoune be 
Johne Craig minifter. And than the laid regent and lordis of fecreit 
counfide ordanit that the ane half of the laidis g^dis be randerit agane

Vpoun the 14 day of the laid moneth, Mr Robert Fitcame 30ung 
commendatare of Dunfermling, fecretare to the kingis grace^ dqiairtit 
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of Edinburgh towartis Ingland as ambaflatour for my lord regent, and 
that pairt of the nobilitie afliftand to the kingis au6toritie, to know the 
mjnd and will of the quene of Ingland tuitching the deliuerance of the 
quene foirfaid, or els to know gif any yther greit mene of the laid nobi- 
litie fbuld come to hir majeftie for the effedt foirfiiid. 

Vpoun the faid day, the laid men of weare depairtit aff Edinburgh 
towartis Glafgow, to fpoill and raif the remanent of the faidis duks ten- 
nentis, gif the famin mycht be done be thair puiflance. 

Vpoun the 21 day of the laid moneth, Mr Mwn wes put to the know- 
lege ci ane aflyfe, for the tranfporting of writtingis to the quenis grace of 
Scotland to Ingland, and thairby wes convi6l, bot fentence nocht pro- 
nuncit, and put in prefone agane within the caftell of Doun } and thair- 
efter wes hangit on ane gibbatt. 

Vpoun the 25 day of the laid moneth, Mr Foullar, ane iervand of my fo. 71 
lord r^entis, come by poft to the laid regent, bot quhat his erandis wee 
nane culd be certifijt, except fiuniliaris of Court. In all this tyme, thair 
wes litill or na aflemblie of nobillmene towartis my lord regent, becaus 
he wes feiklie, and come nocht furth of his hous in Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the 28 day of the moneth of November foirfaid, thair come 
writtingis fra the quenis majeftie of Ingland to Mr Randell, requyring 
him to come to Londoune to hir grace, for treating of fie materis as hir 
hienes hade to doe. 

In all this tyme, my lord regent wes leik, and keipit his privie chalmer, 
that he nather rofoirtit to preitching nor counfelL 

Vpoun the 7 day of December, thair wes ane day of law betuix the 
Hoppringillis and Eluottis in Edinburgh, quhairin the ane pairtie fet 
vpoun the yther, and hade nocht the toun of Edinburgh raid thame, 
thair haid bene greit flauchter done the faid day. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the faid moneth, William lord Levingftoune, 
Alexander bifchope of Athenis, as ambaflatouris for the pairt of the no- 
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bilitie afljftand to the quene the kingis moder, depairtit towartb Ingland 
to the quene and counfale thairof, to reflbun with thame, and to treat 
for the delyueranee of the faid quene the king^ moder out of Ing- 
land, quhairintill j(ho hes bene detenit as captiue, gif the lamyne mycht 
be done. 

Vpoun the njrnt day of the laid moneth, Patrik Mofcrope, fone to Mr 
Johne Mofcrope aduocate, and Ewfame M^Callgeane fone [dochter] 
and onlie appeirand air to Mr Thomas M'alleane, ane of the fenatouris 
of the college of Juftice, wer marijt in the faidis Tliomas Makcail- 
Seonis hous within Edinburgh, bot nocht be permiflioun of the kirk, 
and that for feir of tumult to haue bene maid be Archibald Ruth- 
vene, broder to Williame lord Ruthyene, quha allegit that he haid 
the firft promeis of hir, and vpoun the famyn haid focietie with hir 
perlbne. This ordpur of manage indurit in ane maner an fclander to 
the kirk of God. 

Vpoun the feztene day of the laid moneth, wes tane in Edinburgh be 
Alexander Home of Manderftoun, for confpyring of my lord regentk 
ilauchter, ane callit Cowpar, being in Ingland. 

In this mene tyme, the kingis moder wes ftrickin with fie infirmitie, 
that na man belevit any yther thing of hir to come bot death ; bot efter 
lang infirmitie Iho convalefled agane. 

Vpoun the 16 day of the faid moneth, William Maitland younger of 
Lethingtoun, fumtyme fecretare, Johne commendatare of Coldinghame, 
Mr Thomas Maitland his brethreine, and James commendatar of San&- 
colmes infche, wes fummond be oppin proclamatioun at the mercat 
croce of Edinburgh, to compeir within the tolbuyth of the fiunyn, the 
29 day of Januar nixtocum, to heir thame foirfaltit for certane crymes 
of treflbune allegit be thame committit. 

Vpoun the 18 day of the faid moneth, the goung laird of Garneleis 
feit 30 fouldiouris to alTaige CongUntoune^ 
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Nota, the breking of the tolbuith dure of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the SI day of December foirfaid, Williame Kirkcaldie of fb. 71. b. 
Grange knycht, capitane of the caftell of Edinburgh, caufit Johne Kirk- 
caldie burges of Kingorne, and vther fyve of his houfhald fervandis, to 
pas to the toun of Leith j and thair thaj being all arryrit and bodin in 
feir of weir» lay in await vpoun auld feid and foirtbocht felonie, and let 
ypoun Henrie Seytoun, fervand to the laird of Dune, and crewellie 
flew him. Quhilkis perlbnis efter the committing of the laid flauchter, 
retumit to the caftell of Edinburgh, and in thair returneing, thair wes 
ane of the iaidis perfonis tane, callit James Flemyng ; and the tyme of 
the yther fyvis cuming to the ikid cafliell, the laid capitane caufit ane 
nowmer of iuddartis to cum furth of the laid cafliell, to rellaue thame at 
the end of the bank ; quhilk wes ane evident figne and taikning that the 
iaid capitane wes the caufer of the laid llauchter, or at the leift, the lamin 
wes committit with his advifle and knowlege. And the laid James Fle- 
myng beii^ tane and put in captivitie within the tolbujrth of Edinburgh, 
tharin to haue remanit vnto the tyme he fould bene put to the knowlege

In this mene tyme, the faidis horfmen and futemene pad from Glaf- 
gow to Kilvynning, and thair reft and fpoulgeit the poore labounuiB of 
the ground pertening to the laid abbacie. 

Vpoun the firfl; day of Januar, Mr Randell agent for the quene of 
Ingland, depairtit of Edinburgh towartis Ingland, and wes conyoyit to 
Dalkeith be the proyeft of Edinburgh, Mr James M'Gill and certane 
yther honeft men thairof. 

Vpoun the ferd day of the laid moneth of Januar 1570, the capitane 
of the callell of Edinburgh caulit all his freindis to convene in £din« 
burgh, to coniiilt and adwys with tbame anent the latif£Ei£iioun and of- 
fer to be maid and offerit to the faid ymqulule Henrie Seytoun, laitlie 
ilane in maner foirfaid ; quhilk conventioune maid ane dredour yponn 
fo. 72. diuerfe inhabitantis of Edinburgh in lie fort, that it wes commandit be 
the ma^ftratis, that all perfonis duelland in Edinburgh fuld haue thair 
wappynnis in reddines. 

Vpoun the xij day of the laid moneth of Januar, thair fuld haue bene 
conventioun of the nobilitie favouraris of the king in Edinburgh ; bot the 
laid nobilitie come not thairto the laid day, bot thaj conyenit vpoun the 
18 day of the laid moneth. This conventioun wes ordanit for treitingof 
certane effaires perteining to the quene of Ingland, for prefervatioun of 
the kingis au6toritie, and anent the depelcheing of James erle of Mor* 
toun, quha wes in purpois to pas in Ingland for treiting of the lamyne. 

Vpoun the 16 day of the moneth foirlaid, Robert lord Sympill wes 
convoyit out of Ergyle to Draffane. 

Vpoun the 17 day of the faid moneth, James erle of Mortoun and 
Robert lord Boyd, as commillionaris for that pairt of the nobilitie aflift* 
and to the quene, convenit in Corllorphin place, and thair remanit com- 
moning vpone the effiiires betuix thame vnto evine. 

Vpoun the laid day at evin, the Hamiltonis come to Paillay, and thair 
tuik thair abbay thairof fra the lord Sympelis feruandis, quha haid 
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teinit the iamyne fra the abbot thairof, fra the feild of Langfyde ynto 
this day. 

Vpoun the SS day of the laid moneth, the parliament wee continewit 
vnto the 24 day of Maij nixtocum, and proclamit at the mercat croce 
vpoun the 23 thairof. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, thair wes ane proclamatioun maid at Edin- 
bui^hy chargeing all and lindrie li^is betuix fextie and fextene, to be in 
reddines in feir of weir, with 15 dayes provifioune, to meit the regent 
at fie ane place as ialbe appointit within 24 houris wamyng, vnder the 
pane of tinlell of Ijrflp, landis and guidis.

Vpoun the fame day, his grace depairted af Edinburgh towartis Stri- 
ueling, accumpanyit with Johne erie of Mar and my lord Glencame, 
and the erle of Mortoun paft to Dalkeith. 

Vpoun the tuantie aucht day, Williame Kilcadie of Grange knycht, 
caphane of Edinburgh caftell, come to the fermoune to San6t Geillis kirk. 

Vpoun the third day of Februar, thair wes anebroder and Mar, callit 
Bonarifl^ brunt on the caflellhill of Edinburgh, becaus thaj hade camale 
copolatioun togidder. 

Vpoun the fourt day of the faid moneth of Februar, James erle of 
Mortoun, accumpanyit with Mr James M'Grill clerk of r^^iller, and 
proTeft of Edinburgh, as ambafiatouris for the kingis grace, paft to Ber- 
wick in ihair wayage to the court of Ingland. 

Vpoun the iamin day, the capitane of the caftell of Edinburgh feit 
ane hnndreth fuddartis, and held ane gaird hous in Fatrik Eggaris land 
at the cafiellhill, and maid capitane James Melvill tluur capitane. 

Vpoun the firft day of the faid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at the croce of Edinburgh, chargeing all and findrie our foueranis 
legeia betuix fextie and fextene, and Ttheris fenlable perlbnis, alfueiU 
r^ialitie aa royaltiei to burgh as to land, to addres thame in feir of 
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fo. 72. b. weir, with xv dayes vidtuallis, to meit my lord regent in Glafgow vpoun 
the 14 day tbairof, ynder the pane of tinfell of Ijif, landis and guidis. 
This raid wes maid to win Paflay agane. 

Nota, the taking of Paillay. 

Vpoun the fext day of the faid moneth of Februar, my lord regentis 
fuddartis, accumpanyit with my lord Sympillis freindis and vtheris tluur 
affiftaris, paft to Paflay and lay about the famin ; and efter fum aflurance 
tane betuix the faid place and thame, the famin place wes randerit ypoun 
the xvij day of the lamjrne moneth to my lord r^ent, and all the per- 
fonis being thairintill, extending to 30 perfonis, become in his will 
and mercie. And fua my lord regent, accumpanyit with the haill army, 
come to Glalgow agane, and brocht the faidis perfonis with him thairto, 
ypone the 18 day thwof ^ and ane pairt thairof put in the caftell of 
Glalgow. and ane vther pairt retumit with the fuddartis. abyding the 
will and mercie of my lord regent foirlaid. 

Vpoun the lamyn auchtene day of Februar, Claud Hamiltoun, accum* 
panyit with fome of his freindis, tuik and apprehendit certane gentilmen 
that wes pafland to the raid, and put thame in Craignathane, purpofiog 
gif my lord regent dilponit ypoun the perfonis being in Paflay, to diipone 
lykwayes vpoun the laidis gentilmene ; hot thaj wer demittit thaireften 

In all this tyme, the king pf Frances ambafladour wes lying in log- 
land, for obtening deUuerance of the kingis moder. 

Vpoun the 19 day of the faid moneth, thair come gentilmen fra thequene 
of Ingland, to Hay my lord regent af ony forder proceiding aganis the Ha- 
miltonis during theabftenance,quhilkwesyntothefirft of Merchniztocum. 

Vpoun the feyint day of March 157^> [1^70] thir perfonis following, 
being fuddartis in the place of Paflay the tyme the lame wes randerit, wer 
hangit on the eifter Burrow Mure of Glafgow, for thair balding of the 
laid place aganis the king and his hienes regent incontrair thair promeia 
maid to him of befoir ; thaj ar to fay, Johne Hamiltoun furiour, Paris 
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HamiltouD, William Schirrilaw, William Donaldfone, Johne Arbukill, 
George Nalmyth, Johne Haillie, Thomas Towcht, and Donald Scherar. 
Schir Thomas Dikfone granter of Paflaj, Michael Hamiltoun and Johne 
Walker being in lykwyis convidlit, wes tane to the gallowes and gat 
thair lyres, and thairefter dimittit and put to libertie with the remanent 
porer perfonis that wes in the laid place, except Andro Hamiltonis 
fonnis of the Cochtnach, quha wes put in waird thairefter. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the laid moneth, thair come writtingis from 
the queue of Ingland to the capitane of Edinburgh caftell, and to my 
lord r^ent, to continew the abftenence vnto the firft day of Apryle 
Biirtocami in the lame maner as it wes of befoir. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the laid moneth, Matho erle of Lennox regent &. 73. 
depairted fra Glalgow towart Carrik, with his freindis and men of weare. 
This pafling of my lord regentis wes, becaus Gilbert erle of Caflillis wes 
to perlew the laird of Bargany for his hous of Dummure, [Dunure] 
tane be the laid laird fra the faid earle of befoir ; and the laid regent, 
myndit to aflift the laid laird of Bargany, paft to Air, and thair re- 
manit quhill thair wes ane aflurance takin betuix the laidis pairties, and 
thairefter retumit to Glalgow on the 16 day of this inftant. 

In all this tyme, the capitane of the caftell of Edinburgh maid greit - 
iumeffing and preparatioune for the keiping of the laid caftell. 

And ficlyk in this tyme, thair wer certane reprehenlionis fett yp in 
direrfe places in Edinburgh vpoun Johne Knox, makand mentioun that 
it 18 ane minifteris dewtie to pray for all thame that wer fallin, and re- 
quyrit him to pray for the queue his fouerane, with certificatioun and 
he failseit, at the nixt alTemblie thair Ihould be lie ordour tane 
Aairin as thaj Ihould nocht be thairwith content ; quha maid anfuer 
(hairto publidtlie in pulpett, that Iho wes neuer, nor lall neuer be 
his Ibuerane, and thairfoir he wes nocht addeitit to pray for hir, nor 
wald nocht pray for hir ; quhairat the maift pairt of the peopill grudgit.

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Wpoun the nyntene day of March fo!rfaid, thair wes ane proclama- 
tioun maid be Williarae Logane meflar, at the mercat croce of Edin- 
burg'h, makand mentioun that the kingis majeltie and his regent, beiD|f i 
aduerteill that the laird of Grange, capitane of Edinburgh caflcl), haid | 
conducit ane certane men of wearc, tending thairthrow to fubvert the I 
kingis au6toritie, commanding thairfoir all and findrie the faidis men of.l 
weare to leif the faid capitane within thrie daj-es nixt efter this proclam- 1 
atioun, vnder the pane of death j and ale inhibiting all vtheris perlbnis, I 
that nane of tbamc aflift nor ferve the faid capitane in ony tyme to cura, 1 
rnder the iaid pane. And vpoun the IJimyne day, at four efternoMi, ] 
the faid capitane caufit his drum to pas throw Edinburgh, defyring ( 
maner of lUddartie that wald tak wages vndcr capitane Meluile, to 
with thair armes at the caAclI hill the morne, thair to relfaue thair wagei^^ 
notwithftanding of the former proclamatioun ; and vpoun the 20 day of 
the laid moneth, the laid capitane of the faid caftell caufit ane certane of 
his fuddartis to watche the palice of HalyrudhouB, and lynichtlie thairin. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of the laid moneth, 1571* the capitane of the laid 
caftell caufit tak the ftepul of SandlGeilliskirkand man thefamyne,incon- 
trair the mynd and will of the inhabitontis of Edinburgh, mynding thair- 
73. b, throw that my lord regent ihould haue entrie in the lame. In the nycht 
befoir, Dauid Lautie writtar to the lignet in Edinburgh was inuadit be 
Thomas Douglas, and the maill pairt of his formetl fingar llrukin fra him. 

Nota, the taking of Dunbartane. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Aprile 1571. Johne Cunygbame of Dmra- 
quhaOill, accumpanijt with capitanie Thomas Crawfurd and Dauid 
Home, and thair men of weare, in the dawing of the fame day paft to 
the laid callell of Dunbartane, and thair pat ledderis to the wallis thairof, I 
and paft owir the fame, and or euer any of the keiparis thairof wer ad- 
uerteill, thaj wer in the middis of the faid caftell, and tuke the famvne.l 
In this mene tyme, Johne lord Flemyng, capitane of the faid eaflellX 
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with Ttheris fyve perfonis, elcapit in aiie bolt furth of the laid caJlell ; 
Johne archbifchope of Sanfitandroie, monfieur Berac [ Verac] ambaflatour 
to the kJD^ of France, and Johne Fletnyng- of Boighall, being in the laid 
place and nocht hahle to refill tbair enemies, fled to Wallace tour, quhair 
thaj remanit ane certane fpace, and thairefter randerit thamelelfis. This 
faid caftell wes ftollin be trealbun of ane Robifone, quha wes watchman 
thairin of befoir, and knew all the I'ecreit pallages thairof of befoir, and 
of his glide lone, be the perfuafioun of the I'aidis lairdis of Drumquhal- 
Dll and Thomas Crawfurd, quha conducit the faidis watches for money. 
In the tyme of the taking of the laid place, thair wer thrie or four per* 
ibnis flane of thame that wer thiiirin, hot neuer ane llane of the per- 
fewaris. At ten houris of the famyne day, my lord regent come to the 
laid place and dynit thairin, for the lame wes weill furneill in all thingis. 
The laidis lairdis of DrumquhalCII and capitane Thomas Crawtnrd wer 
maid equall capitanie thairof. It is heir to be notit, that thair wes greit 
munitiounandfurneillingpertening to theking of France in the faid caAell. 

Vpoun the fourt day of the laid moneth, Johne archbilchope of SaniS- 
androis, and Johne Flemyng in Boighall, wer brocht fra the laid caftell 
to Striueling callell, quhair thaj wer imprelbnit. 

Vpoun the fyft day of Apryle foirfaid, George erle of Huntlie, accum- 
panyit with fex perfonis, come to the caftell of Edinburgh, and wes 
reflauit thairin ; the tyme of his incuming thairto, thair wes lindrie laid 
for his taking, hot he efchewit as laid is. 

Vpoun the fext day of the fame moneth, Claud Hamiltoun come to 
KichartAoun, and thair tuik and apprehendit Henrie Drumond ofRich- 
artftoiin to Draffan, and tuik ane fervand of Mr George Buchannandis 
keiper of the privie feill, and his bell horlij, quhairvpone the laid Claud 
^t as is laid certane money, and tuik him in lykwayis to Hamiltoun ; 
hot the laid Henrie Drumond wes thaireller dimittit, at the requelt of 
the erle of Huntlie and the capitane of Edinburgh caftell. 
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Nota, the bifchope of San£tandrois death. 
lb. 74. Vpoun the Setterdaj, the feyint day of the laid moneth of Apiyle, 
the bifchope of San3androis being accufit be my lord Ruthvene, my 
lord Juftice Clark and Mr George Buchannan, of four heidis j to wit, 
the kingis murthour ; the murthour of vmquhile my lord regent ; the 
conlpiracie of the taking of the caftell of Striueling with the king the 
tyme of my lord regentis murthour foirlaid ; and for lying in watche for 
my lord regent now prefent at the Callandar wod befyde the Falkirk : 
His anfuer to the firft heid wes, that he knew nathing of the kingis 
murther, and that he wes la innocent thairof that he wald not afk God 
mercie thairfoir. And albeit thair wes ane preiit brocht befoir him, 
callit fchir Thomas Robefone, fumtyme maifter of the Icule of Paflay, 
fchawand that he wes defyrit to cum and heir the confeflioun of ane 
Johne Hamiltoun, callit blak Johne, feruand for the tyme to the faid 
bifchope, and that the laid Johne fould haue faid in his confeflioun, that 
the thing that mail); trublit his confcience quhen he diet wes that be 
wes prefent at the executioun of the kingis murther, at the command 
of his maifler the bifchope ; and howbeit this preift deponit not onlie 
his conlcience vpoim this without the bifchopis prefens, and alfwa in his 
prefens affirmet the fame, git the bifchope denyit the fame planelie^ that 
the preift fynnit deadlie, alledgeand that he nather knew any thing of 
the man departand, that he offendit in reveilling his confeffioun ; and 
liia he continowit to the death in his denyall that he haid na knowl^e 
of the kingis murthour. As for thir yther twa heidis, anentis the con- 
fpiracie aganis the king in the caftell of the toun of Striueling, and lying 
in wait for the regent now prefent, he denyit the fame ; hot as to the 
lord regentis, albeit he denyit the fame in the begining, git vpoun the 
fkaffald, betuix fyye and fex houris efternone, he confeflit that he knew 
not onlie the regentis murthour and ftopit it nocht, (as he mydit haue 
done gif he haid pleafed,) hot alfo that. he furtherit the committing of 
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the fame, off the quhilk he repentit and alkit God mercie. And being 
farder accufit, gif any of his furname or freindis wes vpoun the counfall 
thairof, he anfuerit that he wald accufe na man at that tyme hot himfelf. 
As tuitching his religioun, I reafibnit with him, and culd find nathing hot 
that he wes ane papyfi, and exhortit fik as wer neir hand vpoun the 
fcaffold to abyd at the catholick faith, lUa he termit the papifirie. And 
in the caftell he delyrit fome papifi; preiil to quhom he mycht confes 
him, and of quhome he mycht reflaue confulatioun [abfolutioun ?] of his 
fynnis, according to the ordour of the kirk, (as he Ipak ;) and fua he 
continowit to the death in his papiftrie as he levit. As the bell llruik 
at 6 houris at evin, he wes hangit at the mercat croce of Striueling vpoun jb. 74. b. 
the jebat, on the quhilk wes writtin thir tua veries following : 

Crefce diufelix arhor^ femperque virelo 
Frondibu^t vt nobis talia poma, ferns. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the faid moneth, Alexander M^CuUo purfe- 
vant paft to the mercat croce of Edinburgh, thair to haue proclamit ane 
letter, makand mentioun that thair wes ane proclamatioun maid at the 
laid croce of befoir, inhibiting all our Ibueranis liegis that nane of thame 
Ihould adheir, pas in wage, mantene aither or fupplie Williame Kir- 
caldie of Grange knycht, capitane of Edinburgh caftell, vnder the 
paine of deid : Nochtheles the laid fchir Williame hes not onlie feit 
diuerle men of weir fince fyne, hot als convenit diuerle perfonis of the 
nobilitie the kingis rebellis within the laid caftell, for dounthringing of 
the kingis au6toritie ; chargeing thairfoir all his majefties li^es, that 
nane of thame ayd, fupplie, fortifie or mantene the laid capitane in mo- 
ney or vi6tuelis, vnder the laid pane. Bot or he culd cry his oyellis, he 
wes tane be the laidis capitanis fuddartis, the laidis lettres tane fra him, 
and he tane to the laid caftelL

Vpoun the tent day of the laid moneth of Apiyle, Williame Mait- 
land younger of Lethingtoun, fumtyme fecretare, arryyit furth of Abir- 
dene in the raid of Leith in ane Ichipe, accumpanjit with capitane Cul- 
lane and fum men of weare of the erle of Huntlies, and wes brocht in 
ane cheir from Leith to the caflell of Edinburgh vpone the xj day of the 
famyn ; he wes convoyit fra the faid toun of Leith to the laid cafldl be 
the capitanis fouldiouris. 

Vpoun the tent day of the faid moneth, my lord regent maid procla- 
mationis, chargeing all perfonis of this realme to meit him at Linlithgow, 
to pas with him quhair thaj falbe commandite vnder the pane of deith. 

Vpoun the third [ziij ?] day of the laid moneth, fchir Williame Elircaldie 
of Grange knycht, capitane of the caftell of Edinburgh, caulit Thomas 
Joung meflar pas to the mercat croce of the faid burgh, and thair pro- 
clamit this lettre following : 

Till all and lindrie nobilmen, barronis, gentilmen and vtheris liegis 
out throuch all Scotland, I fchir William Kircaldie of Grange knycht, 
capitane of the caftell of Edinburgh, makis manifeft and declarisy that 
forlamekle as Matho erle of Lennox having ynlauchtlullie intrufit htm 
felff in the regiment of this realme, he laitlie caulit publeis findrie let- 
fo. 75. tres at diuerfe burrowis of the fame, fiiU of calumneis, injureiB and 
mtrew reportis aganis me, be perliiafioun of certane fa£tiou8 peribnis, 
enymies to thair native cuntrie, and to all lie as tendis to UA libertie 
thairof ; and in effe£t commanding and chargeing, on his pretendit 
maner, all men, and Ipeciallie my freindis, fervandis and men of weare, 
quhom I haid conducit for prefervatioun of the faid caftell, till abandoun 
and leif me and my fervice ; to the end, as cleirlie may appeir, that ke 
mycht mair eafilie betray and fuppres the famjrne, thairby to continew 
in his deteftable tyrannic, to the vter fubverlioun of the eftate, lawis 
and libertie of this our natiue cuntrie ; for quhat crueltie, reifF heir* 
fchippis, opprellioune, diftxu£tioune of policie he and his fa£tioune hea 
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vfit and done tyme bygane, I leif to be judgit be ^our wifdomes, as 
ane thing mair nor notourlie knowin. And albeit I am provoikit be 
the iaidis lettree to mak plane demonftratioune of all my proceidingis in 
tjme bypafty and that for defence of my honour, git I will defer the 
fieunyne to tyme mair convenient ; at quhat tyme I intend, God willing, 
to mak knawin to the warld my trew and honeft mynd, firft towart my 
Grod and libertie of this realme ; git culd I not omit in the mene tyme 
to mak ane fummar anfuer to fome heidis mentioned in the faidis lettres, 
and namdie, quhair he alledgis that I haue deuifit mifcheif, treafoune 
and confpiracte aganis this my natiue cuntrey, as lettres of myne ap- 
prehendtt in Dunbartane bearis ; I am aflurit that neuer he or na vth^ 
man is hable to lait fee any lie lettres of myne, for I am content to alio we 
all lettres writtin be me befoir the haill warld, quhilk falbe fiind honeft 
and profitable for this truUit cuntrie ; and lalbe at all tymes anfuerable 
to the laws, at the command of lawfuU magiftrates, for ony treflbune that 
can or may be laid to my chairge be him or ony of his adherentis ; for I 
bane haiarid my £elf lyfe for the defence of Scotland quhen he wes agaius 
it And if any gentilman vndefamit, of my qualitie and degrie, of his fac- 
tiomi, or perteining to him, will fkj the contrare heirof bott I am ane 
trew Icottifinaii, I will fay he wfll Ipeik yntrewlie, and leis falflie in 
his throaty and denuncis be thir prelentis to quhatfumeuer perfbne will

tak the querrell on hand, that I lalbe readie to fecht with him on horil 
bak or on fiite, at tyme and place to be appointit, according to the law 
of armes. Forther accompt of my doingis I will not giue to the faid ib. 7^. b. 
erle ei Lennox, quhas T&rpit regiment I newir did acknowlege, nor git 
iiltandis to doe, bot rather c^pofit mylelf from the begyning, and «tter 
Unfycke to the famin. How I haue behavit mjfelf in keiping and vfe- 
ing of the laid cafteU, without violence and injurie, and how uprychtlie 
I meanit anent this realme, and pacificatioun of the prefent troublis, I call 
Crod to witnes-ma^ eanielUie,«ad all vthergnde mene within Edinburgh, 
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and vtheris within the riche of this hous. [Warning] heirfoir all guid 
Scottifmen, and thame that trewlie feiris God without hepocrifie, as 
thaj tender the libertie and weilfair of this thair native cuntrie, to con- 
cure and aflill me in keiping and defending of the laid hous, aganis 
quhatfumevir perfonis that lall happin to invaid me, my freindis and 
pairtakaris, or the faid callell ; as I fall be readie to mantene and defend 
euerie ane of thame, incaife thaj be invadit be any vnlawfuU meanis for 
that cans, or ony vther cans vnder cullour thairof ; certifeing all fie as 
will not concur with me in the cans and querrell foirfaid, that I will be 
thair ynfreind at my power. Difchargeing my felf to thame be thir 
prefentis, quhilk I thocht guid to notifie to all the good fubjedtis of this 
realme ; protefting befoir God and the warld, I mene nothing bot to be 
readie to mantene the trew religioun eilablifhed in this realme, with the 
commounwele and libertie of my cuntrie, without ony kynd of particu- 
laritie of my owne. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of the faid moneth, my lord Maxvelly my lord 
Hereis, and the laird of Lochinvar, come to Edinburgh cafiell to the 
conyentioun foirfaid. 

Vpoun the famyne day, thair pail ane proclamatioun throw Edinburgh 
be found of trumpet, delyring all perfonis that will tak fie wnder capi- 
tane Sinclar, to cum and rellaue thair wages in the cardinallis saird^ 
and give yp thair names. 

Vpoun the xviij day of the faid moneth, the laidis lord Herreis, and the 
laird of Lochinvar, depairtit af Edinburgh to meit Alexander biichope of 
[ Athenis,] ambaflatour for the pairt of the nobilitie afliftaris to the quene» 
quha wes remayning at Carlile vnto the tyme thaj come to conyoy him. 

Vpoun the nyntene day of the faid moneth, James erle of Mortoun, 
Robert commendatare of Dunfermling, and Mr James M'Gill, ambat 
fatour for the kingis pairt, come af Ingland to Temptalloune. 

Vpoun the tuantie ane day of the laid moneth^ Patrik Ogilby wes 
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tane and put in captivitie in the caftell of Edinburgh for conlpyring of 
the capitanis flauchter, and betraying of the faid place.

^nd counfale of Edinburgh paft to Dalkeith to fpeik with the proweft, 
Mr James M'gill, tuitching the eflait of Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the lamyne day, Gawin commendatare of Kilwynning come 
to Edinburgh, and fpak with the capitane of Edinburgh caftell. 

Vpoun the 22 day of the faid moneth, James erle of Mortoun, ac- 
cumpanyit with his freinds, paft fra Dalkeith to Striueling, to fpeik with 
my lord regent tuitching the proceidings of Ingland. 

Wpoun the 26 day of the faid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at Striueliog croce, chargeing all and lindrie our Ibuerane lordis 
li^is betuix fextie and fextene, alfwele to burgh as land, regalitie as 
royalties in feir of weir, to meit my lord regent in Linlithqw the nyn- 
tene day of Maij nixtocum, with fyftene dayes yi£luall, to pas quhair 
thaj lalbe commandit, vnder the pane of tinfell of lyff, landis and guidis. 

Vpoun the tuantie fevint day thairof, the faid erle of Mortoune come 
to Dalkeith, accumpanyit with the haill men of weir. 

Vpoun the {amyne day, the erlis of Callillis and Eglingtoun wer put 
in waird, the faid erle of Caflillis in Dunbartane, and the laid erle of 
Eglingtoun in Doun caftell, be my lord regent. 

Wpoun the famyne nycht, the capitane of Edinburgh caftell caufit tak 
all the artail^erie perteneing to Edinburgh, and put thame in the laid 
caftell, and als ane certane of pikkis in likwyife pertenying to the faid toun. 

Wpoun the penult day of the laid moneth, at tua houris in the mor* 
nyng, capitanes Melvile and CuUane come to Andro Henryfonis hous, 
and thair apprehendit the laid Androw, capitane Johne Adamefone, 
Dauid Adamfone and vtheris perfonis being in the faid hous, to the 
nowmer of aucht perlbnis, quhome the laidis capitanis fand all in ar- 
mour. The cans of this mater wes, becaus it wes jugit that the laid An« 

2d 
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dro haid lugeit Hew Tod, feruitour to the thefaurer, quha wes enemie 
to the capitane of Edinburgh caftell. Efter thair taking thaj wer pot 
in the laid caftell, and detenit in ftrait captiyitie thairin. 

Wpoun the fkmjne day, at elevin houris befoir none, being fbndajy 
the capitanis Home and Ramfay, accumpaneit with certane horflmen, to 
the nowmer of zl in the haill, come to [fra] Dalkeith towartis Leith ; and 
in thair paifing thairto, thaj maid ane affray at the nather bow, and thair- 
efter thaj paft to Leith, and maid ane proclamatioun to all perfbnis to cum 
to Dalkeith, and reflaue wages of my lord Mortoun. And that done thai 
returnit agane to Dalkeith, [Edinburgh] ? and at thair cuming thairto, paft 
yp Leith wynd and come to the faid nethir boll, and fchot in hagbuttia 
at the fame be the Ipace of half ane hour or thairby, quhairby certane 
fo. 76. b. perTonis of the faid touu wer hurt, quhilk caufit ane terrour to the peo- 
ple i and this endit, thaj paft doun San£t Marie wynd towart Dalkeithf 
quhill thaj come neir the Polbume at the end of the Burrow Mure. 

In this mene tyme, the capitane of Edinburgh caftell caufit his men 
of weare to convene, and paft fiirth and followit thame, accumpanyit 
with George erle of Huntlie, Alexander lord Home, Johne commen* 
datare of Coldinghame, and Gawin commendatare of Kilwynnyng, 
being all the nowmer of horflmen, and twa bundreth fiite-* 

men or thairby, and thairefter paft furth of the faid toun at the Kirk of 
Feild port, and come to the laid Burrowmure ; quhair the laid capitanis 
and horfmen met, and maid great ikirmiihing, quhill at laft the iaidis 
capitanis and lordis that come out of Edinburgh wer conflranit to reteir 
thairto ; and fwa the vther pairtie followit, quhill thaj come to the Ejrk 
of Feild port, and put thame thairin be force. In this Ikirmiih Wiere 
flane diuerfe fuddartis and horfis on my lord regentis pairtie, and diuerie 
on the capitane of Edinburghis pairt, and mony hurt on baith, hot nerir 
ane worthie man on ather fyid ather flane or hurt. This done^ my lord 
regentis capitanis paft to Dalkeith. 
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Vpoun the laft day of the faid moneth, the erie of Mortoun, accum- 
panyit with his freindis, raid to Glencarne [Glencorfe ?] kirk, and met 
with Robert lord Boyid, and commounit with him concemyng ane con* 
cord and aggrement to be maid betuix the nobilitie. 

Vpoun the fitmjme day, the capitane of Edinburgh caftell caufit 
mak ane procUunatioun at the mercat croce of Edinburgh be Alex- 
ander Forrefter purfeyant, makand mentioun, that quhat perfoune duel- 
land in the {amyn declarit nocht his mynd and guidwill towartis him 
and his, and that thaj fhould depairt of Edinburgh within iex houris 
nixt thairefiber ; bot the iaid capitane wes mitigated in this the fame 
nycht. 

Vpoim the firft of Maij, the laid Robert lord Boyd come to the laid 
caftelU and fpak with the capitane thairof as is faid, tuitching the ap- 
pointment, and depairted Bgone ypoun the fecund thairof to the £iid erle 
of Mortoun. 

Vpoun the laid day, the faid capitane caufit mak abone the butter 
farone ane baftalgie with ane port, at Befiie Beaties hous, in the paflage 
to the over bolL 

Wpoun the lamyne day, the laird of Gairtullie come owt of Ingland, 
and brocht with him certane gold fra the queue, the kingis moder, as 
is faid. 

Vpoun the ferd day of the faid moneth, James duke of Chattellarault 
come to Edinburgh to the capitane thairof, accumpanyit with iij^ horf- 
mene, and ane hundreth hagbutaris, to keip the parliament foirfaid. It 
is heir to be nottit, that the Hamiltonis come not in Edinburgh fen my 
lord r^pentis flauchter ynto this tyme. 

Wpoun this laid day, the men of weare of the fteipill flappit idl the to. 77. 
pendis of the kirk, for keiping thairof aganis my lord regent. 

Wpoun the fyft day thairof, Johne Knox, minifier at Edinburgh, de- . 
pairtit thairfra, for feir of the fiiidis Hamiltonis. 
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Nota, the inbringing of the money to the capitane of the caftell. 

Wpoun the aucht day of the faid moneth, Mr James Kirkcaldiey bro-» 
ther to the capitane of Edinburgh caftell, arryvit out of France in the 
raid of Leith in ane pink, and brocht with him 10^ crownis of the fone^ 
with ane greit number of hagbittis, corilattis and mirriounis, togidder 
with fum yyne, extending in the haill to vij drachtis, fra the king thairof ; 
quhilk money and munitioun wes brocht to the laid caftell this fame day. 

And becaus James erle of Mortoun wes in Dalkeith, accumpanyit 
with the regentis hagbuttaris, the haill men of weare, baith horflinen 
and futemen, paft af Edinburgh to Leith, and remanit thair vnto the 
tyme the faidis haill gold and munitione wer tranfportit to the laid caftell* 
The cumhig of this caufit the laid capitanis fadlioun to be verry glaid. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the faid moneth, Matho erle of Lennox to- 
gent, come fra Striueling to Linlithqw, to keipe the day of the proda- 
matioun for balding of the parliament foUoving. 

Vpoun the famyne day, Archibald erle of Ergyle, Johne commendatare 
of Abirbrothok and Robert lord Boyd, accumpanyit with Ix horfinene 
or thairby, come to Edinburgh at 10 houris at nycht for defence thairoi^ 

In all this tyme, the faidis lordis and capitane being in Edinbui^, 
maid greit preparatioun for the defence of the iaidis toun and caftell fra 
the invalioun of my lord regent and his adherentis ; and ordanyit the 
fitmyn to be keipit in this maner ; capitane Melvile to keip fra Halker* 
ftionis wynd to Leith wynd, and thairfra to San6t Marie wynd to the 
Kowgait port, and all the wallis ; capitane Cullane to keipe thairfra 
vnto the Gray Freir port ; and capitane fra the Weft port. 

Wpoun the tent day of the famyne moneth, thair wes ane prodama* 
tioun maid at Edinburgh croce, makand mentioun that the lords of the 
nobilitie ar informit that thair ar fum perfonis induellars in this burgh| 
and thair feruands, that revetlis the fecreitis of the nobilitie to the erle 
of Lennox and Mortoune and thair fadlioun, to thair havie dampnagQ 
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and Health ; thairfoir commandit all the faids perfonis to remowe furth 
of the laid toun within thrie houris, vnder the pane of incarceratioune 
and punifling, according to the will and pleflbur of the faidis lordis ; and 
filsy that no induellar within this burgh prefume to cum to vifie the 
wallis thairof the tyme of the perfute of the fame, vnder the faid pane. 

.Memorandum, to note in this tyme of Johne Scott, Williame Val- fo. 77. b. 
lace and Johne Gibfone, fcrybes of the Seflioun, wer compellit be the 
lordis in Edinburgh to deliuer to thame all the buikis of Parliament 
and rollis thairof* 

Nota, the feige of Edinburghe. 

Vpoun the fewint day of the faid month, Matho erie of Lennox re- 
gent, accumpanyit with the haill his afliilaris and vtheris perfonis ad- 
debtit to keip this proclamatioun foirfaid, come to Leith. In his cuming 
thairto, James erle of Mortoun met with him with mony folkis, and this 
proclamatioun wes maid to hald this Parliament following ; and gif he 
Ibuld be fioppit to come thairto, he wald afleige the burgh of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the xiij day of May 1571» the laird of Phamihirft come to 
Edinburgh with Ixxx horflmen to fupport the capitane thairof, albeit 
thair wer diuerfe laid to flopp him in the way. 

Wpoun the lamyne nicht, my lord regentis men of weare come in 
the nycht to the dow craig abone the Trinitie college beiyid Edinburgh, 
and thair keift ane forth, and placit thair thrie peice of ordinance thairin, 
to ding and ieige the north eift quarter of the faid burghe. 

Vpoun the famyne nycht, thair come certane fuddartis of my lord 
regentis to Williame Lawfonis hous befyid the nether boll, and fchot 
in at the famin ; quhilk wes the cans of the flauchter of lindrie perfonis, 
allwele of men of weare as of findrie vthcr povir perfonis of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the laid xiij day of the laid moneth, the lordis of the nobilitie' 
caufit tak lindrie burgeflis of Edinburgh, fearing thame to be partakaris 
with my lord regent, and held thame in captivitie during the laid lege^ 
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Vpoun the xiiij day of the laid moneth, the capitane caufit big Tp 
the port of the nethir boll with llane and failL And thairefter my 
lord regent come to the Cannogait, quhilk caufit the capitane fchoot 
in the famin, to the great terrour and flauchter of fimi people thairof ; 
and efler his cuming thairto, he paft to Williame Oikis hous in the 
Cannogat, within the fredome of E^linburghy and thair fenfit the Par- 
liament ; and thairefter retumit to Leith, meaning thairby that and the 
laid Parliament wer haldin within the freidom of Edinburgh, albiit 
the famyne wes nocht within the portis thairof, it fould be yaliaUe 
heirefter. 

Vpoun the famjme day, the prefonaris fiimmond of befoir to compeir 
in this Parliament, paft to the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, and thair tuik in> 
flrumentis that thaj wer readdie to anfuer thairin as accordit of the law. 
fo. 78. Wpoun the xv day of the laid moneth, the laid capitane and lords 
brocht ane double cannone to the Blak Freir gaird, and thair fidlit the 
famyne, and Ichot at the faid Williame Lawfonis hous, and did grdt 
fkaith in the heid of the Cannogait to the houllis thairof. 

Vpoun the xyj day thairof, the laid regent come to the laid Caimo- 
gait, accumpanyit with James Erie of Mortoun, Johne erie of Mar, 
Alexander erle of Glencaime, Dauid erle of Crawfiird, the erle of 
Menteith, the maifier Merfchall, the erle Buchan, the lords d BxA^ 
vene and Lindfay, with diuerfe vtheris thair aflifteris, and thair paft to 
the faid Williame Coikyis hous, fituat in the laid Cannogait and widm 
the freidome of Edinburgh foirfaid, and thair pronuncit the dome of 
forfaltour aganis Williame Maitland of Lethingtoun gomiger, Johne 
commendatare of Coldinghame, and Mr Thomas Maitland his brothw, 
Gawin commendatare of Kilwynning, William Hamiltoun fone natotall 
to ymquhile the archbifchope of San€i:androis ; and thairefter continewit 
the laid Parliament ynto the third day of Auguft mxtocun, to be 
haldin in Striueling, and thairefter paft to the Cannocroce «nd anud

Vpoun the 17 day of the famyne moneth, the men of weare in Edin- 
burgh brint ane barne in Ple&ntis pertenying to Johne Wilfone ; and 
in the fiunyne nycht thaj brint ane tenement of land in San£tmarie 
wynd, apperteining to vmquhile D Dalgleis, and that becaus 

my lord regentis fuddartis enterit thairin, and flew and hurt diuerfe 
perlbnis owt of the famin. 

Vpoun the lamin day, Archibald erle of Ergyle and Robert lord 
Boyd depairted of Edinburgh to thair places. 

Vpoun the 19 day of the laid monetb, my lord regent and Mortoun 
depairted fra Halyrudhous with thair men of weare and artail^erie to 
Leithy and left the laid f(^e, and left certane woll and flcenis behind 
dnmey qubilk thaj caufit bring fra the faid toun of Leith to the Canno- 
gaity to ramforce tbair trinfches ; quhilkis woll and fl^enis the fuddartis 
of die nobilitie apprehendit, and allegit the lamin to appertene to thame 
jufUie be the law of armeis ; and thairefter wer redemit be money fra 
tiiame be the awnaris of the fame. 

Vpoun the xx day of the faid moneth, the faidis regent and erle of 
Mortoun, with thair aflillaris and men of weare, depairtit fra Leith to- 
wirtis Corftorpbin craigis ; and quhen thaj come thairto, my lord regent fo. 78. b. 
•ocompanyik with the erle of Mar and xl horflmen depairtit thairfra to 
Striueling i and my lord Mortoun accumpanyit with all the remanent 
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army and haill fuddartis, pall to Dalkeith ; quhair in thair pafiing to 
the fame, the haill lords of the nobilitie being in Edinburgh, paft with 
thair cumpanyis and fuddartis furth of the laid burgh, and followit efter 
the laid regent and his aflillaris quhill thaj come to Corftorphin ; bot 
or thaj come thairto, the faids regent and the erle of Mar wer depairted 
thairfra ; and my lord of Mortoun paft of Corftorphin to Dalkeith be 
Langhirdmeftoune, quhome on the faids lords of the nobilitie followit, 
and offerit thair to haue fochtin with thame, and lichtit doun from thair 
horllis for the fame effe6t, and put thame fra thame ; bot my lord of 
Mortoun on nawayis wald tarie, bot paft away throw Braidis craigis to 
Dalkeith. It is laid that the cans of this haiftie pafiage wes, becaus hn 
fuddartis wantit baith powder and buUatis. 

Vpoun the famyne day, the burgeflis of Edinburgh quhilk wer takin 
of befoir for fuipitioun, wer dimittit and put to libertie. 

Vpoun the 22 day of the faid moneth, my lordis of Maxvdl, 
Herreis, and the laird of Lochinvar, depairtit from Edinburgh to thair 
places. 

In this tyme, thair wes conventioun ordanit to be in Edinburgh be 
the lordis of the nobilitie, vpoun the viij day of Junij nixtocum. 

Vpoun the xxiij day of the faid moneth, Claud Hamiltoun accum« 
panyit with bis fadaris fuddartis depairtit fra Edinburgh to Hamiltoun* 

Vpoun the famyne day, my lord of Mortoun maid ane proclamatioun 
in Dalkeith, inhibiting all perfonis to bring any yidtuallis or furneifling 
to Edinburgh, ynder the pane of efcheiting of the lame ; and becaus thaj 
wer diuerfe pover perfonis, fum with fifche, fum with coillis and fum 
with aill reibrtand towartis the faid burgh, the laid erlis horfinen and 
futemene reft thair horllis and guidis fra thame, and continewallie ftop-> 
pit the fame. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, Johne Hamiltoun, Hamiltoun, and 

Hamiltoun, Ibnnis to Andro Hamiltoun of Cochnoch, being 
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in captiyitie within the caftell of Glalgow, for halding of Paflay, and 
having licence and libertie freilie to pas within the lamin, maid ane 
trane ; and quhen the capitane of the faid caftell wes paft furth thairof 
with his haill feruandis, thrie onlie except, the {aids Hamiltonis pur- 
pofing to betraj and tak the {aid ca{lell, wylit the {aids thrie feruands 
furth of the famyne, alledging that thaj wald gang to play in the clofe 
thairof, as thair accufiumate vfe wes ; and quhen thaj wer pafland 
thairtOy the {aidis Hamiltonis come abak agane, and ane enterit in the 
dungeoune, and held the famin fra twa houris till aucht hour is at eyin.

In the taking agane of the {aid hous, thair wes tua perfonis {lane. 
The {amin nicht Claud Hamiltoun come to Gla%ow at xj houris in the 
nichty to haue fupportit the faidis Hamiltonis, hot or his cuming thairto 
the laid place wes takin, as laid is. 

Vpounthetwentiefevintday of the {aid moneth,WilliamDurie[Drur7] 
merlcheall of Berweik, come fra Dalkeith to Edinburgh as commiflionar 
fend be the queue of Ingland, and efter his cuming, commonit with 
the capitane of the caftell thairof. It is faid that his cuming wes to fie 
gif the {aid capitane wald bald the laid caftell on the kingis name and 
my lord regentis, quhilk gif he wald nocht doe, the quenis forces of Ing- 
land wald afluritlie a{Iay him. Quha an{uerit that he wald acknowledge 
the king as prince of Scotland, hot as for Matho erle of Lennox, he 
neuir acknowlegit him, nor ^it wald neuir acknowlege him, as his re- 
gent and his, and that becaus he wes fwome Inglifman ; and that, al- 
beit the {aid queue of Ingland wald owirhaill for ane tyme ane pairt of

yng, ynder the pane of tynlell of lyff, lands and gudis. 
fo. 79. b. Vpoun the fecund day of Junij 157 19 till the horlinen and futemen 
of the nobilitie being in Edinburgh depairtit from the fame towards Dal* 
keith, with twa peice of fmall cairtit ordinance, quhill thaj come to the 
Schirefhalmure, quhair thaj remanit ane certane fpace, abyding the erle 
of Mortonis furthcuming, quha wes than in Dalkeith with my lord 
regentis men of weare. And at his fiirth cuming, it wes crwellie Ikir* 
miflit betuix the faids pairties ; and the day being (a ranye that fcantlie 
hagbuUs mycht fchute for rainyn, the faids horfmen and futemen of the 
nobilitie quha come fiirth of the laid burgh of Edinburgh wer conftranit 
to reteir towartis the lame. In thair reteiring, it chancit that the fud« 
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dartis of the nobilitie wanting pulder» come to cq>itane Melvill defyr- 

ing him to gif thame poulder ; quha brak yp ane barrell thairof, and in 

the deljuering to thame the famin, the laid barrell of ponder tuik in 

fyre, quhilk brint the faid capitane Meluile with diuerfe fuddartis thair 

being for the tjme, that it wes ane lamentable thing to behold. This 

fiidduie chance brocht ane greit feir ypoun the faids fuddartis of the 

nobilitie» that had nocht bene the better goverment, the famin had bene 

the cans of the dillrudtioun of the haill cumpanyis ; hot in thair re- 

tmneing thaj keipit thamfelffis ia clois, that almoft thaj did no ikaith 

nor reflauit no ikaith, vnto the tyme thaj come to the brig e^d quhilk 

merchis with the burrow mure of Edinburgh, quhair thair mjr lord of 

Mortonis fuddartis following crewallie and owir fuilochlie ovir the 

bume of the laid brig, ypoun the laids horimen and futemen of the faid 

nobilitie, and than thaj feing thair aduantage returnit agane, and brak 

abak ypoun thame with fik yiolence, that the faids fuddartis of my lord 

Mortoun culd nocht refift the lamin. In this haill ikyirmils, thair wes

Wpoun the yj day of Junij foiriaid, capitane James Meluile, brint in 
maner foirfaid with ponder, wes burijt according to the rait of armes, 
and capitane Dauid Meluile furrogat in his place. And ypoun the 
iamyn day thair wes ane commandement geyin be the lordis of the no- 
bilitie in Edinburgh, to tir and tak doun all the tymmer werk of all 
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houffis in Leith Wjnd and San6imarie Wjnd, hurtftiU or mycht hurt 
the helping of this burghe. 
fo. 80. In this mene tjme, the inhabitantis of Edinburgh left nathing in the 
famyn vntranlportit that mycht be tranlportit thairfra. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the laid moneth, the lords and capitane foir* 
laid, caufit all the durris and windois of all the tenements and lands of 
the weft fyid of San6lmarie Wynd to be biggit vp and clofit, and maid 
vther greit preparatioun for defence of the faid burgh of Edinburghe. 

Wpoun the famin day, my lord Maxwell, Johne lord Herreis and 
Johne Gprdoun of Lochinvar come to Edinburgh to this conventioun, 
with Alexander bifchope of Galloway. 

Vpoun the tent day of the moneth abonewrittin, Walter Scott of 
Buckcleuche, Ker of Fharnyhirft come to this laid conventione. 

Vpoun the ellevint day thairof, the lord Somervile come in lykwyi£b 
thairto ; hot the remanent nocht hot paft hame. 

Nota, the Parliament haldin be the nobilitie. 

Vpoun the tuelt day of the laid moneth, James duke of Chattellarault, 
George erle of Huntlie, Gawin archbifchope of San3;andros, George 
bifchope of Dunkell, Alexander bilchope of Galloway, the commiflion- 
aris for the bifchopis of Abirdene and Murray, Claud Hamiltoun abbot 
of Paflay, the commiflionar of the abbot of Abirbrothok, Johne com- 
mendatare of Coldinghame, the commendatare of the Newabbay, the 
commiflionar of Halyrudhous, the pryour of Fettinweme, the lords 
Home, Maxwell fmd Someruile, the commiflionaris of the burrowis of 
Jedburgh, Dumfres, Abirdene, Elgin, Forres and Innernes, paft fr(mi 
the caftell of Edinburgh to the tolbuyth thairof ; and thair the parlia- 
ment being fenlit and foittis callit, thair wes ane lupplicatioun givin in, 
in the quenis name, makand mentioun, that it wes nocht vnknowin to 
thame how that flio wes tane be ane certane of hir rebellious fubje&is»and 
imprefonit be thame in the caftell of Lochleyin, quhair iho wes conftranit 
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be ihame, and that for feir of hir lyff, to fubfcriue ane commiflioun for 
dimiflioune of hir croun and au£loritie royall, in fauouris of hir onlie fbne 
ind in&nt James prince of Scotland : And being aduerteift be Schir 
Nicolas Frogmartene, [Throgmorton] that gif fho did nocht the famin, 
that it wald coft hir hir lyiff, and fho to elchew the raig did the famin : 
Vpone the quhilk, defyrit the faid nobilitie to confidder, gif the fublcry- 
yeing of the laid commiflioun, and furrogating of Matho erle of Lennox 
in hir place» wes laufullie or ordourlie done or nocht, according to the 
lair of God, man, or nature ; and that gif the faid Matho erle of Lennox 
wes ane apt and habill man to governe fie ane commoun welth as this. 
Efter the reiding of the quhilk fupplicatioun, the heidis thairof being 
dewlie reflbnit and wotit, it wes fundin be the eftaitts foirfaids, that the 
fiiid quene wes compellit, for feir of hir Ijff, to fubfcrjrye the faid com- 
miflioun, and thairfoir decernit the famyne, and all that foUowit thair- 
ypone, of nane awaill, force nor effe6t from the begining, and to ceis 
heirefier, and ordanit ane a£l of parliament to be maid thairvpone.

to» my lord duke bure the croun, my lord Huntlie the fceptoure, and 
my lord Home the fword of honour. It is to be notit, that my lord 
Harreis fengeit himfelf feik, and come nocht to the tolbuyth this day, 
for quhat cans no man knowis. Vpone the famin day, William Dowrie 
[Drury] merfchaell of Berwik, come to the faid nobilitie to Edinburgh 
as ambailadour from the quene of Ingland. 

Wpone the thrittene day of Junij 1571» the faid Williame Dourie 
depairted fra Edinburgh to Striueling to fpeik with my lord regent. 

Nota, the quenis au£loritie proclamit. 

Vpoun the famyn day, the lords of the nobilitie being in Edinburgh, 
caufit publeis the faid fupplicatioun, and a6l of parliament maid thair- 
vpone, at the mercat croce of the laid burgh, and ordanit all lettres heir- 
efter to pas in hir name, and all proclamationis in lyikwyife to be direct 
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in hir name in tyme to cum ^ and als it wes fiatute and ordanit^ that 
the religioune and preitching of Goddis word now yfit amangs the liegk 
of this realme, be inmouablie obferuit in all tymes to cum, and that the mi- 
nifteris of the lamyne mak daylie prayars in thar fermonds for the queue, 
the prince hir lone, and the haill nobilitie ; and this done, the cafiell 
fchote greit ordinance. 

Vpoun the famyn day, the lords of the nobilitie being aduerteift that 
capitane Michaell Wemis having on his chairge Ixxx fuddartis or thair- 
by, wes cum fro Dundie to Kirkcaldie, to haue cumm to James erle of 
Mortoun, incontrair the faids lords, to the toun of Dalkeith, the faids 
lords cauiit man ane fchipe callit barkwindance, with foure boittis with 
men of weare, to the nowmer of aucht fcoir of luddartis, with capitane 
CuUane and Mr James Kirkcaldie, brother to Schir William Kirfccakfie 
of Grange knycht, capitane of Edinburgh caftell, to await vpoun the 
owircuming of the faid capitane Michaell Wemis and his fuddartis, for 
taking thairof, and pail furth of the bavin of Leith for the fame eSe& the 
iamin day at viij houris at evin. The laid James erle of Mortoun heir* 
ing of this proceiding, and being in Dalkyth, came this fame njdit to 
the toun of Leith, accumpanyit with his haill fuddartis and freindis in 
the boundis of Louthane, Merfe, and fouth pairts round about him that 
wald aOifl to him ; and efber his cuming thairto, he purpofit to bane 
apprehendit and tane the f aidis fuddartis and men that wer in the fchipe 
and boittis. And about nyne or ten houris of the xiiij day of the iaid 
moneth befoir none, the faids capitane Michaell Wemis and his men 
come in twa crayaris from Kirkcaldie. In thair cuming, the faids b<Mttis 
and fchippis chacit thame beyond the Inche, in the quhilk, thaj appre- 
hendit ane of the faids crearis, quhairin wes xxv fuddartis and 
Michaell, lieutennent to the faid capitane Wemis ; and the vther crajer 
fled to Abirlady, quhair the faid capitane, accumpanyit with L fuddartis, 
pad thairfra without delay to Dalkeith, quhair thaj wer honefllie 
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In all this xiiij dsjr, the faids men of wearre of the nobilitie being in the fo. 8i. 
fidd iekipe and boittis, culd nocht guidlie land for feir of the laid erle of 
MoitouDy quha wes liand about ane greit pairt of the coift fjid, await- 
and thairvpone incaice thaj landit in the fouth pairt of the lamin ; bnt 
the fiuids men of warre perlaving thaj mycht nocht guidlie land than 
without greit ilauchterof thair men, and eminent danger in the haill, 
thaj paft to Brintjland and thair gat yi£tuallis ; and incontinent thur- 
efter» paft to the fey and failit thair quhill the Ikmyne nycht at midnycht, 
quhair thaj landit neir Crawmound ; and thairefter come ypone the xv 
day thairof to Corftorphin cn^, and thairfra to Edinburgh, without 
any danger done to thame be the laid erle of Mortoun or his folkis, liand 
in wait for the fame purpofe. And the capitane of Edinburgh caftell, at 
thair cuming to the iamin, caufit fchute iiij peice of greit ordinance, and 
thairefter put thair (aids prefonaris in the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, with 
greit mirth and pleifour of thair afliftaris. It is alfua of veritie, that the 
bids lords of the nobilitie, feing thair men of wearre being in the faids 
ichipps and boittis wer of mynd to land ypoun the laid xiiij day, ilchit 
with thair horfmene and futemen towartis Leith in thair fupport, pur- 
pofing, gif thaj had landit, outher to haue relevit thame, or els to haue 
all deit. In this mene tyme, thair wes fum fkirmiihing betuiz the laids 
pairteia^ the erle of Mortoun beleivand that the faids men of weir wer 
in the laid Ichipe and boittis, durft nocht land, fend to Striueling to my 
lord regent, defyring him effedtuouflie to cum and liippoirt him in the 
tdung of the fiuds men of wearre ; hot or his cuming, the faids men of 
weare wer efcapit, as laid is. 

Vpoun the fourtene day of Junij foirfaid, Johne Hamiltoun, fbne to 
Androw Hamiltoun of Cochnoch, wes beheadit for the interpryfing of 
the taldng of Gla%ow caftell. 

Vpoim the xr day of Julij, William Durrie [Drury] come to Leith 
to tiie (aid erle of Mortoun. 
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It is alfua to be notit, that the miniftaris of Edinburgh maid nather 
prayars nor preitching fra the xiij day of Junij vnto the becaus it 

wes injoynit to thame to pray for the quene in the fiunin, be the lords 
of the nobilitie. 

In this mene tyme, my lord regent cauiit fummond findrie perfonisy 
nobilmen and barronis, alliftaris to the quene, to compeir in parliament 
to be haldin in Striueling the xviij [xxviij] day of Auguft nixtocum, to 
heir thame foirfaltit for certane crymes of treflbne contenit in the laid 
liimmondis. 

Nota, the difconfutoure done at the querrell hollis befyd Halyrudhous. 

Vpoun the xvj day of the faid moneth, being Sattirday, James erie of 
Mortoun being in Leith, and accumpanyit with the maift pairt of his 
freinds and cuntriemen, with the regentis haill men of wearre, come 
furth of Leith to the Halkhill^ and thair put thair men in array ; 
fo. 81. b. and als the lordis of the nobilitie, viz. the erle of Huntlie, my lord 
Home, my lord Harreis, my lord Claud Hamiltoun, Gawin commenda- 
tare of Kilwyning, and Johne commendatare of Coldinghame, with all 
thair forces and men of weare haid be thame in Edinburgh, ifchit fiirth 
of Edinburgh with twa peices of Imall ordinance, to the querrell holis 
abone the abbay of Halyrudhous, quhair thaj arrayit thair horfmen and 
luddartis betuix the querrell holis and the faid Halkhill. And Schir 
Williame Drowarie Inglifman, being with the faid erle of Mortoun, la- 
bourit and travelit this day betuix the faids parteis in fie fort, that it wes 
convenit betuix thame that ane man fhould pas in midfield betuix thame 
and waif his hatt, and than euerie pairtie to reteir hame ; hot in this 
mene tyme, the erle of Mortouns haill horfmen brak with ane Ichout 
and cry vpoun the nobilities horfmen, quha newer maid counter to rei- 
fifl thame, hot continwallie fled vnto the tyme thaj come to thair awne 
futemen, quha maid all maner of manlie reliftance to thair aduerfaris as 
culd be devyfit ; hot pairtlie owirrunne with thair awne horfmen, and

pairtlie with thair enemies horHnene, the faidis pover fuddartis wer com- 
pellit to glue bakkis, and fua baitb the horfmen and futemen of the faid 
nobilitie fled in at the watter geitt befyid the abbay foirlkid ; on quhom 
followit the faid erie of Mortonis folkis, and continwallie tuke and flew 
of thame quhill thaj come to Edinburgh. In this conflict wes flane the 
&id Gawin commendatare of Kilwynning with xxiiij fuddartis of 
the nobilitie or thairby j Alexander lord Home tane with James CtU- 
lane, Alexander Bog anfengie to capitane Dauid Meluile with the laid 
enfen^ie, and Ixx fuddartis or thairby, with the {aids tua peices of ordi- 
nance, with lindrie horfnien ; and all thir prefonarls wer tane to Leitb 
and put in the tolbuyth thairof. And of the erle of Mortonis pairtie 
wes flane Gawin Home fueddart, and capitane Michaell Wemes tane, 
bot or he wes tane he wes hurt, quhairof he deceiflit heiretler. 

This conflict wes ane greit difconfetoure to the saidis lordis of the 
nobilitie, for nocht allanerlie wes thair men tane and flane, bot alfua 
the haill armes and horflis of thame that efcapit wer for the maifl pairt 
tint and perifched. It is gretumlie murmurit that the laid Williame 
Drowarie wes the ondrawer of this mifcheifl", and dillaver of the quenis 
pairtie. Attour it is alfua faid that Jobne lord Harreis is gretumlie 
murmurit in confulting this deid, becaus he coramonit with the auld 
laird of Drumlangrig on the day befoir, and als that he and his cum- 
pany wer the laitetl that come fiirth of Edinburgh to the faid place 
quhair the laid conflict wes, and the ibneH that fled thairfra, albeit thaj 
wer neireil to the faid Cannogaitt. 

Vpoun the xvij day of the laid moneth, Matho erle of Lennox regent 
and Johne erle of Mar come to Leith. 

Vpoun the xyiij day of the faid moneth, thair wes ane Parliament 
proclamit at the niercat croce of Edinburgh be the lords being thairin, 
in the quenis name, to be haldin in the famyn rpoua the third day of 
Auguft QJxtocum.

Vpoun the iamyne daj, the (aid fchir Williame Drowarie came from 
Leith to Edinburgh ; and thairefter paft to Leith i and thairefter maid 
findiy viages betuix Leith and Edinburgh for treating of aggrement 
betuix the parteis being thairintill, bot the fame tuik no effect. 

In this mene tjrme, it is devyfit be my lord regent and his counlalef 
that the cuntrie falbe devydit in four quarteris, and that euerie quarter 
iall remayne in Leith thair tume about, for keiping thairof and a£bidg* 
ing of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the ^ day of the laid moneth of Junij, the lordis of the no* 
bilitie being in Edinburgh, caufit ele£t Thomas Ker of Fharpyhirft 
knycht proyefl of Edinburgh, Cuthbert Ramlay, Thomas Hamiltoun» 
Halbert Maxwell, and Hew Lauder bailleis of the iamyne, with all 
vther membaris of court and counlale ; and maid publi£t proclamatioun 
thairof at the mercat croce of the faid burgh, and caufit nychtlie the 
quarteris of this toun waitche the wallis thairof. In all this tyme thair 
wes greit labouring maid betuix the faids twa pairteis for releiving of 
prefonaris ; and als thair wes placit in the lleiple of Edinburgh on tlie 
famyne day thrie peices of brafin ordinance, with yi£tuallis and vtheris 
neceflaris for defending of the iamyne ; and ficlyk all the wallis, foufies 
and portis of the laid burgh wer newlie biggit and repairit, for the de* 
fending and balding thairof.

quene being thairintill. 

Vpoun the xxt day of the laid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh in the quenis name, commanding 
all and lindrie merchands, craftifmen and vtheris inhabitants of the faid fu.

Vpoun the famyne day my lord regent caufit cafi and ere€l agane the 
fowfies and wallis of Leith, purpofing to haue lyin thairin for halding 
of Yidtuallis fra Edinburgh, beleiving thairthrow that the lordis of the 
nobilitie with thair men of weare being thairintiU wald leave the iame. 

Vpoun the penult day of the iamyne moneth, thair anyyit ane fchip 
in ihe raid of Leith callit the Andro, in the quhilk thair wes ten hun- 
dreth hi^buttis, tua hundreth corflattis, tua hundryth heid peices, with 
y^ buUattis, with ane certane of lall peiter fend be the king of France 
to ihe lordis of the nobilitie and capitane of Edinburgh caftell, togidder 
with the fowme of vj^ ti of gold and filuer.

pofity without any f&rther delay, to haue left my lord r^^nt and paft to 
Dalkeith ; bot the faid r^ent heirand thairof, come to the faid erle of 
Mortoun, and referrit all thingis in his will, and promittit to doe nor 
difpone ony maner of thing in tymecuming without his awyfe. This 
done» the faid earle remaynit flill in Leith. 

Vpoun the fevint day of the faid moneth, the haill merchandis, craf- 
tifinen and perfonis remanand within Edinburgh, maid thair mouflaris 
in the gray frear kirk yaird ; promitting to allift the capitane of Edin- 
burgh cafiell in the quenis a6);ioun. The nowmer thairof, wer yj^ men to. 84. 
or thairby. This mouftour wes maid becaus that the auld proyefl and 
bailleis of the faid burgh haid left the fame, and paft with ane greit now- 
mer of the inhabitaris thairof to Leith, and thair maid thair muftouris, 
quhilkis eztendit to iij^ men or thairby. For this wappinfchawing, my 
lord ri^^t buir greit indignatioun at the tounis men remaning thairin, 

Vpoun the famyn day, capitane James Cullane wes put in Leith to 
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the knawlege of ane affyie, quhairby he wes convidtit for cuming agaaia 
the king incontrair his promeis maid of befoir, hot na executioun done 
ypoun him this day. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the famin moneth, thair come certane men of 
wearre from Leith to the palice of Halyrudhous, quhairof Andro Mit- 
chell wes capitane, and thair ranforcit the foirgett thairof, purpolii^ to 
remayne thairin. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, thair wer certane perfonis lummondit in 
Edinburgh, to compeir in the parliament to be haldin thairin the 27 day of 
Auguft nixtocum, to heir thame foirfaltit for certane poyntis of treflbune 
contenit in the laid fummondis. 

Vpoun the xiij day of the laid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at Edinburgh croce, commanding all inhabitantis of the famin that 
hes pad furth of the faid burgh, and hes not borne wappins aganis the 
quenis majeftie, that thaj refort agaue to the fame within xxiiij hourSp 
and falbe hairtlie reflauit thairin ; with certificatioun, gif thaj doe not» 
thaj lalbe repute and haldin as the quenis enemies in tyme to cum ; and 
als commanding all thais perlbnis quha hes depairtit and borne armour 
aganis hir, that thaj in lykwy ils repair agane to the burgh foirfaid witihin 
the laid Ijpace ; and thaj findand cautioun for keiping of good ordonr 
in tyme tocum, lalbe reflauit thankluUie thairin, with certificatioun gif 
thaj doe nocht, that thair goods and geir falbe intromeittit with as A 
cheit, and thair wyffis and barnes expellit furth of the laid burgh of Edin- 
burgh with thame, and thair to remayne induring the lordis of the no- 
bilities will and mynd. 

Attour it is to be notit, that at this tyme the haill perfonis inhabitans 
in Edinburgh remanand within the lamin, wer reddie at euerie fldrmeis 
in armes, to pas with the faids lords afliftaris to the queue out of the 
laid burgh, for mantenance of the quenis a6Houn ; quhairat the burgeffis 
being in Leith wes maill havilie offendit 
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Vpoun the xiiij day of the laid moneth, Robert lord Semple wes put 
to fredome and libertie be the lords of the nobilitie afiiftaris to the 
quene, furth of the famin, quha pafi hame vpone certane conditiouns. 

Vpoun the xrij day of the laid moneth, capitane James CuIIane being 
convid, as is abonereherfit, wes beheadit on the linkis of Leitb, quhair- 
at the lordis of the nobilitie wes gretumlie annoyit^ promeifing and 
awowing» gif thaj can apprehend any of thair aduerfaris, that thaj in 
lykmaner Ibuld be handillit. 

Vpoun the xriij day of the laid moneth, Naper of Merching- fo. 94. b. 

fioun knycht wes tane, and brocht to Edinburgh caftell be the laird of 
Mynto and his cumpany. 

Vpoun the famyne day, Mongo Fairlie, Johne Harwod, Hew Broun, 
and Robert Cunnyghame, all burgeflis of Edinburgh, wer put to the 
knowl^^ of ane aflyle for mantenyng of the kingis au6toritie, and aflift- 
ing of his regent ; for the quhilkis thaj became in will ; hot the quenis 
lieutennentis and lordis continewit the laid mater vnto the morne thair- 
efter, to adwyfe quhidder thaj wald tak the laids perlbnis in will or 
liochty and thairfoir ordanyit the laid aflyfe to convene the laid morne. 

Vpoun the lamin xix day, Johne Dowglas of the Scheill wes put to 
the knawlege of ane aflyle for fyndrie odious crymes, quha in lykwys 
wes continewit vnto the day of the laid moneth, and thairfoir con- 

tinewit vnto the 21 day of the lamin ; and thairefter the * of the

goodis be tranlportit furth of this realme yncuilumate be the quenis cof* 
tumare, wnder the pane of confifcatioun of the lame at the port quhair 
the lamyne falbe tranlportit to, aither in France or Flandars. It is to 
be notit heir, that all guidis that ar to be tranlportit pay double cuftome. 
In all this tyme, thair wes continwall fldrmifling betuix Edinburgk 
and Leith, and diuerle men and horls flane on baith the pairties, bot for 
the maift pairt of the regentis pairt. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Julij 1571 foirfaid, thair wes ane fowfie maid 
fo. 85. in the blak freir jaird, to place greit ordinance thairin to ding the pa- 
lice of Halyrudhous thairwith. 

And ypoun the lamyne day, James erle of Mo^ne returnit from 
Striueling to Leith fra the conventioun abonewrittin. 

Vpoun the xxv day of the laid moneth, the capitane of Edinbui^ caftell 
caufit bring owt ane cannoin and great culvering owt of the famin, andpla- 
cit the faid ordinance in the blak freir jaird to ding the abbay thairwith. 

And on the lame day at eftemone, thaj Ichote at the laid palice of 
Halyrudhous diuerfetyme8,bot thefamyne did litle or na hurt to theiSEUain. 
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Vpoun the famjue day, Mr Cace Ingliiman come to Edinburgh caftelL 
from the quene of Ingland, with writtings tuitching ane abftenance to 
be tane amangis the nobilitie, and fua depairted thairfra with ane anfuer. 

Vpoun the zxvj day of the lame, the lordis of the nobilitie aflifland 
to the quenoycondifcendit to the laid abftinence, bot the regent and his 
afliflaris wald not grant thairto, quhairat the quene of Ingland wes gre- 
tumlie offendit as wes reportit. 

In this mene tyme, my lord regent caufit mak prodamatiounis in 
Perth, Dundie and all ytheris burrowes in Fyff and Angus, chargeing the 
inhabitants thairof to addres thame to meit him in feir of weir in Leith, 
with XX dayes yictuallis, ynder the pane of tinfell of lyf, lands and guids.

Vpoun the firfl day of Augufl the geir of God abonewritten, thair wes 
ane fow ferryit in Williame Dauidfonis hous, flefcher in Edinburgh, of 
xiij gryfis, off the quhilkis, thair wes ane a monfioure. It haid the 
gnmtill thairof in the heich of the heid of the iame, and wnder that it 
baid twa ene, ane noils and mouth, ane brow, ane chyke ane toung and 
laggiB lyk to the fimiEtude of man in all fortis ; the remanent thairof wes 
lyk ane yther gryfe without hair ; this protendit flim milcheiff to this burgh. 

Vpoun the fecund day of the faid moneth, thair wer certane perfonis 
of Edinburgh fled thairfra to Leith, to the nowmer of iiij" or thairby, 
fimmiondit to compeir befoir the quenis lieutennentis ypoun the Text 
day nixt efter the chairge, to anliier to lie thingis as lalbe laid to thair 
duurge, ynder the paine ot rebellioun and putting of thame to the 
home ; and failgeing thairof, to put thame thairto. 

Wpoun the third day of the laid moneth, the parliament proclamit be 
the quenis lieutennentis in hir name, wes affixit in Edinburgh and the 
Ibittis callit and ordanyit to ryne ynto the tyme the fame wer difibluit. 
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Vpoun the lamin day, the parliament proclamit in the kingis name 
wes affixit, and the foittls callit in Strineling, and ordanit the lamin 
to rin quhill it be farder diflbluit. 
fo. 85. b. Vpoun the aucht day of the (aid moneth, the quenis lieutennentis paft 
to the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, and thair callit the fiimmondis of foirfal- 
tour raifit aganis Johne lord Glammis and his afliftaris foirlaids, and 
continewit the fame. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, James erle of Mortoun paft to Striueling to 
meit with Archibald erle of Ergyle and his adherentis, conforme to his 
promeis maid of befoir. 

Vpoun the tent day of the lamyne moneth, Alexander Jardane 
younger of Apilgarth, with ten of his men and cumpany, wes tane be the 
lairds of Buckcleuch, Wormiftoun and Howmod, [?} and thair cumpany, 
and brocht to Edinburgh captiues, and ane of his cumpany flane, and 
yerry mony of horls and men on baith fydis hurt, hot monyeft on my 
lord regents fyid, for it wes crewallie fochtin befoir the laids perfonis 
wer takin. 

In this mene tyme, thair wes ane alTemblie of the minifteris in Striue- 
ling, quhair it wes concludit amangs thame, that na minifter fhould pray 
in thair fermouns for the queue, and fand fault with Alexander bifchope 
of Galloway, minifter at Edinburgh, becaus he prayit for the laid quene ; 
aganis the quhilk a6l Johne Craig opponit. 

Vpoun the xiij day of the faid moneth, the duke and erle of Hiintlie» 
lieutennent to the quene, accumpanyit with Alexander lord Home and 
vtheris of the nobilitie, paft to the tolbuyth of Edinburgh ; and thair 
fittand in parliament, the thrie eftaittis foirfaltit Johne lord Glammis 
and Robert lord Uchiltrie, Adame bilchope of Orknay, Robert fuocel^ 
four of Dunfermling, Mr Robert Ritchartfone, commendatare of Sanft 
Marie yle, James Ritchartfone his fone naturall, James Lidderdaill fewar 
of Sandtmarie yle, Mr James M<3ill of Rankellour nether^ Mr Jamei 
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M<jill his fone and appeirand air, Alexander Home of Manderlloun,

tburefter the (aids lieutennentis pafl to the mercat croce of Edinburgh, 
and caufit the heraulds mak publidl proclamatioun of the laid dome of 
foirfaltour, and raiflP the laids perfonis armes, and ordanit thame to be 
deleite out of the buikis of armes ; and the faidis perfonis guidis and 
lands to be efcheit to our fouerane ladie and inbrocht to hir vie ; and 
decemit the (aid burgh of Dundie to haue tint the fredome thairof, and 
the perfonis inhabitaris thairof to haue tint lyff, lands and guids. And 
this done, thaj pail to the caAell with fword, Iceptour and croun. 

All this tyme, the burgh of Edinburgh ihite vpoun the calfay thairof 
in feir of weir, according to thair auld vfe. 

In this mene tyme, Archibald erle of Ergyle, accumpanyit with Ro- 
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bert lord Bojd, being at the conventioun in Striueling, met with James 
erle of Mortoun, and thair aggreit with him in all thingis in lie Cart, 
that he became the kings man, and wald acknawlege his au6toritie fa 
lang as the kingis moder remaynit Airth of this realme ; for doing of 
the quhilk, he obtenit the promeis of ane benefice. 

And als in this fame tyme, my lord regent feit certane men of wearre,

Aikman. The names of the quenis futemen ar, capitanis Arthour Ha- 
miltoun, James Bruce, Dauid Meluile, James Halkerftoun, Grilbert 
Montgomery, with Adame FuUartoun with Edinburgh band. Tlie 
number of thair men of weare ar fex hundreth futemen, and ane bun* 
dreth horfmen or thairby. This defedlioun of the faid earle of £rgyle 
wes in ane maner ane dUcouragement to all thame profefland the quenif 
audloritie, becaus he newir acknowlegeit the kingis au6toritie ynto this 
tyme ; hot the greedie and infatiable appetite of benefices wes the maift 
cans thairof, for in his tyme, thair wes nane that wes brocht wilder 
the kingis obedience hot for reward aither giyin or promeifed. 
fo. 86. b. And als he wes gretumlie perfuadit heir to be. Robert lord fioydf quha 
perfuadit the Kirk to pairt the faid erle and his wyff, and to marie hii 
dauchter, quha wes marijt vpoun the ^oung laird of Cunnyghamehdid 
of befoir. * 

Vpoun the xviij day of the faid moneth, Johne Adamfone bailjie^ 
Edward Jonftoun, Mathew Jamiefone, Robert Johnefl;oun, Alexander 
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Blyth, Johne Crey', Jobne Fergufoun, Charles Geddes, Johne 
Morrefoue elder, Johne Morrelone goungar, James Inglis merchaiid> 
Andro Sklaiter, Johne Johneftoun writtar, James Millar writtar, Gil- 
bert Thornetoun writtar, Williame Harlaw faidlar, Alexander Harwod, 
Lyoune Finewein, Adame FuUartoun, R obert Johneftoun brother to 
the laird of Elphingftoun, Robert Gray, Mungo Ruflell, Dauid Mor-

Vpoun the twentie day of the faid moneth, James erle of Mortoun, 
Johne erle of Mar, come to Leith to my lord regent, with thair 
freindis in his liipport and ayd. 

Vpoun the xxij day of the faid moneth, my lord regent and lords, 
profefland the kingis auftoritie, I'eing thaj culd nocht obtene entrie in 
the bui^h of Edinburgh, inventit ane llicht of weir, to be done and ad- 
uenturit be thame in maner following, to witt ; thaj caufit the bandis 
of the men of weare, quhairof wes capitane Thomas Cra\Ffurd, Dauid 
Home, and Andro Lamby, to Ibrt from Leith with thair men of weare, 
tuid placit thame qutetlie in the nicht befoir in lindrie cloiflis, houflis 
and barnes thairof, nixt adjacent to the nethir bow of the laid burgh 
of Edinburgh j and als caulit vther tua bandis of ftitemene come to the 
abbay, and thair ilaad in array quhill thaj fuuld be aduerteilt be found 
of trntnpett to cum to the laidis vtheris thrie bands Hand nixt the faid 
Dflthir boll. And quhon this wes performed, it wes devyfit that nyne 
horjie Ibuld come to the laid port from Leith, ladyenit with meill, and 
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convoyit be fez fuddartis in armour in millaris weid ; and quben the 
faidis portis fould haue opjnit to lat in the faid meill, the laidis fonl- 
diouris convojaris thairof fould purpouflie caft doun the fiuds leids in the 
fo. 87. middis of the port of the fame, and thaj to haue flane the keiparis thair- 
of ; and in this mene tyme, the faids thrie capitanis lyand narreft the 
port to haue enterit in thairat, and thairefter to haue caufit thair rema- 
nent compangeonis to haue refortit to thame ; and than thaj all to haue 
pail yp the gait of the laid burgh, and to haue flane all that wald gan- 
Hand thame ; for this micht haue bene verray eafilie done g^f this devyfe 
had tane eflPedt, for the tjme appoyntit of thair cuming in the laid burgh 
wes to be at fyve houris in the mornyng, betuix the depairting of the 
nycht watche and the entering of the day watche ; hot the etemall God 
knawing the cruell murther that wald haue bene done and committit 
ypoun innocent pover perfonis of the faid burgh, wyteles of the halding 
thairof, wald not thole this interpryfe to tak luccefle, hot eyin qulien 
the laid meill wes almaift at the faid port, and the faid men of weare 
llandand in clois heids in readines to haue enterit at the bak of the 
lamyne, movit Thomas Barrie fumtyme meflar, to pas furth of the laid 
port doun to the faid Cannogait to haue fene his awne hous, quhair in 
his faid paflage he perlavit the laidis ambulhmentis of men of weare, 
and with celeritie retumit and warnit the watche men and keiparis of 
the faid port ; quhilk caulit thame to Heik the lamin quicklie, and fua 
this deyyfe and interpryfe tuke na profperous effe£t ; bot the faids men 
of weare depairted with dollorous h'artis, all difapoyntit of thair fecreit 
interpryfe, awowand to flay the laid Thomas Barrie gif euer thi^ heir- 
efter culd apprehend him, for the reveilling thairof. The quenis lieu- 
tennentis rewardit the laid Thomas Barrie honefUie. 

Vpoua*ihe xxiiij day of the laid moneth, my lord regent, the erllis of 
Mortoun and Mar, accumpanyit with certane vtheris barronis and gen- 
lillmen, and ane certane of men of weir, pafl; to Striueling fra Leith, 
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Vpoun the xxiiij day of the laid moneth, my lord r^ent, the erllis of 
Mortoua and Mar, accumpanjit with certane vtheris barronis and gen- 
ttllmen and ane certane of men of weir, pafl to Striueling fra Leith, 
thair to hald the parliament vpoun the xxviij day of the moneth foirlaid,

Vpoun the xxvij day of the laid moneth, the lords and capitan of 
Edinburgh cailell caufit big ane n6w port at the nethir boll of the faid 
burgh, within the auld port of the fame, ' of aifler wark in the maift 
ftrenthie maner ; and tuik to big the famyne with all the aifler ilanis fo. 87. b. 
that Alexander Clerk haid gadderit of the kirk of Refialrig to big his 
hous with, and als all ftanis and lyme gadderit be Neil Lange to big his 
hous with. 

Vpoun the zxviij day of the faid moneth, Dauid Spens of Wormiftoun, 
accumpanyit with ix horfinen, pafl to San6landrois ; and Monfieur 
Verac ambaflatour, being in captivitie in the cailell thairof be the com- 
mand of my lord regent, and efler fuppar repofland him out of the portis 
thairof, wes convoyit and brocht be the laid laird of Wormeftoun fra the 
laid citie to Edinburgh, quhairto thaj come vpoun the xxix day of the 
moneth foirfaid. The lords and gentilmen being in Edinburgh wes gre* 
tomlie rejoyiit at thair cuming. 

Vpoun the famyne day, Carrutheris of Howmendis 

pafl of Edinburgh to the Byris, and thair brocht away Ix oxin and 
key appertening to Patrik lord Lindfay and his tennentis, with findrie 
horflis.

Vpoun the xscviij daj of the laid moneth^ James be the grace of god 
king of Scottis, being of the aige of fjre ^eiris, accumpanjit with Matho 
erle of Lennox his guidfchir and regent, James erle of MortouOt tad 
the remanent of his nobilitie particularlie writtin in the foirfaltoor foU 
lowing maid be him, being cled maift magnificentlie with rob royallt 
raid fra the caftell of Striueling to the tolbuyth thairof.

In this lame tyme, my lord regent fent capitane Chifholme with ane 
hundreth hagbuttaris to my lord Forbes, to invaid Adame Gordoun 
thairwith. 

Vpoun the lecund day of Nouember, James Cunnyghame broder to 
the laird of Drumquhaflill retumit from Ingland, quha caufit the rumour 
ryile, that Inglilinen wer haiftily to cum in this realme for mantenying 
of the kingis au^ritie. 
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Vpoun the 6 day of the faid moneth, Mr Caice Ingliiman come fra 
the quene of Ingland to mj lord regent, for treating of peace of the 
lordis afiiftaris of the quene, conforme to the laid quene of Inglaads 
commiffioun gevin to the lord Hunnifdaill thairvpone. 

Vpoun the levint dajr of the laid moneth, the faid Mr Caice come

This lord Hunnifdaill haid ane commiilioune of the quene and 
conlale of Ingland to treat the laid peace gif the famin culd be done^ 
hot he wes ane greit enemie to all thame that afiiftit the quene of Scot- 
land or hir a£tioun now in hand ; bot all done be Ingland to diyre 
tyme, this wes wrocht quhill thaj wer readie with thair army* 

In this mene tjme, Adame Gordoun maid great labouris in bringing 
the quenis enemies in the North to hir oppinioune, and fpeciallie ypouja 
the Forbeflis. 

Vpoun the xij day of Nouember foirfaid, thair wer liimmond at the 
mercat croce of Edinburgh lord Forbes, maifier of 

Forbes, with the principallis of the faids Forbeflis, and Gilbert erle of 
Caflillis and all his freinds, to compeir in the tolbuyth of Edinburgii 
vpoun the tent day of December nixtocum, to heir thame and ilk ane 
of thame decernit be decreit of parliament to haue tint thair lyvis, lands 
and guidis for the cauflis contenit in the laid fummonds. 

Vpoun the famyne day, it wes grantit to capitane Richard Skowgall 
that he fhould be maid capitane of j^ futemen quhilkis he railit. 

In this tyme, the nobilitie in Edinburgh maid great laboiiris to haue 
haid Johne Craig minifler to preach, bot he wald not come. 

Vpoun the feyintene day of the laid moneth, J[ames erle of Mgrtpim, 
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Robert fucceflbur to Dunfermling, as ambaflatoiiris for the king, paft 
■om Leith to Berwik to commoun with the faid lord Hunnifdaill, for 
I ^iblenying- of men and niunitioun to feig'e Edinburgh and the caftell 
i4hairofi albeit thaj caufit the rumour pas that thaj paft for peace thairto. 
Vpoun the tuantie day of the laid inoneth, the maifter of Forbes, 
jBeutennent to the king-, accumpanyit with his haill freindts and twa 
Bdis of hagbuttaris, quhairof capitanis Chilholme and Wedderburne 
wer capitanie, extending in the haill to the nowmer of viij*^ men or

' pairt of the haill men of weare, with xv gentilmen Forbelfis ; the haill 
nowmer flane in this conflifl; wer thrie hundreth men, and twa hundreth 
tane with the laid maifter Forbes lieutennent; and of the faid Adames 
pairtie flane ij*^. This vidlorie wes the cans of great obedience in the 
North to the quene. In this fame moneth, the (aid Adame Gordoun fend 
capitane Ker to the place of Toway, requyring the ladie thairof to rander

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Vpone the laft day of the laid monethj James erle of Mortouiiy and 
Robert commendatare of Dunfennling foirfaid, retumit fra Ingland 
to Leith, but munitioun or men of wearre quhairfoir thaj pafL 

Vpone the tent day of December 1571 at four houris at none, capi- 
tane James Halkerlloun, with iiij'"' fouldiouris wnder his chairge, paft 
furth rafchlie to the nobilitie, to haue brocht yivaris to the burgh of 
Edinburgh, for quhome the vther enemies in Leith had lyin at wait the 
nycht preceiding, in nomber of iij^ men, at the park dyk, and fua the faid 
capitane wes tahin and his fouldiouris foirfaidis ; and alfua takin of thair 
fa£lioun capitane George Mitchell, be way of rafchnes as laid is*

Nochttheles the Iaids burgeflis of Edinburgh 
being yerijt and irkit of thair trubill preceiding, haying na fpace to 
efchew from thair aduerlaries, gaif bakkis, and fua being raOilie fol- 
lowit ypoun, thair wes takin xxx and flane fex perfl>nis or thairbjr ; the 
laid cannoun efcapit and brocht faiflie to the Weft Port of Edinburgh. 
This day the faid lieutennentis horfe wes fchot wnder him, quhilk wes 
ane great terrour to the remanent being with him at that prelent. 

Vpoun the xiij day thair come xl leid of meill to the burgh of Edin- 
burgh ynder lilence of nycht, fra the laid lord Seytoun be Corftorphin 
bot impediment, conyoyit be thrittie horlinen, to the greit greif of thame 
in Leith.

Wpoiin the xiiij day, thair wes fy vetene of the inhabitariB of Edin- 
burgh put to the knawlege of ane aflyfe, for afliftance of the lieutennent, 
within the tolbuyth of Leith, of the quhilk thair wes fex jullifeit, viz. 
hangit, quhairof the names ar, Thomas Mitchelfone merchand, James 
Dalgell burges, fchir Williame Makkie fcoolemaifter, Alexander Soufie 
cramer, Muttok fouldiour and cordonar, and 

Bow Peter ane (buldiour. This wes done to giue terrour to the re- 
manent that efcapit, nocht to aflift the laids lieutennentis in the lyk in- 
terprjffis, albeit the laidis perfonis wer coa6lit to doe the fame ; the ft>. m. b. 
reft wer continewit. It is heir to be notit, that thaj quha efchewit out 
of Edinburgh, wer the principallis occafioims of the foirfaidis perfonis 
diftruadonis. 

Vpoun the xv day^ the caryaris of the vidhiall afoir namit wes taikin 
be Boyd keipar of the Reidhall, paiTand to hamewartis agane, and thar 
nages aliua, about xij hours at none or thairby, the nimiber xj goung 
boyes, and cafl in prefoun thairintill, quhairat the lord Seytoun wes 
hmchtlie movit. 

Wpoun the xx day of the laid moneth, thair wes proclamatioun maid 
in Leith^ chargeand all maner of perfonis to meit his regent at Cam- 
wath the xxiiij day of the lame. Vpoun the quhilk day the faid regent 
pafi thairto, and fua tuik forder jomay vpoun Cliddiidaill, traiftand to 
haue gottin obedience of the Hamiltonis. &c. &c. &c. 
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Wpoun the tuelf day of Apryle, the geir of God J^ v^ liiij 3eiris» 
Marie quene drowriare of Scotland, moder to Marie queue of Sootti8» 
wes inaugurat in the auftoritie, and maid regent in this realme be the 
thrie eftaittis of parliament haldin at Edinbuif^h the lamyne day, be 
demiffioun of James duke of Chatellarault, erle of Arrane» lord Hamil« 
toun, proteftour and goyemour to the faid Marie quene of Scottis he 
the fpace of xij ^eiris of befoir. This inauguratioun of the laid quene 
regent wes maid be the laid haill thrie eftaittis, rather defyreing ane 
ftranger to ring and empire oyer thame, than ane natiye fcottifmaiu 
For the quhilk dimiffioun maid be the fidd duik, he wes difchargit pf all 
maner of thingis intromettit with be him pertening to James the firft [fifth] 
king of the Scottis, fader to the laid Marie quene of Scottis, the tytne of 
his deceis ; and alfe of all maner of thingis yptane and intromettit with 
be the faid duke, pertenyng to the laid quene of Scottis induring hir 
minoritie and les aige, afoir the day of the laid renunciatioun ai|d di- 
miffioun. Efter the quhilk inauguratioun, the laid quene regent maid 
George erle of Huntlie ohancellar, Gilbert erle of Caffillis thelaurar; eath' 
tinewit Williame commendatare of CulroCs in the office of comptroUarie} 
Donald abbot of Cowpar wes maid keipar of the pririe feill, and Dauid 
bifchope of Rols continewit in the office of fecr^tarie. 
fo. 97. Wpoun the day of , the ^eir of God foirlaid, George 

erle of Huntlie chancellar, wes be the procuratioun of Gilbert erle of 
Caffillis thefaurar, for the flauchter of ymquhile M'Intofchie, com- 
mandit and put in captiyitie and warde within the caftell of Edinburgh, 
quhairin he remanit ane certane Ipace, and wes delyuerit furth of the 
laid caftell be delyuerance of greit fowmes of money to the faid quene 
regent, and renunceing of his takkis quhilkis he hade of the erldome of 
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Murraj, Rofs, Orknay, and the lordfcliipe of Ardmanoch, in favouris 
of the croun. 

In the moneth of Julij 1556, the faid quene regent held jufiice airis 
in Innemes, and thairfra in Elgine, and thairfra in BanfiFi and thair- 
efter in Abirdene. 

In this fame tjme, George erle of Cathnes being delatit in the faid 
jnftice air of Innemes, for committing of diuerfe and manifold foule and 
odious crymes, and accufit thairfoir, becaus the laid regent culd not get 
ane yniufpedt affile to him, he wes put in captivitie in the caftell of In- 
nemes, and thairefter tranlportit to Edinburgh caftell, quhurin he re- 
manit ane certane fpace, and thairefter wes put to friedome and libertie 
be ane great compofitioun of money. 

In all the tyme of thir airis, John maifter of Maxwell wes commandit 
in waird, fumtymes in caftell Dingwall, fumtym in Innemes, in Elgin, 
and quhilis in Abirdene, quhill he wes put to libertie ypoun cautioun. 

In the moneth of October, the ^eir of God abonewrittin, Patrik erle 
of Bothuile, lieutennent at Annand for danting of the thevis, deceffit. 

Vpoun the fecund day of October 1557, thair wes [anej] army orda- 
oit and preparit to conyene at Maxwelheuch, and to pas in Ingland. 
And quhen the laid quene regent and the haill nobilitie conyenit, and 
nathing (ufpedtit hot that Werk or Norhame fuld haue bene demolifled 
and caftin doun, and the great ordinance tranlportit owir Tweid for 
doing thairof, and monfieur Doflell with ane certane Frenlche men 
of wearr reddie to execute the faid interpryfe, the laids haill nobilitie 
wer repugnant thairto, and Ikalit thair laid army, to the great difplefour 
of the faid regent, and Ihame of this cuntrie. 

Vpoun the laft day of December, the geir of God abonewrittin, the 
toun and fortalice of Calice wes win be the duke of Guyfe, quhilk haid 
bein haldin be the kingis of Ingland from France be the fpace of ij^ 
jeiris and mair. 
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fi>. 97. b. Vpoun the aucht day of Februar, the ^eir of God abonereherfit, thair 
wes certane commilfionaris chofin be the thrie eftaittis of this realme, for 
treating and fetting furth of our fouerane ladies mariage in France with 
Frances dulphin thairof, tuke fchipeburd, and be great tempefiis pairt 
of their fchippis perifched in thair paflage. OS the quhilkis commiffion- 
aris thir ar the namefi^ James archbifchope of Glafgow, Robert bifchope 
of Orknay, Gilbert erle of Caflillis thefaurar, George erle of RotheSy 
James commendatare of San^landrois, James lord Fleming of Cummar- 
nald, George lord Seytoun) and Johne Erfldn of Dvn ; and thairefter 
landit at Calice, and pail to Pareis. 

Vpoun the xxv day of Apryle 1558, Marie quene of Scotland wes 
marijt vpoun Francis dulphin of Viennoyis, eldefi fone and air to Henrie 
king of France, with great magnificence, in the citie of Pareis. 

Vpoun the penult day of September, the geir foirlaid, ane pairt of 
the commiflionaris quhilk pail in France for treating of the quenis ma- 
nage, returnit and arryvit in Scotland, off the quhilkis the names fol- 
lowes, viz. James archbifchope of Gla%ow, James commendatare of 
San6landrois, George lord Seytoun, and Johne Erlkin of Dm ; bot Ro- 
bert bifchope of Orknay, Gilbert erle of CaOillis, George erle of Rothes 
and James lord Flemyng, deceiflit in France. It wes heyilie murmurit 
in this cuntrie, that the faids nobilmen wer poifonit in the laids pairtts. 

Vpoun the penult of Nouember, in the ^eir abonewrittin, Marie 
quene regent ordanit ane parliament to be haldin in Edinburgh, quhair- 
intill it wes aggreit fuUie amangis the thrie eilaitts of this realme, that the 
croun of the lamyne fuld pas to France, havand this name, to be ane 
matrimoniuU croun, and the dauphin to be crownit thairwith ; vnder 
conditioun gif the quenis grace deceiifit without lawfuU airis of hir 
bodie, that he fould claim na farther richt thairto, but immediately efter 
hir deceis, fall renunce all rycht quhilk he haid to the faid matrimoniall 
croun, without any farder impediment. 
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Vpoun the xiij day of Apryle 1559) peace wes proclamit betuix Ing- 
land and Sootland, and the forth of Ejmouth ordanit to be caifin doun. 

Vpoun the fourtene day of Junij, the ^eir of God abonereherfit, the Black 
and Gray Freris of Edinburgh wer demolifled and callin doun aluterlie, 
and all the chepellis and collegia about the faid burgh with thair ^airds 
wer in lykwyife diftroyit ; and the images and altaris of Sanflgeilis kirk 
diftroyit and brint, bot [be] the erlis of Ergyle and Glencarne, the pryour fi>. 98. 
of San6landroi8 and lord Ruthvene, callit the congregatioun ; and the 
queue regent, not content of thir proceiding^s, depairtit to Dunbar. 

In all this tyme, all kirkmennis goodis and geir wer fpoul^eit and 
reft fra thame, in euerie place quhair the famyne culd be apprehendit ; 
for euerie man for the maift pairt that culd get any thing pertenyng to 
any kirkmen, thocht the {ame as wele won geir. 

Vpoun the 21 day of Julij, the geir abonereheriit, James commen- 
datare of Sanftandrois and Alexander erle of Glencarne, with thair 
afliftaris callit the congregatioun, paft from Edinburgh to Halyrudhous, 
and thair tuik and intromettit with the irnis of the cungehous, and 
brocht the fame to the faid burgh of Edinburgh, to the faid priour of 
Sandiandrois lugeing being thairin ; the faid queue regent being in Dun- 
bar, accumpanyit with James duke of Chattellaralt, George erle of 
Huntlie, James erle of Bothuile, my lordis of Home, ^^ifter, Borthwick 
and Levingftoun, with diuerfe vtheris barronis, heiring of the faids pro- 
ceedings, wes gretiunlie annoyit thairat. 

And thairfoir vpoun the xxiiij day of the iaid moneth, the erllis and 
lords foirlaids, accumpanyit with monfieur Doflell and certane Frenche- 
men his fouldiouris, and vtheris barronis and gentilmen, to the nowmer 
of J^ men or thairby, come from Dunbar to Leith, quhair it fuld 
haue bene fouchin betuix thame and the faids lords of the congrega- 
tioun» war not thair wes ane appointment maid betuix thame, that the 
faids lordis of the congregatioun fould incontinent difpatch thame of 
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Edinburgh. And fua thaj did ; and the faid quene come to Edinburgh 
vpoun the xxviij day of the faid moneth thairefter. 

Vpoun the nyntene day of September, in the geir of God foirfaid, 
the quenis grace regent and monfieur Doflell, fearing the faids lords of 
the congregatioun, caufit call and forth Leith to ane greit ftrenth, and 
vi£luall the lamin to ane greit derth. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of the faid moneth, the geir of God abone- 
writtin, the bifchope of Amiance and Monfieur La Brolche, accumpa- 
nyit with yiij^ men of weare, come furth of France, and landit in Leith. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of the (aid moneth, James Hamiltoun, eldeft 
fone to James duke of Chattellaralt, come furth of France, throw 
Ingland to Scotland. Efter his cuming, my lord duke his father aC- 
fiftit to the laids lords of [the] congregatioun, and left the quene regent. 
fb. 98. b. Vpoun the xviij day of the moneth of 06tober, in the geir foirfiudy 
the lordis of the congregatioun come to the burgh of Edinburgh, 
cumpanijt with yij^ men, purpofing to feige Leith. And the 
quene Regent, accumpanyit with Monfieur Doflell, the bifchope of 
Amianes, Monfieur La Brofche, Johne archbifchope of San^landros, 
James archbifchope of Glafgow, George bifchope of Dunkeld aad 
George Lord Seytoun, paft the famyne day from Halyrudhous to LeitlK 

And vpoun the lafl day of 0£lober in the faid ^eir, the laird of Or- 
meftoun in Louthian being in Berwik, with certane gold to hawe fumeift 
the lordis of the congregatioun thairwith, wes tane be James Erie o£ 
Bothuile, and in his taking was ewill hurt, and the faid gold tane from him. 

Vpoun the firft day of November, the ^eir of Godfoirfaid, the Frenche 
men of weare being in Leith, ifchit furth of the fame to haue tane vie* 
tuallis. And the lordis of the congregatioun ifchit furth of Edin* 
burgh with their men of weare and artailgerie, and flellit the fame ab<me 
the querrell hoilis at the abbey, and fchote thairwith fra the momyng 
quhill none at the faid toun of Leith. At none, the faid Frenchmen 
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come fiirth of Leith to the nowmer of ij"* men, and cam maiflerfiillie 
on the faids lords of the congregatioun, quhar thaj wer flandand at 
the faid artallgerie, quha at thair cuming fled to Edinburgh, quha fol- 
lowit on thame quhill thaj come to Edinburgh portis ; and thaireller 
returnit agane, aod tuik the faid artail^erie to the laid toua of Leith, to 
tbair aduerfaries greit rebuik. In the faid Frenchemens cuming vp the 
Cannogait, thaj Ipouljelt and Oew all maner of perfonis that thaj culd 
apprehend. 

Vpoun the famine day, James lord Arrane. willing to haue ane 
unendis vpoun James erle Bothuile for the taking of the gold foirfaid 
fra the faid laird Ormeftoun in maner foirlaid, pad from Edinburgh to 
Crichtoun ; and at thair cuming thairto, James erle Bothuile being 
afoir aducrteift efchewit ; and becaus thaj culd not apprehend him, thaj 
fpouljeit the faid place of Crychtoun of the innumerable fubftance being 
thairintill. This done, thaj returnit to Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the fext day of the faid moneth, the laid Frenchmen ifchit furth 
of Leith to haue herijt Bruntfloun. The lordis of the congregatioun 
being aduertift thairof, come furth of Edinburgh vpoun thame, and 
met thame at Rellalrig. It was crwellie {kirmilGt be the fpace of thrie 
houris continwally, quhill at the laft the futemen of the faid congrega- 
tioun, nocbt fupportit be thair horCnen as thaj fuld haue bene, iver con- 
ftrainit to flie to Edinburgh. In this fkirmeis was flanc xxr perfonis of fo- ^• 
the congregatioun, and of thame tane j*" xvj perlbnJs, and led captives 
to Leith ; and on the vther fyid, few or nane Ilane or tane. 

In the fame nycht, the faids lordis of the congregatioun departit 
from Edinburgh to Linlithqw, and left thair artailgerie ftandand woid 
Tpoun Edinburgh caliay, and the faid toun in point of dellru^ion. 
Jofane lord Erlkin, capitane of the callell of the faid bui^h, cauiit im- 

:Dg the faid artailgerie in the faid callell. 

Vpoun the ferint day of the faid moneth of O^ober, the laid queue 
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regent and Frenchmen^ thiukand be the depairtour of thair enemies na 
les Yi6torie fallen to thame as if thaj haid win the laid burgh be forcOf 
enterit in the famyne, and ludgeit fex anfengies thairin, to the greit in- 
quietnes of the inhabitantis thairof. 

It is heir to be notit, that befoir this tjme thair wes neuer ane ftran* 
ger men of weare lugeit in the faid burgh. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of December, the geir of God abonewrittmi, 
quhilk wes ^ule evin, the (aids Frenche men pall from Edinburgh to 
Striueling be land ; and thairefter come on the north fyid of Forth to 
Bnintyland and Kingorne, Ipoulgeing the lamyne, purpoling to batte 
gone to San£landrois. 

Vpoun the xj of Januar, the ^eir foirlaid, ane g«ntill man callit Mar- 
teis, crownar of the haill Frenchemen, arryyit in Leith bavin. 

In' the nixt nicht thairefter, certane perfonis in Leith of the congr^ 
gatioun pail to the raid of Leith, and thair reft away the (chipe that the 
laid crownar arryyit in, quhairin wes the faid crownaris haill cleithing, 
horls and armour. The principall taker of this fchippe wes Andro 
Sandee; than induellar in Leith. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Januar foirfaid, thair arryyit in the momyi^ 
aucht greit fchippes of Ingland in the raid of Leith, and in thair arryy- 
ing thaj tuik capitane James Cullane and capitane Famy, lieutennent to 
capitane Pirroit, being in ane pink ; and alfe ane yther (chipe callit die 
Hoy, quhilkis wer to pas in Fyff with mynitioun to fumeis the Frenehe 
campt, being thair, as is befoir writtin. And the lamyne day the 
Frenchmen feand the faidis Inglis fchippes arryyand in the faid raid, 
left thair firft purpois, and retpmit agane to Striueling ; and in ifaair 
retumeing thairto, the congregatioun paft befoir them all the way, and 
left na yi£luallis to thame be the fame, quhilk caufit the faids Frenche- 
men to fullene greit hungar and penuritie of yi6fcuallk ; and alfe the 
laid congregatioun cuttit the brig of Tillibodie to the eSe& that the. faid 
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Frenche camp fhould haue na paiTage throw the fame. And the faid 
Frenchemen, to get ane way to pas ovur the laid watter, tuik doun the 
timber of the TuUibodie kirk, and ane fure pailage owir the laid brig ; 
and lua thaj come to Striueling ypoun the xxyiij day of the laid moneth, 
at eyin. 

Vpoun the xxiij day of Februar in the s^ir foirfaid, the pryour of 
San£tandrois, Fatrik Lord Ruthvene, William Maitland younger of Le- 
thingtoun, Schir Johne Wifchart of Pittarro knycht and Mr Henrie Balr 
nayes of Hal^airdis, as commiflionaris for the congregatioun, fchipit at 
Pittinweme, accumpanyit with yij Inglifche fchippis, and paft thairfra to 
the toun of Berwik, and quhair thaj landit ypoun the xxiiij day of the laid 
moneth. Johne maifter of Maxwell come thair to thame to mak ane 
band and confideratioun with the quene of Ingland and her peipill, ac- 
cording to the band maid betuix France and Scotland* The making of 
this band was to obtene army out of Ingland to put away the Frenche- 
men out of this realme^ quhilkis war than doand greit harme in the 
fiimey and for caus of religioun. It wes almoft done. 

Vpoun the xy day of March, . the geir of God abonewrittin, the haill 
Frenchemen quhilk wer in Striueling pail to Glalgow, and thair chacit 
the congregatioun furth of the fame, and remaynit thair tua nichtis^ 
iind then come to Linlithqw, quhair thaj lay waifland and deftroyand 
the poyer peopill thairabout, ynto the xxyij day of the faid moneth. 
In thair palling to Glalgow, and returneing thairfra, thaj herijt and 
^ulgeit all the cuntrey quhair thair pallage lay. It wes alliia deyyfit 
amangis thame to pas to Hamiltoun for diilrudtioun thairof ; but the 
rumour raife of the fuddane incuming of the Inglis army, quhilk ilayit 
ihair purpois. 

Vpoun the {aid xxyij day of March 1560, the French army being in 
linlithqw, raid ane forray about the fame be the fpace ,of y mylis, and

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bffoclit to Leitb all the cattell, horfis and rther geir that ths^ myclii 
apprehend, to the great diftrudtioun of the cuntrey* 

ypoun the pentdt day of the faid moneth in the iaid geir^ the Ingl& 
army come in Scottis ground for fupport of the lordis of ibe con« 
gregatioun, to the nowmer y^ futemen, and ij^ licht horfinen and 
demilances. The lieutenAent generall to thame wes the Lord Gray of 
England ; die capitane of the demilances wes Schir Geoi^ Howard f 
fo. 100. the capitane of the licht horfmeni Schir Harie Pairfay, and the capitaae 
of the haill futemen wes fchir James Croftis capitane c^ Berwick ; thi^ 
come thairfra to Freftoun. 

Vpoun the firft day of Apryle the ^ir of Ood abonementionat, Marie 
queue regent paft from Halyrudhous to the eailell of Edinburgh, thair 
to remayne induring the feige following, accumpanyit with Johna 
archbifchope of San^ndrois, the bifchopes of Dunkdl and Dunblaaer 
The commendatare of Halyrudhous, the archbifchope of Glafgow and 
George lord Seytoun, pail to Leith with monfieur DoflbU, Li^ 
brofche, the compt Martis and the bifchope of Amiance, aad thair TO" 
manit the haill tyme of the feige thairof. 

Vpoun the vj day of Apryle foirfaid, in the jeir afoir writtm, Ae 
Ingliimen raiiit thair army and camp fra Preftoun, and came in ordoot 
of weir to Reflalrig ; quhair at thair cuming, with the Scottis army, 
quhilkis wer of the nowmer of iij^ horfmen, it wee crwslUe ikinniflK^ 
betuix the hagbutaris of the French and Inglifmen. The iaid Frendimen 
were ftandand or the Inglifinen cuming, at the Halkhiil in four anrayit 
cumpanyid } and thair made great debait be the fpace of anehour,quUtt 
at laft the i^d iFrenfchemen, owerfett with the Inglis and Scottis horfe 
men, reteirit to Leith, quhair in thair palling thairto thair wer flane ofi 
thame xl, and of thame tane j^ or thairby ; and of Lagliikiea twa iahe 
and findrio hurt. And this done the Inglifmen campit about tiie ioiis 
of Reftalrig and place thairof, andeaft thair trinfchis* 
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Vpoun the vij day of the laid raoneth, the feida Inglifinen landit 
tbair greit ordinance and artailserie at the Fichat bume, and placH 
thame on the eill lyid of the toun of I>eitfa, to the nomber of xij greit 
doubill and fin^ill caunoniB and fyftene fmall pecis, quhilkU thaj brocht 
to land, tog'idder with powder and munitioun. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of Apryle foirfaid, being palch day, thiur come 
to Muflllburgh ane capitane namit Ichir Rauff Saidillar, with certane 
hortnien and futemen to the Ing-lis army. Vpoun the famyne day at 
nicht, the caftell of Blaknes wes tane be the fchireff of Linlithqw. 

Vpoun the xv day of the laid moneth of Apryle at none, thair come 
furth of Leith, at the port callit San3^anthoniee port, the crowner of 
the Frenche men, accunipanyit with xl horfmen and thrittie hagbutaris, 
and raid the reddie way to the Inglls trinfches. And in this mene tyme 
the Frenche futemen to the nomber of J™ men, all haghuttaris, ilchit 
furth at the port, Hand vpoun the linkis, and cam als h^llilie vpoun the fo- loo- 1 
laids trinfches as the laid Frenche horfmene. And thaj quhilk wer in 
the trinfchis not being weill aduerteill of thair cuming, bot fome lleipand» 
fome walkand, haiftilie rufchit to armour, and cam befoir the faids trin- 
fchcB, and thair met thame, quhair it wes crewallie fochin be fwordie. 
In thia mene tyme, the wache of the Inglis horiinen, being ij*^ men, 
brak upoun the laid Frenfchemen with intellable audacitie, and put 
thame be force ane great away abak ; and ^it throw great and contin- 
wall rebooting of h^butaria, the Inglis horfmen wer put abak. And 
thairefter the faids Frenfchemen enterit within the faids trinfches, and 
Sew all that abaid thair force, and carijt away ane anfengie with thame, 
and dajig twa naillis in the tuitch hoilis of tua fmall peices of ordinance 
being in the laids trinfches for the tyme. In this mene tyme the Inglis 
army come fordwart with the faid horfmen, tuid chacit thame crwellie 
to the waUia of Leith and in at the portis thairof. At this Ikirmilhe 
.wes JIane of Inglis futemen ij^ Ix, mth certane demilances, and ane 
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hundreth and xx hurt or thairby, quhairof many of thame heirefter de- 
ceillit i and of Frenchemen Ix flane or thairby, and iindrie of thame 
hurt, bot newer ane tane on aither lyid. 

Vpoun the xx day of the faid moneth, the laird of Ormefloun with 
certane horfmen awaitit certane Frenchemen quhilks wer in the caf- 
tell of Dunbar, quhen thaj wer cumand furth of the lame to hunt, and 
tuik of thame lix perfonis ; off the quhilkis wer capitane Pirroyt and 
capitane Hay ; and v or vj llane. 

Vpoun the xxv day of the laid moneth in the nycht, the Ing^lis camp 
quhilk lay at the kirk of Reftalrig with the Scottis, changit thair camp

geit the cornis thairabout. 

Vpoun the fyft day, Androw Ker of Ceffurde paft of Edinburgh 
with ane hundreth horfmen and fevin [hundreth] futemen, cholin furth 
' of the haill cumpanyis of Edinburgh, to Jedburgh, to bume and fpoulgie 
the lamyne. 

Vpoim the levint day, thair paft furth of Edinburgh iij futemen and 
XXX horfmen, to tbe toun of Dalkeith, and thair brint and fpoul^eit cer- 
tane houfiis, and ftew vj perfonis of the toun ; and mycht not haue 
Ipace to bume the haill toun, becaus tbe army of Leith with expedi- 
tioun haith on horl'e and fute ; bot thaj without any impediment come 
to Edinburgh at nycht, betuix viij and nyne at evin. 

The famyne day thair wes ane proclamatioun at Leith, commandand 
all and lindrie lords, barronis and friebaldaris, to pas and follow my 
lord Rutbrene with ten dayes Tl^uall to Jedburgh, as lieutennent in 
the fouth for the king, vnder the pane of deid. 
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Vpoun the tent day, the haill futemen quha pall out of Edinlmrgh to 
Jedburgh, beand allane without horfinen, wer all tane be the laid lord 
Ruthvene betuix tua hillis, and as the commoune wes, thaj wer dif^ 
fault be thair horfmen. The principall of the horfmen wes the lard of 
Buckcleuch. Tlie capitanis of the futemen wer Alexander Trottar, and 
Johne Smyth handfengie, and capitane Oliphant lieutennent. 

The laid capitane Trottar wan away, and the vther tua capitanis wer 
fouertie for the haill fuddartis entres ; and be reflbun the proreft of 
Dundie, the laird of Appilgirth and vtheris wer fuflPered to pas to 
Leyth ynder fouertie, wald not enter, thaj beand oft defyrit, for that 
cauB the quenis lieutennentis wald not fuffer the faids fuddartis to entir, 
hot tholit the fidds capitanis be haldin captive. 

Vpoun the 17 thair wes ane proclamatioun maid, that na perfone 
fuld refort and fumeis the burgh of Edinburgh with na yidiiallls nor 
coillis, ynder the pane of efcheiting of thair guidis, and puniffing of 
thair perfonis to deid. 
fb. lOft. b. Vpoun the xix day, being faftemefevin, George lord Seytoun come 
out of Flanderis throw Ingland to the caftell of Edinburgh, as fchip 
brokin, and as ane merchand. 

The famyne day, Mr Cairie merchell of Beruik, togidder with Mr 
Randell amballatouris for the quene of Ingland, come with fextene horfe 
of tryne to Leith ; at quhas cuming the haill artailgerie of the wall 
thairof fchot. In this mene tyme wes ane lugeing of Mr James 
M'Gillls in Edinburgh, betuix the croce and the trone, diftroyit ; the 
grund and the haill tymber werk of Nicol Vdwartishous in Niddries wynd 
diftroyit be the iiiddartis of Edinburgh, be reflbun of the inlaik of fyre. 

Vpoun the xxj day, the laid ambaflatour, togidder with Mr Archibald 
Dowglas, come to the caftell of Edinburgh, and wes met be my lord 
Seytoun and vtheris at the Gallowlle betuix Leith and Edinburgh ; at 
quhais cuming to Edinburgh, fum of the wallis of the toun of Edinburgh 
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and artaUgerietibairof fchote. The laid merfchell of Edinburgh [Berwick] 
wes euer iuQ)e£tit» becaufe he vfit to the faid cailell ofter nor neid ; and 
efter lang tarie this nycht, he paft to Leith ; the caufe of quhais earning 
18 not knowin bot the fecreit counfall of baith the pairties. 
. In this mene tymethe wedder wes vehement cald, and the coillis wer yerie 
icant in Edinburgh; for thairwes nane that tranfportit coillis to Edinburgh 
but behuifit thame to pay tribute to capitane Mitchell, ilk burden vj pence. 
. About the lame day, lord Claud Hamiltoun manit the caftell of Black- 
neSf and placit men of weir thairin, and thairefter paft to Kilwynyng. 
This wes not without vice of Alexander Stewart, capitane thairof, and 
that becaus he wes chargeit to rander the lamyne to the r^ent, vnder 
the pane of treflbune. 

Siclyk George lord Seytoun fend liim fuddartis of Edinburgh, to keip 
his place callit Weft Nydrie, for deftroying of the fame. 

Vpoun the27day,the faids ambaflatouriscome tothe caftell of Edinburgh, 
quhair thaj dyni^ jmd efter none requyrit the capitane quhom of held 
he the caftell, quha deiyrit to lie thair commiflioun in that pairt, quhilk 
wes refuilfit ; ihairfoir na anfuer wes obtenit, for at eyin thaj paft to Leith» 

Vpoun the laft day, my lord Lindlay fet ane tryft to haue fpokin my 
lord Seatoun on the Gallowlie, quhilk tryft my lord Seytoun being pa{- 
fimd thairto, wes ft;opit be ane horfman in Leith callit Seytoun, quha 
ihew him that the haill power of Leith wes Hand about for his flauchter ; 
and throw counfall he turnit agane bak to Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the fecund day of March, Johne Lindlay of Colyingtoun and fy. io6. 
ten Tther perfonis wer tane and brocht to Edinburgh, quha had meikel 
money on thame, pafland to Leith ; quhilk money appertenit to James 
erle of Mortoun. 

Vpoun the third day of March, being the firft day of the parliament 
in Leith, the haiU cumpanyis thairof come about the toun of Edinburgh, 
to the numer of thrie hundreth horfmen and futemene, and paft this 
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way following to the parky and paft to the BurroTmiire, and the fiite^ 
men retumit in at the Windie goule. The futemen pafli be the WrichtBi 
houffis to the Dene and to Brochttoun* With ane fchote of the caftell 
Andro lord Methvene wes llane, togidder with fevin vther horfinen^ 
quha we0 ilane in diuerfe pairtis about the laid toun, and tua futemen 
ilane in Leith craigis, and money hurt } bot neuer ane of Edinburgii 
flane or fchote, be relToun thaj durft nocht pas far fra the toun» 

Vpoun the fourt day of March, the randering of the caflell of Blaknes 
wes confirmit to the lordis of Edinburgh, the qnenis partakaris, in this' 
maner ; the laid Alexander Stewart to remayne ci^itane ; die laird of 
Boghall being thairin captive, wes maid conftable ; and the laid Alex- 
ander, his fone and air, randerit in the cailell of Edinburgh, as pledge 
for fouertie. 

Vpoun the xj day, the caftell of Lethingtoun wes tane, and mannit 
be fum of the iecretaris freinds ; but incontinent my lord Rutfat^ti, With 
the haill horlmen of Leith, come and lay thairat ; ^pihilk wes ra&dmt 
the 15 day of March, be compolitioun that the haldaris thaintf fuld pas 
firie without hurt thairfira, with bag and bagg^age*. 

la this mene tyme> my lord Ruthven paft as Eeutennent for l^e king 
m the fouth, quha brint and deftroyit the laird of I^iamyhirfiis eorHef 
houfiia and cattelL 

Vpoun the isix day» the horln^n of Edinburgh pafb out on the nyeki, 
and brint the faids riges^ [Sandie riges] and the Golden edge pertenyng to 
my lord Mortoun, with all armes [cornea] being thairin ; and be the hame- 
Guming tuik lyj horfs, with aill, with mony cattell quhilk wes psfiimd te 
Leith» dillroyit the aiU» and lend the laid horis and oxin to TeriotdaitL 
Vpoun the fyft day of Apryle, the haill c umpany of Leith horlmen 
and futamea come betuix xij houris and efternone, and brak the toun 
mylaea ia the Den ; quhair in thair hame paffing thair wes great ikirmy*- 
iuag betuix tbame and the cumpanyes of ££nburgh, quhill elter fin at 
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evin ; of the cumpanyee of Leith ilane fex, and tuo of Edinburgh, with 
mony vtheris hurt and lame on baith lydiB, and nane tane. ( 

In this mene tyme, the Inglis arabaiTatoiir pall throw the cuntrey to 
vifie the ilrenthia of the fame, quhilk wes in the hands Of the fauouraris 
of the king ; lie as SantSlandroe, Perth, Dundie, Striueling ; and thair- 
efter come to Reftalrig, quhajr thaj wer higeit. And the quenis haill 
tapeilrie wes delyuerit out of the caftell of Edinburgh to thame, be 
command of writtingis fend be hir to the capitane ; and als the regent 
and the kingis fauouraria haid ftuffit the houffis of Craigmillar, Merching- 
ftoun, Sclatfurd, Reidhall, Corftorphin, and the college thairof, and the 
abbay, with all places about the toun of Edinburgh. This wes done for 
ftoping of the vidtualliB and vtheris neceflaris for fiinieifing of the toun 
of Edinburgh, quhilk wes done as wes commounlie ipookin be the avice 
of the Inglis ambaHatouris ; the laids regentis iettand furth be his pro- 
clamatioun, that qubatfumeuer come with any furneilling to Edinburgh, 
the man to be hangit, and the woman drownit ; notwithflanding the 
poore obflant not, bot come in the nycht with burdlngis of meill, malt, 
fait, and vtheris necefTaris ; ^ea, thaj wald bring the fifche betuix thair 
leigis. The quenis lientennentis maid proclamatiounis, givand and 
grantaud licience to all travellaris to pas and repas. 

About this tyme, thair wes ane cun^ie hous in the caflell of Edin- 
burgh, quhilk cun^eit the auld cun^ie of the quene ; quhilk wes xxx, 
XX, and X shilling peices, togidder with the cunsie of the plackis cun^eit 
be vmquhile the quene regent. 

Vpoun the xij day, the cumpany of Leith having tane tua pooremen 
and fex women, quha wes in the nycht bringing malt, meill and coillis 
to Edinburgh, wes brint on the cheik lyk thevis, quhilk caulit ane terrour 
and feir on the poore travelaris to come thairto ; bot git thaj left nor 
forburne not. 

Vpoun the XV day, the fuddartis of the Blaknes part ovir the waiter 
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in ane bott fumeift with thrie peice of ordiuance, and Ipoulgmt Ae 
tounis of the coift fyid ; and als wan the houIEs of Ryfitib, quhairin thq 
gat greit ritches, and come without hurt to the laid Blakneeu 

The iiune tjrme Mr Archibald Douglas, perfone of Dunglas, Thomas 
Bynning his feruand and Seand ane Frencheman, quha come out ci 
Flanderis fra duk de Alua, was tane and put in ci^tiyittey the fidd lier* 
yand for the tranlporting of gold fra the laid duke in ane frear of feggis, 
conteinand v^ tib. i and the faid Mr Archibald eonvojrit the fame to 
the caftell of Edinburgh. The laid Mr Archibald and his feruand con^ 
fo. 107. fpyrit the ilauchter of James erle of Mortoun, for the faid feruand ihould 
fchote him with ane dag, hot his peice faillit and milga. The faid Mr 
Archibald wes put in captivitie in Lochlevin, and the laid Thomas 
Bynning his feruand wes deljruerit to the merfchall of Beryick his fer^ 
uand at his defyre. 

The fame nycht certane of the men of Leith come to Refialrig, and 
tuik out of the ambaiTatouris lugeing ane of his leruands, quha had brocht 
^old fra the queue of this realme, now prefent captiyie in Ingland ; and 
within few dayes delyuerit agane to the ambaflatour the faid gold to 
Edinburgh iaif. 

Vpoun the xyj, thair wes ane horfman in Edinburgh, callit Dauid 
Armellrang, [and^ George Johnelloim, feruitouris to Alexander lord 
Home, Dauid Carruderes and Walter Trumbill beand tane the xv d«iy 
be the men of Leith, wer accufit in Leith for certane crymes, as being 
in Striueling at the regentis ilauchter, and the burneing of Dalkeith ; 
for the quhilk thaj wer condamnit and hangit. Thair wes ane tumult 
in Leith for the faid Walter Trumbill, for the maifter of Ruthyen wald 
haue faifit his lyff, hot the futemen wald nocht fuffer the fame. The 
quenis lieutennentis perfewand that by and attour mony wiittingis, thaj 
thocht thaj wald not thoill this wrang, as hanging of tane men, bume? 
ing of poore folk on the cheik, and that of thair awne natioun^ paft 
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UDinediatlie to Ike toUm}rth of Edinburgh, and efter fex houris at evin 
accofit Archibald Dowglas, alias callit Archie Glen, feruitour to Johne 
Bannatyne of Auchhoule juftice dark, and four vther fuddartis quhilk 
wer tane of befoir, for thair treflbunable ryding and weiring of armes 
agaois tbe quene and hir lieutennentis, and for airt and pairt of the 
bumyng of the laird of Phamyherft his comis ; for the quhilk thaj wer 
€ondempnit and hangit at the mercat croce of Edinburgh. 

It we8 ane havie matter to ihaw the oppreilioun done be the pairtie 
in Leith to the poore commounis about Edinburgh, quha caufit the haill 
inliabitaris of the Cannogait to flit and come to Leith. And quhen thaj 
come thairto, thaj wairdit the maifl; ritche men, becaus thaj refuiflit to 
pay ane ftent to the regent. And als all inhabitouris within twa myles 
to Edinburgh wer conftranit to leave thair houflis and lands, to that 
effect Edinburgh fould haue na fumeifiing, and damnit poore men and 
women to the deid for inbringing of viauallis to Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the day of Apryle, thair wes ane weir fchipe paft out 

of the fchoir of Leith, weill fumiihit with artalgerie, to aiTeige the caftell 
of Blaknes, hot thaj being lying thairat, wer drawin out of that pairt ^^' *^^- ^• 
throw the tempeft of winds, and luftenit greit danger. 

Vpoun the xxj day, the laid Mr Carteir [Carie] to the caftell of 
Edinburgh convoyit be Johne lord Harreis, to tak his leiye be reflbn 
he wes fend for to Ingland. 

. The fame day thair wes ane minifier hangit in Leith, and borne to 
jybbit, becaus he wes birlit with the buttis. The principall cans wes, 
that he laid to the erle of Mortoun, that he defendit ane ynjuft caus, 
and that he wald repent quhen na tyme wes to repent. And quhen he 
wes requyrit be quhome he wes commandit to lay the lamyne, he an- 
fuerit and laid, be the halie ^reit. 

Wpoun the 22 day, the faids ambailatouris of Ingland paft of Reftalrig 
to Beruik^ towart Londoun% 
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Wpone the zxiiij at eyin, efter the watche wee fet, thair come 
fuddartifl out of the abbay to the nethir bow of Edinbuigh, and ichoto 
thair culyeringis ; Ibme of the tounis fuddartis fchot furth^ and cliac^ 
thame to the abbay, qiihair thair wes feyin flane with iwords, and neaer 
ane flane or hurt with artalgerie ; and of the tounis fnddartis, findrie 
hurt with fiaffis in thur outcuming of the inyar dofe of the laid abbi^. 

Wpoun the xxy day at evin, certane fuddartis of Edinburgh wnder 
the charge of capitane Skowgall, to the nomber of xxz, being pafland 
to the Blaknes in purpois to haif paft to Adame Gordoun, brother to 
George erle of Huntlie, wer tane be fum of the horfmen of Leith ; mad 
efter thair wappinis wer randerit, thaj flew of thame xy, and tuik tbair 
lieutennent Patrik Quheit and lerjand Smyth, quha wer eyill hurt, aador 
thi^ come to the toim of Leith haid aknoft lofl; thair lyif ; neyirtfaeles 
thaj wer led to the jibbat and hangit without law. The reft come to 
Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the (aid day, the pairtie in Edinburgh paft to the Multrayes 
in the hill befyid the toun, and thair hangit twa fuddartis that wes tane 
of befoir, and gaiff ane yther his lyflP at the requeift of the fecretar ; and 
publi£tlie takand God to witnes that thaj did nathing hot compulfiomi, 
and that thaj wer conftranit to doe as thair enemies does to thame. 

Vpoun the xxyiij day, the luddartis of Edinburgh, with certane horf- 
men, paft out of Edinburgh to the new brig betuix and CorftorphiBy to 
haue brocht fome yiSaiallis ; quhair the lairds of Corftorphin come on 
«>. 108. thame with fome luddartis, of the quhilk twa wer flane and twa taiie» 
with mony hurt ; and immediatlie efter thair incuming to the tonn, paft 
to Multras hill and thair hangit the faids tua fuddartis. Tlie lame nyclit» 
the luddartis of Leith come to the faid hill and cuttit doun the deid men, 
and als diftroyit the growand tries thairabout quhairon the fuddartis wer 
hangit. Thir warres wer callit amang the peopill the Dowglas wearres. 

The fame day, thair wes ane proclamatioun at the mercat croce of 
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Edinburgh, raakand meiitiotin that Mr Robert Maitland dene of Abir> 
dene, ane of the lenatouris of the college of juftice, Mr Hendrie An. 
derfone [Edward Henryfon ?3 do6lour of the lawig, Mr Clement Littill 
and Alexander Sim, aduocattis, commilTaris of Edlnburghe, Johne 
Johnelloun clerk, Mr George Sinclare confirmar of the tefiamentis, and 
Duncane Levingfloun cottar, wee prefent in Lelth partakaris with the 
king and rebellis to the quene and hir lieutennentis, thairfoir dilchairgit 
tbame of thair offices in that pairt for eiier, and conflltute and ordanit 
Mr James Quheit and fum aduocattis commiOaria of the faid burgh, and 
Mitchell Marjoriebankis thair clerk, and thaj to fitt and niinifler juftice 
to thame that requyrit the famin in the quenis name. Bot thaj gott aither 
littill or nathing adoe. 

The houflis and ludgeings that wer diftroyit in Edinburgh this moneth 
foirfaid, wer Mr Johne Preftonis hous, and Johne Ramfayes adjacent 
in Fofterfwynd, and Robert Watfonis thair ; the timber of the quhilk 
wes iauld to be iyre, and wyit in the tolbuith of Edinburgh, xij pence 
the flane ; and for inlaik of the quhilk and vifluallis, thair pall monj 
houflialdaris out of Edinburgh to Leith. 

Wpoun the third day of Maij, thair wes ane proclamatioun maid in 
Leith, that na perlbun nor perlbnis that tranlportit tbaraefelf out of 
Edinburgh fen mertynies, remayne in Leith without ane licence grantit 
to thame be the regent, mder the pane of hanging of the man, drown- 
yng of the woman, and burning of the bames in the cheik. 

Vpoun the V day, the cumpany of Edinburgh paft fiirth and feigit 
Merchingtloun ; quha wan all the pairtis thairof except the dungeoun, 
in the qnhilk wes certane fuddartis in Leith ; the haill houflis wes 
fpoul^eit and brunt, to haue fmokit the men of the dui>geoun out ; but 
the cuntrie feand the fyre, raife with the pover of Leith and put the 
men of Edinburgh thairfra without flauchter, bot fyndrle hurt. 

The fame day, Mr Carie, ambafiatour for the quene of Ingland, come 
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out of Berwik with fez horfmen to the caftell of Edinburgb, aad that 
njcht pail to Leith. 

In this mene tpne wes Hand in Ingland the confiablia tone in Fareb

fo. 108. b. of France, and monfieur Lacrok, ambaflatouiis for the king of France, 
for delyuering of the quene of Scotland now captiue in Ingland, and 
this nocht allanerlie in the king of France his name, hot ab in all 
criftiane kingis name. 

The fext day, the fuddartis of Edinburgh fet in fyre Mr Archibald 
Grahmes hous, beiyid the eift end of the fouth loche in the burrowmure. 

Wpoun the tent day, capitane Skougall depairtit at the plefour of 
God, of ane hurt quhilk he got at the foirfaid leige of Merchingftonn, 
and eirdit in San£t Geillis kirk gaird in Edinburgh with g^eat triymphe. 

Vpoun the xiij day, thair wes tua men and ane woman hangit in 
Wefter Edmonfioun, for bringing of leikis and fait to Edinburgh. ThiB 
wes done without ayife of the lordis, hot quhen thaj got knowlege thaj 
wer verie grittumlie commovit at the burgeilis of Edinburgh, quha wea 
the cans heirof. 

The famyne day, thair come ane Inglis poft to Edinburgh and fyne to 
Leith, to feik ane licience to ane Frenche and Inglis ambaflatour to 
him [cum] thairto ; quhilk he obtenit of baith the pairties, and depaiitit 
thairwith to Ingland. 

Vpoun the xyij day, thair wes ane prodamatioun maid in Leith, tliat 
nane tuik vpoun hand to truble or moleft the (aids ambaflatouris anther 
in word or deid, quha ar to cum for treitment of ynitie betuix the tarn 
pairties now prefent in Edinburgh and Leith. 

Wpoun the xviij day, monfieur Lacrok ambaflatour for the Vaig of 
France, with lex horle in tryne, and fchir Williame Drowrie ambafliiloiir 
for the quene of Ingland, with xr horle in tiyne, come to Loth ovt of 
Beruik ; at quhais coming the artal^erie thairrf firhote. Theiaid monfieor 
Lacrok wes lugeit in Lttth, and the fiid Tthw ambaflatour in EdinliagL 
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^ Vpoun the xx day, the laid monfieur Lacrok fend ane tnimpetour to 
ihe toun of Edinburgh for monfieur Warlok, [Verac] quhilk wes tane 
out of San£tandroi8 foirlaid, at quhais command he depairtit to Leith. 

Vpoun the xxj day, the laid monfieur Lacrok and Walrok depairtit 
out of Leith to Reftalrig, quhair the faid fchir Williame Drowrie come 
with ihame, on the north fyid of Edinburgh, to the cafliell of the lamyne ; 
at quhais cuming the haill artalgerie of the caftell and toun fchote ; 
the fuddartis Hand betuix the weft port and the ovirbow ; the inhabi- 
tarifl of the toun in ane haill knot at the butter trone in feir of weir ; 
Uie capitane of the eallell put the faids ambaflatouris at the nethir jeit 
and conyoyit thame in the caftell, qiiha efter lang commoning the lordis, 
depairtit the lame nycht to Leith. 

The fame nycht, the fuddartis of Leith met togidder, and paft quietlie '^« ^^ 
to Weftnydrie perteining to my lord Seytoun, to have gottin the lamyne, 
quhilk wes promittit to haue bene betrayit and delyuerit be ane luddart 
thairin, quhilk wes vnder the chairge of capitane SkougalL This laid 
fuddart fchew the haill manor to the capitane and fuddartis being thair 
with him, and bad thame beare quheit quhill the tyme thaj ledderit the 
wallis. At the quhilk tyme the pairtie without, fettand to thair leddaris, 
and mony fuddartis thairon to haue clume the laid caftiell, thair being 
great giftis hyngand about the heid of the wallis be towis, quhilk wes 
euttit be the pairtie thairin, and lattin fall on thame clymmand ; be the 
quhilk thair wes greit llauchter to the nummber of xrij, and xv lamit, 
and the reft chacit to Corftorphine.

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and proclamit in Leith to haue paflage throw the realme as fufficient 
and laufull money, vnder the paines contenit in the act of parliament* 
The iamyne having the cans in Edinburgh, and as wes alledgit con- 
Urfeit in the caftell of Edinburgh, for keiping of the fynit money cun- 
jeit of befoir, quhilk wes bocht in Leith, the xxx S. peice for xxxij & 
the XX S. peice for xxj g« and the x S. peice for x S. vj pennies, quhilk 
wes brokin and tane furth of the realme. And the pairtie of Edinburgh 
perfawand, wald cungie na mair thairof. 

Vpoun the xxvij day of Maij, the merfchaell of Beruik come out of 
RefUdrig to the cailell of Edinburgh, to treat fum buflines, and thair-. 
efter pail to Reflalrig ; monfieur Lacrok, as wes allegit, haldin in cap- 
tiuitie in Leith, and to be put in Lochlevin captiue, vnto the tyme 
* thaj obtenit thair will of the toun of Edinburgh. This wes no^ 
done without the counfell of Inglifmen, be refToun of the great himgar 
in Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the tuantie aucht day, Johne lord Flemyng come out of France 
to Scotland, and landit at the weft feyis, quha brocht meikill money with 
him.

The quhilk wes done for the lowme of ten thouland pund, quhilk 
wes delyuerit to the erle of Mar regent, and erle of Mortoun, quha 
mycht haue haid fra the faid erle xviij^ pundis, to haue remanit in 
Lochlevin at thair command. This fait wes done for fum vther caus nor 
we know, to the great f chame of this realme, to fteale fk noble a man ane 
prefonar, jea, that come in this realme for faifiie of his lyffj quha w^ 
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fone efter his cuming to Londoun heidit, quarterit and drawin. This 
laid erle wes lang- of befoir put to the home, for fortifieing' and defend- 
ing' of vmquhile James erle of Murray, and the faid erle of Mortoun, 
the tyme thaj wer baniHt of Scotland he vmquhile the king, and quene 
now captive in Ingland, and put thame laif in Scotland. Juge ^e 
thairfoir hts reward. 

In this mene tyme wes the vidhiallis deir and fcant in Edinburgh ; 
and thair wes many of thrittie men mylnes that grand quheit, malt 
and aittis ; the aill s d. the poynt, the carcagc of beiff xij ii. the peck 
of meill viij s. the fait iij S. the peck, the quheit v S. the peick, the peick 
of peis T g. vj d- the heir iij s. vj d. 

Thir ar the houilis that wer diftroyit this moneth j to wit, Mr James 
"Watfonis hous in the fifche mercat, the erle of Maris now prefent regent 
Ingeing in the kowgait, Mr Johne Preflonis in the frierwynd, Dauid 
Kinloch baxteris houfe in Dalgleifch clots, Helene Achefonis hous 
thairin, and Mr Dauid M'Gill his lugeing in Francis Tennentis cloife. 

Vpoun the vj day of Junij, at xij houris at evin, Geoi^e lord Seytoun, 
"with xl horimen and fum hagbuttans paft furth of Edinburgh to Nidrie, 
quhairfra capitane James Bruce paft to the peill of Levingftoun. 

Vpoun the fevint day, Mr Carie, amhaflatour for the quene of Ing- 
land, paft to Beruik haiftilie, and that becaus ane of his fervands wes 
dung in Leith be the iiiddartis thairin. 

Vpoun the viij day, capitane Johne Smyth handfengie to Trottar, and ft. 
fiftpitane James Oliphant, handlen^ie to Maling, quha wes as laid is tane 
at Jedburgh, togidder with wther tua Iiiddartis, wes delyuerit to Edin- 
burgh, for vther four quhilk wes delyuerit out of Edinburgh to Leith, 
and fra this tyme furth hanging of tane men on baith Ij'dis wer difchargit. 

Wpoun the tent day, the maift pairt of the horfinen and fiitemen in 
Leith paft and raid to afiaige Nydrie. The haill cumpany of Edin- 
burgh, baith toun men and vther men, jpaft to Merchingfloun with ane 
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cannoune and ane double mynioun, with the quhilk thaj peircit ihe 
wallis thairof. The horfinen rydand about Braid and yther placet 
thairabout, brocht to the toun xl heid of nolt, greit and ftnall i and in 
the mene tyme, thaj beand at fpeiking with the hous on the randering 
thairof, the cuntrie about Muflelburgh and vtheris pairtis being wamit^ 
come throw the Windie goule to the Burrowmure, and by the merchiB 
tbairon, quhair thaj hoverit the toun ; and fuddartis of Edinburgh fear- 
ing that, left the hous, and fend the cannone to the toun, followand on 
thame, and chacit thame throw the Windie goule, and pad doun Sanft- 
marie wynd to win betuix thame and Leith. The laid cuntrie men re- 
maynit at the querrell hoillis abone the abbay, quhair the r^ent come 
out of Leith and met thame, quha fchote diipytfullie the pairtie of Edin- 
burgh without.

llonis fuddartis tane. The leiving of the hous of Merchingfioun wes 
capitane Hew Lauder, callit ferjand majour ; becaus the capitane thairof 
marijt the faid Hew his fiflar } and ab wes iu{pe£tit of the Ikaith the 
toun men gott at this chaifs, becaus he promittit in hechting to cans the 
toun men doe or die ; hot he wes hurt at this chaifs ; and als George 
erle of Huntlies horfs wes flane wnder him, be ane fchote that come out 
of the palice of Halyrudhous. 

Vpoun the xiij day, at tua houris in the mornyng, thair come to 
Edinburgh fra Weft Nydrie, xl laidis of meill, quhilk wes put in tlw 
tolbuyth to mak mercat of. 
to. 110. b. The fame day, Thomas Merfchelfoun merchand, James Dal^Bsll 



chand, and Alexander Fouiie cramer, fchir Williame Nickieprarefl^QMHllit 
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Alexander Bow and Johne Mittok cordonar, burgeffis of Edinburgh, 
qoha wes tane in Leith, at this lafl; chails, wes accufit in Leith for di- 
ftrudtioun of the policie of Edinburgh be the burgeflis now preient in 
Leith ; the preift acculit for faying of mefs, quha wes condamnit be ane 
afl^fe» and thairefter hangit ; the reft wer (uperceidit. 

• Vpoun the xr day, George lord Seytounis men, quha brocht the meill 
foirfaid to Edinburgh, wer tane pafland to Nydrle be James FouUis of 
Collingtoun, and delyuerit to the laird of Corftorphin. 

The lame nycht, the laird of Armhill wes tane out of his bed, and 
tane to Nydrie be the faid lord Seytouns feruandis ; and als wes tane 
d trayellaris feryandis to the laird of Refurries, quha wes pailand to 
Leith for to by meill, and put in prefoun in Nydrie, and all thair money 
tane fra thame. 

. Vpoun the xy day, Dauid Kinlochis lugeing on the foirgaitt wes dif-

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Vpoun the ixvij day, capitane James Bruce and James Halkeriloun 
come to Edinburgh with xx laid of raeill, and with great carriage of 
butter and cbeis, and fyndrie kynd of fouUis. The fame nycht, at nyne 
boiiris at evin, capitane Wauchope and his fuddartis paft of Bdinburgh 
to Nydrie, convoyit with Ixxx horfmen, quha paft ovir the wattir to 
Abirdeue. 

Vpoun the penult day, iu the momyng, xxiiij of the horfinen return- 
and to the did toun of Edinburgh with xl oxin and vtheris fmall goodis, 
wes perfewit be Patrilt Home in the Heucht, capitane to the regentis 
Uchthorfmen, with his horfmen, to the nowmer of four fcoir ; notwith- 
ftanding thaj dryrand of the goods and haldand of the laid regentis horf> 
men quhill thaj come to Merchingftoun, quhair tfae fuddartis thairof 
iiliit furth, and perforce drew the goodis ahaik, the laid xxiiij horfinen 
of Edinburgh baueand no refuge, licbtit and faucht creuallie, quhill thaj 
wer relevit be the futemen of Edinburgh.

aflemble and advyfe to rander the realme peceable, and eftableifche 
ane good and ane generall peace, quhilkis with thair cumpanyis lalbe [in 
full] iuritie in thair cuming to the place, remanyng or returneing thair- 
fra, during the faid fpace of tua monethis. And that ia [haly] ane 
wark be nocht retardit, we accord that during the trewis and abftinence,

And we will promeis on our honouris, that we fall 
cover nane of tbair faltis, bot onlle fie as hes bein dire6llie done in our 
querrell ; gif during the abflinence thaj doe wrang to any man, we 
confent for the fame thaj be puneift as apperteins ; and we ieik for thame 
na impunitie for thair attemptatis committit aganis Ingland, bot wnder- 
Hands that thaj falbe [anfuerable] for the lame, conforme to the lawes 
of the bordaris. And to the end [^thatj the fubjeitis of this realme may 
[find] thamfelffis prclentlie [fumthing] difchargit of the burdeing of the 
weir, and may with the greater delyre imbrace the peace, quhen it fall to. i 
pluis God to fend it, we aggrie that during the laid abftinence all the 
fubje^is of this realme, of quhatliimevir qualitie or condJtioun thaj be 
of, (except befoir exceptit,) mayfrielie and liberallie traphick, bant, Ipeik 
and converfe togidder ower all the pairtis of this realme, ontrublit, mo- 
lellit or impal(;hit ather in bodie or guids, he word or deid, in the lawis 
or befyd the law [for thingis paft,] and takis our faids aduerfaris now 
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bearing armes aganis ws, thair afliilaris and partakaris, and fie as depends 
on thamei mutual in our protedioun, mentenyng and comforting fiuth«» 
fullie togidder ane another aganis all [iniurie] that may be done be wb 
or onj that we promeis for, or be any of thame quha ar enemies to peaz. 
Mairower, to mak ane menis of the peax the mair [fisM^llJ and that be 
familiar communicatioun and converlatioun the hartis of thame that able 
hes [bene] offendit may be molefeit and inducit to forgett thingis that ar 
paffit, be conferance to be haid with fum of our adueriaris ; and thairefter 
acknowlf^ that we are membaris of ane bodie, beand of ane cuntrie and 
naturall Scottifinen, the converlatioun and communicatioun fall on 
nawajes be forbiddine be ws to thame, hot promittis that with all liber- 
tie ower all places, tounis and rowmes quhair euer it may be, proryd- 
ing [that] the toun of Edinburgh be prefentlie and firft of all fett at fie 
libertie as it wes [in befoir the king oure fouerane lordis guidfehir and 
late r^ent departit furth of the fame, ypoun] the 97 day of Januar the 
Seir of God 1570 jeris, and the eaftell thairof to be keipit [[with^ na 
greater garifoune nor it wes at that tyme ; [as aliwa all the] rther tounis 
of this realme prefentlie be fett at fie libertie and be maid patent, Iba 
tiiat na place thairof fidbe withhaldin, fortifeit or gamifit, fiiiffiuid the 
caftellis and fortreflis that of [[all anci^utie]] and befoir thir trublis hes 
bene accuftumit to be fortifeit and gairdit ; and that be this mene all 
men [or thair] feruands, without feir oi weir or [riolence may frelie 
enter and] duell in thair awnehouflb as thai pleis induring thefiuds trewis 
and abftinence* And foriameikiU as mony perfbnis within this realme 
hes induring thir trublis leifit thamefelffis in Tther menis landis, qnhair- 
Tpoune thair is prefentlie fhiftis that may be colledit and won during the 
&kl abftinence, of the quhilk debait [may follow that mayflopor hinder 
thegude] and holie efie6i that is to be h<^it <^ the &id peas, wethairfoir 
accord and aggre,that thajquhilk hes thefiudslands iaD not preis to lift the 
Ik 114. w laid fhiitt and ^^edallie the cwnis^ but fidl leire tiie fiunyneflakit in heap 
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vpcain the laid feild or in the grange, mtuichit or diQ)onit vpoun ony waj 
quhill the end of the fitid abftinence. And for obferving and fulfilling 
of all this aboneQ)ecifeit, we obleils ws vpoun our faithis and honouris, 
and be our folemnit aiths, and that we lall gar the haill be keipit be 
our felffis, our adherentis and partakaris with ws. In witnes heirof we 
haue lubfcryyit thir prefentis with our hands at Edinburgh and Leith, 
the penult day of Julij 1572. 

And efler the iaid proclamatioun, the peice of ordinance Ichott af the 
wall ; and immediatlie efter this, the pairtie of Leith paft to the fchyre 
and in lyikmaner maid publicatioun heirof j and in lykmaner thairefter 
thaj Ichot thair ordinance* This beand done be the fuddartis of Leith, 
the pairties wer difchargit of waching, and of thair quarteris and guard 
hoolfis, quha oppinit the portis, and all men frie to pas and repas« 

Wpoun the lall day, the burgelfis, craftilinen and fuddartb of Leith 
come with difplayit banar to Edinburgh, without any ftope or impedi. 
ment, to the nwmer of v^ hagbutteris and ilj"" pettmen. 

Wpoun the firft day of Auguft, Johne erle of Mar regent, James 
erle of Mortoun, Alexander mailler of Glencame, Williame lord Ruth- 
yen, Johne lord Lindfay, with vtheris to the nowmer of ij^ horfinen, 
eome out of Leith to Edinburgh, to remayne thairin for communica* 
tioiui, conforme to the proclamatioun. And efter thair cuming, paft to 
the croce, and maid of new publicatioun of the proclamatioun foirfidd 
in the kingis name, quhilk caufit the inhabitaris remanaris in the toun 
to be vnder greit terrour and feir. 

The famyne day, the (aids ambaflatouris come fra Reftalrig to the 
caftell of Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the fecund day, Mr Drowrie ambailadour Inglifman, am- 
bailadour for the queue of Ingland, depairtit of Edinburgh to fieruik. 

The lame day, James duk of Chattellarault, lord Hamiltoun, George 
erle of Huntlie, lieutennentis for the queue, and George lord Seytoun 
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depairtit of Edinburgh with the haiU fuddartis, accumpanjit with j^ 
horfs, to thair awne houffis. 

Wpoun the fourt daj, monfieur Lacrdds guid fone paft of Edinbmgfa 
be land to France* 
1^ 11^ Wpoun the fex day, the laid lord repent and haill horfinen paft of 
Edinburgh to Striueling. 

In this mene tjme, the haill cumpanj of the luddartis that wer in 
Leith wer placit in the burgeflis and craftiffnens houffis that r^nanit, 
the tyme of the troublis, in Edinburgh, quhilk wes ane hayie difplefour 
to thame. 

Wpoun the ig dav, monfieur Lacrok ambaflatour for the king of 
Fhuice depairtit of the abbaj of Halyrudhous to Striueling. 

Wpoun the xriij da j, thair wes ane prodamatioun at the m^tat croce 
of Edinburgh, difchargeing quhatliimeTir cun^e that wes cungdt in 
the cafiell the tyme of the cununeris, and that it fuld not haue the coorie 
of rfiiall money, and to be elcheit quhair it may be apprehoidit. 

Wpoun the xx day, the (aid Froiche ambaflatour come out of Striue* 
ling to the abbay oi Halyrudhous. 

Wpoun the xxiiij day, b^i^ Sanft Bartolmois day, at iij houris in the 
momyi^, the duk oi Gek maid at the command <^ the kii^ of Franoe 
ane greit flauchter on the ocmgregatioun in Parets, tbaj beand all 
thair at ane ocmTentioun with the kii^; the admirall, eA^* he wes 
fiiddt, he wes harlit throw the toun, and thairefter hangit ; quhilk wes 
ane harie caioe to the nowmer of ij^ men, wyff and bamis.

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Wpone the fext day, the faid Johne [lord] Flemyng depairtit at the 
plefour of God. It wes faid that he wes poyfonit. 

Wpoiin the xiij day, Mr Killingrnvar, ambalTatour for the quene of 
Ingland, come out of Beruik to Leith. 

Wpoun the xviij day, monGeur Lacroks guid lone come out of France 
to Leith. 

Wpoun the xxj day, monfieur Lacroks guid fone and the faid Inglis 
ambafTatour come to the caftell of Edinburgh, and thair fpak the capi- 
tane and lordis thairin, and thairefter depairtit to thair lugeingis, the 
Frenchmen to Leith, and the Inglis to Dauid Forreftaris lugeing abone 
the tolbuith. 

Wpoun the xxij day, Johne erle of Mar, regent to the nobilitie in 
that faftioun, corae to Leith out of Striueling. 

Wpoun the xxiiij day, the erlis of Ergyle and Glencarne come out 
of Leith to Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the xxv day, the faid ambaflatour come to the caftell of Edin- 
bui^h, and thair intercommonit with the capitane, quha deiyrit the men 
of weir to be difchargit out of Edinburgh, and the merchands and craftis fa. us-u 
to reule and aggrie aniang thamefelfiiB, as thaj wont of auld, quhilkwes 
refuilit. The Frenche ambafTatouriH defyrit baith the pairteis to be bund 
to fortifie the king of France, quhilk wes refuiflt be thejegent and his 
partakaris. The Inglis anibailatouris requyrit, in lyikmaner, the forti- 
ficatioun of the quene thair miftres, qubilk wes refuiffit be the caftelL 

Wpoun the xxvj day, Johne erle of Mar regent, James erle of Mor- 
toun, Alexander erle of Glencarne, Archibald erle of Ergyle, Archi- 
bald erle of Angus, Alexander lord Lindlay, lordie Boyd, Buthrene, 
Harreia, Maxwell, abbottis of Dunfermling, Newbottill, togidder with 
mony barronis, come out of Leith to Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the xxvij day, the faidis ambaflatouris come out of L«ith to 
the tolhuyth of Edinburgh, and thair commonit with the lords quhome

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to cam [quho cum] out of the cafteli, Johne bifchope of Galloway, and 
Mr James Balfour pryour of Pettinveme, as commillionaris for the 
quenis lieutennentis, togidder with Williame Eicling of Petadry, con- 
fiable of the caftell of Edinburgh, quha gaif in thair petitioun following : 
All ike perfonis principallis of the caftell for thamefelffis, the capitans 
that hes feruit or feruis thair fuddartis, and all vtheris that hes tane pairt 
with thame, defyris, be declaratour [of] parliament, to be dilchargit of all 
crymes committit be thame, or ony of thame, fen the begynning of the 
troublis ; and all adtis, fentences, and proceflis quhatfiimenr led aganii 
thame, outher in parliament, befoir the regent and lords of coun&ll, the 
jufiice or his deputtis, or onj vther juges, to be declarit null and of 
nane effeft ; and all proceflis writtingis thairanent to be cancellat and 
obliturat, and thaj to be enterit prefent to thair rowmes, heritages and 
poflelfionis ; and na perfone or perfonis injure or fclander thame for 
any cans or occafioun bygane, ynder the pane of deid. 

Item, thaj deiyrit ane difcharge to the capitane of the intromiflioun 
with ^ejewelWB and moveablis in the caftell. 

It^n, dilcharge of all the commoun guids of Edinburgh intromettit 
with be thame« 

Item, the caftell of Blaknes with fuflBcient artailjptrie, prouiflioune 
for keiping th«rof, and the jeirlie rent for thair fufl^ntatioune. 

Item, that the airis of the lord Flemyng and Wirmfoun, and vther lliat 
wer flane and deit in that cans, fould enter to thair heritage and rowmeo, 
notwithftanding thair foirfaltour, and lykas thaj haid not bene foirfaltit 

Item, the hous of Home and Falfcaftell, with the lands and maynes 
thairof, and Coldinghame, to be delyuerit to my lord Home, and Johne 
commandatare of Coldinghame, and the queue of Ingland to mantene 
thame in inbringing thairof. 

Item, the capitane defyres xx^ merkis to be payit to him in money 
to emerie his debtis^ 
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Item, my lord Mortoun to renunce and giue ovir to the capitaae the 
fuperioritie of the lands of Grange, and Tyrie land, within the bar- 
ronie of Abirdene. 

Item, thaj defjTe ane vther rowme lyand within the faid barpo- 
nie, quhairvnto he allegis his predicelTouris to haue bene kyndlie 
tennents. 

item, thaj delyre the caftell of Edinburgh to be afllgnit and put in 
the hands of the erie of Rothes, and he to keip the famyne quhill the 
king be xvj ^eiris of aige, with the artailgerie and munitioune. 

Item, thaj defyre licience to lb many as thaj think meitt, to pas to 
France, or quhair thaj pleis. 

Item, that the capitane may fend in ony of his to fpeik with the quene 
fociallie. 

Item, ane dilcharge of the Ipoulgie of San£landrois. 

Item, the capitane delyres my lord Glammis to renunce the lands of 
Kinghorne, and fuperioritie thairof. 

Item, for fulfilling of the premiflis, thaj delyre the erle of Rothes to 
be cautioun and Ibuertie, in maill Uraiteft maner, to bund as thaj lall 
devyfe. 

And efter the reiding heirof, and the quhilk thaj remanit fra nyne in 
the mornyng quhill xij houris, and fra ij eftemone quhill fex at eyin, 
quhan thair wes nathing done, bot thocht belt and convenient to lend 
for the erle Huntlie, and new abfiinence to be for viij dayes. 

Wpoun the penult day, being Monday, thair wes ane proclamatioun

Wpoun the thrid daj of 06tober, thair wes ane proclamatioun maid 
at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, commandand and chargeand all and 
findrie liegis and fubje6tis, profelTours of Chryftis evangell, of all the 
reformit kirkis within this realme, that thaj and euerie particular kirk, 
dire6t commiflionaris fufficientlie authorifit to the burgh of Edinburgh, 
or quhair the regent lalbe for the tyme, the xx day of 06tober inflant, 
to confult and deliberat vpoun fie eventouris, [materia and overtouris] 
and i^efifling of the furious rage and [lawles crweltie] of the bloodie 
and treflbnable papiftis executouris of the terrible confall of Trent, and 
to [aduance] Gods glorie and trew religioun. 

Wpoun the fyft day, ane new abilinence fra all hoflilitie, to indure to 
the 9 day of this inflant, in the fame force and effedt as of befoir. This 
done at the mercat croce of Edinburgh be found of trumpet, 
fo. 116. b. Wpoun the yj day, monfieur Lacrok, with his good fone, depairtit 
of Leith to Beruik towartis France. 

Wpoun the vij day, thair wes ane proclamatioun at the mercat croce 
of Edinburgh, makand mentioun of the greit heirfchipis that the theifis 
haid maid, and makis daylie on the poore ; thairfoir chargeing all and 
findrie, alfweill to burgh as to land, to meit my lord regent at Jedburgh 
the xxij of this inilant, with xx dayis vi^tuallis, to ryd vpone the thevis, 

Wpoiin the viij day of Odtober, thair wes ane new abilinence pro- 
plamit at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, to indure quhill the vj day of 
December nixtocum to that effedl, in the mene tyme, that the nobilitie 
may confiilt on ane perpetuall peace. 

• Wpoun the tent day, Johne erle of Mar regent pafi of Edinburgh to 
Striueling, Ibayie in hart, be refiibun he wes willing to haue grantit the 
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foirfaids petitionis to the detenaris of the caftell of Edinburgh, and my 
lord Mortoun wald not iuffer the (ame. 

Wpoun the xviij day, Johne erle of Mar, Lord Erlkene, &c. regent 
of this realme, deceiflit in the caftell of Striueling, at the plefour of 
God. And in his lettre and teftament, he left the keiping of the kingia 
grace and caftell of Striueling to Alexander his brother, maift;er of 
Erikene, and the laird of Tillibame. The maift cans of his deid wes 
that he lufit peace, and culd nocht haue the iame. 

Wpoun the xx day of Odlober, the miniftaris of Scotland, togidder 
with the commiflionaris of the haill kirk thairof, maid thir articles foU 
lowing, quhilk wes prefentit to the fecreit confall. 

The aflemblie of the kirk convenit at Edinburgh, according to the 
proclamatioun, Firft, hes thocht expedient in la far as this prefent conven- 
tioun is inftitute to provyd remeid aganis the treflbnable crweltie of the 
papiftis, and to refift the fcmyne, to mitigat the wrath and indignatioun of 
God, quhairby thaj ar fl^eirit vp aganis ws for our finnis, thair falbe ane 
publidt humiliatioun of all thame that feiris God and profeflis his trew 
religioun, with publidl prayer and fafting throch out this haill realm e, 
to begin the xxiij day of Nouember nixttocum, and to end the laft day 
of the laid moneth. And to the effedl that . thaj quha ar notorious off 
fendaris [and publick flanderers of] the kirk may be brocht to amend*^ 
ment of lyff, or els be exclucUl fiirth of the focietie of the faithfull, it is 
thocht expedient, [that betuixt this and the xxiij] day of Nouember, in 
all provincis and paroche kirks quhair the ordour of difcipline is, the 
liiperintendants commiflionars of cuntries, minifiaris and eldaris, fall call 
befoir thame at appointit dayes all notorious offendaris within thair jurif- fo. 117. 
di£Honis, fie as murthoreris and ailiflaris of murthoreris, adulteraris, 
fumicatouris, roberis of the patrimonie of the kirk or vther menis pof- 
fefiiouns, and ficlyk vtheris [criminal] perfonis in all eftaitts, beginand 
* 9t the minifl^rie and nobilitie, and la proceiding to fill vtheris, that 
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wiekitaM md fmA hjwmm ajmm tkat oSmAi dieK^eflie of God 
mMj W pttrgit fitrth of duf contrie. And ^pecialfie, dnt il Baj- be 
Imowifi that mmtftam qnlia audit he goodexempd^ aUbeOl Ke doAine 
M Ijif to proTok rihen$ to godlie coorerfiitioim Ke not ezemit, bot 
ftdier firft tiyity it kthoAt neceflar tfat all fiip q inUtidan tB andooan- 
mffianarif of euntrief tak diligent inqaififaoan of die Ijfe of all minif- 
teTMf esdiortarif, and reidaris, quhat iaitis £dbe fimd, (ereir ocmreftiooe 
to Iblloir thairrpcme, according to the nator of the crjme. And incaioe 
mtntflaritf fbtild coneeall thair airin imperfeftjonki, that all men be re- 
^yrit to declair |[to3 the fiyerintendantia and the commiflionaris the 
rjCM that thig knair to be in thame. And in Ijkwi^es, becans in the 
f€ll6rmBtUmn of the nobilitie confifiis the ch^ ezampiU of the haill 
enntrie, we crare nocht onlie [a general] refonnationn of Inch imper- 
feftiounn as ar in thame, but ak that [fnch] yjcis as in particular CJbe 
gerin to thame be amendit ; fie as that thaj be reformit in the wrangons 
rfing o( the patrimonie of the kirk^ applying the fiune to their particular 
rftf to the hurt of the minifteriey the fcullisy and poore. And that 
the commonis [may be eafed] be thame, baith in paying of their teinds 
and vtheris dewties, in refpeft of thair g^eat pouertie ; and that thaj 
may amend thair great negligence in tymes pail, in puneiiling of vyces 
throchout this haill realme, ficlyk as infeft, adulterie, bloodfcheding^ 
and forcerici &c« ; and that thair may bie notabill perlbnis deput with 
commiffionaris for that eSe€t to execute the fame ; and that fie as bane 
reflauit [commiffion] alreadie, to be chargit to proceid thairin, and that 
the a£tis of parliament and couniaillis maid aganis the brekaris of the 
Sabbath day [may be likewife] execute. Onto the quhilk heids contenit 
in this article^ we defyre my lord regents g^ace [and counfell] to aggrie, 
and to authorife the lame. Secundlie, as concemyng the papiftis that 
be in this cuntrie git remanyng, that thaj without all exceptionis of 
perlbnis grit or fmall lalbe chargit, alfueill be the confall as minifierie. 
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to compeir at certane dayes, as lalbe appoyntit, [before fuch as the kirk 
and counfell Iliall appoint] to giue confellioun of thair faith, according 
to the afts of parliament, and [liich as have] nocht recautit, to mak 
thair publi^t recantationis 5 and thaj hat ar excommunicat for that 
caus, to vnderly fie iiijun^tiouns as falbe laid to thair chairg'e ; and gif 
any of thame failgies heirin, their haill guids and geir to be confilcat, ib. 117. t 
and thame felffis banift off the cuntrie ; and thaj that ar [beneficed] 
perlbnis, thair benefices to waik and to be difponit to qualifeit perfonis ; 
and if thaj (being' decernit to be banift) be lundin heirefter in the cun- 
trie, it falbe lefum to all the fubje6lls in this realme to invaid thame, 
and euerie ane of thame, to the deith, as enemies to God, the king, the 
kirk, and the commoun Weill of the realme j and that Uc as be conridt 
be the law alreadie, or may be convidl, he execute with all rigour ; 
and all vtheris that be excommunicat for ony vther cryme or offence, 
lalbe callit lykwayes to particular dyatis, to fatiffie the kirk, or els to 
iocure the lyk panis and punifment as is befoir Ipecifeit ; and that thaj 
that refetts and mantenis thame, [if afler due admonition they defiil not 
from their company} falbe halilin partakaris with thame, and be comptit 
in the rank of papiftis to be punift in femblable maner. 

And forder, we delyre [that] the a£l of parliament be put to execu- 
tioun, that nane be admittit to public offices of counfkll, fellloun, or 
Vtherwayis, that ar knawin to be papiflis, or mantenearis or fauoraris 
of papiflis. Alfo, becaus thair is mels [faid] in certane places of this 
cuntrie, as in auld Abirdene, Dunkeld, Paflay, Eiglingtoune, that thair 
be a fpeciall day affignit, to alTemble all the profeflburis of the reli- 
gione in places nixt adjacent to the [boundisj quhair the fiiid meflls ar 
vCt, for apprehending of the mefs fayaris ; and alio the heiraris to 
vaderly the law. Lykwayes, incaifs this prefent [diuifioune] tak fiim 
aggrement and concord, that nane be comprehendit thairin bot fie as fiilhe 
obleifl for the mantenance of the religioun aganis the enemies thairof. 
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Attour, that all fucfa perfonis, as haue (fen the reformatioun began) 
focht from the paip billis or benefices, falbe haldin as papiftis, and 
pynift thairfoir, conforme to the HiSt of parliament ; and that all pro* 
feflburis of the religioun having benefices, and able to preitch, may be 
chairg^t to [to do] thair office, feing that it is not reflbnable that thaj 
tak yp the leiving, and remayne ydill. Thirdly, for refifting of the 
papiftis of forane cuntries, alfweill within [as without] that my lord 
r^ents grace and nobilitie fall cans fiich ordour, that ane 1^ and 
confederacie be maid with our nychtbouris of Ingland, and yther cun- 
tries reformit and profefling the trew religioun, that we and thaj be 
joynit togidder in mutuall amitie, and fbcietie, to fupport euerie ane 
vther, quhenfbeuer tyme or occafioun (all feme for mantenance of 
religioun, and refifting of the enemies thairof. Lykas, that ane Iblemp- 
nit band and aith may be maid be all thame that be profefiburis of the 
evangell within this realme, to joine thamefelffis togidder, and be reddie 
at [all occafions] for refifting the enemies foirlaids. And gif any beis 
f . 118. Amd negligent thairin, he ialbe haldin for ane ialie broder, and excom- 
municatioun to proceid agans him. 

Wpoun the 19» 20, 21, 22, and 23 dayes of Nouember, the nobilitie 
wnderwrittin convenit in Edinburgh, and chefit and ele^t James erle 
of Mortoun r^ent* Thay ar to fay, the erllis Angus, Glencame, CaC- 
fiUis, Crawfurd, Buchane, Montrois, lordis Ruthyen, Glammis, Lindlay, 
Maxvell, Simpill, Borthuik, Louitt, ^eAer^ Cathourt, prelattis, biicliopis, 
•Mr Johne Dowglas of Sandtandrois, abbot of Arbrothe, Greorge Dow- 
glas, Orknay, abbot of Dunfermling.

Vpoun the xj day, Mr Killingrawe, Inglifman, ambafTatour [fra] the 
quene of Ingland, paft of Edinburgh to Berwik towartis Loudoun. 

Wpone the xx day, Mr Killingrave come out of Ingland to the burgh 
of Edinburgh. 

In this meoe tyme, James erie of Mortoun regent lay deidlie feik of 
rumburfTanes, and war nocht he wes cuttit he haid loft the lyff ; his grace 
wes lugeit in Williame Craikis lugeing, on the fouth fyid of the trone 
in Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the xxij day, thair wes ane proclamatioun at the mercat croce 
of Edinburgh, raakand mentioun of the great trubles that haid incurrit 
in tymes bygane on the inhabitaris in Edinburgh, and of greit Ikaith 
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io. 118. b. thaj Imd fuftenit thairthrow, my lord regents grace natW wiUiilg Um- 
(elf to b^ ioftn^meat of weir, bot rather the flopper aod doun tbrpw^tt 
of iniquitie ; thaiifoi? ohargeing all and findrie our fouarane lorda liegkif 
i^Jfueill men of ww as wj vther, that nana tnik ypoun hand nather befciir 
th^ fiirth pa0ing <^the abftinance, [nor] thairefter, to molaft, truble or in*

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Uuir bands of fuddartis, cfaan^it thair gairdhoiis fra the kirk of Saxi&,- 
geili to the caftell hill, capitnnis Crawfurd and Lambie to the Well 
Port, to that effeft the lUddartis of the caftell fuld nocht ifche to get 
any necellaris.

Wpoun the firft day of Januar, at fex houria in the momyng, tliair 
wea ane peice of ordinance fchot of the caftell wall, in wamyng that 
trewis wes outrune and gevin vp. 

Wpoun the lecund day, being Fryday, thair wes ane greit fifche

Wponn the xj daf ^ the fiud Mr Jamea hie wjff como to him oat of 
h. \n. Edinbnrgh, and efter lang talking, tuik hir loif ; and defyrit hun with 
hii ittddartis to convojr hir, becaoi capitane Lambie wes ano attending 
hir, and wald Ipoul^ie hir ; quhilk he did, and retumii^ <^ui^ cold 
hane na entree^ bot wes fteikit to the doore be him in quhome he lip- 
pinit maift in. And ineontinent die laid eapitane Lambie come, and toSk 
the laid Mr James and all his fiiddartis to Linhtbgow. It is find that 
this wes done throw the polieio of his find wyff.

Simple and Somenreill, come to Edinburgh to the effe£fc foirlidd* 

Wpoun the xxiiij day, the bail^ies and burgeflis foiriaid quha wer im» 
prefonit come to Edinburgh: out of waird. 

Wpoun the xxy day of Februar the confall fat doun. The fame: day 
the lordis Harreis and Maxwell come to the laid oonyentioune ; and 
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flie fiune daj Jobne lord of Abtrbrothok, Claud lord HamQtomi, abbot 
of Paflay his broder, beaad cumand to tbe conrentioiiiiy wes fb^iit be 
ane poft of my lord regentis. 

Wpoun tbe xxrj day, tbe laird of Locbinyar [and] fcbir James BaUbor 
perfbne of Flilk^ come to tbe conrentioune. 

Wpoun tbe penult day, tbe erlis of HonUie and Glencame, and lord 
Bpbingftoune, come to Edinburgb« 

Wpoun tbe fourt day of Marcb, tbair wes ane proclamationn at tbe 
mercat croce of Edinburgb to tbe effe£l wnderwrittin ; off tbe qubilk 
tbe tennour followes : James be tbe grace of God king of Scottis, to 

our louittis ; forlameikiU as tbe r^;entis grace 

and efiaittis aflemblit at tbis prefent conventioun, bavand confideratioun 
of tbe great inconveniences tbat now proceids amang our Ibuerane lords 
lieges in defalt of vi&uallis and all vther merchandice and guids tbat ar 
put to dertb and raifit, and put to exborbitant pryces, and baldin and 
abflra^lit fra mercattis throw occafioun of g^eit quantttie of £ils coun- 
terfit money, plakis and lyounis, vtbcrwdyes callit bardfaeidis, ftruckin 
in cun^ie in the tymc of the gouernament of the quene drowarier and 
regent our foueranc lordis gudame of good memorie ; as allua of fals 
cungearis, nocht allanerlie within this realme, bot alfua without tbe 
iame ; la fubtillie and in lie fort of mettell, that it is verie hard to the 
h. Its. K ignorantis to decerne and knaw the trew fra the fals. Thairfoir the 
regentis grace, with the mature aduyfe and deliberatioun of the efiaites, 
prefentlie convenit for the weill of our fouerane lordis liegis, efchewing 
of derth and mony and vther inconvenientis, hes ordanit and ordaynes 
the iaids new plakis laft cun^eit to haue cours and paflage amangis all 
our fouerane lordis Hedges in tyme cuming efler this prefent proclama* 
tioune, for tua penneis the peice, and all the faids lyounis, vtherwayis 
callit hardbeidfl, for ane penny the peice ; and that nane of our fouerane 
lordis leigis lalbe baldin to rellaue the faids plackis and hardheidis efter 
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thia pre(ent proclamatioun of ony derare avale and price nor is abone 
Ipecifiit; attour becaus it is weill knawin that tbo greateft part of the 
fkidia plakkis and bardheidis now pafling in tbia realme ar and bes 
bene adulterat, fals and counterfait, als weill witbin this realme as 
without ; quhilk being the cheif occalioun of derth, ar be adl of parlia- 
ment maid of befoir, ordanit to be clippit. Tbairfoir ordanis and com- 
mandis all perfbnis haveris of the faids new plackis and bardheidis in thair 
hands, to bring- and fend the famyne to our faid fouerane lordis cungie- 
hous to Johne Carmichaell wardane thairof, to be lene and confidderit 
be him JanjPB Gray linkar, Johne Hart and NicoU Syme appointit 
vifitouris tbairof, or ony of thame with the iaid Johne Carmichaell, be- 
tuix the dait beirof and the xx day of November nixtocum, to the effeft 
that fie as thaj fall find fals and counterfait may be inllantlie clippit 
doun and put in ane clofs lockit coffar vpoun the count and inventare 
of the quantitie reflavit fra euerie perfone. And fie of the lame money 
as beis fund of the lawfull and trew cungie of this realme to be thus 
merkit ^ be the laid James Gray, and delyuerit agane to the awner j 
quhilk plakis and bardheidis fii merkit, fall haue cours and paflage 
thairefler for the availl and pr)'ces abonewrittin, bot ony flope or con- 
tradi£lioun ; with certificatioun that fie of the new plackis and bard- 
heidis as fall not be vifite and in this fort merkit betuix and the laid 
day, fall na way haue cours nor palTage tbairefter amang our foueranis 
Hedges, bot the perfonis qubatfumeuer, or with quhom thaj falbe 
fund tbairefter immerkit, falbe perfewit and puneifl as willful! out- 
puttaris and cbangearig of fals and corrupt money. According to the 
lawis of the realme, the quhitk to doe, &c. at Halyrudhous the fecund 
of March 1574, of the regent the 8 jeir. 

. Everieilk day efter this proclamatioun, induringtheconTentioua,thepure 
verijtand band the regent and baill lords oppenlie in thair prefentistquhen 
everthajpaftorrepallfra the abbay,quhiIkweshavieaDd lamentable to heir. 
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The fame day, the erie of Ergyle como to Edinburgh to the foirfaid 
conventioune. 

Vpoun the vij day, the {aid erle wes relaxit fra the home, and his 
wyff, quha ilelyuerit the tua pretious Aanis to the regent, for the cjuhilk 
caus thaj wcr put to the home. 

The fame day, the conventioun fkalit ; in the quhilk thair wes tuanj 
thingis treitit quhilk I culd not prefentlie haue to manifeft, hot the 
famyne wilbe ratifeit in the nixt parliament, quhilk is to be ichorthe. 

The fame day, Johne Hamiltoun abbot of Abirbrothok, with Ids 
brother lord Claud, come to the Cannogait, accumpanyt with iij*^ horl's 
quha wea lugit in Margarett PauUs lugcing, to the effect following. 

Wpoun the viij day, betuix xj and xij houris in the day, the laid 
Johne abbot of Abirbrothok, togidder with his broder Lord Claud, in 
the uivart clois of the abbay, prefentit ane naikit fword be the poynt to 
the erle of Angus, for the llauchter of umquhilc James Johneiloiin of 
Wefterhall, leruitour to the faid crie ; and Gawin Hamiltoun of 
Replach, Johne Hamiltoun of JSrounhall, Johne Hamiltoun of Uoggie, 
WiUiame Hamiltoun of Muniathane, Robert Hamiltoun of Nathane, 
and llobcrt Hamiltoun of Haillis, Arthour Hamiltoun of Morentoun, 
and Johne Hamiltoun of Nowtoun, ilk ane of thame eftor vther in lyk- 
maner, prefentit ane naikit fword to George Dowglas, capitane of the 
caftell of Edinburgh ; quhilk he delyucrit to the laird uf Kirkmichacl, be> 
cau8 he wes ueircft of kin to the faid vmquhile James Johneftoun. And 
thairefter the laids Hamiltouns pail to the regentia chamber, his grace 
meittand thomc at the Inte of [the] turgryfc ; quha imbracit thame in 
ano freindlic maner, and remanit with him the denner. 

Wpoun the tent day, the rcgentis grace pall of Edinburgh to Dalkeith* 

The faid day, the faids Hamiltonis pafl; of the Cannogait to Hamiltoun. 

All the tyrae of thair remanyng, thaj wer honorablic treitit with the 
haill nobilitie, and Jjieciallie banketit with the erle of Angus the chan- 
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cellour, and not without caus, be relToun thaj wer neir of blood ; bot 
kBJ lord Seytoun wes bovilie commovit at the foirlaid homage. 

In this mene tyme, my lord regentis grace tuik vp ane hundryth 
horfmeD, fur quhat caus iianc can tell. 

In this meno tyme wes grit diftraftinun botuix the magiftratis and 
ImrgefTis of Edinburgh on that ane pairt, and the craftis on that vther 
pairt, hurtand the craftifmen of thair liiid privileiges findric wayes j fie 
as difchargeand to faill without thair pak wer worth j"^ pundis ; byand 
g«H and pretious ftanis, tpiluM; appertenit to the goldlluythia ; and that 
na hydis, flefche, talloun, or candill, flane within the toun, to be fauld 
to any outduellaris of the toun ; quhllk being roflbnit befoir the regent 
and fecreit couufall, the laids burgclBs wer decernit tu haue als grit 
I ftrenth as of hefoir. 

Wpoun the xviij dayof March, the haill flel'cheouris of Edinburgh 
wer fummond to vnderly the law, the xxvj of Apryle nixtocum, for re- 
graiting of mercattis. This wes done be the burgcflis inYentionia. 
Wpoun the xxvj day of March, thair wes ane proclaniatioun at the 
' Biercat croce of Edinburgh, commandand and chargeand, that nane 
within this realrac refuils any mercatis or hard hydis, or half merk 

pieces, wnder the pane of deid. 

Wpoun the xviij day of Aprile, thir a^lia following, quhilk wer ftt 
out at the convenlioun and printit, wer ]>roclamit at the mercat croce 
of Edinburgh ; thaj ar to lay, firll, commandand and chargetng all 
wapplnfliawin to be keipit throw the realme at tua termcs in the geir, 
the XX day of Julij, and the tent day of October j ane a6t and procla* 
matioun anent the making of iyrnes and llokis for punifment of offen- 
daris, and bigging and repairing of comraoune prefonis ; and ane a6t 
and proclamatioun anent Ichutting of culvering and daggis, or beiring 
and weiring of the fame ; ane a£l and proclamatioun of forbidding of 
I all men to ryd or gang in hunting or balking on thair nychtbouris 
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fo. is5. growand comis ; one a6l and proclamatioim, that na pure or beggarb 
fuld be fufferit to remayne bot within the parochin quhair thaj war 
borne, &<% as at mair lenth is contenit in the laids adtis. 

Wpoun the xxyj day, the laid flefcheouris of Edinburgh oompeirit, to 
haue thoUit law conforme to the lummonds, and wes cohtinewit quhill 
the mome. 

Wpoun the xxvij day, the faid aflyils of the flelbheourisy quha wer 
merchantis, fatt fra xj houris afoir none quhill efter yiij at erin, and 
culd not find na pynt quhairon to fyle them ; quhilk wes continewit 
quhill Monday the xxix of this inllant. 

Wpoun the faid xxix day, the faid flefcheouris wer conyi^ on this 
poynt, that thaj maid merchandice out of plane mercatis and oppin 
faires ; thairfoir thaj fand fouertie particularlie, vnder the pane of v^ 
merkis, not to buy any goods outwith the pairt of Edinburgh, bot in 
commoun mercattis or oppin faires, ynder the pane of deid, and to 
enter in waird within fex dayes warnyng, gif thaj {atiffeit nocht the 
regentis grace, 
fo. 127, Wpoun the 3 day of Maij, my ladie Angus depairtit at the plelbur of 
god, quha wes oppinit and bowellit. 

Wpoun the yj day, the faid ymquhile ladie wes eirdit in the abbay of 
Halyrudhous in the kingis tomb, maid newlines as laid is. 

Wpoun the tent day, my lord regentis grace depairtit of Edinburgh 
to Abirdour. 

Wpoun the fecund day [of Junij], Alexander lord Home wes relerit 
out of the caftell of Edinburgh, and wardit in his awne lugeing in the 
heid of the Freir wynd, quha wes carijt thairto in ane bed, be reflbne of 
his great infirmitie of feiknes. 

Wpoun the vij day of Julij, fchir Johne Forreflar, wardane on the 
fouih of Ingland, and the laird of Carmichaell, wardane for the pairt of 
the Scottis, beingconyenit at the Reid fyid [ Reidfwyrel at the day of tre w. 
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for delyuering of certane offendaris, the Scottis, conforme to the equitie, 
delyuerit the oEFendaris on thair fjid, and tliaireftcr defyrtt at the laid 
wardane of Ing'land to delyuer, quha laid thair wes eneuch done that 
day, and wald continew hie delyvering quhill ane new day j hot the 
Scottis anfuerit, in la far as thaj hatd done that became thame in thair 
fouerane lords name, thaj in lykmaner aucht to fulfill. At the qubilk 
commoning*, the faid fchir Johne Forrelter grew heicbt in confait, and 
het in commonyng, faid the faid Carmichaell wes nocht to be coinparit 
to him. Schortlie efter lang heicht talk, ane bufchment of Inglia bow- 
men fchot their arrowes away the cumpany of Scottis, quhairof wer 
Oane the faid lordis Gllera fone, ane vther, and the faid laird hurt, with 
lindrie vtheris ; ^it nocbttheles the Scottis, being few in number, delyrit 
the Inglis wardane to ilay bis folkis ; quha cryed with ane loud vojce, 
ftay. Hay, quha wold not ftay. The Scottis thairefter gaif bakkis be 
the fpace of half ane mylne, quhill the laird of Mow, quha wes Hone, 
the bail^ie of Jedburgh, and the cuntrie met thame ; quhair it wes 
crewallie fochtin, and the Inglifraen chafit within thair bordaris ; xxiiij 
llane, quhairof wes the erle of Bedfurds fone, and fchir Johne Hering 
knycht, quha wes Hane ; and the faid wardane tane, with lindrie vtheris 
wer brocht to Jedburgh, to the number of iij"^; fchir Francis Rullell to 
the number of xxx landit mene. 

Wpoun the xiiij day, the laid Inglis prefonaris wer brocht outoffc. 127. n. 
Jedburgh to Dalkeith to the regents grace, quha wes weill treittit. 

Wpoun the xv day, my lord regentis grace fend and chargit the ma- 
giftratis of Edinburgh to tak vp ane dittay of the inhabitouris of the laid 
toun, for ditting of thame to ane air to be haldin in the tolbuyth thairof 
the xxvj of this inftant ; for the quhilk caus, the haill craftis wer wamit 
to the confall quha delyrit to aflyft the burgeflis, to that effeil thsj 
mycht mak, and to gif the faid regent ; but the craftis allanerlie refuilit, 
and tuik thame to the regentb will. 
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Wpoun the xviij day, fchir Johne Bannatyne of Auchnoule knycht, 
iuftice dark, paft at command of the regent to Berwik, for intercom- 
monyng of gude reule on the bordour. 

Wpoun the xx day, the faid juftice dark retumit to Edinburgh. 

Wpoun the xxj day, Mr Killingraw, amballatour for the queue of 
Ingland, come with xxx horfs in tryne to Dalkeith ; and efter quhais 
ouming, the faid Johne Forrefter and wardane, with the reft of the prefo- 
naris, paft of Dalkeith in purpois to Loudoun. It wes laid that thaj 
wer fend for be the queue of Ingland. 

Wpoun the xxij day, the faid ambaflatour come to Edinburgh, and 
wes lugeit in Robert Kers lugeing at the fait trone, in Mr Johne Abir- 
crumbles lugeing. 

Wpoun the xxiiij day, my lord regentis grace come to the place of 
Halyrudhous fra Dalkeith. 

Wpoun the xxvj day, the juftice air of Edinburgh wes continewit 
quhill the fourt day of October nixtocum. 

Wpoun the day of Julij, the laird of Lochlevin, erle Bu(;hane, 

and his brother George Dowglas younger brother, quha wes the convoy 
of the quene out of Lochlevin, George Dowglas now bifchope of Murray, 
with vtheris diuerfs, to the number of j^ men, wer fet for the flauchter 
of Johne Hamiltoim abbot of Abirbrothok, fecund fone to ymquhile 
the dukis grace, bot be aduerteilment he wan away verie cunnynglie. 

Wpoun the xxvij day, Adame Gordoun, brother to George erle of 
Huntlie, with xx gentilmen, quha depairtit with him to France, come 
out thairof throw Flanderis to Scotland, and landit at Leith ; quha come 
at the command of the regent, becaufe he lend for him and his cumpany 
maift effe€luoflie, and defyrit theme to cum the faid way, to that effeA 
thaj liild nocht be perfewit with Inglifmen. &c. &c &c. &c. &c. &c. &c. 
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
